Department in answer to your order requesting information 
as to what action is necessary on the part of the property 
holders or tenants to insure the regular collection at stated 
times and carting away of ashes or house offal, and other 
waste material.

Hon. JoHN F. FITZGERALD, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


DEAR Sir, — In reply to the order passed by the Board 
of Aldermen, requesting ‘“‘ what action is necessary on the 
part of property holders or tenants to insure the regular 
collection at stated times and carting away of ashes or house 
offal, and other waste material,” I beg leave to state that the 
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regulations of this department require, in accordance with 
the revised ordinances of the City of Boston, chapter 43, as 
follows : 

“No person shall keep in his house, or on his land, any 
house offal, unless the same is placed in a suitable vessel, 
free from ashes and other refuse matter, and so placed as to 
be easily removed. 

“No person shall place or keep, in or near any building, 
ashes or cinders in such a manner as to’ be hable to cause 
fire, nor mix them with other substances, nor place or keep 
them except in metallic vessels, so placed as to be easily 
removed.” 

The regulations of this department require that all recep- 
tacles for ashes or offal shall be placed either at the curbstone 
or in an easily accessible place on the level of the lot on 
which the building stands. Employees of this department 
are not supposed to enter cellars, cellar-ways, areas or 
bulkheads, for the removal of ashes or offal. The use of 
receptacles larger than an ordinary flour barrel is strictly 
prohibited. 

In the section north of Massachusetts avenue we have 
three separations, viz.: Ashes, waste paper and offal. In the 
outlying districts ashes, waste and rubbish may be placed in 
one receptacle, but offal must be kept separate by itself. 

In sections where large accumulations of dirt are made, 
the ashes and swill are removed twice a week regularly. In 
the outlying districts the collections are made once a week, 
except during the summer months when offal is taken away 
twice a week. 

Daily collections are made from hotels and restaurants, 
the year round. 

There are regular days for the collection of ashes and swill 
in every district. When a holiday occurs the collections are 
made the following day. 

The cause of many of the complaints that come to this office 
is not the fault of this department, but because of the neglect 
of the householders to have receptacles enough to hold all of 
their dirt. Once a year, the first week in May, the depart- 
ment issues an order that all dirt may be placed on the street 
without a permit, the same to be taken away by the teams of 
this department.

Leahy, Superintendent of Sewers, I submit the following 
statement relative to the nature and location of work done by 
regular employees of the Sewer Department in city proper, 
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chargeable to sewerage works, from February 1, 1906, to 
April 1, 1906. ‘This is in accordance with the order of the 
Board of Aldermen of April 9, 1906. 


City PROPER. 


Sewerage Works. By Regular Employees. 


Atlantic avenue, from Clinton street southerly. This is 
a 12-inch pipe sewer. It is being built to replace a 12-inch 
pipe sewer that is broken in places and leaky at the joints. 
This sewer lies along the sea-wall, the tide rising and falling 
around it. As this sewer discharges into the intercepting 
sewer all leakage has to be pumped at the pumping station. 
On April 1, 1906, about 44 linear feet of trensh had been 
excavated. The new pipe is to be encased in concrete, which 
makes it necessary to cut out parts of the old sea-wall. The 
old sewer is tested for leaks, in short lengths, as the work 
progresses, and if found leaky 110 feet may have to be 
rebuilt. This is tidework. 

It may be found necessary to relay part of the 15-inch pipe 
sewer which connects this sewer with the intercepting sewer 
on the other side of the avenue, about 50 feet distant. This 
cannot be determined until the work is further advanced. 

Prospect street, between South Margin and Lyman streets. 
The new sewer is a 20-inch by 30-inch brick, egg, 161.12 
feet in length. It replaces a square brick and stone sewer, 
about 100 feet in length, and 61 feet of 22-inch barrel brick 
sewer, which had broken down ind caused flooding of cellars. 

Central street, overflow at Atlantic avenue. The eastside 
intercepting sewer, between Lehigh street and Central street, 
is too small to carry the flow, causing the sewage to back up 
and discharge through the Central street overflow. This has 
been a great nuisance, and has been complained of by property 
owners and by the Fire Department, who have a berth for 
the fire-boat at this point. As a temporary expedient the 
dam has been raised and the arch of the sewer raised to corre- 
spond for a distance of about 8 feet. This was tidework. 

Mt. Vernon street overflow. On account of the small 
size of the overflow sewer in Back street, between Otter and 
Brimmer streets, cellars on the system have been flooded. 
As a temporary expedient, but to be of permanent use, over- 
flows have been restored that’ were cut off by the City 
Engineer when the west side intercepting sewer was built. 

At Mt. Vernon street an 18-inch tide-gate was built 
and the old overflow sewer cleaned out. This was tidework. 
The work was nearly completed February 1, 1906. 
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Congress street, between Franklin and Milk streets. On 
April 1, 1906, 14 feet of 2-foot 9-inch by 8-foot 9-inch 
brick sewer had been completed. About 64 feet of trench 
was excavated —most of it to grade. This sewer is to 
replace a brick sewer, 2 feet 9 inches by 38 feet 9 inches. 
The old sewer was built of 4-inch work; the arch is badly 
settled and broken; the sides have spread. ‘The sewer is in 
a dangerous condition, and if it should fall the cellars would 
be flooded in a district covering about 20 acres. From an 
examination made inside of the sewer, we may have to 
rebuild the entire distance from Franklin street to Milk 
street, as thus far when the sewer has been excavated it has 
been found to be in poorer condition than was indicated by 
the examination.

I transmit herewith a communication and statement from 
the Statistics Department, in answer to your order request- 
ing certain information in regard to the number of persons 
injured by the operation of street railways in this city for 
the past six years, and other data.

Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Str, — In accordance with an order of the Board of Alder- 
men, passed May 7, 1906, I beg to submit the following 
statement relative to the number of persons injured and 
killed by the operation of street railways for the period 
1900-1905. The order embodies three questions: (1) The 
_ number of persons injured, etc.; (2) a. The number of per- 
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sons who have been killed or who have died from injuries ; 
and (b) As to whether street railways are compelled to 
make reports of accidents or injuries. 

It seems best to answer the third of these questions first. 
As will be seen from what follows, street railways are 
required by law to report all accidents from which death or 
injuries result, to the Board of Railroad Commissioners, and 
to report all accidents which result in loss of life, to the 
medical examiner of the county who resides nearest to the 
place of accident. 

Section 263 of chapter 111 of the Revised Laws provided 
that every railroad should give notice to medical examiners 
and the Board of Railroad Commissioners of accidents which 
resulted in loss of life, etc. The aforesaid section 268, 
chapter 111, of the Revised Laws was amended by chapter 
297, Acts of 1903, so that it reads as follows: 

« Every railroad and street railway corporation shall give 
immediate notice of an accident on its road, which results in 
a loss of life, to the medical examiner of the county who 
resides nearest to the place of accident, and shall also, within 
twenty-four hours, give notice to the Board of any such 
accident or of any accident of the description of accidents of 
which the Board may require notice to be given. For each 
omission to give such notice the corporation shall forfeit not 
more than one hundred dollars.” 

Under the authority of the foregoing provision of law, the 
Board requires that reports be made: 

1. Of all accidents resulting in serious personal injury, 
as well as in loss of life, whether of passengers, employees or 
others. 7 

2. Of all accidents which do not result in personal injury, 
but which cause serious detention of passenger trains or 
electric cars. 

By the courtesy of the Railroad Commissioners this 
Department has been permitted to examine the returns made 
since the Act of 1903 went into effect. 

As regards the first question propounded in the order, I 
regret to say that it is not possible to state accurately “the 
number of persons injured by the operation of street railways 
in the City of Boston for the past six years,” for the reason 
that the returns made to the Railroad Commissioners by the 
several street railway companies give the number of killed 
and injured for the whole territory in which their lines are 
operated, and do not specify precisely the locality at which 
the accident occurred, but in this connection Table 1, com- 
piled from the reports of the Railroad Commissioners, shows

the number of persons killed and injured annually in the 
period 1900-1905, as reported by the several companies 
having lines of street railway within the limits of Boston. 

While it is impossible to state the number of injuries due 
to the operation of street railways for the past six years 
in the City of Boston, thanks to the courtesy of the Railroad 
Commissioners who have permitted us to analyze the returns 
made to them by the Boston Elevated Railway Company for 
the years ending September 30, 1904 and 1905, we have com- 
piled the following statement, viz.: Table 2, which shows that 
in the two years specified 32 persons were killed or died from 
their injuries; and other serious injuries occurred to the 
number of one hundred and forty-nine (149). The Boston 
and Northern Railway Company reported one serious acci- 
dent in the same time. 

Table 2 shows how many of the persons killed and injured 
in 1904 and 1905 were passengers, employees or other per- 
sons. It is not possible to classify the deaths returned by 
the Boston Elevated Company to the Board of Railroad 
Commissioners according to the age of the decedents. 

As to the number of persons who have been killed or who 
have died from injuries in the past six years, the reports of 
the Medical Examiners of Suffolk County afford the only 
satisfactory data that are accessible. 

On the basis of the reports of the Medical Examiners for 
Suffolk County, the total number of deaths in the City of 
Boston caused by electric cars, in the six years ending 
December 31, 1905, appears to be 105. This statement is 
based on my analysis of 4,047 cases of death covered by the 
returns in writing of the Medical Examiners for Suffolk 
County to the Secretary of the Commonwealth, through 
whose courtesy I was enabled to study the original returns. 

The following statement shows the number of such deaths 
by years, and the number of deaths by certain age periods: 
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Deaths in Boston Caused by Electric Cars.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States of America in Congress assembled, 


That the Secretary of War is hereby authorized to acquire, 
for fortification purposes, from the City of Boston, two certain 
tracts of land on Deer Island, in Boston harbor, Massachusetts, 
containing together about one hundred acres above mean 
low water mark, the said tracts being marked on the ground 
by certain monuments, and to pay for the same not to 
exceed the sum of two hundred and fifty thousand dollars 
from funds heretofore appropriated for purchase of sites 
for fortifications and seacoast defenses: Provided, That 
the City of Boston shall build a masonry wall, at least 
ten feet in height above the ground level, extending across 
said Deer Island, to separate the portion of said island hereby 
authorized to be acquired from the remaining portion of said 
island; and shall remove the piggery from the portion 
of the island hereby authorized to be acquired, and dis- 
continue interments in the cemetery within said area, and 
shall permit the United States government to connect its 
water mains with the city’s water supply mains on said island, 
and furnish water to the government at current rates: pro- 

vided further, that before making payment for the said land 
the Secretary of War may require the City of Boston to 
execute such valid agreement or obligation as he may con- 
sider necessary to insure full compliance with all the require- 
ments of the foregoing proviso. . 

Sect. 2. That the United States shall be lable for any 
damage to the property of the City of Boston or to the works 
of the North Metropolitan Sewerage System located on said 
island that may be caused by the firing of guns in time of 
peace from batteries erected within the area that may be 
acquired as aforesaid; and the Secretary of War is author- 
ized and directed, whenever any such damage occurs, to 
ascertain what would be a reasonable and proper compensa- 
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tion to pay the City of Boston and transmit an estimate of 
the same to Congress with his recommendation in the 
premises.

DEAR Sir, —I am requested by the Common Council to 
furnish it with a list of the various pieces of property owned 
by the city which have been in any way affected by the con- 
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struction of the elevated structure, giving in each case the 
location of the property, the number of square feet in the 
lot, the amount of damages received by the city in each case, 
if any, and the total amount of damages received by the city 
to date on account of the erection of said elevated structure. 

In reply I would state that it is difficult, if not impossible, 
to say whether a park, square, burial ground or wharf owned 
by a municipal corporation and held for a public use is or is 
not affected in its value by an elevated structure going by it. 
A police station, an engine-house or a ward-room would not 
be affected in value as far as the building is concerned, but - 
the land would be, if the city wished to sell it. 

Although I received no instructions from anyone so to do, 
I brought petitions against the Elevated Railway Company 
to recover damages on account of Blackstone square, Franklin 
square, Arthur-place Engine-house, Copp’s Hill terrace and 
burial ground, City Hall square (Charlestown), Sullivan 
square (Charlestown), Police Station 8 (Battery street), 
North End beach, Paving wharf (Commercial street), 
Franklin School-house (Washington street), Hook and Ladder 
House No. 9 (Main street, Charlestown). 

Although certain sums were talked about in many inter- 
views with the Elevated Railway Company as being damages 
for certain lots, these suits were settled for the lump sum of 
$65,500. This sum was paid by the Elevated Railway Com- 
pany July 18, 1905. 

Although the number of square feet in certain lots, viz., 
the old Franklin School-house and the police station and 
engine-house, were considered in arriving at this sum, the 
settlement was not based on the number of square feet of 
land in the properties. 

After this settlement was made and after the time for 
bringing an action had gone by, it came to the knowledge of 
the Trustees of the Boston Publec Library, and of this 
department, that one Joseph H. Centre, who died making the 
Boston Public Library his residuary legatee, owned, among 
other property, an estate on Washington street at the corner 
of Groton street, leased for a long term of years to the South 
End National Bank, in front of which building the elevated 
railway passes. It seemed that the Elevated Railway Com- 
pany had settled with the South End National Bank, the 
lessees, for damages to this estate. On being apprised of 
this fact a petition was made to the Legislature on behalf of 
the Trustees of the Public Library to extend the time for 
bringing suit against the Elevated Railway Company on 
account of these damages. The claim for damages was 
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settled in March of this year by the payment of $2,500 by 
the Elevated Railway Company to the Trustees of the Boston 
Public Library and by my withdrawing the petition from the 
Legislature before it was acted on. 

This makes in all the sum of $68,000 which has been 
received from the Boston Elevated Railway Company by the 
city or one of its departments.

MAYOR’S MESSAGE 
VETOING 


AN ORDER MAKING A REDIVISION OF WARD 23 
INTO VOTING PRECINCTS. 


Ciry oF Boston, 
OFFICE OF THE MAyor, July 9, 1906. 


To the Board of Aldermen: 


I return without my approval! order of your Board passed 
June 25, dividing Ward 23 into 15 voting precincts. 

The Revised Laws provide for such division, but stipulate 
that it shall be made “on or before the first Monday in July.” 
This order was not passed until the meeting of your Board 
preceding the first Monday in July, and I was not given 
time in which to consider its provisions properly before it 
became legally inoperative. The Corporation Counsel is of 
the opinion that there is a grave question as to whether or 
not such an order, if signed by the Mayor after that date, 
would be legal, as orders of your Board become effective 
from the date on which the Mayor affixes his signature. 
If signed after that date, it might render elections in Ward 
23 illegal. 

Another objection to the order is that it would entail an 
expense of some $4,000, chargeable to the appropriation for 
Election Department. This appropriation will be depleted 
on account of the redivision of Ward 21, and the finances of 
the Election Department will not permit further expenditure 
for this purpose. 
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Your attention is also called to the fact that at the city 
election of last year the percentage of registered votes cast 
was greater in Ward 23 than in twenty of the other wards, 
which would indicate that the polling places can be main- 
tained as at present without serious inconvenience to the | 
voters. .

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MAYOR’S MESSAGE 


RELATIVE TO 


A REVISION OF THE BUILDING LAWS AND 
APPOINTING A COMMISSION TO 
CONSIDER THE SUBJECT. 


City or Bosron, 
OFFICE OF THE MAyoR, July 9, 1906. 


To the City Council : 


I am of opinion that there is an urgent necessity for a 
revision of the building laws of the city. The present law, 
originally enacted in 1892, has been amended by nearly 
seventy specific amendments in the last fourteen years, 
so that it is now difficult to tell what the law is in many 
instances. 

A substantial measure of relief has been gained by the 
passage of a bill which was introduced into the Legislature 
early this year upon my recommendation, and which was 
approved by the Governor on April 80, 1906. The result of 
this measure, however, emphasizes the necessity for a thor- 
ough revision of the building laws as applied to the City of 
Boston. 

A more modern style of construction in many buildings 
has been developed with the increased use of steel and con- 
crete during this time, and owing to the many rigorous con- 
ditions of the present building laws, which add neither to the 
safety of a building nor to that of its occupants, not only 
has the erection of new buildings in Boston been seriously 
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retarded, but the remodelling of old buildings to fit them for 
modern conditions has been practically prohibited. 

An examination of the figures compiled by the Building 
Department shows that, while the population of Boston has 
increased one hundred thousand within the last ten years, 
housing accommodations have been built for only one-third 
of this number. ‘This has resulted in compelling people to 
live in old, out-of-date and unsanitary buildings, not adapted 
to the present standards of life. 

With the increased facilities for transportation which have 
developed in the last twenty years, such as the building of 
the East Boston Tunnel and the extension of the elevated 
road to Forest Hills, large tracts of vacant land have been 
brought within a half hour’s time of City Hall and the busi- 
ness districts of the city, thus permitting people to scatter 
over a much wider territory, if they can have a chance to 
build homes within the means of the average wage-earner. 

While the price of labor and material has advanced sub- 
stantially, I am of opinion that the building laws as they at 
present exist have done more to retard the proper growth of 
the city and prevent people from acquiring homes with health- 
ful surroundings than any other cause. While fire-proof con- 
struction for the average house for habitation may be desir- 
able, it is not within the means of 90 per cent. of the 
community; and people seem to live comfortably and safely 
in the houses in the Metropolitan District outside of Boston, 
where such requirements are not so strenuously insisted 
upon. 

From figures compiled by the Fire Department, it appears 
that in the old South End, so-called, the region bounded by 
Dover street, the line of the old Providence railroad, Ruggles 
street and Albany street, the average damage by fire in the 
last five years to the structural condition of the buildings in 
which fires have occurred has been but a little more than two 
hundred dollars. | 

With a comprehensive building law brought down to date 
the so-called slum will disappear, for people will live in much 
better surroundings if they are given an opportunity. I 
have, therefore, appointed a commission specially qualified 
to deal with the needs of the community as a whole, and of 
such technical training and experience that their work should 
result in presenting to the next session of the Legislature a 
draft of a building law for Boston that will remedy many of 
the present evils.

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CORPORATION COUNSEL’S STATEMENT 


ON THE 


MATTER OF DELAY IN THE WORK OF ABOLISH-— 
ING THE DUDLEY-STREET GRADE CROSSING. 


City oF Boston, 
LAW DEPARTMENT, July 20, 1906. 


The Honorable Board of Aldermen : 


GENTLEMEN, —I am requested to inform you as to the 
cause of the continued delay in the matter of abolishing the 
Dudley-street grade crossing. 

The report of the commissioners on the abolishment of this 
crossing has been approved by the Superior Court, and I am 
informed by the attorneys of the railroad that contracts for 
doing the work have been awarded, and that work will be 
commenced next week upon this crossing and . prosecuted 
with dispatch. 

The delay arose from several causes. ‘The cause of the 
delay at first was the poverty of the New York & New 
England Railroad until its purchase by the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad. Then when the hearings began 
there was a great difference of opinion between the engineers 
of the contributing parties as to the manner in which the 
work should be done — the city wanting the grades of the 
street changed as little as possible, the railroad being anxious 
to have the street depressed as much as possible, and the 
railroad carried over at the least possible grade. After a 
compromise was reached in regard to these matters then 
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arose long continued disputes concerning the details of the 
work, the railroad company intending to four-track this part 
of its line and make great changes at this point, and wishing 
as much as possible of this work to be done at the expense 
of the scheme, the City, the Commonwealth and the Elevated 
Railway Company being anxious to have no work done at 
the expense of the scheme except what was actually con- 
nected with the abolishment of the crossing, with the railroad 
location at its present width and with the present number of 
tracks. | 

There was also some dispute as to who should do the 
work of changing the grade of the public streets, whether it 
should be the city or the railroad. After a great many hear- 
ings the commissioners finally made their report. By the 
report the railroad was to do all the work on the public 
streets as well as their own location. 

I am informed that its officials have been busy for some 
months making their plans and preparing their contracts, 
that the contracts are to be given out at once and work 
begun and pushed.

I transmit herewith a communication from the Trustees of 
the Boston City Hospital in answer to your order asking 
them “to grant equal opportunities and privileges to all 
students in medicine or surgery at all lectures and clinics.”

Sir, — The Trustees have received, through you, from the 
Board of Aldermen, the following vote: 

“ Ordered, That the Trustees or other officers in charge of 
hospitals or institutions supported in whole or in part by the 
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City of Boston be hereby requested by this Board, through 
His Honor the Mayor, to grant equal opportunities and priv- 
ileges to all students in medicine or surgery at all lectures 
and clinics.” : 

The Trustees have also received, through your honor, a 
petition from the officers of the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons, setting forth the desire that the students of the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons shall “secure equal 
hospital privileges to the medical students and graduates of 
all incorporated medical schools and colleges.” 

To these two communications the Trustees beg leave to 
reply as follows: 

The officers of the College of Physicians and Surgeons 
have received within thirty days a copy of the rules and 
regulations of the Boston City Hospital. The rules in 
regard to the admission of students and others are as 
follows: 


‘Members of the Surgical Visiting Staff may, on regularly 


appointed days, perform operations in the amphitheatre, and 
members of both the medical and surgical visiting staff may 
likewise give instruction there in their respective depart- 
ments, and, for the purpose of instruction, they shall; subject 
to such restrictions as the ‘Trustees may deem necessary, have 
the privilege of introducing patients, provided that in every 
case the attending surgeon or physician shall certify, in 
writing, that the patient may undergo such examination and 
treatment without detriment, and that the superintendent and 
the patient consent thereto. Due notice of the nature of 
operations or instruction shall, so far as practicable, be 
posted in the entrance office. When the amphitheatre is so 
opened for operations and instruction physicians having 
received a degree of Doctor of Medicine and students of one 
year’s standing of any duly incorporated college or school of 
medicine or surgery may be admitted in such numbers and 
on such regulations as the Trustees may from time to time 
determine.” 

It therefore seems to the Trustees that either the rule is 
not understood, or else the petitioners have not availed them- 
selves of the privileges that they might enjoy. Much has 
been said elsewhere that students of the College of Physi- 
cians and Surgeons were not permitted to visit the wards as 
were the students of other colleges. As a matter of fact, 
visits of medical students to the wards have been practically 
abolished for four years. The Trustees have never been in 
full accord in having medical students visit wards for acute 
cases, and have been from time to time obliged to restrict

the practice of having hordes of students pass through wards 
occupied by very sick patients, believing that such visits 
were injurious to the patients, and imposing upon them 
inspections and visits by unknown persons, much to their 
distaste. Moreover, the growth of the hospital, and its large 
number of wards and patients, and increased number of 
medical students visiting the hospital, made the practice 
more and more undesirable. Members of the Medical and 
Surgical Staff have repeatedly made requests in regard to the 
teaching of medicine, which have not been granted, because 
such requests were not beneficial to the patients. The 
Trustees, from time to time, have placed restrictions against 
this practice. Fortunately, the method of teaching students 
has radically changed within recent years, the method now 
being by what is called the “‘ case-taking ”’ method. Students 
are not required to visit the wards, but the patients are 
brought to the Surgical Amphitheatre, and in that manner 
they are taught medicine. Practically all the clinical in- 
struction given in the hospital to-day is given in the public 
amphitheatre, which is open to medical students of any . 
incorporated school of medicine. It has happened that some 
visiting physician or surgeon may have taken two or three 
students to see a particular case in a ward, for some special, 
particular reason, and then left the ward without visiting 
another case. 

No student of any incorporated college or school of medi- 
eine has been refused admission to the public operations or 
clinics since this rule has been in force. 

The present Trustees believe it their duty to continue to 
make the proper care and treatment of the sick and injured 
the paramount and controlling purpose of the hospital, and 
to continue to permit medical instruction and observation 
in the hospital only as incidental, and only so far as such in- 
struction and observation can be afforded without detriment 
to the main purpose. While, as the hospital is a city insti- . 
tution, they cannot invite students of one school and debar 
those of another, they cannot assume to require of the hos- 
pital staff, in addition to the duty of a careful attention to 
the patients, the giving of gratuitous instruction to medical 
students. The trustees are desirous that the hospital shall 
afford to the citizens of Boston generally all incidental ad- 
vantages in the way of medical knowledge which it is in the 
power of the hospital to bestow, consistent with the welfare 
of the patients. 

Finally, the Trustees are of the opinion that the request 
made on the part of the Honorable Board of Aldermen, 
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together with the petition of the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons for “equal hospital privileges to medical students, 
and graduates of all incorporated medical schools and 
colleges,” are available under the present rules and regula- 
tions of the hospital, and consistent with the care of the sick.

Srr,—I respectfully submit the report of the Randidge 
Excursions for the season of 1906. 

These excursions were given under the provisions of the 
will of George L. Randidge, and began with the season of 
1897 and continued yearly, with one exception — this making 
the ninth season of the excursions and I believe the most 
successful one. The first excursion was given on July 5, 
continuing daily, Sundays excepted, until September 1 — 
forty-nine (49) excursions in all, one excursion being omitted 
on account of stormy weather. The total number of children 
carried was twenty thousand nine hundred twenty-one 
(20,921), representing eighty-eight (88) organizations — 
an average each day of four hundred twenty-seven (427). 
This is the largest number of excursionists carried during any 
season, and is three thousand six hundred fifty-one (3,651) 
in excess of the number carried last year. ‘The per capita 
cost was thirteen and one-half (133) cents for each person. 

The excursions were a source of much pleasure to all who 
took part, and swings, tilting-boards and other games of 
amusement were enjoyed by the children; a substantial 
luncheon was furnished them upon their arrival at Long 
Island. No accident of any kind occurred during the entire 
season.

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The Committee have deliberated upon the most elegible mode 
of discharging the above balance and offer the following as the 
result.—They find [13] that the whole amount of State, County 
& Town taxes for 1813 was $152,400 — And that the County tax 
for the present year is $14000 less, than in the last; they also 
find that the County debt being provided for, the current expenses 
of the County will not require a larger tax in future 

It is therefore proposed, that the sum of $14000 dollars should 
be raised in addition to the amount for current Town expences, 
and be appropriated towards the discharge of the Towns debts: 
and that the same amount should be assessed annually until the 
whole shall be discharged, which will be effected in six years, 
without laying on the Inhabitants any greater burthen, than what 
they have borne and promptly paid during the past year. 

But as some of the Creditors of the Town may be urgent for 
immediate payment, it is proposed, that the Town should em- 
power the Treasurer to borrow of Individuals or of publick 
institutions, such sums as may be necessary to satisfy the present 
creditors, And that the Committee of Finance be directed to pay 
particular attention, that the sum raised for the gradual discharge 
of the old debts be strictly appropriated to that purpose.

Your Committee take this opportunity to add their testimony 
to that of the Committee of Finance on the perfect system of 
order and clear arrangement in the Books and Accounts of the 
Treasurer and Collector, and for the unexampled promptness, 
with which he has collected nearly the whole of the last years 
taxes, and of so large a portion of the outstanding taxes, which 
circumstance does great honour to the talents & integrity of that 
officer.— 

[14.] Your Committee also requested the County Treasurer 
to give them such information from his office as would enable 
them to satisfy the Town as to the finances of the County, and 
they received from him every satisfaction they could expect.— 
The Committee of Finance in their report have taken notice of 


. part of the result of those enquiries, and your Committee have 


to add, that the County Treasurer stated to them that there were 
no books in the Office by which he could ascertain the amount of 
fines and forfeitures received from Justices of the Peace for 
breaches of law within the last five years, but that since the 
present Treasurer had been in office had received as follows 


from several*Justices 65 = “cae jee 1161.64 
from Shubael Bell received by him for persons 
committed.

and that these sums had been paid over to the Treasurer of the 
Commonwealth agreeable to law. 
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It also appears that in 1813. there was paid to the Justices of 
the Peace for criminal suits before them the sum of $3303.92 of 
this sum (for all suits carried to the Courts by appeal or recog- 
nizance) was repaid by the Commonwealth $1700—Left a 
balance of Loss to the County of 1603 dollars. 

With regard to that part of the duty of your Committee ‘‘ to 
ascertain the amount of outstanding taxes arising from neglect- 
ing to collect them when the persons were eompetent to the pay- 
ment as stated in a late report.” That report fully states the 
amount, but whether any neglect to collect them when persons 
were competent to the payment took place or not, the Committee 
have no means of [15] ascertaining — And the question ‘‘ how 
far the Bondsmen are answerable for the deficiency of such 
Receiver & Collector’’ is a legal question which your Committee 
do not feel themselves competent to determine. —

The foregoing Reports of the Auditors of accounts & Com- 
mittee of Finance were read, considered & accepted by the 
Town —and ordered that the report of the Committee of 
Finance be published. 

The Committee of Finance having examined the accounts and 
proceedings of Andrew Sigourney Esq’. Treasurer & Collector of 
the Town of Boston, as it respects both of said important offices, 
& are happy to state. 

That they find the Treasurer and Collector has executed the 
duties of said offices with great ability and faithfulness, as will 
appear from the statements accompanying the report of the 
Auditors. 

The Town of Boston will therefore feel, that a Compensation 
for services rendered, so essential to their interests, becomes a 
duty, which will give them pleasure to execute. 

The Committee would state, that they find said Treasurer & 
Collector has expended the sum of one thousand, eighty three 
dollars 33 cents for necessary Clerk hire in his said offices, from 
the first day of July 1813 to the 1%. day of June 1814 and the 
sum of ninety two dollars 15 Cents expences attending [16] the 
delivery of Bills & summonses to delinquents, for which no com- 
pensation has been, or can be by him received. 

This expence to the Treasurer & Collector has in a great 
measure arisen from his very able & faithful attention to the 
collection and settlement of such back taxes as became due, 
before he was appointed to said offices. 

* The Committee would therefore report —That there be allowed 
to the said Andrew Sigourney Esquire out of the Treasury of the 
said Town of Boston, the sum of eleven hundred seventy five 
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dollars, forty five cents, the same being the amount of the sums 
aforesaid by him expended in said offices, as Treasurer & Collec-

The Trustees of lands upon the Neck, to whom was referred 
the Petition of Joseph Field Esq’., having attended to the sub- 
ject, having heard and considered the statement of the petitioner, 
and by a part of their body viewed the premises, now ask leave 
respectfully to report, that in their opinion, the petitioner has no 
legal claim against the Town arising from any injury which he may 
be supposed to have sustained from the alteration in the scite of 
the burying ground upon the neck, inasmuch as their was never. 
any stipulation or engagement restricting the town from making 
such alteration if the publick good should render it necessary. 
The trustees further consider that, the house of the petitioner 
being protected in front by a high fence & by a row of trees, 
very little inconvenience can arise or be felt by him, or by those 
who occupy the same, from the funeral processions, which 
occasionally enter the burying ground; and that any inconve- 
nience which may arise from this cause is more than compensated 
by the advantage which will result to the estate from the 
land in front of the house being forever kept open. It further 
appeared upon enquiry, that the rent of this estate had not sus- 
tained a greater depression, than that of other estates in the 
vicinity — The Trustees are therefore of opinion that the peti- 
tioner is not entitled in law or in equity to [19] compensation 
from the town according to the prayer of his petition.

Especially we are sensible of the correctness of their views in 
the dispositions made for the defence of this Town; which have 
been communicated to the Board by said Commissioners in sev- 
eral conferences with them, & in their letter to the Board of 30 
June [28] last; under the conviction we feel it our duty to rely, 
with perfect confidence, on our Rulers; and not by calling a 
meeting of the Inhabitants, to excite alarm; and in the presence 
of the Governour and Council, and of the Commissioners of 
known military experience, to interfere with their duties, or 
imply any doubt of the wisdom of their measures.

ity, & its endeavours to avert it, may be exposed to danger from 
an enterprise against the ships of War, which are now lying in 
our port, without any adequate means of protection & defence 
furnished by the National Government; and, 

Whereas, we entertain a full confidence that the Executive 
Government of this Commonwealth has been & still is occupied 
in preparing all the means & resources, which are at its disposal, 
for defending this port & Town, from an invasion; [29] and 
we moreover - believe that the brave & disciplined rhilitin of this 
and the neighbouring Counties which are ready at the shortest 
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notice to repair to any point of attack, will present to an invad- 
ing foe a superiority in number to any force, which is yet known 
to be upon our coast; yet as in times of great & eminent danger, 
extraordinary exertion & alacrity become the duty of the Citizen, 
& it may be acceptable to his Excellency the Governour to 
receive the assurance that the Citizens of Boston, ‘‘in the times

The Committee appointed by the Town of Boston at a legal 
Meeting on the 24". of May 1814 to take into consideration the 
subject of the delinquincy of their late Treasurer and Collector 
William Smith Esq’. and report on the expediency of Commencing 
a prosecution against said Collector or his bondsmen, [33] have 
considered the important business assigned them, & make the 
following report.— 


The system adopted by the town for the collection of their 
taxes during the first seven years that M*. Smith was in office, 
was found to be so defective, that a considerable loss, was, an- 
nually, inevitable. —'That system was in part corrected in 1810 
and by the report of a respectable Committee it appears, that 
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they attributed the delinquency then, to the imperfection of the 
system and not to the negligence or misconduct of the Collec- 
tor. — In that report although the Committee recommended the 
enjoining of a more prompt collection of the taxes, yet they also 
recominended, that the Collectors duties should be performed with 
as much discretion and lenity, as the nature & urgency of the 
demands would permit. The Town accepted that report, and by 
so doing, as your Committee believe, discharged their Collector, 
at least from the duty of distraining or prosecuting, unless in 
cases where there was a reasonable expectation of obtaining the 
sums due. — 

Your Committee are satisfied that the Collector conformed, 
according to the best of his judgement to the spirit of the report.

A considerable part of this sum was, in the opinion of the 
Committee assessed on persons who ought not to have been 
taxed; or on persons who could not be found when the tax bills 
were given to the Collector; and although some loss may be sus- 
tained in consequence of the lenity of the Collector, exercised in 
virtue of the aforesaid accepted report, the Committee do not be- 
lieve that it will be very great.— If the Collector did the best in 
his power to collect the taxes, & honestly used the discretion 
delegated to him by the Town, whatever loss may have happened 
ought to be borne by the town and not by the Collector or his 
bondsmen. . 

It appears by the reports of the annual Committees (which re- 
ports have been accepted by the town) that the late Treasurer 
and Collector [35] has faithfully paid over all the money he 
had collected; and as the situation of the outstanding taxes was 
always stated in those reports, your Committee think that the 
annual re-election of the same officer, was an implied approbation 
of his conduct. — Upon consideration of all these circumstances, 
and also that the tax books at the time of the appointment of a 
new Collector were taken out of the hands of the late Collector, 
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whereby he was deprived of all controul over the taxes, it is the 
opinion of the Committee that the loss sustained by the town 
cannot be imputed to the personal negligence or misconduct of 
the Collector, and that it is not expedient to institute any pros- 
ecution. against the said Smith or his sureties upon the bonds 
given to the Town. — The Committee have not taken into view 
the amount of taxes which have been abated by the assessors, 
viz., $52,479.82, because in abating this amount the assessors 
exercised a power vested in them, and not subject to the control 
of the late Collector.

Voted — That the Selectmen be, and hereby are appointed a 
Committee to wait on Lemuel Shaw Esq’., in the name of the 
Town & thank him for the elegant & spirited Oration this day 
delivered by him at the request of the Town, upon the anniver- 
sary of American Independence, in which were considered the 
feelings, manners, & principles waich produced the great national 
event, and the important and happy effects, general & domestic, 
which have already or will forever flow from that auspicious 
epoch; and to request of him a copy for the press. 


[62.] Voted— That the Gentlemen Selectmen be and hereby 
are appointed a Committee to apply to some able & learned 
Gentleman to deliver an Oration on the 4. day of July 1816. 
That day being the anniversary of the Independence of the 
United States of America; wherein the Orator is to consider the 
feelings, manners, & principles which led to this great national 
event, as well as the important and happy effects, whether general 
or domestic, which have already, or will forever flow from that 
auspicious Epoch.— 


Then the Meeting was Dissolved.— 
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At a legal Meeting of the Inhabitants of the Town of Boston, 
held at Faneuil Hall on Thursday the 5". day of October A.D. 
1815 — 10 O’Clock A.M.

This Meeting was called upon the application of a number of 
the Inhabitants, ‘‘ That the Town would take measures to supply 
each member of the militia with provisions for two days, at 
the inspection & review ordered at Dedham on the 10, & 11%, 
instant, & also to furnish a sufficient number of waggons to trans- 
port the tents & baggage.’’ 


The application together with a communication from the Select- 
men on the same subject being read. 


It was moved & Voted, That the Selectmen be desired to con- 
fer with the Lieu’. Colonels commanding [63] the three Regi- 
ments of the Boston Brigade, & the Brigade Quartermaster; to 
ascertain from them the number of men who will be on duty, at 
the ensuing inspection and review; and that they be authorized 
& empowered to furnish, at the expense of the Town, suitable 
rations for two days, to all the non-commissioned officers and 
men who may be actually on duty; and such a number of 
Waggons as shall be necessary for tents, straw & baggage. — 


Then the Meeting was Dissolved. 


At a legal meeting of the Inhabitants of the Town of Boston 
held at Faneuil Hall on Monday the 16". day of October A.D. 
1815 — 10 O’Clock A. M. 


Warrant calling the Meeting — read. 


Hon?®, John Phillips Esq’. chosen Moderator. 


The Committee appointed to take into consideration the expedi- 
ency of making an alteration in the municipal government of the 
Town, having performed the duty enjoined upon them by their 
fellow citizens ask leave to present the result of their delibera- 
tions in the form of a Bill, which they recommend the Repre- 
sentatives of the town should be instructed to obtain to be 
enacted as nearly as possible, by the General Court. 

[64.] Your Committee have adopted this mode as the most 
simple and as being likely to be the most satisfactory, inasmuch 
as it presents to the town the precise form, which the alterations, 
if adopted, will ultimately assume, and will thus give a more clear 
idea of the nature of them, than would probably result from any 
other course. 


—— 
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In relation to the principles of those alterations, which the 
Bill here presented contemplates, the committee ask leave to state, 
that being aware of the difficult nature of the subject submitted 
to their consideration, they have limited their endeavours to the 
attainment of such practical alterations, as utility seemed to sug- 
gest, and to which the wishes of the immediate petitioners seemed 
directed. — They have therefore not proposed any general altera- 
tions in the established constitution, any farther than was neces- 
sary to effect the advantages sought, consistent with the 
preservation of all the boards which do now, and have so long, 
with so much honour to the respective members of those boards 
and so much benefit to the town, presided over its concerns. 
The Selectmen, the Board of Overseers of the Poor, and the 
Board of Health will be preserved as they now exist, except so 
far as they may be affected by those alterations your Committee 
have deemed it advisable to propose. 

[65.] A course of this kind seemed not only the wisest; but 
in a measure rendered necessary, by the general relations, which 
the town of Boston bears to the other towns in the Common- 
wealth. The forms of proceeding of those boards are settled 
and familiar to all our citizens; their relations to one another are 
well defined and understood, their existence is associated with 
our habits and our affections. 

By attempting to change all these in conformity to some 
chosen or theoretic model of City government; little advantage 
would be gained and much would be lost from the natural appre- 
hensions which all men have of the effect of entirely novel 
arrangements upon their great interests. The result of the 
opinion of your committee not to supersede any of the existing 
Boards has been strengthened by the consideration that a board 
of Selectmen is rendered necessary by the letter of the consti- 
tution in every town in this commonwealth. Indeed the very 
name of town, associated with certain municipal proceedings is 
also rendered necessary by the terms of that instrument. So 
that the continuance of that board with its present name and 
with many of its present powers, is unadvoidable. 

With respect the overseers of the Poor and the board of Health, 
any attempt to change their constitution seemed less advisable, 
inasmuch [66] as the powers exercised and the duties per- 
formed by them are often exercised, even in cities regularly 
organized by bodies of Commissioners in effect but little differing 
from independent boards. For these reasons your committee 
have deemed it expedient to propose only such modification of 
the municipal powers as should in each instance, have a distinct 
object, the advantage of which might be demonstrated. 

In contemplating in this light, the various powers exercised 
within the town, your committee could not refrain from being 
affected with very sensible pleasure at perceiving how few modifi- 
cations were necessary, in the frame of the existing town consti- 
tution, in order to secure for the citizens all the advantages they 
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could hope from the most formal city organization. —Some of 
these were indeed of an important character. But as it respects 
the great mass of the requisite powers, they were already so 
arranged and deposited, as to leave little to wish or expect from 
any alteration in them. 

In the first place, the Judiciary authority exercised within the 
town, consisting of a Court of common Pleas, and a Municipal 
Court embraces, within the sphere of their jurisdiction all the 
powers of that nature, and in a form as select and advantageous 
as any other arrangement could offer, or which might be devised. 

In most cities, these powers are in part, or in [6%] whole, 
exercised by the mayor, or chief executive offices of the city. 
But there seems to be no particular advantage in thus combining 
the chief executive and judicial powers in one officer. And in 
the actual state of the feelings and habits of the citizens of 
Boston, it is probable that a scheme of municipal government, 
which should keep the executive and judiciary powers, exercised 
within the town, in distinct hands, would be more satisfactory to 
them, than an arrangement, which should deposit both in the 
hands of a single individual. Should the chief executive of 
our city be vested with judiciary powers, his appointment 
by the executive of the state, under the provisions of our 
state constitution, would be inevitable. It seems however, © 
desirable that this officer should be connected with the inhabi- 
tants of our city by ties, less independent than would result 
_ from his appointment by the executive of the state. To the mass 
of his fellow citizens he ought, at least immediately, to owe his 
election. To them, or to that body whom they may choose in 
this case to represent them, such an officer ought to be bound by 
all that sense of responsibility, which naturally results from the 
consciousness of his being indebted to their suffrages for his elec- 
tion. The system which your committee propose contains there- 
fore no change in judiciary powers now exercised within the town, 
except so far as relates to the selection of three Justices, and the 
establishment of a Police Court. [68] In forming this Court, 
however, it will be perceived, that it is not proposed to interfere 
with the existing powers of a Justice of Peace, but that the powers 
of the Police Court should be co-extensive and concurrent with 
those of Justices of the peace. It is not proposed to authorise 
any preference to be exercised among the acting Justices; but 
that each in his turn should act as a member of the Police Court. 
The great advantage contemplated by this arrangement is, that in 
a court consisting of three members, acting under the authority 
of the government of the town, in a publick place, and subject to 
the concourse of all the citizens, more order, regularity, correct- 
ness and uniformity of proceeding would result, than from a court 
holden by a single Justice in a private room, without any respon- 
sibility, but what is of the most general nature. It is known that 
great complaints of abuses of their authority by justices of the 
peace have at all times existed: And without meaning to sanc-

tion the idea, that these complaints have been in all or in many 
cases well founded your committee have deemed it expedient if 
possible to give the justices of the peace an opportunity to exer- 
cise their offices in a manner more publick and responsible, and 
which, without interfering with their emoluments as on the scheme 
proposed, those of the police court would be equally shared by 
all, would give greater weight & dignity to their office, [69] and 
proceedings. —In examining the present constituted authorities 
of the town with reference to improvements in their organization 
and powers of which they were deemed susceptible, your com- 
mittee have considered that something would be gained by en- 
larging for merely municipal purposes, the number proposed, the 
number of which the superintending board at present consists, 
and causing the election of their additional numbers to be made 
in the respective wards and not by the town at large. This 
would secure for the superintending board more local knowledge 
& responsibility than at present exist init: The inhabitants of 
each ward, most distinguished for their acquaintance with its par- 
ticular interests would be thus probably selected for this office, 
and thus the greatest assurance would result that the interest of 
every ward would be duly considered: An assurance which would 
not result from election from any gencral ticket, in which the 
wishes of each ward cannot be distinctly attained, inasmuch as 
the whole election is controuled by the result of the general voice. 

The first specific alteration proposed by your committee, is that 
leaving the election of Selectmen to depend upon the general 
voice, as at present regulated by law, that to delegates shall be 
chosen at the respective ward Mectings in April, and these 
together with the Selectmen, should constitute the superintending 
board, in which should be invested all the powers relative to the 
town ['7Q] interests and management of its concerns, except 
such as are vested exclusively in the board of Selectmen by the 
constitution of the state. 

The next alteration proposed by the committee, relates to the 
chief executive of the town. the executive power eficiently exists 
at present in a superintendent of police, who is chosen by the 
Selectmen out of their own body & receiving a salary dependent 
upon their discretion and responsible solely to them; Relative to 
this officer your committee recommend that he should hereafter 
be elected by a convention to be held annually by the board of 
Selectmen and delegates, the board of overseers of the poor 
and the board of health. It will be unnecessary for the 
committee to dilate on the advantages to be anticipated 
from such an organization, as the Selectmen and overseers 
of the poor are elected by the general voice of the town. 
The board of health & delegates by the voice of the wards. 
It seems impossible for any greater security to result for a 
wise selection of the superintending executive officer, one, in 
which general and local influences and wishes would be more 
likely to be consulted, than what would result from an election 
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made by a body composed of men thus chosen. ‘This officer 
your committee have proposed should be called ‘* The Intendant ” 
a name borne by the officer in the same station in the city of 
Charleston South Carolina, and implying the duties which he is 
to execute. Except in the particulars above ['%1] mentioned 
your committee have not deemed it necessary to propose any 
alteration in the organization of the town government. ‘They 
have however proposed that the corporate name should be ‘* The 
Intendant and Municipality of the Town and City of Boston.” 
They have been induced to suggest this alteration for the pur- 
pose of expressing truly and distinctly the nature of the corpora- 
tion, which will be in effect, the union of town and city authorities 
in one general government or municipality. For reasons men- 
tioned in a preceeding part of this report the names of ‘* Town,” 
‘¢ Town Clerk,” ‘‘ Selectmen” are made so essential by the pro- 
visions of the state constitution, as that they are for certain pur- 
poses specified in it, absolutely indispensable. Under the pro- 
posed system town meetings will continue to be held and all 
questions relative to our political rights & interests to be dis- 
cussed in them: A course of proceedings happily as inseparable. 
from the genius of our constitution as it is justly dear to the 
affections of our citizens. The name of ‘*City’’ is added, 
because the delegation of powers & the organization of the goy- 
ernment will be that of a city, with the names of its officers 
accomodated to our circumstances and habits. Besides, your 
committee find that a very great number of our citizens wish that 
the name of city should be adopted; being of opinion, that this 
name has an effect to raise the rank of a place in the estimation 
of foreigners, and it will be better adapted than the name of 
town to express the real standing ['%2] compared with the othey 
cities of the United States. The learning, intelligence, wealth, 
numbers, enterprise & public spirit of Boston entitle it in the 
opinion of your committee to the highest discriminating appela- 
tion universally given to their most distinguished places, by the 
practice ot all European nations 

The other alteration proposed by your committee relates chiefly 
to the powers exercised by the municipality. 

By the fundamental laws of this commonwealth ‘* The inhabi- 
tants of every town within the government are declared to be a 
body politic and corporate.’? Each town has powers of self 
government, to make bye laws, raise money, and execute any 
measures within the town, which the majority of the inhabitants 
shall consider for their benefit or advantage; conforming them- 
selves always to the general laws and constitution of the com- 
monwealth. This organization of towns is the most free that 
can be imagined; and while the inhabitants are not very numer- 
ous their affairs may be conducted with convenience and sufficient 
safety in this simple mode; but when the inhabitants become 
very numerous, especially in sea ports, the experience of our 
country as well as that of all the nations of Europe, has pointed 
out the necessity of a corresponding change. 
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In such large communities of people, it is impossible that all 
the individuals of which they ['%3] are composed, should be well 
acquainted with the principles on which depend the prosperous 
conduct of the monied concerns of a corporation, and with those 
other subjects of internal regulation, by which the prosperity of a 
city is increased, and by which it is best enabled to encourage 
& protect the industry of its own citizens. If all the inhabitants 
of such town assemble, it is obvious that business cannot be 
well transacted by so numerous a body, liable as it always must 
be, to be swayed by local views, party feelings, or the interests 
of designing men: If the meetings be, as it most frequently will 
be, but thinly attended, those present must act as the represent- 
atives of the whole; and it is very seldom, that men of the best 
intelligence and most capable of conducting publick business will . 
leave their important private concerns to attend to affairs in 
which they have only a general interest; It therefore unavoid- 
ably happens that the affairs of a large town are conducted by a 
very small number of persons, who represent and act for the 
whole, but who are not chosen by them, who do not possess 
their confidence and act under no, or a very slight responsi- 
bility. 

The necessity of a responsible representative system to the 
well management of the interests of all great bodies of men, is 
now so well understood and so universally acknowledged, that 
your committee forbear to dilate on them. Upon this principle 
depends the organization of the general and state governments, 
of all banking institutions, insurance and manufacturing com- 
panies and generally of ['%4] corporations of every kind; these 
are all conducted by representatives or directors who act for the 
joint interest under general laws. The town of Boston itself has 
recently experienced the most decided benefit resulting from the 
choice of Treasurer & Collector by a convention of the Selectmen, 
Overseers of the Poor, and board of health, constituting a new 
proof if any were wanting, of the advantage to be derived from 
confiding in large communities, the management of public busi- 
ness to responsible bodies. 

The Committee also propose, that the superintendence of the 
concerns of the county should be transferred to the municipality — 
The town and county in such event being the same, such an 
arrangement seems naturally to result: ‘The affairs of both may 
thus in the apprehension of your committee be conducted with 
more uniformity and economy by one body than at present. A 
greater control over the expences would result; and by a regular 
publication of the accounts they would be laid more open to the 
view of the citizens. 

The committee do not find that any important revenue is derived 
from licenses or internal taxes of an indirect kind in the principal 
cities of the United States: The expences of these cities are paid, 
as with us, by direct taxes and from the income of public property : 
The chief advantages they possess arise from the adoption & 
steady pursuit of wise plans of Finance & the disposal and [75] 
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management of city property, by a responsible body, to whom 
these powers are delegated. To enable the town of Boston to 
realize similar advantages & thereby materially to improve the 
condition of its financial concerns, nothing more seems to be 
requisite than to adopt a similar system with that which prevails 
in those cities; and which in the opinion of your committee the 
alterations they have proposed are well calculated to attain. 

The committee have also proposed that the municipality should 
have power to grant suitable privileges and immunities to asso- 
ciations of Mechanics, Artificers or Manufacturers within the 
town: This power however must necessarily be regulated by 
Constitution & Laws of the state, and can only effect those who 
voluntarily associate together. 

Your committee conceive that under such provision as they 
propose, regulations may be adopted for the benefit of this class 
of citizens, which will materially promote industry & the public 
oood. 

The committee respectfully submit the result of their delibera- 
tions to the town and hope that it will be received with that 
candor, to which it is in some respect entitled, if from no other, © 
at least from this consideration, that it is the work of men, called 
without any previous concert or knowledge of theirs, by the un- 
solicited voice of their fellow citizens to a task both delicate & 
difficult. Whatever decision the wisdom of the Inhabitants of 
the town shall finally make upon the report now offered for their 
consideration, your committee are clearly [76] of opinion, that 
it should not be made without deliberation and that every citizen 
should have an opportunity to examine the subject at his home 
and at his leisure, and shew his sentiments in a manner, which 
shall at once be the most satisfactory & the most likely to have 
weight with the Legislature to induce them to grant the prayer 
of the Town, in case the result should be in favour of the 
Report 

For this purpose, your Committee after expressing their earnest 
wishes for the prosperity ; increasing wealth and good order of 
the Metropolis and sincerely praying that their labours may even- 
tuate, as it is their humble belief should the principles proposed 
be adopted, that they will, in advancing all those great interests : 
ask leave to report the following vote for the adoption of their 
fellow Citizens 

Voted, that the Report & Bill this day presented to the town 
by the Committee appointed on the subject of taking into con- 
sideration the expediency of making an alteration in the Municipal 
Government of the town, be printed and distributed to every 
house, and that this meeting be adjourned unto the thirteenth day 
of November next, then to meet at this place at ten o’Clock in the 
forenoon, and that the Selectmen be requested to issue notifica- 
tions of such meeting in the usual form, notifying the inhabitants 
to come prepared to decide by ballot, by yea or nay in writing, 
on the acceptance of said Report.—

Section 1%. Be it enacted, by the Senate and house of Repre- 
sentatives in General Court assembled, and by the authority of 
the same. That the Selectmen of the Town annually chosen 
according to law, together with twenty four delegates & one In- 
tendaut to be chosen as hereafter directed, shall be a body 
corporate & Politic with power in behalf of the Inhabitants of the 
Town of Boston, to sue and be sued, to plead and be impleaded, 
to make use [ of ] a common seal, & the same to alter or change at 
pleasure; and shall be known by the title and stile of the Jntend- 
ant & Municipality of the Town and City of Boston. 


Sec: 24, Beit further enacted, That the Inhabitants of the said 
Town & City qualified to vote for town officers, shall on the first 
Wednesday in April annually, meet in their respective Wards, 
and choose by Ballot, two persons freeholders in said Town & 
resident in the Ward for which they shall be chosen, who shall be 
denominated Delegates. The mode of proceeding in the choice 
and in case of a refusal to serve, shall be the same as is provided 
by law respecting the choice of members of the Board of Health:

for the erection of public buildings, and for other purposes, 
beneficial to the Town & City. Provided, that no sale of real 
estate shall be made, unless specially inserted in a notification for 
a meeting for that purpose, and unless the measure shall have 
been discussed at two several meetings of the municipality and 
determined by yeas & nays of two thirds of the members com- 
posing the whole body 


Sec: 7%. Be it futher enacted, That the expenditure of monies 
shall be made under the direction of the Selectmen, Overseers of 
the Poor and Board of Health, in their several departments, con- 
formably to appropriations to be from time to time made by the 
municipality. Regular accounts of expenditure shall be kept by 
the three Boards and exhibited annually at a meeting of the 
municipality and twenty days at least before the annual meeting 
in March, a full abstract of the same, and of all the accounts of 
the Treasurer and an estimate of the sums necessary to be raised 
for the ensuing year, shall be published in hand bills and 
circulated among the Inhabitants. 


[S8O.] Sec: 8". Be it further enacted, That the municipality

the expences of the year, and issue their warrant to the assessors 
to levy and assess the same.

Be it further enacted, That the municipality shall 
annually [choose ] all officers now chosen by the Town, the Select- 
men, Overseers of the Poor, School Committee, Town Clerk, Fire- 
wards, Board of Health, Assessors & assistant assessors, who shall 
continue to be chosen as heretofore. They shall also choose 
Constables and such police officers or deputies to the Intendant, as 
experience may prove necessary, and shall have power to remove 
the same upon misconduct or disobedience of orders.

— Provided such powers & regulations be not repugnant to the 
Constitution & laws of the Commonwealth. — 


sec: 12". Beit further enacted, That the Town & City of 
Boston shall hereafter be a County by the name of the County of 
Suffolk & the Intendant & Municipality shall hold and exercise 
all the powers & authorities now exercised by the courts of Ses- 
sions of the present County of Suffolk: They shall annually elect 
a County Treasurer, and have the direction and control of his 
proceedings, and establish the Salary which he shall receive. 
They shall publish a statement of the income & expenditures of 
the County, at the same time and in the same manner as is 
required in relation to the other Town and City expences. 


Sec: 13 Be it further enacted, That the Intendant and 
Municipality, shall once in every quarter of the year, uominate 
and select from the Justices of the Peace of the County, three 
persons, to be Justices of a Police Court, for the quarter of the 
year ensuing, which shall be holden daily in some convenient & 
central place by one or mure of said Justices; at which court a 
record shall be kept of the whole business of criminal police 
within the County, so far as the same is recognizable by a justice 
of the peace.

And all the Justices of the county shall make 
return to him weekly Copies of their records of all criminal busi- 
ness transacted by them. He shall reduce to writing all exam- 
inations, make out warrants, receive recognizances and transmit 
them to the proper Courts & perform such other duties as the 
nature of his office may require. The Justices and Clerk to 
receive in addition to the fees established by law such further

The Committee of the Town of Boston, appointed at a Town 
meeting on the eleventh day of March current to whom was com- 
mitted the Petition of a number of the Inhabitants, ‘‘ That the 
sense of the Town may be taken, whether the business and duties 
of the Board of Health cannot be as fully, and more economically, 
carried into effect by three or more suitable men, to be appointed 
by the Selectmen and amenable ‘to them.’’—have at several 
meetings, taken the said Petition and the subject committed to 
them into consideration. Your Committee (as they were directed 
by the Town conferred with the Committee of the General Court ; 
they also requested the Board of Health, or such a Committee as 
they should appoint, to meet and confer with your Committee, 
which request was complied with; and your Committee, having 
thereby become possessed of the views, and wishes of the Board 
of Health, are happy to inform the Town that it is not the desire 
of any of the members of that Board, that their services should 
be paid for by the Town, either by the establishment of Salaries 
[92] or by the receipt of fees. Your Committee entertain the 
belief, that the extensive powers which it is necessary that a 
Board of Health should possess, may, with the greatest safety, 
be vested in such of our patriotic fellow Citizens, as shall 
annually be selected, for their known humanity, and public spirit ; 
and such as would expect no other reward for their services, than 
the approbation of their Townsmen; and are, therefore unan- 
imously of opinion, that it would be inexpedient to transfer these 
extensive powers from men, residing in the several parts of the 
Town & annually chosen by the Citizens in their respective 
wards; to such Superintendents as the Selectmen should appoint, 
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as such would serve the Town for hire only, and would expect to 
be rewarded only by the pecuniary advantages resulting from 
their official situations. 

Your Committee have examined the Health Laws, and find that 
the powers of the Board of Health are given by eight different 
Statutes. From the number of acts, and a want of suitable pre- 
cision of expression in some of them, doubts have arisen in the 
interpretation of the Laws: and the powers of the Board of 
Health have been found sometimes to interfere with those of the 
Selectmen, & vice versa. Some of the doubts and inconye- 
niences, which have arisen, under existing laws, will be enumer- 
ated. 

There are various modes pointed out for the recovery of fines 
and penalties, which have unnecessarily increased the cost of 
prosecution; which might easily be simplified. 

In consequence of the number of Laws which [93] have been 
made, since the establishment of the Board of Health, regarding 
and altering the Jurisdiction of the various Courts in this County, 
there is a doubt whether any Court in the County has an appel- 
late Jurisdiction, in any case which has been decided by a Justice 
of the Peace: and since a decision of the Boston Court of Com- 
mon Pleas, and an opinion given by one of the Justices of the 
Supreme Court, it is uncertain whether, as the laws now stand, 
there is any mode of enforcing a compliance with them by any 
legal process whatever. 

It is doubtful whether the Board have the right to oblige a 
family in which a person shall be found infected with any con- 
tagious disease, to retain such person in the house until he or she 
can, with safety, be removed to the Hospital. —It is doubtful 
whether the powers of the Board extend to the removal of any 
nuisances other than those particularly enumerated in the 
Statutes.— 

And as the Board of Health have doubts whether, under the 
existing Laws, they have power from time to time to alter their 
Quarantine Regulations, your Committee are of opinion that all 
doubts on that subject should be removed, and that the Board of 
Health should have the power, and should take the responsibility, 
of regulating the Quarantine of vessells from time to time, accord- 
ing to existing circumstances. 

Your Committee are of opinion, that by combining all the vari- 
ous existing powers into one Statute, the difficulties aforesaid and 
others, which it is unnecessary particularly to enumerate, might 
be removed; the law would be rendered more intelligible and less 
[94] expensive in its execution; but they cannot at present 
discern a necessity for the appointment of any new officers, or 
for conferring (except as before alluded to) any new powers on 


the Board of Health — And as the subject has already been taken ' 


up in the Legislature, and a Committee, consisting of three of 
our most respectable Townsmen, have now the subject under 
consideration; and as that Committee are not disposed to report

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to the Legislature any law, which will not be agreeable to the 
Town; but will with pleasure, advise. and consult with such a

May Meeting. 


The Committee who were appointed to revise the Bye laws of 
the Town of Boston relative to the Market, and to confer with the 
Inspectors of the Market upon the expediency of adopting any 
[114] further regulations for the good order of the same 
‘¢report that pursuant to their appointment they have had a 
Conference with the Inspectors of the Market, and have received 
from that body the following communication. 

The Inspectors of the Market within the town of Boston are 
by their office expected to enquire after and to cause to be prose- 
cuted offences committed in or against the Market. But as they 
derive no authority from the laws of the Commonwealth, and are 
elected by the voluntary act of their fellow citizens, they possess 
no real powers; and they are apprehensive, that the public can 
derive no essential advantage from their appointment. By recur- 
ring to a report made to the Town at a Meeting of the Inhabitants 
on the 24 — May 1813 — It appears, that for the many offences 
which may be committed against the community in the Market; 
the law contemplates adequate remedies; but from experience it 
is found that, such is the negligence of the citizens, prosecutions 
are very rare and seldom result in the conviction of offenders. 

The object of all regulations on the subjeet of the Market 
should be, to facilitate the bringing of produce to the Market by 
the growers of the same, and to encourage the sale of it there, 
by them to the consumers, so as to avoid the increase of price, 
which must be paid to venders on commission; but the Inspectors 
are sensible that in multiplying regulations there is danger of 


shackling the freedom of trade, and causing at times a deficiency 


in the regular supply of the Market on which much of its utility 


depends. Evils arise in this town from the contracted limits of 


the Market, which are found not sufficient for the accommoda- 
tion of those who come to sell, and of those who come to buy, 
while the market continues in its present local situation, partial 
remedies only can be applied to existing evils. 

The Inspectors are aware that very much depends on the vigil- 
ance of the citizens, and in the hope that some benefit will be 
derived to them, and perhaps some revenue to the Town, they 
recommend the following additional regulations, to be adopted 
and enforced by proper legal authority — viz — 


- —_—. 
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First — That no inhabitant of the Town of Boston, or any neigh- 
bouring town, not offering for sale the produce of his own farm 
shall at any season of the year, be permitted to occupy any 
stand with Cart or otherwise for the purpose of vending commod- 
ities in Dock Square. — 
Second — That all the Stalls in the Market be offered to be 
leased by the Selectmen once a year at public auction, and that 
among other [115] conditions of the lease it should be inserted, 
that the Lessee shall forfeit his lease and all monies paid for the 
same, if he, or any person under him, or with his connivance, or 
permission should commit any offence against the laws or regula- 
tions of the Market; and that the Selectmen shall have authority 
to hear and finally determine all complaints respecting the breach 
of this condition, and to deprive offenders of their Stalls. This 
regulation to be in addition to the penalties, which are provided 
for offences by existing laws. 
Third, That the office of Inspectors of the Market be discon- 
tinued, and the Selectmen of the Town be authorized to appoint 
annually two or more Clerks of the Market, to be under oath for 
the faithful performance of the duties of their office, and to be 
allowed a suitable compensation for their services. The said 
Clerks, in addition to collecting the rents of the Stalls and 
inspecting the conduct of the occupants of the same, shall 
regulate the standing of horses, carts & other incumbrances in 
and about the Market and in the Streets leading to the same: 
Shall see that all orders and regulations on these subjects be 
observed; and shall inform of and duly prosecute all offences 
which may in any way come to their knowledge, and which shall 
be committed in the Market or elsewhere against the laws, 
regulations and freedom of the same.

there may always be a free and convenient passage in & through 
the same: and it shall further be the duty of every such Clerk, to 
see that all orders and regulations of the Selectmen on these sub- 
jects be observed, and to inform of, & duly to prosecute all 
offences, which may in any way come to their knowledge, & which 
shall be committed in the Market, or elsewhere, against the laws, 
regulations & freedom of the same: and lastly, every such Clerk 
shall be under Oath faithfully to perform the duties of his office 
and shall be liable to be removed from his said office by the 
Selectmen whenever they shall deem it expedient so to do.

A calculation was made in the last year’s report to pay off 14000 
Dollars of the Debt; but this expectation has not been realized, 
owing to unexpected demands in the Selectmens department, for

The Committee, to whom was referred the Petition of Adam 
Smith, and others, Truckmen, beg leave to report. — 


That as the Streets of Boston are, and lawfully may be used as 
highways by persons who are not subject to those restrictions 
which may be imposed on the inhabitants of the town, great 
damage will continue to be done by the earrying of heavy loads 
on the streets and which cannot be prevented by any town 
authority unless further power should be given by the Legislature. 
It appears to the Committee reasonable, that carriers, who live in 
adjoining towns, and whose usual & daily employment is the 
transportation of various articles to and from the places of busi- 
ness in this town, should be restrained in the carrying of loads as 
the [128] Inhabitants of the town are restrained. Whether 
it will be expedient to regulate this intercourse between this 
town, and other towns, and the mode of doing it, if it can, & 
ought to be done, should be left, as the Committee conceive, to 
the discretion of the Selectmen, with the request on the part of 
the Inhabitants of the Town, that the Selectmen would petition

for any further legislative provisions on these subjects, which 
they may find to be proper: and make such representations to 
the proprietors of bridges, which lead into the town, as they 
may find to be expedient. — 

The Committee have diligently inquired concerning the loads 
which are usually carried in the streets of the town by the in- 
habitants thereof & have examined the Bye Laws now in force 
on this subject; they find that it is not unlawful to carry one 
perch of Stone; or twenty bushels of gravel or sand; or one 
Chaldron of Coal; or six feet of Wood; or one thousand feet of 
board; in any one load; each of which are equal, at least to one 
ton and an half in weight, and that no complaint is made of such 
loads, nor is any injury supposed to be done to the streets by 
the carry thereof; nor is it supposed, that any load which can be 
conveniently & easily, drawn by two horses, on wheels, (with the 
width of tire, which the Law now requires) will do any injury to 
the streets, excepting in the spring season; and the Committee, 
having to propose regulations for carrying, during the spring 
season, are of opinion, that the petition to be allowed to carry a 
weight not exceeding one ton & an half is reasonable; and that 
no greater weight than one ton and an half, ought to be drawn by 
two horses, within the Town of Boston. 


They beg leave to present, for the consideration of the town, 
votes which express the result of their deliberations on this 
subject. 


The Committtee have also considered whether any and what 
change could be made in the form of the trucks now in use, and 
have obtained information as to the forms in use in other great 
towns. 

In most of the Southern Cities, one horse Carts are used, 
excepting for the bringing heavy articles from the Country. 
[4129] many persons are desirous of introducing the like mode 
of carrying among us; or of reducing the length of the truck 
now in use, and the Committee attended to every suggestion of 
this nature, with an earnest disposition to discover & propose to 
the town such reform as would be generally acceptable; They 
have come to the conclusion that carrying is no where done with 
more safety and expedition than in this town;—that with the 
introduction of one horse cars would come difficulties much less 
tolerable than those now complained of; and that important dis- 
advantages would accrue from the use of such cars which the 
Committee need not enumerate in this report; and among them, 
that the side ways would be oftener, and longer, and more 
inconyeniently obstructed in the places of busiuess than they now 
are, while the cars were loading & unloading; and that the 
number of moving obstructions in the streets from the necessarily 
increased number of vehicles, which would be used therein. — 
The Committee believe that the present form of Trucks may be 
easily passed, when moving in the street as a Waggon drawn by 
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two horses could be passed; and that the principal objection to 
the present form is, that when set across some streets to load 
and unload, a sufficient and convenient width for passing is not 
left; and the Committee recommend that the Bye-Laws on this 
subject should be most rigidly enforced. —'The Committee, after 
the most diligent attention to this subject, are not able to pro- 
pose any reform which can, and ought to be, effected by Law, or 
by the regulations of the town. 

They believe that if any change for the better can be effected, 
it must result from experiment and that this could be made by a 
voluntary association among individuals, who might, at a small 
expence, or at the expence of the town, under the direction of 
the Selectmen, ascertain whether any changes can be made 
whereby the business of the town might be done more con- 
veniently and advantageously than at present: and that while 
the present form of trucks continues, it would be most con- 
venient to the truck owners, and to those who employ them 
to have the length of the truck twenty four feet & six inches, 
and not twenty five feet as some of them now are. — 

The Committee have proposed and herewith submit the votes 
they suppose to be proper on this subject for the consideration of 
[130] the Town. — The Committee also considered the cruelty, 
which is so often practised in the streets on horses used in the 
draft and are certain that they express the feelings of their fellow 
citizens, in reprobating this practice as inhwman, in those who 
are guilty of it; and as disgraceful to the town. 

It may not be proper to found legislative provisions upon those 
sentiments which are commonly felt for the most noble, generous, 
and useful of animals, but it is certainly, one of the most imperi- 
ous duties of all well ordered society, to prevent, whenever it can 
be done, oppression and cruelty. 

All citizens have a common right in the streets; and the right 
to use them, without being afflicted by scenes of suffering, which 
are occasioned by mere wantonness and barbarity. 

The use of the whip is, sometimes necessary, and justifiable ; 
but all citizens whose business requires the power of horses, have, 
it is to be presumed, such, as can perform all proper and reason- 
able labor, by ordinary caution, and without distressing violence. 

It is believed to be no less for the interest, than it is the duty, 
of such citizens, not to take persons into employ, who have no 
feeling for the animals, which are submitted to their power, nor 
any regard, while exercising power, for the feelings of their fellow 
men. 

The Committee beg leave to offer to the town such votes on 
this subject as have appeared to them necessary. signed,

That the late Thomas Boylston by his last will and testament, 
on which probate was granted in 1799 devised and bequeathed to 
the Town of Boston ‘‘ all his estate personal and real” for certain 
uses and intentions in the same minutely set forth: a copy of 
which will is on the files of the town. — 

The gross amount of property bequeathed to the town by this 
will, as far as your Committee can ascertain the same, after pay- 
ing the debts of the Testator, and not including arrears of in-

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The Committee have not added Interest, because none could 
fairly be calculated, except on the balance in the hands of the 
administrator, after deducting expences; nor for a longer time 
than such balance was actually in his hands and as a consider- 
able portion of the above sum is in unproductive real estate & 
nearly fifty thousand dollars in the hands of the assignees under 
a former Commission of Bankruptcy against the Testator, and: 
not reduced to the possession of the Administrator, it is the 
opinion of the Committee, that an interest account would not 
add much to the above sum. 

[134.] But even this sum is altogether nominal, and the 
Committee have no reason to believe, that if all controversy was 
at an end, the property could be made to produce more than 
seventy five thousand dollars. 

1**, Because the nominal estimate of the real estate, is known 
to be vastly above its present value, as is proved by the fact, 
that the estate in Princetown set off for $46700 and two thou- 
sand dollars in addition, has been offered to the town as an 
equivalent for $15,000 only. 

2°, Because the collection of this sum, under the peculiar 
embarrassments attending it, has been charged with very heavy 
expences, among which is an undisputed annuity of $520 to MT’. 
Gill, and a litigated claim of £200 St®. p annum to the former 
partner of the late M’. Boylston in England. 

Admitting therefore, that the Town could realize the benefits 
intended by the munificent Testator, it is probable, in the opinion 
of your Committee, that they would receive about Seventy five 
thousand dollars. 

Soon after the decease of M*. Boylston, his Will was commu- 
nicated to the inhabitants in legal town meeting assembled, and 
the Selectmen were constituted agents for the town with all 
necessary powers, to enforce the payment of this liberal donation. 
Having obtained advice of eminent Counsel, they caused proper 
legal measures to be instituted, and during the last fifteen years, 
there has been a continued litigation with the administrator, with- 
out obtaining any beneficial result or coming within the. prospect 
of a favorable termination. 

During the whole of this perplexed & troublesome concern, 
the Gentlemen who have successively sat at the board of Select- 
men have bestowed on it an indefatigable and patient attention, 
which entitles them to the respect and gratitude of their constitu- 
ents; and it [is] certainly not owing to any want of intelligence or 
fidelity on their part, that the town is yet kept out of the posses- 
sion of property, which it was the undoubted intention of the 
Testator should long since have been appropriated to their use. 

[135.] Peculiar difficulties attend the prosecution of the 
Town’s claims ; chiefly however from the fact, that the will being 
made in a foreign Country, by a subject of the same, redress 
must be sought through the intervention of foreign Courts, and 
by the application of foreign Laws. — 
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Your Committee do not deem it useful to enumerate the 
difficulties in such a process; nor can they decide between the 
conflicting opinion of Counsel as to its. final result. In this 
doubtful course of litigation, they can find nothing certain, but 
continual accumulating, ruinous expence. — 

As this expence must be borne by each of the parties, while 
the suit during its continuance, locks up the property from both, 
the administrator and the agents of the town have repeatedly 
turned their attention to the expediency of a compromise. 

M'. Boylston originally offered $10,000 in three per Cent 
Stock, for a full release; but this sum was with great propriety 
rejected by the Selectmen. Fifteen thousand dollars were subse- 
quently offered, payable without interest in part, at a future day ; 
and Twenty five thousand demanded by the Selectmen; at which 
stage of the business it was again brought before the Town, and 
the present Committee appointed to consider & report the best 
course to be adopted. 

Your Committee have the satisfaction to add, that the admin- 
istrator has well proposed to pay Twenty thousand dollars as a 
compensation for receiving a full discharge; and has agreed that 
it shall bear interest from the day that his proposition is accepted 
by the Town; which offer is more advantageous by six thousand 
two hundred dollars than any one hitherto made. 

The Committee unanimously recommend that this proposition 

be accepted by the Town; and thus that an end be put to all 
further litigation and expence. It being understood, that this 
sum which will be freed from the incumbrances, which shackle 
the bequests of the will, and that itis to be used and appropri- 
ated as the Town in its wisdom shall be pleased to direct. — In 
order to complete this Contract with M*. Boylston, and execute 
the legal instruments which are necessary to give efficacy to the 
conipromise, the Committee have prepared the Vote hereunto 
annexed for the approbation of the Town. —

The Citizens of Boston, by their Committee appointed for 
that purpose, beg leave to offer you their cordial and respectful 
salutations upon your arrival in their metropolis. 
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The visit with which you are pleased to honour them, recalls 
to the recollection of many their interview with your illustrious 
predecessor, the Father of his Country, on a similar occasion. 
They remember with great satisfaction, the hope, the confidence, 
and the fond anticipation of national prosperity which his 
presence inspired; and it is now, Sir, a subject of congratulation 
to you and to themselves, that after thirty years of eventful ex- 
periment, during conflicts and revolutions in the old world which 
have threatened all, and subverted many of its ancient govern- 
ments, the Constitution which was adopted under the auspices of 
that great man, has acquired vigour and maturity, and thatin a 
season of profound peace his successor is permitted by the pros- 
perous state of public affairs, to follow his example, in visiting 
the extensive country over which he has recently been called to 
preside. 

While this journey affords to many of your [140] fellow citi- 
zens the opportunity and advantage of commencing with you a 
personal acquaintance, which is always desirable between a 
people and their rulers, they rejoice at the same time in the belief 
that the local information relative to the great and various.

observation, will facilitate your arrangements for their defence 
and security ; and enable you to apply in practice, with additional 
confidence, and success, those principles of an elevated and im- 
- partial policy which you have been pleased to promulgate as the 
basis of your intended administration. 

Called to the service of your Country at an early period of life, 
and distinguished in the arduous struggle which obtained its Inde- 
pendence, your subsequent occupations in successive important 
offices and various departments, at home & abroad, have afforded 
you the means of becoming conversant with the foreign and do- 
mestic relations of the Nation, and with those qualifications you 
are now raised tothe highest dignity, which can be conferred by 
a free People. 

These public claims to consideration and attention from all 
descriptions of your fellow Citizens, are cheerfully admitted by 
the citizens of Boston, who are also desirous of evincing their 
respect for the unblemished tenor of your private character, and 
their sense of the urbanity and hospitality which peculiarly char- 
acterized your deportment towards all those of your countrymen, 
who during the period of your foreign embassies, were so fortu- 
nate as to come within [141] the sphere of your civilities and 
protection. 

It is therefore with real satisfaction, that they received you 
within the precincts of Boston; and they pray you to be assured 
of their earnest solicitude to contribute by all the means at their 
command to your comfort and enjoyment during your residence 
in this Town. 

They also, confiding in the rectitude of your intentions and 
trusting that the powers vested in you by the Constitution, will 
be exercised with a sincere regard to the welfare of the people, 
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whose precious interests are committed to your charge, avail 
themselves of this occasion, to express their ardent hope that the 
favorable circumstances which attend the commencement of your 
administration may with the blessing of Heaven, under your 
guidance, concur to promote the advancement of our beloved 
Country, to the highest possible condition of prosperity. 

With these sentiments they unite their best wishes for your 
health and happiness: and that the course and close of your ad- 
ininistration may entitle you to the gratitude and affections of 
your constituents, and the respect of posterity.

many parents find it difficult to defray that expense; that the 
examination of the circumstances of the several parts of the 
Town in this respect made last July, presented a return by which 
it is found, that two hundred and eighty three children between 
the age of four & seven years did not attend any school, but 
from enquiry of some of the Gentlemen who made the return, the 
committee are satisfied, that many children of that age were 
omitted, their parents or guardians being unwilling to acknowl- 
edge that they were sent to no school; that the Committee with 
greater confidence recommend the the adoption of such a course, 
because most of the towns in this Commonwealth provide 
Schools for Children of four years old equally with others, and 
[173] particularly is this adhered to in the large Towns of 
Salem, Newbury Port and Portland; that the best mode of 
providing such schools seems to them to be by the guidance and 
direction of three Gentlemen from each Ward, of. sufficient 
activity, firmness, discretion and energy, to be nominated by the 
School Committee; Wherefore they conclude by submitting the 
following resolutions to introduce the proposed experiment.

The Committee to whom was referred the report of the Board 
of Health for the Town of Boston, detailing the plan of a Burial 
ground which they propose to locate on the land now owned by | 
the Town at South Boston, and which they intend to call the 
‘¢ Boston Cemetery ”’ have attended to the aa Assigned them, 
& beg leave respectfully to report. 


That on an examination of the Aforesaid report they find, that 
the principal subjects of it are not under the control of the Town, 
but the execution of which are delegated solely to that Board. 
By a law of this Commonwealth the Board of Health is fully 
invested with the requisite authority to carry their propos’d plan 
into operation, so far as it is practicable upon the land owned 
by the Town at South Boston, and appropriated for the interment 
of the dead: But that Board conceive that the land so appropri- 
ated is not of sufficient extent to admit of all the improvements 
and advantages, which are set forth in their report, they conse- 
quently thereon recommend the expediency of purchasing an addi- 
tional extent [208] of seventy thousand square feet of ground, 
adjoining that now owned by the Town. 

This being the only branch of the report on which the Town 
has the power to act, the Committee have confined themselves 
to the consideration of the expediency of purchasing the land 
designated by the board of Health for the purposes specified in 
their report. 

After a view of the premises, and a mature consideration of all 
the circumstances connected with the subject, the Committee were 
of opinion that the local position of the ground is not well chosen 
for the contemplated object; that its distance from the Center 
of the old Town is so great, that the burial of the dead would be 
attended with augmented inconveniences, and an increase of 
expense to the inhabitants generally, but more particularly to 
those of the northern sections of it; that during the inclement 
seasons of the year, it would at times be utterly impracticable 
to proceed to that situation for the intended purposes; which in 
the opinion of the Committee, are insuperable objections against 
the situation of that site as a place for the interment of the dead 
from the ‘Town of Boston.

They therefore were unanimously of opinion that it is inexpe- 
dient for the town to purchase the additional number of square 
feet of [209] ground recommended by the board of Health for 
the purposes stated in their report on this subject. 

But the Committee having been informed by the President of 
the Board of Health that if the Town refused to purchase the 
land as recommended, that agreeably to the power with which the 
Board are by law invested, it is their intention to carry their plan 
into effect upon the ground owned by the Town at South Boston 
and located for a Burial Ground, by which procedure the inhabi- 
tants will be subjected to all the inconveniences that have already 
been stated. | 

To obviate, therefore, the difficulties and disadvantages pre- 
viously enumerated by having the burial Ground at so great a 
distance from the Center of the old Town, and in order that 
the plan of this Board of Health may be executed upon a field of 
sufliciently large [area] to secure all its proposed advantages, & as 
the Committee considered the expense of the land to be of no com- 
parative consequence to that which the Board of Health intend 
to expend in its execution; they deem it their duty for these 
reasons to recommend to the Town the expediency of purchasing 
three & an half acres of Land at South Boston for the purpose of 
locating a new Cemetery for the Town upon the plan stated 
[210] in the aforesaid report of the Board of Health, Provided 
it can be procured for that purpose within one fourth of a mile of 
the eastern extremity of South Boston Bridge, so called: and 
they further recommend, should the Town accept this part of 
their report, the appointment of a Committee to purchase said 
land for the ‘Town on the best possible terms.

Report, 


Pursuant to a vote of the Town on the 11™ day of June last, 
the School Committee soon after nominated and appointed three 
Gentlemen in each ward ‘‘ To provide instruction for children 
between four and seven years of age, and apportion the expenses 
among the several Schools.’”-— Of these gentlemen all but two 
accepted and have served. — The Board was organized onthe 234 
day of June by choosing Thomas L. Winthrop Esq., Chairman, 
and James Savage Esq. Secretary.— 

On the 2°. day of July the board resolved, that the Committee of 
each ward ‘* ascertain by personal inquiry, the number of Children 
between the ages of four & seven, state who do and who do not 
attend any school, as also those, whose parents are desirous of 
availing themselves of this right, and report the names and place 
of residence.”’—This was a very arduous duty, and the result of 
the inquiry was highly interesting to the board. 

The number between four and seven years old, exclusive of 
about half of Ward N°. 7. from which the Committee made no 
return, amounted to two thousand eight hundred & forty three.— 
Of these, though five hundred and thirty two only did not attend 
any school, thirteen hundred and thirty were desirous of instruc- 
tion at the new schools.—The number who attended no school was 
nearly double that of the return made the preceding year, but not 
larger than was expected to be found.—a comparison of the 
result, in each year, from all the Wards will assist us in judging 
of their correctness. —

To provide instruction for that number the grant of money by 
the town was very liberal, and was indeed considered by the 
favourers of the experiment adequate to furnish schooling for 
seven or eight hundred children. — - 

But when we ascertained, that above thirteen hundred would 
demand the care of the board, it became a matter of great difli- 
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culty to divide the sum granted in such a way as to approach 
nearest to a fulfilment of the vote of the town, with which a per- 
fect compliance seemed utterly impracticable. We could not 
satisfactorily arrange this difficulty before the 20™. of July. 

As the pupils were of such tender age, they could not be 
required to go far from home; and schools must therefore be 
opened in sections of the Wards. — To insure health and improve- 
ment their number in each [213] school should be small; and 
to such an instructor as alone ought to be employed, the compen- 
sation could hardly fall short of two hundred dollars. — Rent, 
fuel, benches and other incidental charges might have reasonably 
been expected to exceed fifty dollars for each. But the Board 
were resolved to open twenty Schools, and we were of necessity 
stinted to that amount.—JIt was generally agreed by us, that 
the children in one school should not exceed forty five, and be 
confined if practicable, to forty. ‘The money was divided by 
vote among the several Committees from the Wards, and schools 
were opened exclusively for such free scholars as the Committees 
received in every Ward but two. These two Wards were unit- 
edly allowed from our fund enough to maintain two schools, or 
one tenth of the whole ;— but it seemed expedient to the Commit- 
tee of that united District to agree with mistresses, having 
already established schools, to receive from the Committee an 
addition of pupils at a stated rate for each. Five teachers have 
been by them employed in this manner. The rate of ten cents 
per week, with allowance of two dollars for winter’s fuel, for 
each child, making seven dollars & twenty cents a year, is now 
found to be much higher than that which the instruction in other 
Wards demanded, where the expense of each pupil has fallen 
short of five dollars. 

Most of the Schools were opened [214]in August, and all 

by the first week in September & all have continued without inter- 
ruption. — 
The calculations, even of such citizens as were most solicitous 
for the establishment of these schools, have all estimated too low 
the number of children for whom we find it necessary to provide 
instruction.— 

Though a large portion, probably half of our people, would 
prefer to pay teachers of their own private selection for instruct- 
ing their children of such an age, and though the never tiring 
benevolence of many has provided schools for several hundred 
others, yet in every instance the schools opened by the board have 
been filled beyond the limit we desired to prescribe. — We should 
however observe, that several of the instructors, having daughters 
of age to afford assistance to their mothers, the Committees have 
been satisfied with permitting sixty, and in one instance seventy, 
in another eighty pupils in one school. In only two of those 
eighteen schools provided solely for the free instruction has the 
number been smaller than fifty, and on the second week of March, 
when our instructors returned all under their tuition, the amount 
was eleven hundred and eighteen. — 
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Large as this number will appear, the board are satisfied, that a 
considerable addition should the current year be provided for; 
and from computation carefully made we conceive thirty two 
schools for such children will be needed. 

[215.] At two hundred and fifty dollars each, a grant of 
eight thousand dollars would be requisite. 

Two considerations, among several others more apparent, 
powerfully operate to produce, in the minds of the gentlemen of 
the board the year past, a conviction of the importance and 
necessity of this system of free schools for. young children, 
which they wish to submit to the consideration of their fellow 
citizens. — The first is, that our schools have been constantly 
pressed to admit a number of children in every part of the town 
above seven years old, who, having been unable to acquire a 
little acquaintance with English reading or even the letters of 
our alphabet, are excluded from the public schools. This griey- 
ance we could not remedy; but if the new Schools for children 
of younger age be continued, the evil will in a great measure 
soon be remoyed.— The second is, that very many children, 


whose parents are able in summer to afford them schooling at 


nine pence or a shilling per week, are deprived, in winter, (when 
fire money is asked by the instructors which the parents cannot 
easily pay) of all teaching, and so lose at that season all their 
former acquisition in letters. — Three private schools in one 
Ward, where the mistresses had twelve scholars each, have been 
by this defect, reduced, one to nine & the other two to six pupils 
each. — But the children for whom we have been required to pro- 
vide instruction have attended with remarkable punctuality, nor 
less in winter than in summer. — 

[216.] The result of our experiment has certainly been en- 
couraging, and we confidently state that the improvement in all 
our schools has been far superior to our expectations. We found 
many parents, on our first inquiry, indifferent about sending their 
children to these schools, though they regularly attended no other. 
Perhaps mistaking the establishment for a charitable one, their 
pride revolted from acknowledging that they needed assistance, 
yet since the operation has proceeded, they have almost invari- 
ably desired admission for them. Of the children received, one 
half in some parts of the town, and one third in general were 
ignorant of their letters, of whom many can now read in the New 
Testament, and several from each school are prepared for admis- 
sion at the town grammar schools who must have been, we are 
confident, otherwise rejected. 

In most of our schools the girls have been taught knitting or 
sewing as well as reading. ‘The several Committees are by a 
regulation of the board required once a month at least to visit 
the schools under their particular care, and a return of the state 
of each is demanded at our quarterly meetings. 

All which is submitted.

Letters were read from James Prince & Isaac Winslow 
Esquires, by which it appeared, that the Committee chosen by 
the Town in March last ‘‘ to examine the Report of receipts and 
expenditures made by the Committee of Finance in order to 
ascertain whether any savings or retrenchments may be made in 
the public expenses ’’ — had declined the appointment. — 


The article in the Warrant ‘‘ to consider whether the town will 
increase the pay, which has been hitherto allowed to the Watch- 
men of the Town by the Selectmen.” was taken up and after a 
short debate —it was Voted, That the Selectmen be directed to 
pay to each and every one of the men now employed, or who 
may be hereafter employed as Watchmen of the Town, the sum ef 
twenty-five cents a night in addition to what they now receive for 
their services. — 


A motion was made to reconsider the vote—forty six voting 
in the affirmative & upwards of sixty in the negative; the motion 
was lost. —

which they may think expedient in the vicinity of Dock Square 
and the Market, which subject is to be acted on by the Hon. 
Legislature on Wednesday the 16". instant.” — 


The Petition of David Greenough & others to the Legislature, 
with the order of notice thereon, from the Hon”. General Court 
to the Town being read. — The subject was taken up, considered, 
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and after a short debate, the following votes were (nearly) unani- 
mously passed by the Town. — viz. 


Voted, That the Selectmen of the Town of Boston be, and they 
hereby are requested [219] to represent to the Legislature, that 
the Petition of David Greenough & Thomas Motley, is injurious 
to the general interest of the Town, and pray that the petitioners 
have leave to withdraw their petition. 


Voted, That the rights and interests of the Town would be inju- 
riously affected by the erection of any new Market in the vicinity 
of the old Market near Faneuil Hall by any individual citizens 
and for their private benefit; and that the Selectmen be a Com- 
mittee, to represent a suitable remonstrance to the Legislature of 
this Commonwealth against the Petition of Mess’. David Green- 
ough and Thomas Motley, which is now pending before that Hon- 
orable Body; And in their remonstrance to pray, that in any act 
of incorporation, which may be granted to said Greenough & 
Motley upon their petition, or upon any other petition which may 
at any time hereafter be presented to them by said Greenough & 
Motley, or by any other persons on this subject, a restrictive 
clause may be inserted so as effectually to protect the rights and 
interests of the town from injury in this respect. — 


Voted, That the Senators of the County of Suffolk, and the 
Representatives of this town in the General Court be requested, to 
oppose the grant of any [220] act of incorporation to Mess". 
Greenough & Motley, which shall not contain a restriction upon 
them and their associates against erecting any new market in the 
vicinity of the old market near Faneuil Hall, or any other build- 
ing, which may be contrary to law. 


Voted, That the Thanks of the Town be given to Benjamin 
Russell Esq. for his services as Moderator of this Meeting. — 


Then the Meeting was

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The following Report was made by the School Committee. — 
v1zZ.— 


The School Committee of the Town of Boston have attended 
to the subject, which was referred to them by the vote of the 
inhabitants on the 31% day of May, and respectfully Report. 


That in the year 1816, the Salaries of the reading & writing 
Masters, which prior to that time had been eight hundred dollars 
per annum were raised to one thousand — And in consequence of 
the high price of the necessaries of life, a grant was made them 
of two hundred dollars which has been annually renewed to the 
present time.— 


The Committee have had no reason [222] to suppose, that 
this was insufficient for their comfortable support, and they have 
the satisfaction to believe, that the Schools in general, are 
flourishing under the care of able & faithful teachers.—With 
respect to the Salary of the principal Master of the Latin gram- 
mar School, The Committee ask leave to observe, that it was fixed 
after much deliberation, and with a due regard to the qualifications, 
which the Master of that School ought to possess.—It was 
found impracticable without increasing the Salary, to induce a 
young gentleman of talents and scholarship, to forego the pros- 
pects which the learned professions opened to him, & to devote 
himself to the care of this School with the reputation of which 
his fame and his hopes in life should be identified.— The present 
Master having filled the office to the entire satisfaction of the 
public, the Committee are unanimously of opinion that, as he 
accepted the office after the Salary was raised, it ought not to be 
reduced, while he continues to merit their confidence and esteem. 
—JIn addition to the Latin & greek languages, the boys at the 
latin School are now taught such branches of the Mathematics & 
geography, with the Elements of Geometry & algebra, as are 
requisite for admission to Harvard College.—In consequence of 
the great [223] increase of the number of pupils, and of the 


particular alteration requisite in order to form them to habits of 


accuracy, in which all success in scholarship depends — and con- 
sidering too, that the standard of qualifications for admission to 
the University has been much elevated, the Committee have 
thought it necessary, to add an Assistant master, to increase the 
number of Ushers, and to hold out inducements to them, to con- 
tinue in the School for the term of three years at least, that the 
inconveniences arising from inexperienced Instructors might be 
avoided.— The Committee think they have reason to congratulate 
the town on the flourishing condition of this School, which they 
believe to be second to none in our Country, & they rely on the 
liberal spirit and enlightened views of the Inhabitants, who have 
ever been attentive to the education of the rising generation and 
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to the best interests of their. Country, to continue to afford it 
their protection and support.

The foregoing report was read & accepted. — 


The Committee appointed to ascertain the price of land for a, 
Burial Ground at South Boston, made a Report, which was not 
accepted ; — The subject was referred to the Selectmen and Board 
of Health, with full powers to make additions to the present 
Burial Grounds, if they should deem it necessary. 


[224.] The Committee of Finance having been directed by a 
vote of the Town to take into consideration and report the Salary 
which shall be allowed the Town Treasurer & Collector for the 
ensuing year have attended the duty assigned them and Report. — 
That the Treasurer & Collector furnished the Committee with 
a statement of the expense of his oflice, amounting to $1160.82 
on examining this statement some of the Committee were of opin- 
ion the sum charged for the Clerks Salary too high, as they 
doubted not 5 or 600 dollars would command the services of a 
person well qualified to discharge the duties of that office; in 
answer to this it was said, that in conversation with the Treas- 
urer on this subject he had observed ‘‘if the Town would take 
the responsibility of the Clerks conduct he was perfectly willing 
they should procure one at the lowest rate, but if he was to be 
responsible for his Clerks fidelity it was incumbent on him to 
employ one in whom he could place the utmost confidence, and 
to such a person he must give more than a common Salary.” — 
It appears on the records of the Committee of Finance from the 
first appointment of the Town Treasurer & Collector it was their 
desire and intention he should receive $2,000 p*. annum for his 
services. -— And the Committee were now unanimously of opinion 
that for [225] the able, diligent and faithful manner in which 
he has hitherto discharged the duties of his oftice, and which they 
doubt not he will continue to do, that he should receive that sum 
for the ensuing year, -— they therefore recommend that the town 
should vote the sum of three thousand one hundred dollars in full 
for the Salary of the town Treasurer and Collector for the ensuing 
year, and for Clerk hire, expenses of office, and pay of his dep- 
uties — this sum at the Salaries he now pays will not produce 
$2,000 — but the Committee are of opinion a reduction may be 
made in the Salaries of his Clerk or deputies as will reduce the 
expense of his office to $1,900. — which is respectfully submitted,

At a legal meeting of the Inhabitants of the town of Boston on 
the 11". day of June 1813.—on the Petition of Isaac P. Davis 
and others for liberty to build a Mill Dam & Turnpike Road 
from the bottom of Beacon Street and for other Mill Improve- 
ments. —it was Voted, to refer the same to a Committee, con- 
sisting of the [248] Board of Selectmen & one Gentleman 
from each Ward in the Town, to consider the subject and report 
at a future Meeting. — 


The Committee thus appointed reported in favor of the request 
of the petitioners on certain conditions expressed in their report, 
allowing them five years from the first day of January 1815 — to 
complete their Work — Provided however, that in case said Cor- 
poration shall fail to perform either of the above conditions 
within the time aforesaid then the grant from the Town of Boston 
shall be wholly Void, and the land and flats shall revert to the 
town. — Your Committee are well aware that the Work is not 
completed, and that the property then conditionally conveyed has 
reverted to the Town. 

Your Committee have confined themselves principally to the 
consideration of the interests of the town, and as they are satis- 
fied the delay in the completion of this Work was not the fault of 
the corporation, but the effect of circumstances, beyond their 
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control, they recommend that an extension of time be allowed the 
Proprietors of the Boston & Roxbury Mill Corporation, under all 
the conditions, limitations & restrictions originally prescribed, 
of Two Years from the first day [of] January 1820. — 
submitted by Eliphalet Williams, 
by order of the Committee. 


The foregoing Report was Read & Accepted. — And — 
Voted, That the Proprietors of the Boston and Roxbury Mill Cor- 
poration be allowed two years from the first day of January 
1820 — to complete their Works, agreeably to the Report.

that Service has been performed by them, and therefore this 
Committee [251] beg leave to refer the town, to their Report 
on this subject, which they presume will be made at this 
Meeting. — 

Your Committee take this Occasion to congratulate the Town 
on the pleasing situation of their Monied concerns. it appears 
by the Treasurer’s Accounts, that the Town is now entirely 
free of debt, and that a handsome sum remains in the Treas- 
ury. — This very happy state must be attributed to the liberality 
& punctuality of the citizens in promptly discharging the duties 
they owe each Other, by their readiness to pay their taxes, as 
well as to the good arrangements of the Treasurer & Collector, 
in the discharge of his duty.

sum of Two Dollars for every twenty four hours [281] the 
same may remain after the first forfeiture, to be sued for and 
collected from either the owner of unoccupied Land, tenant or 
Occupant of said Real Estate. Provided that no prosecution 
shall be made under this Law, but by one of the Selectmen, or 
~ some person Authorized by one of them. And provided also 
that all fines or forfeitures recovered under this Law shall be 
paid to the Treasurer of the Town of Boston for the Use of said 
Town. — 


Voted, That the Town Clerk be directed to Lay an attested copy

Proceedings of the School Committee, respecting an English 
Classical School. — 
In School Committee June 17. 1820. 


Voted, That such of the Resolutions offered by S. A. Wells as 
relate to the establishment of an English Classical School in the 
Town of Boston, be referred to a Sub Committee of five, and the 
following Gentlemen were Chosen.— M*. Samuel A. Wells, 
Rey: John Pierpont, Rev: Nath’.

At a Meeting of the School Committee on the 26" October, the 
above Committee made a report which was Read; it was then 
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Voted, That it is expedient to establish an English Classical 
School, upon the Plan stated in the Report in the Town of Bos- 
ton, and that the further consideration thereof be referred to an 
adjourned Meeting, and that it be printed for the Use of the 
members of the Committee. — 


[282.] At a Meeting of the School Committee on the 9% 
November, 1820. the Report of the Sub-Committee on the Eng- 
lish Classical School, having been printed for the Use of the 
Board, was read and considered by paragraphs, Amended, and 
Unanimously Accepted as follows 


The Sub-Committee to whom was referred the resolutions 
offered to the School Committee at a Meeting on the 17" June 
proposing to establish an English Classical School in the Town 
of Boston, having taken the subject of those resolutions into 
consideration, and devoted to it that attention which its import- 
ance demanded, Respectfully ask leave to Report. — 

Though the present system of education, and the munificence | 
with which it is supported are highly beneficial and honorable to 
the Town, Yet in the Opinion of the Committee it is susceptible 
of a greater degree of perfection and usefulness without Materially 
Augmenting the Weight of the public burdens. — Till recently 
our system Occupied a middle Station : it neither commenced with 
the rudiments of education, nor extended to the higher branches 
of knowledge. —This system was supported by the town at a very 
oreat expense, and to be admitted to its advantages, certain 
preliminary qualifications were required at individual cost which 
had the effect of excluding many children of the poor and un- 
fortunate classes of the community from the benefits of a public 
education. The Town saw & felt this inconsistency in the plan 
and have removed the defect, by providing Schools, in which the 
children of the poor can be fitted for admission into the public 
seminaries. 

[283.] The present system, in the Opinion of the Committee 
requires, still further amendment. — the studies that are pursued 
at the English Grammar Schools, are merely elementary, and 
more time than is necessary is devoted to their acquisition. A 
Scholar is admitted at seven, and is dismissed at fourteen Years 
of Age ; thus seven years are expended in the acquisition of a 
degree of knowledge, which with ordinary diligence and common 
capacity, may be easily & perfectly acquired in five. If, then, a 
Boy remain the usual term, a large portion of the time will have 
been idly, or uselessly expended, as he may have learned all that 
he has been taught long before its expiration. This loss of time 
Occurs at that interesting and critical period of life, when the 
habits and inclinations are forming by which the future character 
will be fixed & determined. 

This evil therefore should be removed, by enlarging the present 
system, not merely that the time now lost may be saved, but that 
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those early habits of industry and application may be acquired, 
which are so essential in leading to a future life of Virtue and use- 
fullness. 

Nor are these the only existing evils. The mode of education 

now adopted and the branches of knowledge that are taught at our 
English Grammar Schools, are not sufficiently extensive, nor 
otherwise calculated to bring the powers of the mind into opera- 
tion, nor to qualify a youth to fill usefully and respectably 
many of those Stations, both public and private in which he may 
be placed. — A parent who wishes to give a Child an education 
that shall fit him for Active life, and shall serve as a foundation 
for [284] eminence in his profession, whether Mercantile or 
Mechanical, is under the necessity of giving him a different edu- 
cation from any which our public Schools can now furnish.— 
Hence many children are separated from their parents, and sent 
to private academies in this vicinity, to acquire that instruction 
which cannot be obtained at the public seminaries. — Thus many 
parents who contribute largely to the Support of these institu- 
tions, are subjected to heavy expense, for the same object in 
other Towns. 
The Committee for these and many other weighty considerations 
that might be offered; and in Order to render the present system 
of public education more nearly perfect, are of Opinion that an 
additional school is required.— They, therefore, recommend the 
founding of a seminary to be called the English classical School, 
and submit the following as a general outline of a plan for its 
organization and of the course of studies to be pursued.— 


1%, That the term of time for pursuing the course of studies 
proposed be three Years.— 

gndy, That the School be divided into three Classes, and one 
Year be assigned to the studies of each Class.— 

3%y, That the age of admission be not less than twelve Years. 

4thly, That, the School be for Boys exclusively. 

5tily, That Candidates for admission be proposed on a given 
day annually, but scholars with suitable qualifications 
may be admitted at any intermediate time to an advanced 
standing. 

6y, That Candidates for admission shall be subject to a strict 
examination, in such manner as the School Committee 
may direct, to Ascertain their qualifications [285] 
according to these Rules. — 

7'y, That it be required of every candidate to qualify him for 
admission, that he be well acquainted with reading, 
writing, English Grammar in all its branches, & Arith- 
metic as far as simple proportion.— 

sly, That it be required of the Masters & Ushers, as a necessary 
qualification, that they shall have been regularly educated 
at some University.

Reading from the most approved Authors ;—Exercises in 
criticism, comprising critical analyses of the language, 
grammar and stile of the best English Authors, their 
errors and beauties; Declamation ;

This sum in the opinion of the Committee, with other annual 
expenses of Schools, will be adequate to the support of such an 
institution. No additional building will be required; as those 
which are now built, and authorized by the Town to be built will 
be sufficient. — 

The Committee therefore recommend, that an annual Appro- 
priation of this sum, be obtained from the Town, and that a fur- 
ther sum be raised either by private subscription, or from public 
Munificence, to furnish the School, with the necessary instru- 
ments and philosophical Apparatus. — The Committee are fur- 
ther of Opinion, that the expense which would be incurred, by the 
establishment, of such an institution, would be fully justified by 
its great and manifold advantages — No money can be better 
expended, than that which is appropriated to the support of pub- 
lic Schools. —If anything will preserve tranquility and order in 
a community, perpetuate the blessing of society and free govern- 
ment and promote the happiness and prosperity of a people, it 
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must be the general diffusion of knowledge. — These Salutary 
effects the Committee conceive would flow from the institution of 
this seminary. —Its establishment, they think would raise the 
literary and scientific character of the Town, would incite our 
Youth to [287] a laudable ambition of distinguishing them- 
selves in the pursuit and acquisition of knowledge, and would 
give strength and stability to the civil and religious institutions 
of our Country.

The foregoing Report was read and accepted. 


The Committee appointed by the Inhabitants of the Town of 
Boston, at a legal Meeting, holden on the 12‘ day of March 
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last ‘¢ on the subject of Pauperism, at large, and on the expedi- 
ency of erecting a Work House,” within the said Town, having 
taken [308] those subjects into their consideration, in con- 
formity to their instructions, ask leave to 


REPORT. 


That in prosecuting their inquiries, concerning the subjects 
referred to their consideration, they have examined the state of 
the present Town Alms House and compared it with institutions 
of a similar character, in this vicinity, particularly with those at 
Marblehead and Salem, and they are unanimously of opinion 
that the accommodations, provided for the poor, at the Alms 
House, in Boston are not such as comport with the honor and 
interests of the Town.— They are also unanimously of opinion, 
that in aid of the present establishment, a work house to be de- 
nominated a House of Industry, should be erected, with a suffi- 
cient quantity of land attached to it, so as to enable the poor, 
compelled to resort to it, to have the benefit resulting from air, 
employment and exercic2, and the town to derive that advantage, 
which other towns in this vicinity experience from the well 
directed labour of the poor, in similar institutions. — 

The document marked A, being the report of a sub-committee, 
appointed to inquire into the existing state of the establishments 
of the town, in this respect, will farther evidence and illustrate 
the importance and necessity of an immediate attention to these 
subjects. — 

It is not the intention of your Committee to enter upon a 
laboured statement of the benefits to be derived from well man- 
aged houses of industry. The general reasonings, by which the 
utility of such establishments might be maintained, are super- 
seded by a concurrence [309] of experience, which can neither- 
be controverted, nor resisted.— 

It appears, by a report made by a Committee of the Massachu- 
setts Legislature, at their last session, that the experience, both 
of England and of Massachusetts, concur in establishing the 
fact ‘* that of all modes of maintaining the poor, the most eco- 
nomical, is that of work houses, or houses of industry : in which 
work is provided for every degree and species of ability in the 
pauper ; and also, that of all modes of employing the labour of 
the poor, the best, the most healthy, and the most certainly profit- 
able is that of agriculture ; whereby the poor are enabled always, 
to raise, at least their own provisions.” 

It appears also, by the same report, that every town in the 
Commonwealth, which had resorted to such establishments, and 
persevered in their support, had derived from them, very great 
and sensible relief from the burden of maintaining the poor, to 
which they had been antecedently subjected, and this also had 
been effected by the use of means, which added both to the health, 
the comforts, and the happiness of the paupers themselves. — 

In order, however, to leave no degree of satisfaction unattained, 
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which it was in their power to acquire, your Committee appointed 
another sub-committee to visit the Marblehead and Salem Alms 
Houses, two establishments in high repute, for the vigor and in- 
telligence, with which they were conducted, and the experience, 
resulting from which, was likely to be decisive, in relation to the 
general expediency of such institutions, from the distinguished 
character, the inhabitants [310] of those towns have acquired 
throughout the Commonwealth, for their enterprise, prudence and 
intelligence. — 

It appeared, by the report of this sub-committee, that ‘‘ the 
request to be permitted to visit and examine those establishments, 
_ was received, by their respective Overseers in the most friendly 
and polite manner: that they were permitted to inspect every 
department of each institution, and that they obtained frank and 
unreserved answers, to all their inquiries.”” This examination 
resulted, ‘‘in the extreme gratification of the sub-committee, at 
the order and neatness, which prevailed, and the content and 
comfort of the poor, which was apparent, in both those 
institutions.— 

The satisfaction, which the sub-committee derived from this 
general survey was equalled only, by that, which was consequent 
on the examination and consideration of the details, given by 
those Overseers, in relation to the success of those establishments.— 

The Overseers of the Marblehead Alms House stated to the 
sub-committee, that the town of Marblehead had no general fund 
applicable to the support of the poor, except the Treasury of the 
town ; — that the annual average of the poor, in point of number, 
supported in their Alms House, somewhat exceeded one hundred ; 
— that the expence of the poor of Marblehead, from March 1820. 
to March 1821, was justly represented in the annexed schedule, 
(marked B.) by which it appears that the whole expence of sup- 
porting one hundred poor, within the Alms House, for that year, 
was only thirteen hundred, and seventy five dollars, forty seven 
cents. 

[311.] Those Overseers, farther stated that, in their 
opinion, every thing considered, the annual expense, within the 
Alms House did not exceed nine, or ten dollars per head per year. 
The sub-committee were satisfied, that this estimate did not 
underrate the actual expense; particularly as there is no credit 
allowed in it, for one thousand days labour done upon the high- 
ways, by that portion of the able bodied tenants of the Alms 
House, who were capable of this species of labor.— All the high- 
way work of Marblehead being done, by the poor of their Alms 
House.— 

A similar and not less satisfactory result was obtained, by the 
examination made, by this sub-committee, of the Alms House at 
Salem ; — By the printed report of the Overseers of that town, 
dated 1** March 1821, (see Schedule, C,) it appears that since 
the erection of their Alms House, in 1815, the expences of the 
town of Salem, for the support of their poor, have been reduced 
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from $12,779.21 cents, which it was in 1814, to $4,296.40 C’ts, 
which it was in the year, ending the 1% of March last. The poor, 
supported out of the Alms House, being included in both 
estimates.— 

If from this amount be deducted $1,090.87 cents, the estimated 
value of supplies, furnished poor persons, not inhabitants of the 
Alms House, the whole net expense of the Salem Alms House, 


for the last year was only three thousand, two hundred and five — 


dollars fifty three cents. 'The average number of poor being 
about three hundred and twenty, supported within the Alms 
House during the year, makes the arithmetical result, of the 
whole expense, averaged upon the tenants about $10. —p head 
per annum! The same as that of Marblehead. The Overseers 
[312] of Salem, also stated, that it was their expectation to 
reduce considerably, the expenses of the establishment, the 
ensuing year. Here, also, as in Marblehead, the sub-committee 
were satisfied that circumstances existed, which considerably 
reduced the actual expense below the estimated average, — 


The schedule marked D will exhibit the whole expense of the 


Boston Alms House, during the year 1820, — The average num- 
ber within the house, somewhat exceeding four hundred persons. 

It will not be necessary, for the purpose of establishing a con- 
viction of the necessity of a resort to a similar institution, in the 
town of Boston, to enter into any comparison of the result of 
these inquiries, with that of similar inquiries made in relation to 
the Alms House in this town. In order to satisfy every mind of 
the interest and duty in this respect, it will be sufficient to state 
generally, that the support of the whole poor of the town of 
Salem, including all out pensioners, and an average of three hun- 
dred and sixty five within the house, cost the town of Salem last 
year, $4,296.40 cents. That the whole poor of the town of Bos- 
ton including all out pensioners and an average of about four 
hundred within the House, cost the Town of Boston last year, 
$19,934.53 e’ts. 

It is apparent to your Gornenbes that this difference is greatly 
owing to the contracted state of the Alms House, in comparison 
with the wants of the Town. 

This establishment being the receptacle of all that class, which 
are naturally the objects of a house of industry, the consequence 
is that out pensioners [313] are multiplied; and this most 
wasteful, and most expensive mode of supplying the poor, in 
their own families; as well as the most liable to abuse, is 
rendered, in a great degree, inevitable. The entire want of land, 
suited to employ the poor, in any species of agriculture, or 
out-of-door labour, and the impracticability in so confined a 
space, to introduce the necessary separation of age and sex, and 
to provide each with employment suited to it, are also causes of 
this difference of expense in supporting their poor, to these 
towns respectively. 

Your Committee, therefore, from the preceding facts and rea- 
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soning came, unanimously to the conclusion that a house of 
Industry ought forthwith to be erected, with a quantity of land, 
attached to it, sufficient for all the objects of such an institution. 

In forming this opinion, your committee were influenced by 
considerations of economy ; — the strong conviction that a great 
saving would in consequence, result to the town, in point of 
expense ; — and above all, by a sense of the salutary influence 
of a well managed institution of this kind on the public morals. 
The obligations, which every society owes to those classes of 
citizens, which are liable to become pensioners on its charity, 
were not overlooked, in making this estimate of the Town’s 
interest and duty.— 

There are four classes of persons, to which the public arrange- 
ments, on these subjects, ought to extend, and to whose peculiari- 
ties of condition they ought, as far as any general system is 
practicable, to be accommodated ; — 1", the poor by reason of 
age; 274, the poor by reason of misfortune ; — 3", the poor, by 
reason of infancy; 4 the poor, by reason of vice.— 

[314.] It is very plain, that each of these classes of poor 
have claims upon society, differing both in their nature and 
degree, founded upon different principles; the sources of differ- 
ent duties, and requiring different proportions of sympathy and 
solicitude.— 

Of all classes of the poor, that of virtuous old age, has the 
most unexceptionable claims upon society; and is that, in rela- 
tion to which its charitable establishments should be so con- 
structed as to extend, not only comfort, but a reasonable degree 
of indulgence. This cause of helplessness cannot successfully 
be feigned.—lIt is the consequence of a general law of our nature, 
to which all are equally liable. Hope and pleasure are, for this 
life, in a great measure extinguished. Its condition requires, 
therefore, a peculiar degree of consideration. Although the old, 
should not wholly be excused from labour, yet it is apparent that 
such ought to be provided as is suited to their age; if possible 
to their habits and former employments in life.— 

A similar course of remark applies to those, who are helpless, 
through corporeal, or intellectual misfortune ; — the effects of no 
vice, nor criminal indulgence. Each of these classes is entitled 
to particular consideration ; neither should be released from every 
degree and kindof labour, yet whatis required should be adapted 
to their condition, and their particular imbecillity. Something 
more of attention should be paid, and of pains taken, to gratify 
their inclinations and to supply their humble wants.— 

Now the impracticability of making this first and great dis- 
crimination, in favor of these two first classes of poor, is the great 
defect of the Boston Alms [315] House. — In an establishment 
so restricted in point of room; and open to the indiscriminate 
influx of characters of all descriptions, it is impossible to make 
those distinctions, either in food, or in treatment, which is due to 
age and misfortune. 
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If the aged and virtuous poor are reduced to the food, and 
made obnoxious to the severity, or the labour, to which the 
vicious are subjected, it is to them a degradation, and a new and 
undeserved source of misery and misfortune. On the other hand, 
if the vicious are permitted to enjoy the comforts, or partake of 
the indulgence, which is due to age and misfortune, their con- 
dition becomes, not only supportable, but eligible. The fear of 
poverty is diminished, and the shame of dependence obliterated. 
Public establishments become thronged; as will never fail to be 
the case, whenever Alms House support is better than or even 
equal, in its kind, to the support to be obtained by labour. These 
considerations, and others, which will readily present themselves 
to the reflections of intelligent men, render it indispensable that 
an establishment should be provided which should enable the 
Town to make this first, and most important, and just of all dis- 
criminations between the poor, in consequence of vice; and the 
poor, in congequence of misfortune. 

The third class, consisting of those, who are poor, and in 
infancy or childhood, are somewhat differently situated; and 
have a right to require from society a distinct attention and more 
scrupulous and precise supervision. ‘Their career of existence is 
but just commenced. They may be rendered blessings, or 
scourges to society. ‘Their course may be happy or miserable, 
honor— [316] able or disgraceful, according to the specific 
nature of the provision, made for their support and education. 
It follows that the charitable establishments of every wise and 
virtuous community ought to be such as to enable it to effect 
these interesting objects, in the most perfect and satisfactory 
manner. — 

The present condition of the Boston Alms House, precludes all 
possibility of extending that free air, exercise and healthful 
labour, and of attaining that separation from the contamination 
of vicious language and example, which is requisite and due to 
this class. Intimately connected with this topic is that of pro- 
viding for those idle and vicious children, of both sexes, and 
different ages, which often under the command, and always with 
the permission of thoughtless and abandoned parents, are found 
begging in our streets, or haunting our wharfs, or market places, 
sometimes under the pretence of employ, at others for the pur- 
pose of watching occasions to pilfer small articles, and thus 
beginning a system of petty stealing; which terminate often in the 
goal; often in the penitentiary; and not seldom, at the gallows. 

Power enough already exists, in the hands of the constituted 
authorities, and if it do not, might easily be obtained, to rid our- 
selves of this nuisance, and to place these unfortunate children 
under either a system of discipline, or of restraint; or of useful 
labour. At present, however, this is absolutely impracticable. 
There is no place, suitable for their reception. The present 
Alms House is insufficient for its present tenants; more it is im- 
possible to [81'7] accommodate. A work house, or house of 
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industry, is, therefore, absolutely essential, previously to taking 
any steps for the improvement of this unhappy, and abandoned 
class, of children. On this point, your committee do not appre- 
hend that any thing more forcible can be added, to make the 
essential nature of such an establishment as that, which they 
recommend, apparent and unquestionable. 

The fourth class,— the poor by reason of vice, — constitute, 
here, every where, by far the greater part of the poor; — 
amounting always, probably to a full two thirds of the whole 
number of adult poor. As it is for these, that the proposed 
house of industry is intended, in its first operations, to provide, 
the present, seems a proper occasion to explain the general views 
of your committee in relation to this establishment; and to what 
objects and plans those views, at present, and to what they ulti- 
mately extend. Indolence, intemperance and sensuality, are the 
great causes of pauperism in this country. Notwithstanding the 
imbecility induced by their habits and vices, it is yet found by 
experience, that generally speaking, all this class can do some- 
thing; and very many of them a great deal; and some of them 
fall little, and often not at all, short of the ability to perform, 
daily, the complete task of a day labourer. — 

The present accommodations of the Boston Alms House, not 
furnishing the means, nor the space for actual employ, their 
labour is but little, and of small account. The course of the 
practice of this class is, to come, or be brought to the Alms 
House in a state of disease, or intoxication, or, in the winter in 
actual want, and after [318] passing weeks, or months 
crowded together within its walls ; after being cured, restored 
and supported, during sickness and through inclement seasons, 
they are permitted to depart; to enter upon the same career of 
vice and indulgence, until they are brought back again; to be 
again supported and cured; and again sent forth to commence 
and pursue the same circle. Now, it is apparent, that so long 
as this class can come when they will, and depart when they will, 
—so long as little, or no, work is required of them, within the 
walls, and there is no land belonging to the establishment, on 
which they can work, without, —so long as Alms House fare is 
upon a level, in point of quality and comfort, and often a little 
superior to their out-of-door support and comforts, — that they 
have little, or no inducement either to labour or to economize, 
in order to prevent their being compelled to resort to it; on the 
contrary, it is obvious that the certainty of a comfortable 
and easy life, in the winter, is a perpetual and very effectual 
encouragement to a thoughtless, dissipated and self indulgent 
course, inthe summer. Accordingly institutions of this kind,when 
from necessity, or any other circumstances, they are conducted 
upon such principles, may justly be considered as encouraging 
and augmenting the amount of pauperism in a community. It 
follows, therefore, from these considerations, that it is the great 
duty of every society to take care their Alms Houses should be 
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provided with space of land and accommodations, to enable 
those, who have the superintendence of them to provide work for 
this class; and for every class in it, according to its [319] 
ability; to the end that they should never become the resort of 
idleness, for indulgence; nor of vice for comfort; nor of disease, 
for cure, without cost. 

Intimately connected with these vicious poor, is that turbulent 
and profligate class, who, travelling the high road of shame and 
ruin, are found in the haunts of gambling, intemperance and 
debauchery; and whose quarrels, originating in. their cups or 
their crimes, give continual occupation to the magistrates and 
officers of police. The only means, to which it is now in the 
power of the authorities of the town to resort for the purpose of 
preserving its peace from being disturbed by this class, are war- 
rants of Justices, common law processes, and incurring all that 
trouble, vexation and expense, necessarily consequent upon pro- 
ceedings of this nature. These means partake little of the char- 
acter of punishment; and have still less the effect of reformation. 


Your committee have reason to believe that offences of this kind — 


have of late, greatly increased; and they look with confidence 
towards the proposed institutions, as a means of diminishing these 
evils, of breaking up the haunts, in which they originate, and 
relieving the town from a great expense, to which it is at present 
subjected. 

The great defect of our present establishment is that, for want 
of space, and want of accommodation, suitable work cannot be 
provided. — Previous to its being practicable to make any 
improvement in the existing arrangements for the poor, it is there- 
fore, indispensable that such a house of industry should be estab- 
lished. — 

Having unanimously come to this conclusion, [320] the atten- 
tion of your committee was next directed to the subject of the 
place, where such an establishment, taking into consideration all 
the interests of the town, had best be located ; — its extent ; — 
probable cost ; — and the general principles on which it ought to 
be conducted. The result of their investigations, so far as they 
deem it necessary or practicable, they now ask leave to suggest. 

With respect to the location of the establishment, a great pre- 
dilection prevailed in the minds of a majority of your committee, 
in favor of an Island, for that purpose; and Deer Island it was 
thought would be very proper and suitable. In order to satisfy 
themselves upon that point, they paid a visit to it, and surveyed 
every part of it, and after inspection and consideration of all its 
relations, they came to an unanimous opinion, that to attempt to 
locate it upon any island, and certainly upon that, would be 
highly inexpedient. The soil was found to be extremely poor, 
the situation exposed, and the great difficulty of access to it and 
return from it, at all seasons of the year, with certainty, and its 
absolute impracticability some times for many days, or even 
weeks, in winter, were, in the opinion of your Committee decisive 
objections. 
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There is no truth, in relation to these establishments more satis- 
factorily evidenced, by all the experience, both of Hngland and 
Massachusetis, than that their success depends upon their being 
subjecied to the constant supervision and inspection of a board of 
superintendents, composed of substantial, intelligent and active 
inhabitants of the town, or vicinity. Jt is [3821] not suf- 
ficient that these should be men, merely in easy circumstances, 
prudent, intelligent and humane. It is requisite that such a 
board should be composed of men, bred to business, and accus- 
tomed to deal with men, in the laborious walks of life; who know 
what labor is ; — when work is done ; — and are capable of judg- 
ing by the eye, or by examination, whether neglect, or refusal to 
work, be through mere indolence, or real imbecility. It may be 
adopted as a principle, applicable to all establishments of this 
kind, that they cannot be well conducted, for any great length of 
time, unless at least a considerable part of the board be men of 
such habits and experience. Now men, of this class, are always 
men, engaged in active business. To command their services, 
it is necessary that every facility should be given to their superin- 
tendence ; that it should be enabled to be regular, uninterrupted 
and certain. ‘The location of the establishment in a situation 
where access to it will, at all times, be easy and certain, for those 
charged with its superintendence, is therefore, in the opinion of 
your Committee, essential to its success; and that therefore a 
location upon an island is highly inexpedieat. — 

The soil of Deer island is also, in the apprehension of your 
Committee, another and, if not in itself, a sufficient objection, is 
yet, in a high degree corroborative of the opinion, they have 
formed. The opportunity, which agriculture affords for the 
economical employment of pauper industry, is one of the most 
favorable circumstances, to promote the success of such establish- 
ments. It is plain, that [322] success in this respect, depends 
upon whatever promotes, or prevents, the success in other agri- 
cultural operations. If therefore, the first location of such estab- 
lishment be on a soil, singularly inauspicious, inconvenient, or 
impracticable, the result must be proportionably unfavorable. A 
good and an easy soil not only possesses this general advantage, 
but there is also an incidental one, resulting from the encourage- 
ment and excitement given to the paupers themselves, by such 
facility in the course of their labours. It is found, that when 
judiciously managed, even the paupers themselves, may be made 
to take an interest, and even a pride, in the productive results of 
their garden, or cultivated field; and every thing, which has a 
tendency to prevent disappointment, in this respect, has a ten- 
dency to excite and support the feelings, upon which such interest 
depends. The soil of Deer island is in a great proportion sand. 
Whatever there be of good soil, is high, exposed and inconvenient 
of access. On these accounts, as well as others, not necessary 
to detail, your Committee came to the unanimous opinion, that 
Deer island was not a proper site for the location of the pro- 
posed establishment. 
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The Town lands on the neck, also some situations at South 
Boston, were suggested to your Committee. But as the deter- 


mination upon the site, should it result in favor of land, at 


present, the property of any private individual, might, if known, 
materially affect the value of those lands, and the price to the 
town, your Committee thought it most [323] adviseable not to 
proceed farther, until the opinion of the town was ascertained 
upon the expediency of establishing a house of industry. After 
this was settled, they apprehended that the questions concerning 
the location, the form, the extent of both the lands and buildings, 
as also of the principles, on which the establishment should be 
conducted, would be left best to the discretion of a responsible 
Committee, to be appointed by the town. 

With respect to the cost of such an establishment, it is obvious 
this must depend upon particulars, not at present precisely to be 
ascertained, such as — whether the spot, selected for its location, 
be on land, at present owned by the town, or on land to be pur- 
chased; in the last case, —the value of such land,—and the 
number of the poor, for which it will be necessary to provide in 
this institution. On these, and other details, of a very general 
character, will ultimately depend the expense of any such new 
establishment. 

In the opinion of your Committee, however, the establishment 
is indispensable, in the actual condition of the pauper. relations 
of the town; and that, in no event, the expense can be such, as 
to form a reason against commencing it upon some seale, suited 
to the actual necessity existing, in this respect. The general 
view and opinions of your Committee, on this subject, are these, 
— that measures should be immediately taken to obtain sufficient 
land for the location of it; — not less fifty acres ; — that, in this 
location, considerations of local benefit, or of small [3824] 
difference of price, should have little, or no influence. The best 
position for such an establishment should be secured, with a 
single eyeto the permanent interest of the town, and ultimate 
success of the institution; — that buildings should then be 
erected on a plan, sufficiently extensive, to accommodate forth- 
with, the greatest average of able poor, which are usually ten- 
ants of the Alms House every year.— This cannot exceed two 
hundred persons ; — that the plan of the establishment should be 
such as to be capable of being extended, if hereafter it should be 
deemed expedient, and so constructed as to separate and provide 
for the distinct accommodation of the different classes of the 
poor, whose different claims upon society have herein before been 
stated. 

For all the purposes of purchasing the requisite land, should a 
purchase be deemed expedient, of erecting all the buildings 
necessary, the present year, an appropriation of twenty thousand 
dollars, will, in the opinion of your Committee, be sufficient. 
Should experience justify an increase of the institution, the ex- 
penditure required, will of course, have relation to such increase.

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It will be perceived by their fellow citizens, that the resolu- 
tions, submitted for their consideration and adoption, embrace 
topics of a more general character, than that of simply erecting 
a house of industry. 

In their apprehension, the present occasion shonld not be 
omitted to cause full survey to be taken of [$325] all the public 
provisions for the poor, subsisting within the town, and to ascertain, 
as far as practicable, in what forms and to what amount every 
general public charity is extended and applied; to the end of pro- 
ducing, if possible, a general sentiment and a unity of action 
among all the societies and incorporations of this nature, for the 
purpose of making industry, morality and economy, in all of 
them, indispensable conditions of relief; and of putting an end, 
as far as can be effected, to indiscriminate charity, and to street 
begegary. 

How far itis possible to adopt any general system, in relation 
to these objects, may, perhaps, be questionable. The attempt, 
however, cannot be disadvantageous. A full knowledge of all 
the pauper relations of the town cannot fail to be useful, and 
may lead, through the means of recommendation, or by affecting 
public sentiment, or otherwise, to such a course of proceeding, 
in relation to the distribution of public bounty, as may tend to 
repress the mischievous effects of that weak and listless sensi- 
bility, miscalled benevolence, which scatters its bounty without 
discrimination, pampering vice, fostering indolence, encouraging 
audacious pretence, and thus, while it does little, or no good, 
and sometimes positive injury to the individual, increases, and 
perpetuates, and makes more troublesome and virulent, the whole 
mass of pauperism in the community. 

Under these convictions and with these views your Committee 
recommend the adoption of the following votes by the town.— 
For the Committee. 

Josiah Quincy, Chairman — 


[326.] Voted, That it is expedient to establish, forthwith 
within this town, a House of Industry 

Voted, That a Committee be appointed consisting of 
persons, with full authority to select a suitable place for the 
erection of a House of Industry, with an extent of land, attached 
to it, not less than fifty acres; and that the said Committee be 
authorized to take any of the unappropriated lands, belonging to 
the town, for that purpose; or, in case they deem any other spot, 
or like extent of land, within the town, a better location for such 
an establishment, than any the town now possesses, that they be 
authorized to purchase the same; and that the said Committee be 
instructed to proceed forthwith to erect suitable buildings; and 
to form a system for the conduct of such institution, and to 
report their proceedings, in the premises, from time to time to the 
town as they may deem expedient. 

Voted, That the Committee appointed by the preceding vote, 
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be authorized to draw on the town treasurer for such sum, or 
sums of money, as may from time to time be found necessary, 
for the carrying into effect the purposes therein expressed ; Pro- 
vided always that the amount of said drafts shall never exceed 
Twenty Thousand Dollars. 

Voted, That the Report this day made to the Town on the sub- 
ject of Pauperism and a House of Industry, be referred to the 
Committee, appointed by the preceding votes, and that they be 
. instructed to take into consideration the various subjects [3277 ] 
suggested in it and particularly to inquire into the general state 
of the poor and also into the number & condition of the out-of- 
door poor assisted by Overseers within the town, and concerning 
the operations, effects, modes, and principles of extending relief 
to the poor, adopted by the various charitable institutions existing 
init; and from time to time to report such measures in relation 
to the whole, or any, of the subjects aforesaid, as they may deem 
it expedient for the town to adopt.—

The Sub-Committee appointed to consider what provisions are 
made in the nature of a Work House or Bridewell, for vagrants 
and dissolute persons, and to inquire into the existing establish- 
ments of the town in this respect, ask leave to 


Report ; 


That on Saturday afternoon, accompanied by several other 
members of the general Committee, they waited on the Overseers 
of the poor, at the Alms House, in Leverett Street, and were 
conducted thro’ that building and the smaller buildings within 
the enclosure of its yard. 

The Sub-Committee found that establishment to be totally 
distinct from, and by its construction incompatible with the 
arrangements necessary for a Bridewell or place of correction for 
vagrant and dissolute persons; and that whenever any such are 
received in that institution, they are placed nearly in the same 
situation with those unfortunate and honest members of the 
community, whom disease or age have rendered incapable of 
[28 | procuring a livelihood —The Sub Committee learned that 
the buildings formerly belonging to the Town near the Common, 
consisted of two ranges; one of which was used as an Alms 
House, for the reception of persons whom it became a duty of 
charity, to relieve from distress and the other as a Work House, 
where disorderly and dissolute persons were restrained of their 
liberty, and compelled to work for their support; and that 
between these there was a smaller building with grated cells, 
called a Bridewell, which served as a place for the punishment of 
such as conducted [themselves] improperly while subject to the 
discipline of the institution.— 
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When the new buildings were erected in Leverett Street, the 
whole sum appropriated to the purpose, was expended in the 
erection of a house exclusively designed as an Alms House, or 
place for the reception, of infirm, diseased, aged and children of 
both sexes; and the apartments were constructed entirely with 
that view. Of course this large and expensive pile of buildings, 
which is so honorable to the liberality and benificence of the 
town, is incapable without great inconvenience, of being appro- 
priated to any other purpose; there is but one room in which any 
kind of labour can be conveniently performed, and the necessity 
which is sometimes felt, of converting any part of it to other 
purposes, is an infringement on the objects for which it was origi- 
nally designed. 

Because, however, there is within the town, no place properly 
designed as a Work House, and because [329] that class of 
vagabonds who would become the tenants of such a building, 
are by our laws, under the control, in some degree, of the Over- 
seers of the poor, they have from time to time, been sent to that 
place; and many have always been there, whom it was any- 
thing but charity to support in idleness, and to provide with the 
comforts of such an institution. The Sub-Committee saw many 
whom they believed, under proper regulations in a suitable place, 
might be made to support themselves. — 

From the necessity of the case, the Overseers have been 
obliged to enlarge a building originally designed as a bath house, 
and use it as a Bridewell; in which they have constructed — 
small cells that are occupied by such disorderly persons as seem 
most to require to be punished by confinement. But not only 
does this seem to the Sub-Committee to be objectionable, by 
depriving the institution of a part of its original accommodation 
indispensable to cleanliness and health — but because its size and 
construction is hardly more than is necessary as a restraint to 
perverse order, without any reference to profitable employment. 
Confinement in it must be temporary and occasional and the 
apprehension of its discipline, forms no part of the terrors of 
such a place to persons abroad. 

The Sub-Committee find by a reference to the laws of this 
country, passed at sundry times by the colonial, provincial and 
state authorities, that a Work House, or place where idle and 
dissolute persons, should be compelled to labour for subsistence 
[330] was uniformly a part of the system of police. So early 
as 1662, authority was given magistrates to arrest ‘‘ rogues and 
vagabonds,” and confine them in the ‘‘ house of correction.” 

In 1699, a provincial act was passed for suppressing and pun- 
ishing of rogues, vagabonds, common beggars, and other lewd, 
idle and disorderly persons, and also, for setting the poor to 
work, by which, among other things, provision is made for 
erecting and governing a house of correction in every county, and 
that common drunkards, common night-walkers, pilferers, wanton 
and and lascivious persons, either in speech or behaviour, com- 
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mon railers and brawlers, such as neglect their calling, and do 
not provide for their families, stubborn servants and children, 
fortune tellers, strollers and beggars, should be confined, and 
made to work. 

In 1735, a special act on this subject, relative to the town of 
Boston, was passed by the Legislature, and confirmed by the 
General Court, under the present Constitution, in 1789, which 
confers certain privileges as to the erection and governing these 
buildings, suited to the condition of a growing metropolis; and 
under the provisions of which, many of the powers, in this respect 
continue to be exercised. — And the necessity of some institution 
of a similar plan was so apparent, that in the year 1744, the 
General Court passed an act for all the province, authorising any 
one town, or any twoor more towns, united together, to erect 
and govern a house of correction, for the restraining of the 
[331] dissolute poor, and compelling them to labour. The 
Statute of this Commonwealth passed 26th March, 1788, seems 
to be imperative on the Courts of Sessions for the several coun- 
ties to provide houses of correction, and declare that until such 
are erected, ‘*the common prison in each county, shall be made 
use of for that purpose.” But the common prison in Suffolk 
County, has long been useless for this object; and the Sub-Com- 
mittee do not learn that the new one erecting by the County, is 
planned or adapted to such purpose. — Indeed, the two establish- 
ments are so different as to render their union almost imprac- 
ticable.— | 

The Sub-Committee refer to these various laws to show that 
the wisdom of the government has always been decidedly 
expressed in favor of some establishment for the purpose now 
contemplated & which is more obviously necessary in a large sea- 
port town than in any other part of the state. The circumstances 
already stated will show as they think a satisfactory reason why 
at present and for many years past there has been wanting this. 
necessary part of police within the town of Boston. 

The Sub-Committee do not deem it within their province to ex- 
tend this report by displaying the various facts and arguments 
which may prove the utility of a Bridewell or house of correction 
under proper regulations; but they deem their commission dis- 
charged by reporting to the general Committee That There is 
Not at Present Any Suitable Institution of This Kind Under 
Direction of the Town [332] or County.

The Report of the Committee on the subject of Buildings of 
Wood, as expressed in the petition of Josiah Jones and others, 
was read, and accepted by a large majority. — 


The Committee to whom was referred the Petition of Josiah 
Jones and others, to take into consideration the expediency of 
Petitioning the Legislature to alter or repeal the Law prohibit- 
ing the erection of Wooden buildings within the Town [346] 
more than ten feet high, have attended to the subject with all the 
diligence and care which the importance of the subject claims. — 

The Committee are fully impressed, with the great advantage 
which the Town has experienced by the effects of the existing 
Law, which has been in operation since the year 1803. by which 
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means a great increase of Brick and Stone Walls have been 
erected, and the security of the town thereby has been much 
increased ; and therefore it is the opinion of the Committee, that 
the existing Law may now be modified without any essential in- 
jury ; and inasmuch as it appears to be the general wish so to mod- 
ify the Law, as to meet the wants and means of a large portion of 
respectable citizens, who have not the ability to erect buildings 
entirely of Brick or Stone; and as they are satisfied that dwell- 
ing houses not exceeding ten feet high, are injurious to the 
health of those who reside in them, as well as to the Inhabitants 
generally. The Committee therefore recommend to the town, 
to signify its desire that the Legislature should be requested so 
far to modify the existing Law, as that in future wooden Build- 
ings may be erected, which are to be used for dwelling houses 
exclusively, which shall not exceed eighteen feet from the lowest 
part of the sill, to the upper part of the plate, and a pitched roof 
over the same not exceeding six feet high, from the plate to the 
highest point of the roof, provided that such roof shall be 
entirely covered with slate & shall not have any Windows on 
[347] the sloping part of the said roof, but that in each end 
a Window may be placed — And further that where there are two 
or more tenements joined, there shall be a brick wall between, of 
at least twelve inches in thickness, and extend at least two feet 
above the highest point of the Roof and to be covered with a 
stone capping. And also that where the ends or sides of any 
such building to be erected, shall be situated within fifteen feet 
of any other buildings of Wood, such end or side shall be of brick 
or stone, the wall of which, shall be of at least twelve inches in 
thickness, and extend at least two feet above the highest point 
of the Roof, and be capped with Stone.

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Whereas the said Committee, at a meeting of the first day of 
June last past, considered and fixed the sum that ought to be 
allowed and paid as a Salary to the Town Treasurer & Collector, 
having in view the intention of electing him to the office of 
County Treasurer; and on motion made and lost for the Sums of

Whereas, in execution of the foregoing votes and proceedings, 
the Chairman of the Committee of Finance was directed publicly 
to advertise for applications from such persons as were desirous 
to perform the duties of those offices, and on inquiry of the 
applicants to inform them that the Salary was fixt [3'7O] at Thirty 
five hundred Dollars for the performance of the duties of both 
offices: And whereas a meeting of the County Convention was 
holden on the 11" day of June last past, for the election of a 
County Treasurer, which being effected, the Town Convention 
consisting of the Committee of Finance, proceeded to elect a 
Town Treasurer & Collector; and in violation of their own votes 
and decisions, the votes and decisions of the Town, in direct 
opposition to the opinions and wishes of the people, and in utter 
disregard to the interest of the Town and County, they elected a 
different person to this office, thereby separating the two offices, 
by choosing two persons to fill them, one on a Salary of Twenty

Resolved as the sense of the Town, that they highly disapprove 
of the proceedings of the Committee of Finance, and that, in the 
opinion of the [371] Town, a Board, or such parts of it as 
have been instrumental in thus defeating the intentions of the

Warrant for calling the Meeting read — 
Francis J. Oliver Esq. was chosen Moderator.— 


The Petition of Edmund Winchester and others, ‘‘ that the 
Town would take into consideration the expediency of rescinding 
a Vote passed on the sixth day of June last, by which Hackney 
Coaches were to be prohibited from standing on the Streets.” 
was read :— Whereupon a motion was made and seconded, that 
the Town rescind their vote, which prohibits Hackney Coaches 
standing in the streets ; — the question being put, it passed in the 
negative, — 


The Committee appointed on the second day of July last, to 
take into consideration certain proceedings of the Committee of 
Finance of the Town, relative to the election of County and Town 
Treasurer, and ‘‘ to frame such regulations and recommend such 
measures as they may deem most proper to carry into effect cer- 
tain previous votes of the Town, declaring it expedient that these 
two offices should be united ’’ ; — having attended to the business 
assigned them, ask leave to report in part.— 


That in order to form a correct opinion of [8'%75] the conduct 
of the Committee of Finance, in the election of County and Town 
Treasurers, they have examined the Acts of the Legislature, from 
whence they derived their authority, and also the proceedings of 
the two Conventions of County and Town, which by these acts 
are eonstituted for the express purpose of electing these officers. 
— By the Law passed the 13" day of February 1821. the Com- 
mittee of Finance, together with the Selectmen of the town of 
Chelsea, were authorised to meet in Convention on the second 
Monday in June annually, and elect by ballot, a County Treas- 
urer; to decide upon the compensation he should receive for his 
services, and the Bonds he should give for the faithful discharge 
of the duties of his office. — By the Law passed the 16 of June 
1813. the Committee of Finance were empowered to meet in 
Convention in the months of June or July annually and elect a 
Town Treasurer, and direct as to the bonds to be given by him. 
Under the authority derived from the Legislature, the County 
Convention met on the day appointed by law to elect a County 
Treasurer. — It must be apparent that they acted as a body con- 
stituted by the Legislature solely for that purpose and inde- 
pendent of any Municipal instructions which a part of that 
Convention, in another character might have received from the 
Town of Boston; and which if it had the right to give, the Town 
of Chelsea had the same, for the Inhabitants of each town are 
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equally eligible to this Office, and the [3%6] motive would be 
equally justifiable in one Town as the other to unite the two 
offices ; the effect of such partial and conflicting instructions, in 
case the County should be composed of many towns, might be to 
enlist local feelings and interest in the election. — But aside from 
this consideration, and allowing a part of that Convention, acting 
as a Committee of Finance from the town of Boston to be 
instructed to unite the two offices of County and Town Treasurer, 
this could not be effected ’till a County Treasurer had been first 
chosen, the town Convention having no other authority than that 
of electing a Town Treasurer, and of course none to unite these 
offices in one person, an effect which could be brought about by 
them only by waiting until the County Convention had made 
choice of their Treasurer, and then, as a Town Convention elect- 
ing the same person to the office of Town Treasurer, and thus 
“accomplishing the purposes of the town as expressed in their 
votes. —It will be equally apparent, that under such circum- 
stances, the two bodies being independent of each other, the design 
of uniting the two offices could be effected only by the Conven- 
tion acting with a mutual knowledge of each others designs, and 
a certainty that the person who should be elected to fill one office 
would agree to accept and discharge the duties of both. — Had the 
County Convention elected a person for County Treasurer, who 
would have been, in the opinion of the Committee of Finance 
[3'7'¢ | an improper person to elect to fill the more responsible 
office of Town Treasurer and of course to fill both offices, it 
would have been clearly impracticable in the latter body to have 
effected this Union, without joining them in an individual incom- 
petent to so arduous and responsible a station and thus obeying 
the letter while they disregarded the spirit of their instructions 
from the Town; it not being pretended that the town was 
resolved to unite the two offices in any [person even] the most 
incompetent candidate that should offer, but that if a suitable 
person should be found, capable of filling both offices, and willing 
to accept, they should be united. — That the Committee of Finance 
carried into effect the wishes of the Town, as far as in their opinion, 
prudence would warrant, will, it is believed, appear from a plain 
statement of Facts. 

From the records of the County Convention, we find, that at 
the Meeting held, as was before observed, on the second Monday 
in June, they proceeded to elect a County Treasurer; that the 
Gentleman who has filled the office of Town Treasurer with so 
much general satisfaction, was chosen —and a Sub-Committee 
was appointed to notify him of his election, and at the same 
time to inform him, that it was the intention of the Committee of 
Finance to unite the two offices, but he declined accepting the 
appointment in consequence of the proposed union. — This Con- 
vention, after directing the Chairman to advertise in [378 ] 
the public Papers for any person disposed to accept the two 
offices to make application for the same, adjourned to a day suffi- 
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ciently distant to give time for this notice and application to be 
made — The notice was given, and eight persons applied. — The 
Convention at their adjourned meeting proceeded to elect a 
County Treasurer from among the applicants; but so great was 
the difference of opinion, that five ballotings were given, before 
any one received a majority of votes, and then only fifteen out 
of twenty eight. The Gentleman chosen accepted, gave satis- 
factory bonds and was qualified for the office. — After these pro- 
ceedings of the County Convention, the Committee of Finance 
held their meeting for the choice of Town Treasurer, and to use 
their own language, ‘‘ were placed under very peculiar circum- 
stances at the time, because, while a majority were desirous to 
unite the two offices, they had no alternative but to elect a person 
wholly unacquainted with town accounts, or to separate the two 
offices. — They preferred the latter course, in which they were 
more united than in any previous vote, for on the first ballot, the ~ 
present Town Treasurer received twenty votes out of twenty 
eight votes for that office and the County Treasurer but three 
votes. That the Committee, in this final proceeding, ‘‘ acted 
conscientiously and with a sincere desire to promote the best in- 
terest of the town,” will not, it is believed, be doubted, although 
the wishes [3'79] of the town for a union were not literally com- 
plied with.— Could or would the Town have acted differently, if 
placed in circumstances similar to those of their Committee? 

From an impartial examination and mature consideration of 
all the proceedings above detailed, and the laws authorizing them, 
this Committee cannot but regret the late vote of censure upon 
the Committee of Finance, who have served the town gratui- 
tously for a number of years with credit to themselves, and benefit 
to the town; a vote which they think, would not have been 
passed, if the Town had been more fully acquainted with the 
whole proceedings in the election of County and Town Treasurer, 
and the provisions of the statute laws relative thereto. Your 
Committee therefore respectfully recommend, that the preamble 
and resolve of the town, passed at the Meeting on the second day 
of July last, so far as they censure the Committee of Finance be 
reconsidered, and expunged from the records of the town, and 
not left to be handed down to posterity as a lasting censure upon 
so deserving and respectable a body of our fellow Citizens. — 
And your Committee, ask leave to sit again, for the purpose of 
reporting, on the latter part of their Commission, viz ‘‘ the 
measures most proper to be taken to guard against the recur- 
rence of effects of a similar nature.”

[380.] The foregoing Report was read and accepted, and it 
was voted, that Committee have leave to sit again, and that the 
report they may make be printed and distributed among the 
Inhabitants to be acted upon at the adjournment of this 
Meeting.— 
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The Committee appointed by the Town of Boston July 2™4, 
1821. ‘* To take into consideration the subject of assessing the 
Town & County Taxes in a more equitable and legal manner; 
with particular reference to the law of February 13” last, to 
apportion and assess a tax for the year 1821.” have attended to 
that duty and present to the Town the following 


Report. 

There is no subject, in the municipal concerns of the town, 
which excites more interest than that of Taxation. 

It is a ground of general complaint and uneasiness; and those 
upon whom it seems to touch most lightly are often the loudest 
in remonstrance, and most eager in evasion. 

The Committee have turned their attention, Wrst, to ascertain 
if there were any legal defects in the system of taxation, Second, 
if the assessing of taxes was attended with any abuses and the 
grounds of complaint among the citizens; third to [3881] see 
if any remedies could be provided to make the levying more equal 
and just, and to remove all cause of dissatisfaction on the part of 
any portion of the Citizens.— 

1. The Committee have examined the laws and find that the 
Treasurer of the Commonwealth is directed annually to send his 
Warrant to the Selectmen or assessors of each town, requiring 
them to assess the sum with which each town stands charged in 
the schedule made every tenth year by the Valuation Committee 
of the State; to tax each male poll, above the age of sixteen 
years at fourteen cents, and the remainder of such sum charged 
as aforesaid, to assess upon the respective inhabitants thereof, 
according to the value of the real estate therein, possessed or 
owned, by each of them, and the amount of their respective per- 
sonal estates. — It is thus that the law provides for the assessing 
of the State Tax.— 

The game law authorizes the Justices of the court of Sessions, 
in the respective Counties, to apportion the County Tax on the 
several towns according to the proportion at which they are rated 
in the Schedule aforesaid.— The law provides also that the Town 
Taxes may be levied and collected according to a valuation to be 
taken in any town at any time of the year which the Inhabitants 
at a legal meeting to be warned bes the purpose may determine to 
be necessary. 

The existing laws are wisely framed, embrace [382] every 
suitable subject of taxation, and give ample authority to assessors 
in the discharge of their duty. It appears then only necessary 
that they should be impartially and firmly enforced to secure the 
chief objects desired.— The Committee are unable to percieve any 
defect except the law not making real property liable for the 
taxes assessed upon it.— 

In Cases where estates are mortgaged for their full value, and 
the mortgager has no other property but retains the possession, 
the taxes must be assessed upon the insolvent owner, and in 
default of his paying them they cannot be collected.— 
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The Committee learn that several very valuable estates have 
been, and stll are, in this predicament, and no tax can be col- 
lected of the owners in possession.— 
2x4 Two assistant Assessors are annually chosen in each of the 
twelve Wards of the town, by the Freeholders; and in conven- 
tion three principal Assessors are chosen by them to perform the 
duty required by law, with the aid afforded by the Assistants. 
Accompanied by the Assistant Assessors of the Ward the Assess- 
ors visit every dwelling therein to take the Polls and the real 
estates, appraising them at their supposed cash value, and assess- 
ing the Taxes upon the occupant when he is responsible. <After- 
wards, the Assessors, by advertising in all the news papers, call 
upon the Inhabitants to return [883] lists of all their personal 
property. In very few instances is this requisition complied 
with.—The Assessors then proceed, with the aid of the Assistants 
to estimate or doom the Inhabitants for their personal property 
according to the best information they can obtain and their own 
judgment. When this duty is completed they again publicly 
call upon the inhabitants to examine the assessments at their 
office. The invitation is generally neglected. In proper time 
the lists are committed to the Collector, who sends Tax bills to 
‘the dwellings of all the inhabitants.—For two years the whole 
Board of Assistant Assessors has assembled to revise the doom- 
ing made by the ward assessors, and the beneficial effects of this 
measure have been apparent. Such is the practice of levying 
the taxes. The Committee are of opinion that the principal 
Assessors for the time being are competent for the discharge 
of their duty and desirous to perform it with fidelity and impar- 
tiality, but that they have given too much latitude to the author- 
ity to abate taxes. The law authorises them to abate taxes in 
certain specified cases. The Finance Committee of the town 
annually report that the sum of ten thousand Dollars be raised 
in addition to the estimated amount of the disbursements, to pro- 
vide for abatements which have usually amounted to about that 
sum—The Board of Assessors a year since passed a vote recom- 
mending that no abatements should be made by the principal 
assessors unless the Assistants for the Ward in which the com- 
plainant lived [$834] should concur in the measure. — The 
consequence of this judicious vote has been that the abatements 
of the last year but little exceeded six thousand dollars. — The 
Committee are of opinion that further checks can and ought to be 
made on this authority to abate taxes. — They find that opulent 
citizens do not hesitate to exert persevering personal application 
to the Assessors until they obtain reductions of their taxes. — 
The language of the law is imperative. ‘‘If there be any per- 
sons who by reason of age, infirmity or poverty may be unable 
to contribute towards the public charges in the judgment of the 
assessors they may exempt the Polls and Estates of such persons 
or abate any part of what they are assessed at, as said assessors 
may think just and equitable.” The Committee are of opinion 
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that after publicly requiring the inhabitants to hand in lists of 
their property ; after inviting them to examine their assessments ; 
and the lists are handed to the collector; the Assessors should 
adhere to the strict letter of the law, and make no abatements 
unless in cases specified, viz, ‘‘ age, infirmity or poverty.” — 


One ground of complaint has been that many rich inhabitants 
leave town the last of April to take a temporary residence in the 
Country on the first of May where by an agreement with such 
places, or otherwise, they pay but a small proportion of the sum 
they would be liable for if they continued in town, and escape all 
asesssments [384] upon their personal property in this town, 
where they reside the greatest part of the year. While many 
honorable exceptions exist to this practice, the Committee cannot 
but reprobate this conduct in those who are guilty of it. It is 
avoiding paying a just quota of the taxes which are assessed for 
the protection of these persons and their property, for the 
education of their children, and the support of all those valuable 
institutions which do honour to the town, and of which such 
citizens have their full benefit. — 


Of similar character are the threats often used to remove from 
town if taxes are not lessened, and even by some who have 
amassed large property by residing in a place towards which they 
are so ungrateful.— The vote of the town passed last May, 
directing the Assessors henceforward to assess Taxes for per- 
sonal property upon the inhabitants who have residence in town 
the first Tuesday in February annually will, it is believed, check 
these abuses and oblige all to pay their reasonable proportion of 
the burden of the town and County taxes or take up their 
permanent residence in other places.— 


Another complaint to a considerable degree well founded is, 
that the richer classes of inhabitants are not proportionably 
taxed with those of smaller property. ‘The fact is clear that in 
the ratio of a person’s ability to pay taxes he is practically 
exempted from the weight of taxation. [385] So apparent is 
this fact that seldom does a complainant aver that he is taxed 
more than his proportion of the aggregate of town and county 
taxes. ‘This complaint is that heis unequally taxed in proportion 
to those who are as rich or richer.—'To remedy as far as pogsible 
this real evil many are desirous that the monied institutions in 
the Town should be taxed in their corporate capacities. The 
Committee are however of opinion that such a proceeding would 
be illegal and unjust. The Tax Act directs Assessors to ‘‘ assess 
upon the respective inhabitants” only ; and gives no authority to 
assess upon incorporated companies.— The same Act requires the 
Assessors to assess upon the inhabitants according to the pro- 
portion of the amount of their respective personal estate, includ- 
ing ** all Bank Stock or shares in any other incorporated Com- 
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pany possessing taxable property, according to the just value 
thereof.””— In doomirig therefore, the Assessors include all the 
Stocks owned by the inhabitants, and were the monied institu- 
tions to be taxed, the Stockholders would pay a double tax.— 

The great cause of dissatisfaction and complaint, among the 
inhabitants, it is repeated, is that the taxes are not assessed in 
proportion to the property liable to be taxed. ‘The Committee 
are aware that it is impossible to have a perfect system; that 
many will escape [886] owing to their property being under- 
valued; that some will pay an unequal proportion, on account of 
their property being overestimated, and that mistakes and false 
judgments, incident to all, will occasionally operate. — They are 
of opinion that the great body of the inhabitants, when they con- 
sider that all our taxes are imposed by officers of their own 
annual choice; that the amount of them is small compared with 
taxes of other large towns in this country, and almost nothing in 
comparison with the heavy taxes of other countries; that the 
amount raised is applied to so valuable purposes; that the duty 
of assessing is an arduous one, and the aim of the Assessors to 
do their duty impartially, will cheerfully submit to the operation 
of a system, which if imperfect can be rendered more perfect by 
themselves. 


The Committee submit to the consideration of the Town the 
following votes which they recommend for adoption.— 


Voted, That previous to the annual assessments being defini- 
tively determined, the whole Board of Assistant Assessors and 
Principal Assessors shall assemble to revise the dooming of all 
the inhabitants whose taxable property shall exceed the sum of 
two thousand dollars.— 


Voted, That after such revision no alteration shall be made 
unless the Assistant Assessors, [$38'7] for the Ward in which the 
person taxed shall reside, shall be present and concur with the 
principal Assessors in making such alterations; and provided 
that the complainant shall previously render a list of all his per- 
sonal property on oath, to said Assessors.— 


Voted, That the Assessors be directed to make no abatement of 
Taxes, after the lists are committed to the Treasurer and Col- 
lector, unless in the cases specified by law, viz age, infirmity or 
poverty. 


Voted, That the Assessors be directed to assess upon the 
amount of what they deem each taxable inhabitants personal 
property to be.— 


Voted, That the Selectmen be a Committee to take into con- 
sideration the propriety of applying to the Legislature to insert a

The two following Reports, which had been printed, and distrib- 
uted among the Inhabitants, were read — viz — 


The Committee appointed at the Meeting of the second day of 
July last, and ** authorized in behalf of the Town of Boston, to 
request of the Honorable Court of Sessions, to furnish the Town 
with a Statement, giving the details of the expenditures in their 
department on account of the County; and give such further 
information to the Committee relative to the receipts and expend- 
itures on account of the County, as may be necessary, or as they 
may require to enable the Town to form a correct opinion in 


relation to their monied [389] concerns.’? — Ask leave respect- 
fully to Report : — 


That they have attended to the execution of the above duty by 
addressing a letter under date of July 10% to the Honorable 
Court of Sessions, giving a Copy of the vote of the Town, to 
which they have received no answer. In conversation afterwards 
with one of the Justices of the said Court, he informed the Com- 
mittee, that as the Court was not appointed by the authority of 
the Town, it could not without impropriety render an account of 
its doings to them, and like all other public officers could be 
amenable [ only | to those by whom they were appointed. At the 
same time this Gentleman observed that the Court had no wish to 
conceal any of the affairs under their charge, and that the Commit- 
tee might obtain a knowledge of all the monies received and 
disbursed by the Court, by inquiry of the County Treasurer and 
that he should be very willing to give any information in his 
power which might be necessary to enable the Committee to 
understand these accounts.— 
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Your Committee then addressed themselves, to the County 
Treasurer, and found from him that all the accounts previously 
settled, up to the recent period of his coming into office, were 
filed at the Clerk’s office in the County Court House. After some 
examination of different Accounts, the Committee thought it 
would [3890] answer the views of the Town, in part, to exhibit 
one of these accounts; they therefore made a copy of the Treas- 
urer’s general account for 1820, which is herewith submitted, 
and on which they will offer a few remarks.— 


The total of this account is much larger than those of common 
years, as will be also that of 1821, which is owing to the erection 
of the new County Prison. The Committee did not deem it their 
duty to inquire especially into this expenditure. They may how- 
ever, congratulate the County on the erection of a prison which 
will relieve it from reproach, to which the defects of the present 
prison have long exposed it—— ‘The new buildings seem to be con- 
structed in the most substantial manner, on the most improved 
plans, and as they are superintended by a very capable architect 
will no doubt be faithfully executed. The County besides has a 
further security, that every thing relating to this prison will be 
transacted with the greatest prudence and fidelity, as it appears 
by the accounts of the Court of Sessions that three gentlemen are 
paid as agents for superintending it.— 


So far as the Committee have been able to ascertain, the ordi- 
nary expenses of the County are between thirty and forty thou- 
sand dollars annually, and the Committee think the best service 
they can render, is to call the earnest attention [$91] of the 
Town to the principal object of this expenditure. It will be seen 
by the Treasurer’s account for 1820, that without including any 
part of the eleventh item, the sum of $29071.76 was charged for 
courts and magistrates; to this article may be added the salaries 
of Judge of the Municipal Court, and the Police Officer, paid at 
the Town Treasury, amounting to $1650, which added to the 
former will make an expense of $30,721.76, for the purposes 
almost exclusively of police and criminal jurisdiction; without 
mentioning the sums paid for the Town Watch and employ of 
Constables by the Selectmen. It will be recollected that this 
expense is independent of what is paid under the jurisdiction of 
the United States for criminal purposes; and that after conviction 
for heavy offences, the culprit is transferred to the State prison. 
It would seem then obvious that there must be some waste in this 
part of our expenditure.— 


The character of the Courts, and the Officers, as well as the 
entire publicity of. their transactions render it unnecessary to 
look for any useless expense, except to that branch of the magis- 
tracy who do not enjoy the advantage of the last of these cireum- 
stances, the entire publicity of their transactions. The item for

*¢ Justices, Sheriffs, Constables, &c. amounting to $18700.77. 
appeared to your Committee to be the one that most required in- 
vestigation; but in attempting to make it, they [392] found 
themselves checked in the outset, by a want of the Schedules, 
particularizing the annual charges made by these Justices against 
the County, all of which for several years past have been taken 
out of the files, and the Committee have not been able to find 
them.— 


But in the files of the first part of the present year, appertain- 
ing to the account of Mr. Weld, the late County Treasurer 
settled when he left the office; which account is for a period of 
four months and a half only, the schedule of a similar item, is 
to be found. By this it appears that for this period the sum 
paid to the Justices of the Peace amounted to $3414. —, and 
taking the same proportion for twelve months it would be $9104. 
— Of the two highest of these charges, the first amounts to 
$737.23, which at the same rate for a year would be $1965.95, 
and the second to $620.30, which at the same rate for a year 
would be $1654.13. ‘The receipts of Constables are not very far 
short of that of the Magistrates, though the number of the 
former is nearly double. It will be recollected that these charges 
of Magistrates and Constables, paid by the public, are only for 
the costs that the individuals are not able to pay. The aggregate 
therefore received from the community in their individual and 


corporate capacities must be a very considerable amount. Now 


without imputing blame to any individual, the Committee would 


suggest that this inferior department of Justice seems liable to 


many [394*] objections under its present system; that the im- 
mediate expence is perhaps one of the least of its evils, and that 
the honor and interests of the County render a different organi- 
zation of it, a subject of very urgent importance. 


Your Committee may perhaps be satisfied, that they have done 
all that was required of them; yet they would have added a few 
remarks on some details of minor consequence, which might 
require some correction, but as they found in the course of their 
enquiries, that another Committee had preceded them, on the 
same ground, and were to make their report at the same time, 
they were apprehensive they. might be troubling the Town 
with a repetition of the same facts, and will therefore only add 
to this report a very few remarks that arose incidentally from the 
subject of their inquiry. The County of Suffolk is composed of 
the towns of Boston and Chelsea, the contributions from which 
towns for 1821, is stated as follows : —

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By which it appears that the Town of Boston, with the exception 
of a very small fraction, pays the whole expense of the County ; 
and yet the authority that receives and disburses the whole of this 
money is not accountable tothe Town. But the circumstance that 
the Court of Sessions is not accountable to the Town, [895] is 
not the only disadvantage arising to the Citizens from its jurisdic- 
tion; but the concurrent authority, without concert which they hold 
with the Selectmen in expending the Taxes of the Town, for the 
County is virtually the same thing, must often occasion loss and 
inconvenience. A single case may be cited to exemplify this. 
In October 1820, 10,000 dollars were borrowed under the author- 
ity of the Court of Sessions, payable in four years at 54 PCent. 
interest, payable semi-annually, and other sums have been bor- 
rowed since,* at 5 Per cent. while at the same, or nearly the same 
periods, that these sums were borrowed for the use of the Town 
as a County, the Town, as a Town, had money lying in the banks 
to meet demands, for which they only received three Per cent. 
interest: which interest however, the Committee are pleased in 
remarking is an advantage recently secured to the Town, for 
until the past year, the Town received no interest on its de- 
posits.— 


Another disadvantage arising from this kind [896] of double 
government, arises under the head of Licenses. By the present 
regulations, the application is made to the Selectmen; if they 
approbate the petition, it goes to the Court of Sessions who grant 
the license; but as they donot make regular returns to the Select- 
men, there is an uncertainty with regard to persons licensed, and 
many retailers of spirits evade the laws requiring licenses. 


From a consideration of these circumstances, and of others of 
less importance, that might have been enumerated; from a per- 
suasion that great improvements may be made and much un- 
necessary expense be saved in the department of petty criminal 
jurisdiction, the Committee are induced to recommend that the 
following vote should be passed by. the Town : 


Voted, That a Committee of seven gentlemen be appointed, 
who shall be directed to inquire into the expediency of giving 
the same limits to the Town and County; to ascertain whether. 
the Court of Sessions cannot be modified or abolished; and to 
propose a system for the consideration of a future meeting, 
whereby greater unity in administration, more direct responsibility 
for expenditures, and more exact economy in the expenses of 
Town and County may be effected.—

ject of uniting the two oflices of County and Town Treasurer. 


In attending to the remaining part of the business committed 
to them, viz. ‘‘To frame regulations and to reeommend such 
measures as may be deemed most proper to carry into effect the 
votes of the Town for the union of the two offices of County and 
Town ‘Treasurer — the Committee ask leave to Report : — 


Having explained the temporary obstacles which were opposed 
to the desired union of the two offices the past year, they 
conceive it their duty to point out those which will probably 
operate hereafter as permanent ones. The first which presents 
itself is, that the County being composed of two Towns, two 
distinct sets of books become necessary for the different accounts 
of the county treasurer and the treasurer of the town of Boston. 
The second which they think necessary to enumerate, and which 
has operated as a strong ground of objection to the acceptance of 
the offices by one person, and will so continue to operate under 
the present arrangement of the county business, arises from the 
numerous accounts quarterly and yearly brought against the 
County for expenses incurred by those criminal prosecutions 
which originate in justice courts.— The fees arising upon these 
[398] prosecutions are always a charge upon and paid by the 
County, whenever the defendants are acquitted, and whenever 
upon their conviction, they are unable to pay. The last obstacle 
to the desired union will be found in the fact, that all the pecu- 
niary concerns of the County are under the sole control and 
direction of the court of sessions, composed of five judges, who 
are not accountable to the two towns, of which the county is 
composed, for any of their proceedings, have the sole and exclu- 
sive authority to direct the county treasurer in all the business of 
his office, and.to call him to account for all monies collected by 
taxes, or borrowed by their authority on the credit of the county. 

The obstacles alluded to by the Committee might be removed. 
1** _ By erecting Boston into an independent county, and thereby 
rendering two sets of books for town and county treasurer 
unnecessary. 2"™'—By rendering the county accounts under this 
new arrangement still less multifarious and less burthensome on 
the new treasurer ; — which might be effected by transferring the 
present criminal jurisdiction now exercised by our justices of the 
peace to a more independent and efficient criminal court, and also 
by totally abolishing the present court of sessions and vesting its 
authority, partly in the Selectmen, and partly in the proposed 
new criminal court, as hereafter suggested.— 


[399.] As tothe benefits which either Boston or Chelsea 
derives from being united in one County, none are apparent, but 
the disadvantages are very evident. The amount paid by Chelsea 
towards the county tax is so very small, that to Boston it can be 
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no relief, for out of $30.000, the Tax for 1820, Chelsea paid but 
$231.60. On the part of Chelsea no benefit arises, by its being 
connected with the County of Suffolk, unless the inhabitants 
prefer attending court as jurymen, to staying at home, (which we 
cannot presume) for if it was annexed to the county of Essex or 
Middlesex, the call for jurymen would not be made but half so 
often, and the number of courts would not be half so many to 
attend, as at present, while connected with Boston.— 


If the town of Boston should become a county by itself, 
the Committee of Finance might then be authorized to choose 
one treasurer, to discharge the duties now performed by two, 
provided those duties can be so simplified as to remove the objec- 
tions to the acceptance of this office, and the difficulties in per- 
forming the business can be avoided. The erection of Boston 
into a county by itself, would not only facilitate the contemplated 
union of the two offices in manner above suggested, but would 
be attended with other advantages to the town of no small 
importance. The contemplated alterations would lessen the 
expenses of the town in many other [400] respects, besides the 
saving to be made by the union of the two offices in one. That 
the expenses of the county of Suffolk are at present enormous, 
will appear by an examination of the account hereto annexed, 
N°. 1. which is copied from the official return, made by the court 
of Sessions to the office of the Secretary of State in January, 
1821 — Of the items which make up the different amounts con- 
tained in schedule N°. 3, wecould not obtain full and satisfactor 
information, but have received enough to authorize a belief that 
much the largest part arises directly, or in consequence of the 
present administration of the criminal and penal code of laws, on 
prosecutions which originate in our justice courts. That abuses 
exist, which, if not a perversion of justice, border upon it, under. 
the forms of law, has been for a long time believed and regretted, 
by those who have an opportunity of knowing the number of war- 
rants which have been issued by justices, and the trifling causes 
of complaint upon which they have been founded. If to the 
large item of $18700.77 contained in schedule N°. 3, we add 
that part of the expenses which are charged in N°. 11, amounting 
to $3,548.52, paid to the Sheriff for dieting prisoners from the 
first of May to the 31 of October 1820, or six months, we 
think the present enormous expenses of the county cannot but be 
apparent, although we should make due allowance for part of 
these expenses which are paid by the State. 

[401.] We had intended to give a more minute detail; 
which we presume could be found in the schedules referred to in 
the above account, and to separate those charges which fall 
wholly on the county, from those paid by the state, but could not 
find them, either at the office of the secretary of State, where 
copies ought to have been left—of the clerk of the Court of 
Sessions, or of that of the County Treasurer, where they should 
be deposited and kept. 
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When it is considered, that many justices of the peace in this 
county depend upon the fees of their offices for subsistence, that 
the power to issue warrants at their discretion is vested in them 
by law, as well as the authority to convict, acquit or bind over 
delinquents; that they are subject to no effectual control for the 
abuse of their discretionary authority, (though a general convic- 
tion exists that it 7s abused;) that their charges are sanctioned 
by statute law, and their full amount will eventually be paid by 
the county, if delinquents prove unable ;—it would be reposing 
a degree of confidence in human weakness which experience will 
by no means justify, to expect, that all this unrestrained power 
will not be abused, or that such strong motives of interest per- 
petually operating, as temptations to misconduct, will be success- 
fully resisted. It cannot be expected that under such a system 
of things, prosecutions [402] will be discouraged, but rather 
encouraged and promoted. ‘The consequence is, and will continue 
to be, an enormous expense to the county, and an increasing bur- 
then upon its treasurer, upon whom devolves the whole duty of 
discharging these numerous demands. It is only by appointing 
some of the most respectable and virtuous of our fellow-citizens 
with authority to hold exclusive original cognizance of all crim- 
inal matters, now cognizable by justices of the peace, with fixed 
salaries, that these evils can be remedied; which are as much the 
bane of society, as an unnecessary and great charge upon the 
county. It is confidently believed, that the fees established by 
law, would be sufficient to defray all the expenses of this court, 
over and above those paid by the county, and if not, the 
deficiency would be several thousands of dollars less, than is now 
paid out of the county treasury, to justices, constables, &c &c. — 

The other advantages to be derived from the proposed change, 
would arise from making those who manage the pecuniary con- 
cerns of the county, more amenable to those whose agents they 
are, and whose money they expend. A great saving in the an- 
nual expenses of the county might be effected by a more direct 
accountability of its agents to their constituents,— We have 
stated that the court of sessions, in which is vested by law, all 
the management [403] of the pecuniary concerns of the county, 
are but nominally accountable to any body of men. Although 
they are bound to render annually to the Legislature an account 
of their expenditures of the past year and an estimate of the 
probable amount of the ensuing, before they can obtain a resolve 
authorizing them to levy a tax on the county; yet it is too noto- 
rious to be doubted that little investigation is usually made, and 
for this obvious reason, that the Legislature is not required to 
make provision for the payment of county expenses, otherwise 
than by passing a resolve authorising the tax to be levied, 
which is usually for the amount required; as no complaint is 
made by the people, it is undoubtedly taken for granted that the 
estimate of the court of sessions is right, the sum asked for 
wanted, and therefore leave is granted to lay a tax to raise it. 
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How much this legislative authority of superintending the ses-— 
sions accounts, is exercised for the benefit of the county, may 
appear from comparing the estimates of the expenses of 1821, 
with those actually incurred in 1820, which is also annexed, 
N°. 2.— | 


In this estimate for Justices’ fees, chargeable to the County 
for 1821, there appears charged but $3000; when the amount 
actually paid to one Justice between February and October, 
1820, was $1366.45, and to three Justices from January to 
October, of the same year was paid $3100.63 [404] more 
than ten Justices having been paid their accounts that year 
against the county; and the estimate for Constable’s fees in 
criminal bills of costs for 1821, is but $1800, when the amount 
paid to one of them only between March and December, 1820, 
was $1121.50. These two items were obtained from a view of 
a copy of the official paper, for a short time, containing the 
particulars of which the schedule N°. 3, in the account N°. 1, is 
made up. As another evidence that great saving might be made- 
in the expenses of the county if its pecuniary concerns were 
managed by the same persons who now so judiciously direct 
those of the town, we would mention one fact only, which is, 
that while the Court of Sessions, as guardians of the pecuniary 
interest of the County of Suffolk, were borrowing money of 
Banks and individuals to defray the expenses of the County, 
ata rate, it is believed, of not less than Six per cent. per annum 
interest, and while they were petitioning, as they did in their 
application to the Legislature, in January, 1821, for a tax to be 
laid on the county, among other things for raising $2400 to pay 
interest on loans the present year, the Committee of Finance 
of this town were negotiating with a bank to take the town’s 
money, lying useless in the Treasury, as it necessarily must 
every year, from the fall, when taxes are paid, till the ensuing 
summer, when it is wanted, [405] and at that very period 
actually amounting to 70 or 80,000 dollars, at the rate of 3 
per cent. interest per annum. Ifa less rate of interest is now 
paid by the County for a part of money borrowed, we are 
indebted to the Chairman of the Committee of Finance, whose 
vigilance to promote the best interest and most economical man- 
agement of the town’s affairs has been so conspicuous. 
Many other reasons might be given and facts stated, which would 
tend to shew the propriety of the remedy we propose suggesting 
to the town; but believing as we: do, that those already offered 
are sufficient, we proceed ‘respectfully to recommend as the 
most effectual means to accomplish the object for which 
this Committee was appointed. That a Committee be chosen 
to apply to the Legislature, 1%. To separate the town 
‘of Chelsea from the County of Suffolk, and erect the 
town of Boston into a County by itself. 22°. That the Court of 
Sessions of this County be abolished and all the business of the 
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County, heretofore under the control of this Court, be transferred 
to the Selectmen of the town of Boston, except so far as herein- 
after provided. 38°. That the duties heretofore performed by the 
Treasurer of the County of Suffolk, shall be performed by the 
Treasurer of the Town of Boston, and the two oflices, hereafter 
be united in one person, and all liabilities, to which the County 
Treasurer is by law subjected, shall [406] devolve on the 
Treasurer of the Town. 4". That a Court, consisting of three 
learned and respectable persons be established, which shall have 
exclusive original cognizance of all offences and criminal matters 
now cognizable by Justices of the Peace in the County of Suffolk, 
one of which Judges shall hold a court every day in the week, 
( Sundays excepted ) that they shall account for, and pay over to 
the Town ‘Treasurer quarterly, all monies received by them for 
fines, fees of office, licenses, &c. that it shall be their duty to keep 
a fair and true record of all their doings, to audit and pass upon 
all accounts of Sheriffs, Constables, Gaolers, Coroners, and Wit- 
nesses on prosecutions before themselves, which are now cogniz- 
able by the Court of Sessions; they shall have the same power 
over the gaol, (except in its erection) and of its inmates, as is 
now by law vested in the Court of Sessions; they shall make, twice 
in every year, areport thereof to the Justices of the Supreme 
Judicial Court; that they shall, together with the Judge of the 
Municipal Court, have the same power with respect to licenses, as 
the Court of Sessions now have; that it shall be the duty of this 
court to digest and carry into execution such a system for the pre- 
vention of crimes and detection of criminals, as may most effec- 
tually secure the lives and property of the citizens from day and 
midnight depredations. ‘That the Justices, composing this Court, 
shall be appointed [40%] and commissioned by the Governor 
and Council as other judicial officers are; that they shall, in lieu 
of all other fees, receive an annual and fixed salary, such as the 
town may determine, not to be lessened during their continuance 
in office; and have power to commit to the House of Industry, 
all yagabonds and others liable by law to be sent to that place, 
for such time and under such restrictions as the Legislature shall 
prescribe, —

The foregoing Reports and Documents being read, a lengthy 
debate ensued ; — after which it was 

Voted, That a Committee consisting of thirteen persons, be 
appointed to take the whole subject of the two Reports now pre- 
sented to the Town into full consideration; to consider all the 
facts and recommendations therein contained, and to report to 
the town, at a future Meeting, a complete system relating to the . 
administration of the Town and County which shall remedy the 
present evils; and that they be authorized to recommend any 
other measures calculated to create a more efficient, responsible, 
and acceptable system for Town and County government. —

[410.] The Chairman of the Committee for erecting a 
House of Industry, read the following Report — viz — 


The Committee, appointed by the Town, on the seventh of 
May last, and who were authorized to select a place for the 
erection of a House of Industry, with an extent of land attached 
to it, not less than Fifty acres, and to erect suitable buildings 
thereon; and who, for those purposes, were invested with certain 
powers and charged with certain duties, expressed in the votes of 
the town, ask leave to apprise their fellow citizens of the progress 
already made in that concern, and of their views in relation to it, 
by way of a Report, in part.— 


The Committee have been induced to avail themselves of this 
early opportunity, which the present meeting of the town offers, 
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to communicate the state of the undertaking, partly from a 
general sense of the duty, incumbent upon all Committees, 
charged with similar duties, and partly from the particular nature 
and relations of that, to which, without any agency of their own, 
they have been called by their fellow citizens.—The Committee 
are deeply impressed with the salutary nature of that principle, 
which requires an early and frequent accountability from all 
public agents; particularly from those, entrusted [411] with 
the expenditures of public monies, and are therefore anxious 
now, and will be, hereafter, to keep their fellow citizens apprised, 
as early as possible, of every step they have taken, or shall take, 
relative to this concern, with the reasons on which it has been 
founded; and this, not only for the purpose of satisfying the wise 
curiosity of the thoughtful and intelligent, but also, for that of 
being enabled, seasonably, to receive from the Town, or from 
individuals, any hints, instructions, or corrections, of which their 
course of proceedings may, from time to time, be susceptible. 
These general sentiments have been, in this case, strengthened 
and quickened by the peculiar character of the service, to 
which they have been appointed; and from reflections, growing 
out of that character, resulting from a farther acquaintance with 
the whole subject, consequent upon their experience, and which, 
as they have had an influence upon some of their proceedings, 
they apprehend, ought early to be communicated to their fellow 
citizens. 


In order to possess the Town of all the reasons, which, thus 
far have been the basis of their proceedings, your committee ask 
leave to review the origin and progress of this design, until its 
execution was committed to their agency, in as much from them, 
your Committee have drawn their rules of conduct. [412] A 
course of this kind also will have a tendency to recall the recol- 
lection of facts and to revive impressions, which are, not only 
important, in themselves, but which are essential to be remem- 
bered and realized, in order to the perpetuating that general 
satisfaction, and unanimity, with which this design originated ; 
and which is so essential to the success of every public insti- 
tution, connected with the sympathy and interests of a great 
community. 


The design of a House of Industry originated in the petition of 
many most respectable and humane citizens, for the establish- 
ment of a workhouse — in other words, a place for the confine- 
ment and employment of the idle and vicious poor. The com- 
mittee, to whom those petitions were referred, made a report to 
the Town, containing facts, statements and reasonings on the 
subject, and concluding with certain resolutions, which were sub- 
sequently adopted by the Town and were the authority, on which 
their present committee were appointed, and under which they 
have acted. — 
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The leading principle of that report was, — the duty incumbent 
upon society of discriminating in its charitable provisions and 


arrangements, between the poor, by reason of [413] infancy, 


age or misfortune, and the poor by reason of idleness, or vice. 
All the reasonings that report and the propositions, contained in 
it, turned upon that principle. And although that committee, in 
selecting a name for the new establishment, adopted that of a 
House of Industry, whichis aterm of broader import andis 
applied to poor of other descriptions, yet, apprehending that, in 
selecting this denomination, reference was had to the moral 
effect, which the name an institution bears, has, or is supposed 
to have, on its inmates, and not with any intention of making 
more comprehensive than the main drift of their argument, the 
proposed institution, your present committee have, in all their 
proceedings kept in view singly the provision for the idle and 
vicious poor; without any scope, or reference to those of a vir- 
tuous character, or description. 


With this explanation of their views and of the regulating 
principle of their conduct, your committee apprehend that there 
are four points, on which it will be satisfactory to their fellow 
citizens to receive, and on which, in the present stage of their 
proceedings, it may be in their power to give information. 


1. The location of the institution, and the reasons, which 
governed the committee in selecting it. — 


[414.] 2. The size, quality and particular position of 
the building, with reference to the tract of land, on which it is 
situated, and the reasons on which each were adopted. 


3. The monies already expended, in purchase of the land, 
and in advancing, thus far, the building. 


4, The adequacy of the present appropriation to the object ;— 
the present advancement and the probable cost of the establish- 
ment; and the economies and advantages to be anticipated from 
it. — 


On each of these points your committee ask leave to make such 
statements as facts authorize; or as their experience and reflec- 
tions have suggested. 


1. In relation to the selection of a place for locating the 
establishment, your Committee were authorized to take any 
unappropriated land of the Town, or to purchase any other spot, 
within the town, which they should deem a better location : — In 
both cases, they were limited to take or buy, not less than Fifty 
acres. 
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As there were no unappropriated lands of the Town, of that 
extent, except those on the Neck, your committee proceeded to 
make a [415] personal examination of these lands. ‘They 
found that these lands were, with the exception of about 
three acres, wholly salt-water flats, to bring which into any 
advantageous cultivation, would require great previous expendi- 
tures, in ditches and embankments. Other objections to the 
situation unnecessary to detail, occurred, which would have 
been, of themselves, conclusive against the location. The excel- 
lence and unexampled adaptation of the situation which they 
were fortunate enough to obtain, put, however, all other consider- 
ations out of the question; combining as it did, not only every 
anticipated convenience, but the most unquestionable economy. 
It was impossible for the committee to hesitate concerning their 
duty, in fulfilling this part of their trust;— there being, on the 
question of the superiority, in both respects, of the location 
chosen, to any the town lands on the Neck afforded, a perfect 
unanimity of opinion, in the committee. 


The spot selected was a tract of land at South Boston, con- 
taining Fifty-three acres, owned by Samuel Brown, Esq. lying 
nearly in the form of a parallelogram, and extending from the 
road, leading to Dorchester point to the harbour. The centre 
of the tract was a small rising ground, sloping gradually for an 
almost equal distance, southerly to the road, and northerly to the 
harbour. The land was [416] excellent comprehending as 
much variety of soil, as could be expected, within such limits, 
and is for all the objects of the contemplated institution one of 
the most eligible spots, possible. The whole within one and a 
half miles, water, and two and a half, land, communication, of 
the centre of the town — The price at which it was purchased was 
Six Thousand dollars; a rate, little more than one hundred and 
sixteen dollars an acre; and a price, which, considering the 
quality of the lands, their proximity to the centre of the town, 
and the extraordinary beauty of the prospect of the surrounding 
country, they commanded, was far less than their real value; 
and which the committee are authorized to say that the Town 
may, at any moment, receive for them, after deducting, should 
such a measure be deemed expedient, any small quantity for the 
aecommodation of the building, now erecting. 


The only real objection to the location, arising from the toll paid 
at South Boston Bridge, was obviated by an application to the 
Proprietors of that Institution, who readily passed a vote exempt- 
ing forever all persons, horses and Vehicles, from toll passing to 
or from, the House of Industry, on business of the establishment. 


In executing this part of their trust and in purchasing another 
tract of land, [41'7] instead of taking the lands on the Neck, 
your committee, in addition to the reasons, above assigned, were 
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influenced, also, by a conviction of the superior value of these 
last mentioned lands, as a productive fund to the town. ‘This 
anticipation of theirs, they are happy to state, events have 
justified ; as they are authorized by the chairman of the board of 
Selectmen to state that Fifty-eight Thousand feet of those lands 
on the Neck, which your committee were thus authorized to take, 
have since sold by that board, at arate, at which, if only three 
acres are sold, the proceeds of those three acres will exceed by 
more than a thousand dollars, the whole purchase money paid by 
your committee for their “ity three acres. And that the Town 
may be assured, that there is nothing deceptive, in this statement, 
your committee are also authorized to state, that the committee 
of the lands on the Neck, have been offered and have refused, 
considering it less than their value for the residue of the three 
acres, a sum, which will more than exceed the whole of the said 
purchase money. 

Your Committee apprehend that they need not add any thing 
to these facts to establish the propriety of their proceedings, in 
relation to this part of their commission. 


2. In relation to the size, quality and position of the building, 
on the tract of land [418] purchased, your committee took for 
their guide the considerations suggested in the report of the 
former committee above alluded to, viz. ‘* the permanent interest 
of the town and the ultimate success of the institution ”—‘‘ the 
accommodation of at least two hundred persons,”’— ‘‘ that the 
place adopted should be such as to be capable of being extended 
should it hereafter be deemed expedient, ’’—‘*‘ that the buildings 
should be so constructed as to provide for the separation and 
distinct accommodation of the different classes and sexes of 
those, for whom it was destined. 


For this purpose they deemed a building, not less than T’wo 
hundred and twenty feet long, and Forty three feet wide, and 
Twenty nine feet high, as small as any fair construction of the 
views of the Town, indicated, by their vote, could justify. The 
building they have therefore commenced on those dimensions. 


The material they selected in stone, which being laid rough 
and only dimension, was found cheaper than brick, and pref- 
erable both on account of durability and dryness. It was, 
originally, contemplated to erect only the centre of the building 
and one of the wings, leaving the remaining wing to be erected 
subsequently ; and also [419] that the length of the building 
should be only tvo hundred feet, and the estimates of the former 
committee were made, on that basis.— But upon consultations 
with architects, it was found wholly impracticable, to erect two 
thirds of that building now, and one third of it, afterwards, 
without endangering its strength and symmetry, in consequence 
of the inevitable difference in the settling of different parts, 
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erected at different times. A building of the entire dimensions 
was not, in the opinion of the committee, larger than the objects, 
proposed in its erection, would require. And if circumstances 
rendered it inexpedient to finish this wing at once, its space 
could not fail to be greatly commodious, either as a store or 
working room. ‘The present expense of carrying up and covering 
the external walls bore in the opinion of your committee no com- 
parison with the advantages arising from erecting the whole 
building at once. So also, on the revisal of the whole plan, your 
committee found that by adding Twenty feet to its: length, an 
increase of accommodation, far exceeding the additional expense, 
would be obtained. They, therefore, did not hesitate to adopt 
both these alterations, as unquestionable and important improve- 
ments, in the original plan, notwithstanding they would occasion 
a considerable augmentation of the expense, beyond the [420] 
estimate of the former committee.— 


In locating the building on the land, they placed it at the 
extreme North Easterly corner, from four principal considera- 
tions — 1**. there was here a site, very suitable for the building 
. and surrounded by land, excellently adapted for a garden. 2%. 
It adjoined the harbour and made the water communication easy 
and expeditious. 3°. It was removed from the high road, and 
thus the tenants would be less exposed to the inspection of 
travellers and kept in greater retirement and safety. 4. It left 
the town free to decide, as it might see fit, hereafter upon expe- 
rience, in relation to the residue of the land; so that, if it chose 
at any time, to abandon the cultivation of the land or to apply it 
to other uses, or to dispose of it, the building, in its present loca- 
tion, would interfere with no such arrangement. 


3. In relation to the monies already expended it appears, by 
the report of the Treasurer of the committee, that there has been 
paid for Fifty three acres of land - - - - - = $6000 
For materials and labour - - - - - + = = 9700 


Making a gross aggregate of expenditures to the 


present time - - - - - - - = = = = = 15.700 
And leaving an unexpended balance in the hands of 

the Committee of the former appropriation of - 4,300 

. $20.000 


[421.] 4. In relation to the adequacy of the present appro- 
priation for the object, the present advancement and the probable 
cost of the establishment and the economies and advantages to 
be anticipated from it, your committee have great satisfaction in 
stating that experience has shown that the estimates of the 
former committee were correct, for a building of the dimensions, 


= 
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by them contemplated. Had not the experience and the more 
minute examination of all the circumstances, connected with the 
subject, resulting from the duty and responsibility of erecting 
the building, led your present committee to enlarge that plan and 
erect.at once all the external walls, for the reasons above detailed, 
the appropriation suggested by the former committee would have 
been sufficient, for the present year, as stated by that committee. 
Norif, as authorized, by the vote of the Town, your present com- 
mittee had taken the land on the Neck, would any additional 
appropriation have been necessary, the present year. It does 
not appear, in making those estimates, that the purchase of so 
valuable and in all respects so eligible a tract of land, as that at 
South Boston, was contemplated. Your Committee, however, 
did not deem it their duty to be deterred, by the estimates or cal- 
culations of that committee, from effecting an operation, so highly 
advantageous to the Town as that at South Boston, [422] in 
the purchase, which has been already stated to the Town; —all 
the Town lands on the Neck, being then left unincumbered, and 
by the sale of three acres of which more than the whole purchase 
money, paid for the jifty three acres will be reimbursed to the 
Town. Considering that the lands thus purchased, at South 
Boston, may now, and at all times, be sold for more money, than 
that given for them, after reserving any small quantity of land 
for the use of the establishment, your committee do not deem 
that the House of Industry is at present chargeable, under all the 
circumstances, with more than the balance of the appropriation, 
after deducting the purchase money: viz. with the sum of /owr- 
teen Thousand Dollars. 


One or two other circumstances, also connected with the loca- 
tion, or with the arrangements of the present committee, have 
occasioned, unavoidably, expenses, unanticipated in the former 
estimates. 


The exposure of the situation to depredation upon the mate- 
rials, collected for building, rendered the establishment of a 
superintendent on the premises, important, and a small house, 
which will be useful, at all times to the Institution, has been 
erected [423] for his residence on the land, at an expense of 
six hundred dollars. 


It was also necessary to enable the establishment to derive all 
the advantages, resulting from the water communication, that a 
wharf should be erected. This, in conformity with the principal 
that whatever is done for a Town should be executed in a form, 
calculated to be beneficial to posterity, as well as to the present 
times, has been finished, with permanent materials and in a most 
substantial manner. The cost of this, not included in the esti- 
mate, was Mourteen hundred dollars. 
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The erection of the additional wing and the extension of the 
building, beyond the plan originally contemplated, in the esti- 
mates, will increase the expense between jive and six thousand 
dollars. Notwithstanding these different items of unanticipated 
expense, (for all of which the Town will receive a complete 
remuneration in the strength, durability and greater accommoda- 
tion of the building) your committee have the satisfaction to state 
that an additional appropriation, equal to that paid for the land, 
viz. Stx thousand dollars, will be amply sufficient to meet all the 
expenditures the present year. ‘They are induced to name this 
sum, because such a grant, they are informed, may be made with- 
out [424] any change in the fiscal arrangements of the Town, 
there now existing an unexpended balance of an appropriation, 
for a vegetable market, which will not be wanted the present 
year, of that amount. 


With respect to the present advancement and probahle cost of 
the establishment, your committee have to state that, notwith- 
standing the late period of the season, at which the determination 
of the Town was made and the delay which necessarily occurred, 
in fixing upon the location, purchasing the land, and making the 
contracts, and also some difficulties, which have happened in the 
performance of those contracts, the building has advanced with 
great repidity; and the work has been executed with fidelity, 
and, as far as your committee can judge, will be, in every respect 
such, as will be honorable to the Town, and suitable for the pur- 
pose of the establishment. It is now advancing to the third 
story, and will be covered in and completed in the course of the 
ensuing autumn and winter. — 


In relation to the probable cost of the institution, your com- 
mittee will be in a condition to speak, as they apprehend precisely 
and definitely, in their report to the Town in May next. In a 
new undertaking of this [425] extensive character, circumstances 
will continually occur, tending to increase the expenditure 
beyond the estimate; arising not only from the usual deficiency 
of calculations, on these topics, but also from new views of 
accommodation, or of adaptation of arrangements for permanent 
economy or convenience, suggested by the progress of the build- 
ing, of which it will be the duty of every committee, charged 
with its erection, to take advantage. Your committee have not, 
however, in this case, from any thing their experience has 
suggested, any reason to apprehend that the expenditure will, in 
any material degree, exceed the estimates, as modified by this 
report, except in case of new views of accommodation, or interest, 
occurring in the progress of the concern, such as have been 
already stated, and for which the town will be remunerated in 
the improved state of the establishment. But these, according to 
the present views of your committee cannot be very great in 
number or important in amount; and of little, or no consequence,

when taken in connection with all the great and wise purposes, 
which the Town has aimed to effect, in commencing this institu- 
tion. 


In the expenditure of the money entrusted to them, your com- 
mittee have applied every principle of wise economy, the nature 
[426] of the undertaking justified. For this purpose, at one of 
their first meetings, they passed a vote, by which every member 
of the committee was precluded from having, directly, or 
indirectly, any concern or profit, in any contract, made under 
their authority ; intending thereby, to give to the Town a pledge, 
that no consideration, but those of the public service should 
influence any of their arrangements, or expenditures. The great 
principle, which has regulated all their proceedings in this respect, 
has been strength, durability and a permanent accommodation ; 
with out special regard to the gratification of taste, or to archi- 
tectural effect. 


In relation to the economies and advantages to be anticipated 
from this establishment, your committee cannot close this report, 
without recurring to them, and recalling to the minds of their 
fellow citizens the nature and object of the institution. — Every 
consideration, which has occurred, in the progress of the work, 
has convinced your committee of its importance, its necessity 
and of its being indispensable to any hope, or to the success of 
any plan, for the improving the morals, or to ameliorating the 
condition of the poor. Under this conviction, they have not con- 
sidered it in the light of making a saving, in the [427] whole 
expenditures of the Town; although they have no doubt, that it 
will ultimately produce this effect. Their view of the subject is 
of a broader cast, and of a more elevated character. They have 
deemed that an institution, such as the one proposed, destined to 
receive, restrain, and to employ, that unhappy portion of the 
community, who are degraded to the ranks of beggary, by vice, 
or idleness, is, in every society, a moral duty; and in a republi- 
can form of government, is connected intimately with the very 
principle, on which its preservation depends. In such a form of 
government, the great object of attention is the character and 
condition of the mass of the community. Whatever tends to 
contaminate, to corrupt, or to demoralize the mass, has a direct 
effect, not only on the happiness and prosperity of a state, but 
also on its safety; on the security of property, of life, and of 
liberty; all of which are, in a republic, directly dependent upon 
the moral churacter and condition of the people. 


The wise policy of our ancestors, from the earliest records of 
their history, made the establishment of work-houses indispen- 
sable. Owing to the smallness of their early population, and tae 
consequent scantiness of poverty and crime, those institutions 
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were put under the control of overseers of the poor. From 
which association, two, unhappy consequences, naturally, and 
inevitably resulted. 


(428.] First, Almshouses became connected with the ideas 
of punishment and disgrace, not only in the eyes of the tenants, 
but also in. those of the community. Hence arose a great 
reluctance, in the worthy and respectable poor, at becoming 
inmates; and also a like reluctance, in overseers, to oblige such 
persons to become residents. From both causes the number of 
out-of-door pensioners has been increased; and of all modes of 
providing for the poor, this has been, every where, found, the 
most wasteful, and expensive; and the most encouraging of 
applications, to become pensioners, on the public bounty. 


A second effect of this association was that as society increased, 
Almshouses became thronged with tenants, from idleness or vice ; 
who from the character of the institution, as charitable, claimed, 
and for the most part, obtained indulgence, as objects of pity, 
when their deserts were restraint and coercive employment, as 
being, in reality, objects of correction, and often of punishment. 


In a society increased and rapidly increasing, like that of the 
capital of Massachusetts, your committee can have no question 
that an institution, like that now in progress, is, not only wise, 
but indispensable, and that its utility ought not, and cannot be 
tested by [429] any narrow scale of pecuniary expense and 
saving. Your committee have not, therefore, deemed themselves, 
as proceeding in this building and institution, as though it were 
an experiment, which, if it failed, might be abandoned, but on 
the contrary, with a conviction that it was an institution per- 
manent and perpetual in its nature, of which the Town ought 
never to be destitute; and:in which, of consequence, they ought 
to have reference, in all their plans and arrangements to this, its 
real destination and character. 


Whether the inmates of such an institution can best and most 
profitably be employed, on the land or in manufactures, is a 
question, in the opinion of some members of the community, 
problematical.’ And, although, your committee, from reflection 
and reasoning upon the subject, as well as from the success of 
other, similar institutions, in Massachusetts, are satisfied that 
employing them, in cultivating the earth, is the most healthy, the 
most conducive to moral habits, and the most economical, yet 
they have so arranged the plan and location of the establishment, 
as to be adapted to both, or to either, of these employments, as the 
experience of future times and the wisdom of the Town may decide.

The following Report was made by the School Committee — 
viz — 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Boston, in Town Meeting 
assembled; the General School Committee ask leave respectfully 
to Report : — 


[433.] That in pursuance of a vote of the town passed on 
the 2™! day of July last, authorizing and empowering your Com- 
mittee, to commence and establish a public school, upon the 
system of mutual instruction, they lost no time in taking meas- 
ures to carry the proposed object into effect. — 


As this measure originated principally in the statements and 
representations of the Committee charged with the care of the 
primary schools, and in the first instance at least, would probably 
embrace children under their particular superintendence, your 
Committee are solicitous to act in co-operation with that Com- 
mittee, and for that purpose opened a communication and have 
acted in concurrence with them. Your Committee took measures 
to obtain the services of a Gentleman well versed in the system 
particularly intended to be introduced; but after writing to sey- 
eral of the cities of the United States, could not learn of any 
instructor of sufficient experience, who was disengaged. — Your 
Committee having been informed by one of their correspondents 
that a gentleman, M’. Dale, who is principal teacher of the Lan- 
castrian schools in Albany, would undertake to organize and 
establish a School, and take charge of it, until a successor could 
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be engaged. — This gentleman was so well recommended for his 
capacity and experience, and particularly for his thorough knowl- 
edge of the peculiar [434 ] system of instruction contemplated to 
be introduced, that your Committee could not hesitate about 
engaging him. Accordingly about the first of September, a place 
was fitted up for the school in the basement room of the Boylston 
School at Fort Hill. —'This room was not so large as would have 
been desirable; but as it was an unoccupied public room con- 
veniently situated, it was thought that it would be sufficiently 
capacious for a beginning. As soon as the room was prepared, 
the School was almost immediately filled, and the business of 
instruction commenced. Mr’. Dale continued in the care and 
instruction of the School about five or six weeks, and left it in 
the care of a gentleman who appears to be well qualified to con- 
duct it, — 


The School has been in operation about two months. — Your 
Committee at present, hardly feel prepared to pronounce a defini- 
tive opinion of its merits; they can only say that they feel 
highly gratified with its prospects of success, and entertain a san- 
guine hope, that many of the plans and methods adopted in this 
school, may be extended with great benefit, to the numerous pri- 
mary schools of the Town, and to all the public schools where 
young children are taught the rudiments of learning. They have 
no hesitation in saying that as yet, it well deserves care and 
encouragement of the [435] town. The expense of fitting up 
the school, of providing the necessary arrangements and mate- 
rials, of procuring the temporary attendance of an instructor 
eminent in his profession, have been necessarily considerable, 
and have exhausted the appropriation of the sum of one thousand 
dollars, heretofore made for this object. But most of the 
expenses itis obvious, are merely temporary; and yonr Commit- 
tee are of opinion that this School once established, will be a 
cheap and economical one. Under a full belief that it will be for 
the interest of the town, and tend to advance and perfect the Sys- 
tem of education adopted by the town that this school, for the 
present at least should be continued, your Committee recommend 
the adoption of the subjoined vote: all of which is respectfully 
submitted. —

The foregoing Report, was read and accepted, — and — 


Voted, That the Public School, upon the prineiple of mutual 
instruction, commenced in pursuance of a vote of the Town 
passed the second day of July last, be placed under the care and 
superintendence of the School Committee to be continued, if they 
deem it expedient; that they be authorised to appoint a Master 
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therefor, and fix his compensation, and that the said school be 
put generally upon the same footing with the other public schools 
of the Town. — 


[436.] The Committee appointed on the 22%. day of Oetober 
last ‘* To take the whole subject of the two reports presented to 
the Town into full consideration; to consider all the facts and 
recommendations therein contained, and to report,to the Town at 
a future meeting, a complete system relating to the administra- 
tion of Town and County,” made a Report which was read. — A 
lengthy debate ensued ; — after which, on motion, it was — Voted, 
That the Report of the Committee, appointed by the Town on the 
22°, of October last, ‘‘ to take into consideration and report to 
the town a complete System relating to the administration. of the 
Town & County,’’ be re-committed to the same Committee, with 
[the] addition of one person to be chosen from each Ward, 
with instructions to report a system of Municipal Government 
for this town, with such powers, privileges and immunities, as are 
contemplated by the amendment of the Constitution, authorizing 
the General Court to constitute City Governments. —

Report. 


As amended by the Inhabitants of the Town of Boston, at a 
legal Meeting held on the 31%. of December, and the two follow- 
ing days — 


The enlarged Committee who were instructed by a vote of the 
Town meeting, held on the 10. of December, ‘‘ To report what 
is usually called a System of Municipal Government for this 
Town, with such powers, privileges and immunities, as are con- 
templated by the amendment of the Constitution, authorizing the 
General Court to constitute City governments,’ have attended 
assiduously to the duty with which they were charged, and now 
submit the following Report :— 


[441.] In place of the first part of the former Report, 
which had a reference to prudential affairs, they now propose, 
according to their instructions, a regular representative govern- 
ment for the Town; in which they have endeavored to combine, 
after much deliberation, a plan that will secure a full represen- 
tation of all the interests of the Town, in a body of men annually 
chosen, acting for the citizens, with and by their authority, in 
assessing Taxes, making expenditures, and enacting by-laws; 
and also an efficient, responsible, and active executive officer, 
with a suitable council, for the administration of the concerns of 
the Town. 
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The following is an abstract of a representative plan of gov- 
ernment, in which care has been taken to introduce all the 
fundamental and essential principles, that will be embraced by 
the establishment of a City government for this Town, conform- 
ably to the following general outline. 


That this corporation shall be denominated ‘‘the City of 
Boston.” That the administration of the fiscal, prudential and 
municipal concern of this corporation, subject to the limitations 
hereinafter mentioned, shall be vested in one principal officer to 
be denominated the Mayor.— 


One select body to consist of eight persons, [442] to be 
denominated the Board of Aldermen. 


One more numerous body to be denominated the Board of 
Common Councilmen.— 


The whole in their aggregate capacity, to be denominated the 
City Council.— That the Mayor shall be chosen by the citizens, 
voting in their respective wards; and shall hold his office for the 
term of one year, and shall have a suitable compensation to be 
determined by the City Council.— Provided, that in the case of 
the resignation, decease, or permanent or temporary absence, or 
inability of the Mayor, the City Council may elect a person to 
supply his place, as the occasion may require.— 


That the Board of Aldermen shall be chosen by general 
ticket, by the qualified voters of the City, voting in wards, for - 
the term of one year.— 


That the Board of Common Councilmen shall be chosen by 
the qualified voters of the City, in, and for their respective 
Wards; each ward having a right to choose four.— 


That the Mayor and Aldermen shall compose one Board, shall 
sit and act together as one body; at all meetings of which the 
Mayor shall preside; in his absence the Board to choose a Chair- 
man for the time being. ‘They shall choose a Clerk, whose duty 
it shall be to keep a journal of their proceedings. Such [443] 
Clerk to have all the powers, and perform all the duties now 
belonging to the Town Clerk of Boston, except in cases where it 
is otherwise expressly provided.— 


That the Board of Common Councilmen shall sit and act 
together as a separate body, and be organized by the election of 
a Presiding Officer and Clerk. 


That the administration of police, and the executive powers of 
the corporation generally, including all the powers now by law 
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vested in the Selectmen of the Town of Boston, shall be vested 
in, and exercised by the Mayor and Aldermen of the City, as 
hereby constituted. 


That all other powers of the town of Boston, as a municipal 
corporation, except those relating to elections, and those other- 
wise specially provided for, shall be vested in the Mayor and 
Aldermen, and Common Council, in City Council convened, to 
be exercised by concurrent vote, each Board as hereby constituted 
having a negative upon the other.— 


Tore especially, they shall have power to make all needful and 
salutary by-laws; to lay and assess taxes for all purposes, for 
which towns are by law required or [444] authorized to assess, 
and grant money ; 

To lay and assess taxes for all purposes, for witteh county 
taxes may by law be levied and assessed, whenever the City 
shall alone compose one county ; 


To provide for the assessment and collection of all such taxes ; 


To appropriate all public monies, and provide for the disburse- 
ment thereof, and take all suitable measures to ensure a just and 
prompt account thereof ; 


To provide for the appointment and choice of all necessary 
officers, not otherwise provided for; to prescribe their duties, 
- and fix their compensation ; 


To choose a Register of Deeds, whenever the City shall alone 
compose one county ; 


To have all the powers now by law vested in the Board of 
Health, and provide for the exercise of the same ; 


To have the care and superintendence of the public buildings, 
and the custody and management of all the property of the City, 
to lease or sell the same, (except the Common and Faneuil Hall, ) 
and purchase property, real or personal, in the name and for the 
use of the City, whenever its interest or convenience may, in 
their judgment, require it. 


That all sittings of the Common Council, and of the Mayor, 
and Aldermen, when not engaged in executive business, shall be 
public. 


[445.] That the City Treasurer shall be chosen by the 
Mayor, and Aldermen and Common Council in Convention. 


= 
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That the Firewards shall be chosen by the citizens, in wards, 
in equal numbers to each ward, to be determined by the City 
Council; provided there be not less than three to each ward: 
That there shall be one Overseer of the Poor, & one Member of 
the School Committee, chosen in each ward. And that the 
Mayor and Aldermen, and School Committee, shall have the care 
and superintendence of the Public Schools. 


That all Boards and Officers shall be accountable to the City 
Council, for the expenditure of all monies, committed to their 
charge. 


That the City Council shall publish and distribute annually, a 
statement of all receipts and expenditures of public monies, and 
a statement of all City property.— 


That in all cases of the appointment of officers, by the Mayor 
and Aldermen, the Mayor shall have the power of nomination; 
such nomination, however, to be confirmed or rejected by the 
Board. Provided, however, that no officer, whose salary shall be 
paid out of the City Treasury, shall be, at the time of his election, 
a Member of the Board of Aldermen, or of Common Council.— 


That it shall be the duty of the City [446] Council, seasona- 
bly in each year, to meet in Convention, and determine the 
number of Representatives which it may be expedient for the 
Corporation to send to the General Court, within its constitutional 
limits, and seasonably to publish such determination, which shall 
be conclusive; and the number thus determined, shall be speci- 
fied in the warrant calling a meeting for the election of Repre- 
sentatives. 


That all elections of State and United States Officers, shall 
continue to be held as heretofore, by general meetings of the 
qualified voters; at which meetings the Mayor and Aldermen of 
the City shall preside; or in ward meetings, as the citizens may 
decide by ballot, at the adjourned meeting on the 7". 


That general meetings of the citizens, qualified to vote in City 
affairs, may from time to time be held, to consult upon the com- 
mon good, to give instructions to their Representatives, and to 
take all lawful measures to obtain a redress of any grievances, 
according to the right secured to the people, by the Constitution 
of this Commonwealth. That such meetings shall be duly warned 
by the Mayor and Aldermen, upon the requisition of fifty qualified 
voters of said City. — 


That all warrants for the meetings of [ 447] Citizens for 
municipal purposes, either in general meetings or in wards, shall 
be issued by the Mayor and Aldermen.— 
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That a new arrangement of wards shall be made as soon as 
may be, dividing thé town into twelve wards, in such manner as 
to have equal numbers of inhabitants in each ward, as nearly 
as may be, consistently with convenient and well-defined limits. — 


That for the orderly conducting of ward meetings, and elections 
therein, each ward shall be organized by the election of one 
Warden, one Clerk, and five Inspectors, all to be chosen annually, 
by the qualified voters in their respective wards. That neither 
the Mayor, nor any Alderman, or Common Councilman, shall, at 
the same time, hold any other office under the City Government.— 


The Committee do not deem it necessary to go into expla- 
nations of the system here described, because its operation will be 
sufficiently obvious to a community, who are in the habit of con- 
sidering constitutional forms and principles. They will only ask 
the attention of their fellow citizens to one observation: The 
plan proposed, differs strikingly, and they hope advantageously, 
from most if not all other plans of City Government, in keeping 
the judicial department entirely [448] distinct from the legis- 
lative and executive. This is a great principle in our state and 
national governments, and affords a peculiar security to the 
rights of the citizens, upon which it is not necessary to enlarge.— 


The second part of the part of the former report, related to a 
new organization of the County, and the establishment of a 
Police Court, to have. the cognizance of all civil and criminal 
suits, now acted upon by Justices of the Peace. ‘They have only 
one amendment to make to this part of that report, which is, that 
the jurisdiction of the proposed magistrates should be enlarged 
in the cases of notes of hand and specialties, to the sum of one 
hundred dollars.— 


They would recommend the same plan contained in the former 
report, that for the purpose of more convenient discussion, the 
substance of the alterations should be contained in five resolves, 
viz: — 


Resolved, first, That we approve of having an alteration in the 
form of town government, according to the report, (as amended) 
made to the town, the 24! December 1821.— 


Resolved, second, That the United States and Commonwealth’s 
elective officers, shall [449] be chosen by the citizens, in ward 
meetings, and not in town meetings as heretofore practised. 


Resolved, third, That the City Council, shall annually determine 
the number of Representatives to be voted for to represent the 
town in the General Court.— 
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Resolved, fourth, By the inhabitants of Boston, in town meeting 
assembled, that we approve of the proposition that the town 
should form a county by itself; that the Treasurer of the Town 
should also be the Treasurer for the county; that the Court of 
Sessions should be abolished, and its duties transferred to other 
bodies; and that a Board of Magistrates, to be called the Police 
Court of Boston, and paid by salary, shall be established, who 
shall have cognizance of all criminal and civil causes, now 
brought before Justices of the Peace, and whose jurisdiction in 
civil suits shall, in the cases of all notes of hand and specialties, 
extend to the sum of one hundred dollars; and our Senators and 
Representatives in the General Court are hereby instructed to 
endeavor to procure the passage of a bill for these purposes, on 
the principles, and with the limitations, laid down in the report 
submitted to the town, the 10 day of December. *And the 
Selectmen are hereby authorized to appoint a committee, to pre- 
pare a petition and Bill for this purpose.— 


*see page 451. 


[450.] Resolved, fifth, That this question be determined by 
ballot, viz.: Shall the name of the town be changed from ‘* the 
Town of Boston.” to ‘‘ the City of Boston.” 


The Committee repeat, from the most obvious dictates of rea- 
son and justice, the recommendation of the former report, that 
the vote should be given by ballot, on the five resolves, saying 
yes or no, at an adjourned meeting for this purpose, after the 
discussion shall have taken place ; — which meeting shall only be 
held for the reception of these ballots. And they will only add, 
an earnest expression of their hope, that as it can occasion to 
the most busy of the inhabitants, but a slight interruption of 
their occupations, to give in their ballots, that every citizen will 
perform his duty on this important occasion, by voting on one 
side or the other, so that the expression of public opinion may be 
complete and decisive.— 


Resolved, By the Inhabitants of the Town of Boston, in town 
meeting assembled, that we approve of having an alteration in 
the Government of the Town, by the establishment of a form of 
City Government, composed of a Mayor, Aldermen and Common 
Council, to have the management of the affairs of the Town con- 
formably to the plan detailed in [451] the report made to the 
town, on the 24" December, (as amended at this meeting) and 
our Senators and Representatives in the General Court are hereby 
instructed to endeavor to procure the passage of a bill at the next 
session of the Legislature, to carry this resolve into effect; and 
the Selectmen are hereby authorized to appoint a committee, to 
prepare a petition and bill for this purpose.— 
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* The second Bill which they recommend to be applied for, has 
a reference to the affairs of the County, and to the administration 
of justice in its first stages. It will provide for making the 
County of Suffolk to consist of the Town of Boston only: To 
abolish the Court of Sessions, and transfer its several powers to 
different bodies; —To make the Town Treasurer the Treasurer 
for the County: And give the cognizance of petty criminal and 
civil causes to a Board of Magistrates, whose income will not 
depend on the business they transact, and who will therefore have 
no temptation to encourage frivolous prosecutions and litigation ; 
but who will receive a regular salary for the transaction of the 
criminal department, sufficient to secure the services of able, 
upright men.— 


In thus recommending that the Court of Sessions should be 
abolished they wish [452] distinctly to state, that [it] is not from 
any blame which attaches to that court, in whose transactions 
they have found nothing to censure, but which Court the Com- 
mittee believe has acted with fidelity towards the public; but 
because its agency will be no longer necessary, when the County 
shall comprise only one Town; and its various functions can be 
transferred to other bodies, with advantage and economy to the 
town.— A very considerable saving will be annually made to the 
town and State by this arrangement; yet, however great this sav- 
ing may be, it will be one of the least of the benefits that will 
result from the change. The present mode of administering jus- 
tice in its first stages, is attended with many growing abuses; and 
though they have already attained to a very considerable extent, 
they must, unless prevented by an entire change in the system, 
produce eventually the most mischievous and immoral conse- 
quences. 


The second Bill, the Committee propose should provide for the 
following general objects, viz. : — 


That the County of Suffolk should contain the Town of Boston 
only, and the offices of Treasurer for the Town and County be 
united: That the civil and criminal business transacted by the 
Justices of the Peace [453] in the County, shall be confided to 
a Police Court, composed of three able and discreet Magistrates, 
with salaries to be paid by the County: That in the distribution 
of the powers now exercised by the Court of Sessions, all those 
which relate to the estimating and assessing of County taxes, 
will be confided to the Town, and exercised in the same manner as 
the power of providing for, and assessing Town taxes: That the 
Selectmen of Boston, shall have the power of granting licences, 
and all the power of the said Court, in the erection and mainte- 
nance of Prisons and other County Buildings, and in the disposi- 
tion and management of all other County property: That the 
Court of Common Pleas shall have all the jurisdiction of said 
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Court, in relation to trials which may require a jury: And that 
the duty of examining all County accounts, connected in any man- 
ner with the administration of justice; of assigning limits to 
the jail yard, and in general all the residue of the powers of the 
Court of Sessions not otherwise provided for, and which though 
they may be little more than nominal, cannot be exercised by 
Selectmen, without their being organized as a judicial body, shall 
be confided to a court composed of the Justices of the Police 
Court, and such other Judges of the Courts of the County, as 
may be connected with them for that purpose.—

Josiah Quincy Chairman of the Committee on the House 
of Industry made the following Report: viz — 


At a Meeting of the Committee on the subject of Pauperism 
and a House of Industry, holden at the Committee Room, (Fan- 
euil Hall) Saturday March 2°. 1822.— 


A report from the Sub-Committee appointed on the 5 Febru- 
ary last, on the subject of the occupation of the House and 
grounds the ensuing year, and also what further monies may be 
required for completing the same, being read and considered — 
thereupon. 


Voted, That the same be adopted and that the Chairman be in- 
structed to request the Selectmen to call a town meeting forthwith 
in relation to the subject of said report 

A true extract from the records —

The Committee appointed by the Town to superintend the 
erection of a House of Industry, in obedience to that general 
duty of early and exact accountability, incumbent [4635] upon 
all those entrusted with the management of public monies, ask 
leave to lay before their fellow citizens the present state and 
progress of that institution ;— their views in relation to it, and 
what appropriation it will be expedient for the town to make, for 
the completion and general preparation of the establishment, the 
ensuing year, by way of report. 


Conformably to the original estimate of the Committee, made 
in their first report in May last, and modified and explained by 
their report in October last, the appropriations made in May and 
October have proved ample to cover all the expenditures occurring 
during that year. It appears by the report of Francis Welch 
Esq’. Treasurer of the Committee, made the 15 instant, and 
hereto annexed, that the whole expenditures during the past year 
on account of the buildings, exclusive of the land, was $19,612 — 
oa a balance at that time, unexpended, in his hands, of 

388.— 


In relation to the present condition and progress of the work, 
your committee have great satisfaction in stating that it is, in 
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every material respect, conformable to their wishes and anticipa- 
tions; and that no other or greater disappointments have occurred 
in the progress of it, than are inevitable, and [464] to be ex- 
pected, on occasions of this nature. 


In consequence of failure on the part of some of the contractors, 
the workmen were prevented from completing the external coy- 
ering of the centre building the last Autumn. The external walls, 
however, have been raised, the roofs of both wings fixed and 
boarded, the internal walls are carried up as high as the centre, 
and the upper floor and roof of the centre are also ready to be 
put on as soon as the season permits. ‘The carpenters are rap- 
idly progressing in fixing the partitions, forming the rooms, 
preparing the window frames, doors, sashes and floor, so as to 
finish the whole work as early in the present year, as, with regard 
to its nature and permanency, can be deemed expedient.— 


As stated in their last report, your Committee have been regu- 
lated in their proceedings by regard to ‘‘ strength, durability 
and permanent accommodation, without special attention to grati- 
fication of taste or architectural effect.” They have, however, 
enlarged the building, for reasons stated in their last report, and 
sanctioned by the town, to a size, exceeding by at least one 
third, the dimensions originally contemplated. ‘The weight and 
importance of those reasons continue to be strengthened by all 
the views, which have occurred to your Committee, in the course 
of the progress of the building. And, notwithstanding [465] 
the expenditures will, on this account, exceed the original esti- 
mates, yet the town will be amply compensated by the greater 
accommodations and permanent arrangements for economy or 
convenience, which will result.— 


Similar views, in relation to the establishment, have induced 
your Committee to cause a barn to be erected, of small dimen- 
sions, but such as would be useful and necessary, upon whatever 
principle the institution should be conducted after it has been 
once put into operation. In addition to the general connexion 
of such a building with such an establishment, your Committee 
were induced to commence and finish that building forthwith with 
reference to the accommodation of the carpenters, during the 
winter season, thereby enabling them to use it as a work shop 
and a deposit for their finished materials, and expediting the 
whole arrangements of the ensuing Spring and Summer. This 
building, (sixty two feet long, forty wide, and twenty feet post, ) 
has been accordingly erected and completed, and its cost, though 
not included in the original estimate, has been paid out of the 
expenditures of the past year. 


With respect to the requisite appropriations, which will be 
expedient, for the present year, and the probable cost of the 
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establishment, your Committee apprehend, that they are now 
qualified to speak as definitely and precisely, as, [466] from 
the nature of the subject is. possible, and sufficiently so, for 
all purposes of wise decision and satisfactory judgment. 


The establishment will be undoubtedly completed, in all its 
parts and arrangements, by midsummer or early autumn. The 
appropriations of the present year, must have reference to its 
completion, and be considered as fixing the whole cost of the 
establishment. 


In addition to the building of the wharf, the house for the 
superintendent, the barn, and all those circumstances, which must 
continually occur, in a new undertaking of this extensive charac- 
ter, tending continually to enhance the expenditure beyond the 
estimate, as specified in the former report, the increase of the 
building one third in its dimensions, and various items of arrange- 
ments on the land, its fencing, and general preparation have had 
a similar tendency, yet in the apprehension of your Committee, 
though making a considerable addition in the aggregate, yet none 
of them are of a character, when examined either in relation to 
their objects or details, to excite any doubt concerning their 
expediency. 


In contemplating the whole expenditures, for the year, to com- 
plete the buildings upon the basis of the calculations heretofore 
made with the additions and augmentations, before specified, as 
also, contemplating unanticipated contingencies, in a new under- 
taking of this character, with the purpose [46%] of having no 
deficiency within the year, and no additional application of im- 
portance, to the town, the committee recommend that the sum of 
Fifteen Thousand Dollars be put at the disposition of the Com- 
mittee ;— a sum somewhat exceeding the amount of their esti- 
mate; but on occasions of this kind, they are anxious, on the one 
hand that nothing should be omitted to fulfil all the wise designs 
of the town, in relation to the establishment, and they are, on the 
other, also anxious, that they may not be prevented from fulfill- 
ing them, acceptably, from any temporary deficiency, happening 
from any inadequate appropriation. — 


A work of this public nature concerning which the opinions 
and views of many intelligent minds must be brought to coincide, 
and concerning the economies and accommodations of which new 
views are perpetually occurring, cannot be expected to be subject 
to the same minuteness of previous estimate, to which works of a 
smaller and a private nature may be reduced. With the expen- 
ditures which have already occurred, your committee have every 
reason to be satisfied, both as it respects the wisdom of the plans 
and the excellence of the execution; and in proposing this 
amount; it is for the purpose of enabling them to finish, without 
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further resort to the town, all the objects, which have been 
entrusted to their superintendence, in a mode, at once honorable 
to the Town, and complete as it respects the establishment.— 


[468.] And your Committee have the great satisfaction to 
state, that not only the whole building has been thus far con- 
ducted and executed in a manner, wholly independent of any pri- 
vate or personal interest or contract on the part of those charged 
with the general superintendence of the work, but in a simplicity 
and cheapness of style, which, when its greatness and nature is 
contemplated, will bear a comparison in point of accommodation 
and economy, with any building heretofore erected by the town, 
and far inferior to those general estimates, which, judging from 
the cost of buildings of a similar extent, had been anticipated by 
their fellow citizens. 


In making this statement and estimate, your Committee must 
be understood, to comprehend only, the whole cost of the build- 
ing, and establishment, complete for occupation. — The powers 
and authorities of the present committee, in their apprehension, 
extend no farther. But in the present advanced stage of the 
undertaking, they deem it their duty and within the scope of their 
instructions to recall the attention of their fellow citizens to its 
original design, and to those arrangements, which have now 
become necessary, in order to put the Institution into a train of 
prosperous activity, in relation to the objects, for which it was 
originally designed ; for the purpose [469] of bringing before 
their fellow citizens, the powers and authorities, which ought now 
be given and exercised for these purposes. 


This Institution had its foundation in two petitions, brought 
forward by Thomas Howe and others, and by Joseph May and 
others. — The objects as specified in the former petition, were ; 
‘* for the establishment of a House of Industry, Work House, or 
Penitentiary, where means might be afforded for the employment, 
instruction, and reformation of the idle or vicious poor, and of 
those capable of doing any thing towards their own support, and 
yet claim public charity.” The objects, proposed by the latter, 
were the establishment of ‘‘ a Workhouse, in some secluded situ- 
ation, as a receptacle for the idle, the dissolute, and intemperate, 
where; under astrong and vigilant government, they may be 
employed and kept secluded from a mischievious intercourse with 
the town, their labour made to contribute to their own support, 
their habits improved, if not reformed, their number diminished, 
and the growth of the alarming evil of pauperism checked, and 
the public burthens ultimately lightened.’’ 


These objects, thus developed, have been the basis of two dis- 
tinct reports to the Town made by the Committee, charged with 
the consideration of those petitions, and afterwards with the erec- 
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tion of the House of Industry, and have [4'70] been strictly 
kept in view, in all their plans and arrangements made upon the 
subject. 


‘The great, primary objects of the Institution, your Committee 
have always deemed to be, moral effect, upon the idle and vicious 
poor. | 


1*, By restraining them.—2*. By compelling them to 
work. — 3°. By secluding them from their old haunts and giving 
them new habits. 4'. By affording them moral and religious 
instruction suited to their age or condition. 5. Relief to 
society from open drunkenness and street beggary, and the petty 
pilfering carried on under the forms of poverty by children of the 
idle and vicious poor on our wharves, in our streets, and in our 
Market places. 


The secondary objects of this institution, in the apprehension 
of your committee has always been the diminution of the expenses 
of the town and of the burthen at present sustained, in supporting 
the idle and the vicious, and that part of the poor capable of 
labor. This object, however, your Committee consider not only 
as secondary, but asincidental; and though acertain consequence 
of a well arranged and well conducted system of management, of 
this establishment, yet not as the test either of the importance of 
the original design, or the success of the institution. 


Your Committee apprehend that, altho’ the institution should 
not by [any] possibility effect [471] an immediate or early 
reduction of the expenses of the Town, in this relation, yet that 
a good to society, greatly surpassing a pecuniary benefit, will 
result ; — not to be estimated by money and superior to all con- 
siderations of that nature. 


Without pressing general reflections of this kind farther on the 
attention of their fellow citizens, already sufficiently satisfied and 
sensible of them, as the origin and the present progress of this 
Institution abundantly evidences, your committee restrict them- 
selyes on the present occasion simply to remark, that in the 
present stage of the establishment, it is proper that a system of 
management, conduct, and discipline should be in train of prepa- 
ration — that the land connected with it should be put under the 
control of some superintendence, having reference to the general 
design of the Institution, —that measures should be adopted, 
and authorities given for the selection of a suitable Overseer, so 
that as soon as it is capable of receiving its inmates it may be in 
a condition to begin its work of restraint, labor and discipline. 
Whether these objects will be better to be entrusted forthwith 
to any special committee, or be referred to those authorities, 
which under a City organization are about to be invested with 
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the care and management of the [472] concerns of the Town — 
your Committee refer to the wisdom of their fellow citizens; only 
remarking, that upon the vigor of the management, the wisdom 
of the system, and on the qualifications of the superintending 
officer, its economical, if not its moral effect, must obviously, in 
a great measure depend. 


All the committee apprehend at this time necessary to be done, 
is to authorize such a sum of money to be put at their disposition 
as will enable them to complete the Institution at the time con- 
templated; and that they should be authorized to make such gen- 
eral arrangements of a temporary nature, relative to the manage- 
ment and preparations of the land, as the present season may 
require, leaving to the new authorities the power of selecting the 
superintendent and arranging the general system of discipline and 
conduct. 


As, however, in the opinion of your Committee, it may be pos- 
sible that some modifications of the laws may be useful in form- 
ing such a system, and a consequent resort to the Legislature at 
their ensuing session, necessary, and as waiting for the organiza- 
tion of the city authorities may occasion an inexpedient and dis- 
advantageous delay in commencing the operations of the system, 
your committee respectfully suggest, that authority should be 
invested in and instructions given to this or some committee to 
prepare such a system of [473] conduct and discipline, and to 
lay the same before the city authorities, as soon after their organ- 
ization as may be practicable by way of report, with such elucida- 
tions as may be deemed expedient; and that the town should 
recommend to the city authorities, to take early measures, for the 
consideration of the subject matter of such report, and for the 
adoption of an efficient system of discipline and management; 
and for the putting the Institution into effective operation. In 
conformity with these views, they present to their fellow citizens, 
for their consideration and adoption, the following resolutions. —

Voted, That the sum of Fifteen Thousand Dollars be put at 
the disposition of the Committee for building the House of 
Industry, and that the said Committee be authorized to draw on 
the Town Treasurer, for any sum or sums of money, not exceed- 
ing that amount, whenever they may deem it wise or necessary.— 


Voted, That said Committee be instructed to provide for the 
temporary care, management, and preparation of the land, as 
may be necessary during the present spring and summer, and 
until arrangements on that subject be made by the authorities to 
be [4'74] established under the city organization. 
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Voted, That the Committee having care of the erection of the 
House of Industry, be instructed as soon as possible to make use 
of any able bodied poor in the almshouse— And the Overseers 
of the Poor be requested to deliver over any such poor to the 
care of said Committee upon their application. 


Voted, That the Committee charged with the care of the House 
of Industry be authorized to prepare a system for the general 
conduct, management, and discipline of said House, and of the 
land connected with it, and to lay the same before the said city 
authorities, for their consideration, as soon as practicable after 
their organization; and that the said city authorities, be and 
hereby are requested to take the same and the subject matter of 
such report into their early consideration, and to adopt such 
measures in relation to the same as will ensure the attainment of 
an efficient system of discipline and management, and as may put 
the said Institution forthwith into effective operation.

— Mr. Chairman, Mr. Robert Homans 
is my general law partner, and a regular client, an old long- 
standing client of his, is interested in opposing this proposed 
location of the Elevated Railway, and he has retained Mr. 
Homans to appear at this hearing and present his case. I 
have asked Mr. Homans to take the matter wholly outside of 
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our firm, so that I shall have no interest whatever in any 
compensation Mr. Homans may earn and no interest what- 
ever in the result of the hearing. The matter is wholly 
outside of our firm, but to prevent any misunderstanding I 
wanted to have that matter clearly understood, and if any 
gentleman interested in this matter feels that he would 
rather under the circumstances not have me sit I am per- 
fectly willing to withdraw. 

Alderman WHELTON.— Mr. Chairman, I feel quite sure 
that every member of this Board appreciates the fact that 
Alderman Bangs, sitting here to-day in his official capacity, is 
fully determined that his judgment shall not be affected by 
the fact that he is associated with Mr. Homans, I therefore 
move you, sir, that Alderman Bangs be allowed to sit in this 
hearing. 

The CHAIRMAN.— The Chair will rule that the motion is 
out of order. Both sides having heard the statement of the 
alderman, if there be no objection the Chair will decide that 
the alderman remain in his seat. Both sides being represented, 
the Chair at this time will ask those representing the petitioner 
to step forward and give their names to the clerk. 

Mr. R.M. Saltonstall informs the clerk that he appears for 
the Boston Elevated Railway Company. 7 

Mr. SALTONSTALL.— Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, I do 
not know that it is in accordance with your practice for me 
to make astatement now or shall I proceed night Baise with- 
out any speech. 

The CHAIRMAN.— If there is no objection we will waive 
the reading of the petition. 

Mr. SALTONSTALL. — Mr Chairman and gentlemen, the pro- 
visions of the Cambridge Subway Bill, so-called, which was 
passed at the last session of the Legislature, chapter 520 of 
the Acts of 1906, provides in sections 21 and 22 thereof for 
the building of an elevated railroad extending from Lechmere 
square in East Cambridge through certain streets of East 
Cambridge to Craigie bridge or through to the Charles River 
dam, thence over the lower side of the dam and by a route 
through certain streets that are named in the section in which 
the railway company has a location at this time under the 
previous earlier statute or over private land and over inter- 
vening public and private streets, if so required, in order to 
obviate sharp and unsuitable curves. In accordance with 
that section of the law the company has filed this petition 
with your honorable Board within the time provided, which 
was within six months after the acceptance by the company 
of the act. The act was passed on June 23 and accepted 
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by the company on June 29. Under the terms of section 
21, the company is required to file the petition with this 
Board to approve the proposed route of the elevated structure, 
and it is for that purpose that one of these petitions has been 
filed and that an order of notice has been issued and this 
hearing is now held. 

The route as indicated in the petition and on the plan that 
has been filed with it has been carefully considered by the 
officers of the company as the one which will suit the public 
who have to travel and the public who have to use the inter- 
vening streets and ways between the dam site and Causeway 
street. As indicated on the plan, the route is over private 
land and over certain intervening streets and ways, and has 
been determined upon with a view to avoiding three bad 
‘curves — the curve from Leverett street into Barton street, the 
curve from Barton street into Lowell street and the acute 
curve from Lowell street into Causeway street. The route 
will also avoid the necessity of putting the elevated structure 
in Lowell street, which is a street upon which there is a very 
large amount of travel going to and from the steam railroad 
terminal and which is already a very much used thoroughfare. 

That in a brief form is the reason and purpose of this 
petition and the reason and purpose of the plan which has 
been filed with it. There is a second shorter petition filed 
for the approval of the location of an elevated railway station 
which is placed, as indicated, in Causeway street about oppo- 
site the middle of the present Union Station. 

Mr. Kimball, the chief engineer of the Boston Elevated 
Railway, and who has special charge of the elevated struct- 
ure, is here with me, and I would like to have him explain 
briefly the lines as indicated on the plan. This plan that 
is hung up here, I understand from Mr. Kimball, is not the 
plan filed with the petitions, but shows on a larger scale, on 
a plan which apparently is taken from the city atlas, the pro- 
posed route, and so far as we can determine from a very brief 
examination shows it approximately accurately. The street 
railway company — the Elevated Railway Company has not 
had an opportunity to make detailed surveys, and we do not 
understand that in filing this preliminary petition for the 
approval of a preliminary route that we are required by law 
to go into the location and the description of the proposed 
route in that detail which of course will be required later on 
when the absolute and final location of the railway is filed. 

Mr. Kimball, with that preliminary statement, will you 
kindly state what you have in mind to the Chairman and 
the members of the Board. 
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STATEMENT OF GEORGE A. KIMBALL, CHIEF ENGINEER, 
Boston ELEVATED RAILWAY. 


Mr. KIMBALL. — This route is shown upon the map which 
some of our friends have kindly furnished, and I expect it is 
substantially correct. The line is drawn straight through 
the private property rather than through the street, for the 
purpose of avoiding dangerous curves — and of course giving 
the more rapid transit. A station is proposed in front of the 
Union Station, which seems to be necessary to accommodate 
the public. 

I do not know that I have anything more to add. Mr. 
Saltonstall explained the matter thoroughly. I do not know 
that I can add anything unless you wish to ask me some 
questions. 

Mr. SALTONSTALL. — What do you say especially as to 
these three curves that I spoke of, Mr. Kimball, in the exist- 
ing streets ? 

Mr. Kimpautu.— To follow through Brighton street and 
Lowell street into Causeway street would make about a 
right-angle curve; and the line parallel with Leverett street 
into Brighton street, another right-angled curve into Lowell, 
and a much sharper curve from Lowell into Causeway street. 
We found that to follow that route there would be 190 
degrees more curvature than there would to follow the route 
that we have laid down. This is nearly a half circle; and also 
these sharper curves are very dangerous, and we wish to 
avoid them. 

Mr. SALTONSTALL, —I think that is substantially all I 
had in mind, Mr. Kimball. 

Alderman CuRLEY.— Have those sharp curves been a 
great source of danger on the existing elevated structures ? 

Mr. KimBauu.— They have not been the cause of any 
serious accident. We have been off the rails a few times on 
those curves. 

Alderman CuRLEY.— As a matter of fact, that portion of 
the elevated structure opposite the Columbia Theatre has 
some pretty sharp curves there ? 

Mr. KIMBALL. — Yes, sir; and that is to be avoided in 
building the Washington-street tunnel. 

Alderman CuRLEY.— And Harrison avenue and Essex 
street, a part there, there is a pretty sharp curve? 

Mr. KrmBauu. — Harrison avenue and where? 

Alderman CURLEY. — Essex street. 

Mr. Kimpauu. — Essex? Yes, sir; not quite as sharp as 
the one you mentioned first.

Q. (By Mr. L.M.FRtepMAn.) MightIask a question ? 
Is there any other plan which has suggested itself where 
there are less curves than the plan outlined here? 

A. Ido not know of any; no, sir. 

(). Have you considered, or has the railroad considered, 
any other plan where there might be less curves even than 
this suggestion ? 

A. No, sir; Ido not know of any that has less curves 
than this. 

Q. Well, have the railroad company considered any other 
plan than the one which is presented here? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. What other plan have they considered ? 

A. The one that I mentioned, in passing through 
Brighton and Lowell streets. 

@. And that and the present plan are the only two that 
the railroad has considered ? 

A. I think there was one other. 

Q. What is that? 

A. That was a modification of this plan, by passing over 
private lands into Lowell street, near Minot, and then Lowell 
street into Causeway. I think that was considered. 

Q@. What was the objection to that plan? 

A. The alignment would not be as straight as the plan 
we have presented. 

@. You have no doubt as an engineer but that there are 
other plans that might be equally available to the railroad 
company than the three which have already been considered, 
have you? 

A. No, I have a doubt. I do not know of any plan 
better than the one we have presented. 

Q. You have not studied out any other plan than those, 
have you? 

Mr. SALTONSTALL. — He just said he had. 

(J. Than those three? 

A. I think there were three that we considered, yes, sir. 

Q. Have you studied out any other plans than those 
three ? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. How long have you been studying out plans in that 
section ? 

A. It was first considered when the matter was betore 
the Legislature, I think in April, perhaps in March. 

Q. Well, had it occurred to any engineer that there 
might be some method of going down nearer the Union 
Station that would be equally convenient? 
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A. You mean in front of the Union Station ? 

@. Or near the Union Station? 

A. Well, not to any of our engineers, certainly. 

(Q. That idea had not occurred to anybody in the employ 
of the Elevated yet ? 

A. Notas far as I know. 

(Q. And you are the chief engineer? 

A. Yes, sir. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Is there any other gentleman present 
who wishes to be heard ? 

Councilman Kitey. — I wouid like to ask Mr. Kimball a 
question. 

Q. (By Councilman KiLey.) Have you given any 
thought, Mr. Kimball, to proceeding by way of Prison Point 
to Charlestown and coming over your existing elevated 
structures to the North Station ? 

A. Yes, sir; we have given it some thought, but we rage 
no authority by statute to build that line. 

Q. What have you to say, sir, as to the practicability of 
such a plan ? 

A. It would be very objectionable, because it would be 
much longer. 3 

Q. Would it be objectionable to the railroad, or would 
you think it would be objectionable to the general travelling 
public and the owners of the real estate? What do you 
mean by saying it would be objectionable ? 

A. It would. be objectionable to the travelling public 
because they would make a longer route in reaching their 
destination, and objectionable to the railroad because it is 
not profitable to carry passengers over a route which is longer 
than the straight route. 

Q. Have you made any observation or measurements of 
the actual difference in distance as to between Lechmere 
square by way of your present route to the North Station 
and from Lechmere square to the North Station by way of 
Prison Point and Rutherford avenue or Bow street, or 
Front street ? 

A. I think that was investigated at that time and some 
measurements were made. I do not remember the result, 
however. 

Q. Can you state to the Board of Aldermen to-day the 
difference in actual distance between those two routes? 

A. I cannot. 

Q. As chief engineer of the Elevated Railway, you state 
now that you are unable to ely. us any idea of the difference 
in distance ? 
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A. Well, I am unable with the present facilities, yes, sir. 

Q. But you do say it would be objectionable because of 
the difference in distance? 

A. Yes, sir; because I know it is longer that way. 

@. Would you be surprised to find that the actual differ- 
ence in distance is very slight? 

A. Yes, I would be surprised. 

@. <A further question has been suggested to me, Mr. 
Chairman: If the distance is only slight, is there any other 
objection that might be raised by the Elevated Railway ex- 
cept the actual difference in dollars and cents ? 

A. Idonot know. I have not studied the matter suffi- 
ciently to give those reasons. 

Councilman Kitey. — That is all. 

Mr. SALTONSTALL. —I may say, Mr. Chairman, in reply 
to the questions of Mr. Kiley, that we understand that the 
law would not permit us to go by the route referred to. 
The law, section 21 of the act referred to, that is, section 
21 of the Cambridge Subway Act of the present year, 
specifies definitely the route which we have followed in our 
petition. 

Councilman KitEyY. — Mr. Chairman, I would like to ask 
Mr. Saltonstall a question. 

Mr. SALTONSTALL.—I would be very glad to answer it 
if I can, Mr. Kiley. 

Councilman Ki~tey.— Mr. Saltonstall, do you know that 
the Elevated Railway had such a proposition presented to 
it before this law became enacted by the Legislature ? 

Mr. SALTONSTALL.— I do not know of that fact. I had 
nothing to do with the details connected with the securing of 
the passage of this law. I did not appear before the com- 
mittee at all, Mr. Kiley. 

Councilman KiLteEy.— If you knew that this alternative 
route was presented to the Elevated Railway for considera- 
tion before the law was enacted, and if you knew that that 
route would be far less damaging to the real estate and 
property interests and the travelling public, both on the ele- 
vated and under the elevated, what would you have to say 
to the Board of Aldermen then as to the action of the 
Elevated Railway in insisting on the present route? 

Mr. SALTONSTALL.— I should say, Mr. Kiley, that the 
Board of Aldermen were complying with the provisions of 
the act as passed by the Legislature, which in terms requires 
us within six months to file a petition of this kind. 

Mr. FrrepMAN.— May I ask the engineer one more 
question ? 
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Q. (By Mr. FriepMAn.) Mr. Kimball, in considering this 
plan, did you consider the question of the damages that the 
Elevated would have to pay ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

A. Was this plan selected because the Elevated hoped to 
pay less damage by running over private property than it 
would by running over public streets ? 

A. No, sir; for the very reverse. It was thought we 
would have to pay more by following this line than by 
following the street. 

Q. And was that the reason that it was selected, to pay 
more damages ? 

A. No, sir. That was simply considered. 

Q. You considered that you would be doing greater 
damage by this route than by any other of the other routes, 
didn’t you? 

A. We considered that it would be necessary to acquire 
more property and pay for it, yes, sir. 

Q. Well, you didn’t answer my question. You con- 
sidered that this route that you have presented here would 
do the greatest amount of damage to the property owners of 
any of the routes which you did actually consider ? 

A. No, sir; I don’t think I can say that. 

Q. (By Mr. Homans.) Mr. Kimball, which side of 
Causeway street is it planned to put the road on? On the 
station side or the other side, or doesn’t that appear? 

A. Why, it is very nearly in the centre, I should say; 
slightly on the station side. 

Q@. Slightly on the station side? 

A. Yes, sir. I might say that the sidewalk in front of 
the North Station is entirely owned by the Boston & Maine 
Railroad. | 
You mean to put it over the railroad tracks, then ? 
Over the street railway tracks? 

Yes. 

Yes, sir. 

About on top of them? 
Yes, sir, nearly. 

Alderman BEeLL.—I would like to ask Mr. Kimball a 
question. ‘The question is this: What objection would your 
company have to running this elevated railway track down 
Nashua street and then going right over here over this 
property (referring to plan)? 

Mr. KimBALL. — The objection would be, it is a longer 
route and more crooked. ‘They are prohibited from going 
through Nashua street. 


-POPOPOS 
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Alderman Berwin. —I should like to ask a question. 

Q. (By Alderman Berwin.) Mr. Kimball, have you 
considered the system of laying your tracks through Nashua 
street and then crossing and onto the bridge? 

A. We had not, because we are not allowed to go 
through Nashua street under the charter. That also would 
involve crossing the property of the Boston & Maine Rail- 
road, which is prohibited in this charter. 

Q. Itake it then, Mr. Kimball, that that is a question prac- 
tically which would be better answered by Mr. Saltonstall. 

Alderman BERwIN. — Is that a matter of fact? Is thata 
fact? 

Mr. SALTONSTALL. — I understand it so, Mr. Berwin, yes. 

Alderman BERWIN. — That we are limited in granting a 
location to a certain specified line; is that it? 

Mr. SALTONSTALL. — I do not think you can in any way 
put our location upon the land of the Boston & Maine Rail- 
road without their consent, but you can put it upon the land 
at certain definite points. The point mentioned in the 
statute is through land adjoining Bridge street on Leverett 
street near the Craigie bridge, where it is intended that we 
are to go, or hope to go, upon the land of the Boston & 
Maine Railroad. 

Alderman BerRwin.— I do not want to enter into a legal 
discussion — é 

Mr. SALTONSTALL. — That is all right. 

Alderman BERwin.—I understood from my reading of 
the act that the only prohibition aside from the granting of 
the location was that the act gave us no authority to grant 
the Elevated Railway Company a location in Leverett street 
between Causeway street and Brighton street; but I didn’t 
understand that there was any other prohibition, in the grant- 
ing of the location through Nashua street or even through 
Lowell street and then across at whatever point might be 
determined upon, but it has anyway to be below Brighton 
street in order to get into Leverett street. 

Mr. SALTONSTALL.— Ido not think you can locate one 
public utility corporation upon the land of another public 
utility corporation without express legislative authority, and 
there is no authority in this act which would give the Boston 
Elevated, or which would seem to me to give the Board of 


_ Aldermen, authority to do that. I want to state that with all 


respect to the Board of Aldermen; but Ido not think that 
is contemplated by the law. 

Alderman BrErwin.— Well, would the granting of a 
location in Lowell street necessitate crossing any portion

of the property of the Boston & Maine Railroad? I have > 
not studied the plan, but I am merely endeavoring to refresh 
my knowledge. 

Mr. SALTONSTALL.— The company already has a location 
in Lowell street under the provisions of the earlier act, but 
it is with a view to avoiding the curves to get into that loca- 
tion in Lowell street that it is proposed to build this straight 
railway, or adopt this straight route extending from Craigie 
bridge to Causeway street. 

Alderman Berwin.— Well, how serious in your judgment 
would be the change of your location from the plan as sub- 
mitted to the Board to a route going through Lowell street? 

Mr. SALTONSTALL.— I think it would be entirely a differ- 
ent scheme from what has been prepared and outlined by the 
gentlemen who are connected with this road, and who have 
adopted this plan as being the best plan for the public from 
every standpoint. Ido not profess to bea street railway 
expert, Mr. Berwin, but this plan has been thoroughly and 
carefully worked out by those who are. 

Alderman Brrwin. — Perhaps, Mr. Kimball — perhaps 
that is a matter that maybe would come under his judg- 
ment. 

Mr. SALTONSTALL. — I take my hat off to Mr. Kimball on 
questions of that kind every time. 

Q. (By Alderman Berwin.) Mr. Kimball, if you can, 
would you tell us the extreme, serious objection you would 
have to putting a location through Lowell street, and then 
through Brighton street, and so on? 

A. I have already explained that that would make it so 
that we would have to put in two more right angles into the 
line, or in other words, to be exact, it would make 190 
degrees more curvature, which is a little over half a circle; 
that is, you would have to turn down Brighton street a right 
angle here (indicating on the plan), then another right 
angle into Lowell street, and a much sharper angle from 
Lowell street into Causeway street, than you would have by 
the line shown on the plan. 

Q@. lI appreciate that, but how severe —who will suffer 
by that if you adopt the other plan? 

A. The travellers. It would introduce dangerous curves — 
that is the thing, the danger, in any transportation matter, 
especially for an elevated structure. 

Q. Would there be any greater danger than the corner 
of Beach and Harrison avenue? Can you say off hand? 

A. Perhaps not; I was trying to think what the radius 
of that curve was. I should say, about the same. 
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Q. Well, now, another question. I do not know that it 
is very important, but I ask out of curiosity. How much 
of a space are you assuming to take by your present route? 
That is, how wide would be the taking on that plan ? 

_ A. That is not fully determined upon, but between 30 
and 40 feet wide. 

@. That is about a little broader than the width of two 
tracks ? 

A. Justa little; yes, sir. 

Alderman BERWIN. — Well, now, let me ask you a ques- 
tion, Mr. Saltonstall. 

Mr. SALTONSTALL. — Pardon me just a moment, if I may 
be allowed to ask Mr. Kimball a question. 

Alderman BERWIN. — Certainly. 

Q. (By Mr. SAutonsTaLu.) Would those two curves 
you spoke of, at either end of Lowell street, be reverse 
curves — what are known as reverse curves ? 


A. Not necessarily ; no, sir. 

@. They would be quite near together? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. They would not be exactly reverse curves ? 
A. No, sir. 

Q. 


(By Alderman BERwIN.) You would consider the 
Lowell street location really as a prohibitive one; that is, 
one that the company would feel that they could not accept 
under any reasonable circumstances ; do you? 

A. Oh, it is a possible location. It is not a practicable 
one. 

Alderman BERwrn. — Well, now, let me ask Mr. Salton- 
stall a question, if you please. You need not answer this if 
you do not want to. 

Mr. SALTONSTALL. — I will if I can. 

Alderman Berwin. — Because it is a matter that neither 
of us can really determine, I imagine. Do you interpret the 
act to mean that the failure on the part of this Board to 
grant the Elevated Railway Company a location within the 
time specified in the act — that it then becomes mandatory 
upon the Railroad Commissioners to grant the Elevated 
Company locations ? 

Mr. SALTONSTALL. — I understand that, if this Board fails 
to grant a location within the time stated, there is a right of 
appeal on the part of the company to the Board of Railroad 
Commissioners; and in view of the requirements of the act 
which make it mandatory upon the Boston Elevated Rail- 
way Company to build between these termini within the 
next three years and a half, I should assume it would be 
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mandatory upon the Railroad Commissioners to grant some 
sort of a location. | 

Councilman Kirry. — Can [I ask Mr. Saltonstall a question 
on that point, because that is a very important point. 

Alderman BERWIN.— Perhaps Mr. Saltonstall did not 
finish answering me. - 

Mr. SALTONSTALL. — I am glad to attempt to answer these 
various questions, Mr. Chairman, but I would be glad to 
state that this matter was in the hands of Mr. Snow, the 
member of our firm, who is not able to be here to-day, so that 
I have not had the opportunity to prepare myself as fully as 
I might have on these various legal conundrums. 

Councilman KiLEy. — Assuming, Mr. Saltonstall, that the 
Board of Aldermen should refuse to grant these locations, 
you agree with me that within sixty days from the filing of 
the petition, you have a right to appeal to the Board of Rail- 
road Commissioners; is that correct ? 

Mr. SALTONSTALL. — Well, I think we have the right of 
appeal. I will not state as to the time, the time within which 
the appeal must be filed. 

Mr. KitEy. — Do you state to the Board of Aldermen that 
it then becomes mandatory upon the Board of Railroad Com- 
missioners to grant these locations ? 

Mr. SALTONSTALL. — I understand it becomes incumbent 
upon the Board of Railroad Commissioners to grant some 
location between these termini. 

Councilman KiLey.— What section of the act makes it 
inandatory for the Board of Railroad Commissioners to grant 
these locations ? 

Mr. SALTONSTALL. — I cannot refer you to the specific 
section, and I do not think there is any. But there is a 
section, 21, which makes it mandatory upon the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company to build this elevated railway 
between these termini within the next three years and a 
half. 

Councilman KiLeEy. — We will presume it is there. 

Mr. SALTONSTALL.— And they cannot build the railway 
unless the route is approved, and the location is duly passed 
upon by the constituted authorities. 

Councilman KiLEy. — Presuming thatis true, that you are 
obliged to build within the next three or four years — 

Mr. SALTONSTALL. — Three years and a half. 

Councilman KineEy.— Three years and a half about — 
presuming that to be true, is there anything to prevent the 
Legislature, if the Board of Aldermen should refuse to grant 
these locations, from changing the provisions of that act so 
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that you may have some alternative route, or so that you may 
be compelled to build a subway ? 

Mr. SALTONSTALL. —I do not think I had better get into 
that question at the present time at all. I have never had 
anything to do with this legislation, and I shall not undertake 
to pass upon these legislative acts at this time. I should 
prefer, Mr. Chairman, not to pass upon this question at 
this time, because it is entirely outside. 

Councilman Kintey.— That is all. I do not care to 
press the question, Mr. Chairman. 

@. (By Alderman Betu.) I would like to ask Mr. 
Kimball or Mr. Saltonstall — Is your chief objection towards 
going down these streets, Nashua street and Lowell street 
and Brighton street, one of having three curves ?. 

A. Yes, sir, and the greater length. 

@. And you consider that the curves are detrimental to 
the company ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q@. If it was not for the matter of the curves, you would 
have no objections to going down these streets here, rather 
than going through these business streets ? 

A. The matter of the curves and the extra length — the 
distance. If it was just as straight that way as the other, 
there would be no objection. 

@. It would cost the Elevated Railway Company more 
money to build these curves than it would to build a straight 
track ? 

A. Iassume it would. 

Q. That would be one objection ? 

A. That is a minor objection. What we wish to furnish 
across this bridge, to Cambridge and the country, is rapid 
transit. We think in order to get that we must have a 
straight line. : | 

@. (By Alderman KNEELAND.) I would like to ask Mr. 
Kimball what the real objection is to going down here. 
What is the real objection to the curves? 

A. The danger. A curve on a railroad is dangerous, 
and especially so on an elevated structure. 

@. More dangerous than the curve at Dudley street? 

A. No. 

Q. Then the curve at Dudley street is not a dangerous 
curve ? 

A. It is, yes sir. The curve in New York, where the 
train went into the street, was a dangerous curve. 

(). Is it possible from an engineering standpoint to run 
this elevated down these streets mentioned ? 
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A. Possible, but it is not practicable. 

Q. Then if the Board of Aldermen ever granted a loca- 
tion covering that route, you as an engineer would declare 
to your company that it would be impracticable for them to 
accept that route ? 

A. I think so. I would want to look into it a little 
more in detail. I think I have already stated that, that we 
have no authority to go on Nashua street and we haven’t 
any authority to cross the Boston & Maine land. 

Q. (By Alderman Banes.) I would like to ask the 
gentleman a question. Have you calculated at all how 
much the sharp curve wears out your rolling stock? 

A. No, sir, except it is a good many dollars. I do not 
know how many. 

Q. Isn’t it a fact that the sharper curves are more wear 
and tear on your rolling stock? 

A. That is another objection. I think the first is the 
danger and the second is the wear and tear on the rolling 
stock. 

@. Is not this wear and tear on the rolling stock a very 
serious objection ? 

A. Itis a very serious objection. 

@. Perhaps more serious than the danger? 

A. That is one reason we are making so much noise to- 
day, on account of the difficulty of keeping the rolling stock 
in order. 

Q. It increases your wear and tear on your rolling stock ? 

A. It does. 

Q. Isn’t that a very powerful consideration in your not 
wishing to have curves ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Perhaps the greatest consideration of all three? 

A. Weare apt to put danger ahead of everything. It 
costs a great deal of money, sir, for liability suits when the 
train goes off the track. 

(. And that with the wear and tear of curves on the 
rolling stock, it is that which makes you wish not to have 
that curve ? 

A. It is a very important item. 

Mr. SALTONSTALL.— The petitioners have no further evi- 
dence to offer, Mr. Chairman. 

Alderman WHELTON.— Mr. Saltonstall, 1 would like to ask 
you, if you please, whether or not the Boston Elevated Rail- 
way Company consulted the Boston & Maine Railroad re- 
garding the crossing of their land, straight from the bridge 
right to Lowell street, and whether or not that request was 
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rejected, right from the dam to the junction of Brighton 
street and Lowell street, crossing — on which on your petition 
I think you say, **On the crossing of Brighton street and 
Leverett street.” 7 

Mr. SALTONSTALL. — You mean right here? (indicating 
on the plan). 

Alderman WHELTON.— Would you take so much land 
through here? Has it occurred to you to cross the — 

Mr. SALTONSTALL.— The act in terms provides that that 
may be done with the assent of the Boston & Maine Railroad, 
and from the fact that the Boston & Maine Railroad did not 
object at that time I assume that it has been brought to their 
attention and that they have no objection to doing it. 

Alderman WHELTON.-—— Do you know whether or not that 
is 80? 

Mr. SALTONSTALL.— I do not know, as a matter of fact, 
whether the company has brought the plan to the attention 
of the Boston & Maine Railroad. | 

Alderman WHELTON.— Then there must be something 
to it, because as [ think you take a portion of their land. 

Mr. SALTONSTALL. — The statute contemplates that, and 
that has been gone into with the Boston & Maine. 

Mr. Kitey.— Mr. Chairman, I presume that the case for 
the petitioners is closed ? 

Mr. SALTONSTALL. — Substantially ; yes, sir. 
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Mr. Chairman and Members of the Board, I appear here as 
the chairman of a special committee of the lower branch of 
the city government, appointed by a unanimous vote recorded 
on yea and nay, to protest against the granting of any elevated 
structure in the streets of Boston. I appear here secondly as 
a member of the city government representing directly that 
section of the city which is to be ruined and devastated by 
this proposed elevated structure, and I appear here thirdly as 
a citizen and an owner of property to be affected by this ele- 
vated structure or this proposed elevated structure. I and 
we — and I am speaking now for a great many of the remon- 
strants — object to this elevated structure for this proposed 
elevated railway for many reasons. ‘The first and most im- 
portant is that it is unnecessary. Mr. Chairman and gentle- 
men of the Board, you are sitting here to-day as trustees of 
this corporation to decide upon a question as between the 
Elevated Railway and the public whom you represent. This 
proposition that you have before you for consideration was 
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claimed to be before the Massachusetts Legislature a matter 
of convenience for the travelling public on the other side of 
Cambridge, Middlesex County, Newton, Watertown, Waltham 
and all those cities and towns beyond. ‘The City of Cam- 
bridge through its mayor and through its city solicitor ap- 
peared before the committee of the Legislature and opposed 
most strenuously the granting of elevated structures 
through the streets of Cambridge. They contested that 
proposition from the time it was proposed until the enacting 
of this legislation and they fought the thing sincerely. The 
citizens of Cambridge, however, are willing, although they 
would not have an elevated structure in their city — they 
were satisfied to support an act which gave us an elevated 
structure in our city. In other words, they were not willing 
to abide by the principle, “do unto others as you would 
be done by.” ‘The result is that you are now asked to grant 
locations under the provisions of an act assisted in its pas- 
sage by the City of Cambridge, which objects to an elevated 
structure itself, but would impose it upon the citizens and 
taxpayers in our section of this city. 

Now, Mr. Chairman and gentlemen of the Board, we 
object to this first because it is unnecessary. It is unneces- 
sary for the interests of the people of Boston and it is not 
necessary for the great travelling public in the cities and 
towns beyond. While this matter was under discussion 
before the Committee on Metropolitan Affairs it was proposed 
that if an elevated railway was absolutely necessary, and the 
Elevated Road was then contending that a subway was 
impossible, although we proved that its contentions were 
false — we believe if an elevated structure is necessary, 
- begin at Lechmere square, proceed to Prison Point as far as 
Front street, down Front street to City square and across the 
Charlestown bridge to the North Station. The chief engineer 
here representing this great corporation says that an absolute 
comparison was never made of the difference in distance 
between the two routes. Representing his corporation, he 
was unable to tell you what the actual difference in time would 
be, but we, the citizens and taxpayers of Boston, would say 
that even if the time was a little greater by reason of dis- 
tance, considering the extreme damage to the city and its tax- 
payers as well as its business men, it should have no influence 
with you. The Elevated is seeking to accommodate the 
people outside of Boston to the detriment of the people whom 
you gentlemen sit here as trustees to represent. 

Now, then, Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, I present to you 
first, before going into this thing in detail, the remonstrances 
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of taxpayers representing more than twenty millions of real 
estate in this city. The total capital stock of this Boston 
Elevated. Railway is in the neighborhood of $13,000,000. 
We set against that proposition men hke Wood, Pollard & 
Co., William K. Porter, A. E. Sturtevant, Mr. Boylston 
A. Beal, Thomas B. Beal, Mr. Watson, of Estabrook & Co., 
and holders of mortgages, the banks, business men and 
all of the great property owners down there, totalling in 
value over twenty millions of real estate. Mr. William K. 
Porter, who appeared before the committee, pays taxes on 
$1,200,000 in that immediate neighborhood ; George Holden 
Tinkham, representing the Holden and the Bennett and 
Bingham estates, $900,000 worth of real estate; the Peter - 
Brigham Hospital property, represented by Mr. Codman, 
representing $700,000 worth of real estate; Mr. Thomas 
Butler, representing $500,000; Mr. Beal, representing 
$80,000; Mr. Charles Wyzanski, representing over $50,000 ; 
Mr. Morrison, representing $60,000; Mr. Pollard, repre- 
senting $560,000; Mr. Porter, whom I mentioned a little 
while ago, representing $1,200,000; Mr. Watson, who 
was represented by Mr. Buffum, as his attorney, repre- 
senting $175,000 worth of real estate; Mr. Wheeler, of 
Hutchins & Wheeler, representing Isaiah Beal, representing 
$250,000 ; Mr. F. W. Hunnewell, who was there through his 
attorney, representing from three to five hundred thousand 
dollars. 

We have, I say, on this petition which was presented at 
that time to the Legislature, real estate and taxpayers rep- 
resenting over twenty millions. ‘There personally ap- 
peared before the Committee on Metropolitan Affairs gentle- 
men representing $6,500,000. 

Now, then, we have in addition to that the following re- 
monstrants : 


‘¢ Mr. Ropman Prapopy, Chairman Sub-committee on Metro- | 
politan Affairs. Dear Sir,— Understanding that, in connection 
with rapid transit service to Cambridge, it is proposed by the 
Boston Elevated Co., if permitted, to erect a structure for this 
purpose via Causeway, Lowell and Brighton streets, I desire, on 
behalf of the trucking interests of this city, to protest most 
emphatically against any legislation permitting this. 

‘¢ For years our members have been endeavoring to eliminate 
congestion in this section, and deprecate any act which would 
tend to obstruct the streets already overcrowded with traffic. 

‘* Trusting you will give our interests consideration in this 
matter, I remain, very respectfully yours, F. Stebbins, Secretary 
Master Teamsters’ Association.’’ 
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‘¢Mr. Ropman T. Peasopy, Chairman Sub-committee Metro- 
politan Affairs. Dear Sir,— The undersigned members of Team- 
sters’ Joint Council, and representing the teaming interests of 
Boston and vicinity, hereby protest against the placing of any 
more elevated structures in the streets of the city, and ask your 
honorable committee to use every effort to prevent legislation 
oranting any such privilege to the Boston Elevated Railway. 
We ask your committee to consider the advisability of construct- 
ing subways as the best means of rapid transit. Respectfully 
yours.’’ 


That is signed by all of the officers of the Joint Teamsters’ 
Council of the City of Boston and vicinity. 


‘To RopmMan Peasopy, EsQ., Chairman Sub-committee on 
Metropolitan Affairs. Dear Sir, — On behalf of the Contractors 
and Builders’ Association of the City of Boston, comprising 
owners of real estate, business men and taxpayers in the City of 
Boston, we most emphatically protest against granting any loca- 
tions for elevated structures, or extending or confirming any 
existing locations in the streets of our city. We desire to go on 
record as advocating in place thereof, wherever it is practical, the 
construction of subways as the best solution of the problem of 
rapid transit. 

‘¢ We especially object to any legislation authorizing the placing 
of an.elevated structure on Causeway street in front of the North 
Union Station.” 


That is signed by all the officers and directors of the Con- 
tractors and Builders’ Association of the City of Boston. 


‘¢ComMITTEE ON Merropotiran Arrarrs, Boston, Mass. 
Gentlemen, — We desire to record our protest in most emphatic 
manner against the proposed establishment of an elevated rail- 
road on Causeway street. We are the owners of the property 
corner of Canal and Causeway streets, known as the Hotel Hay- 
market, and this would be the means of disturbing to a large 
extent the value of our property. We are lessees of the property 
on both corners of Causeway and Friend streets. 

‘Tn our judgment, Causeway street would be ruined for busi- 
ness by the establishment of an elevated structure, and it is a 
very congested street at present, owing to the immense amount 
of draying, and an elevated structure would seriously impair busi- 
ness of this section of the city, as it is the main thoroughfare for 
freight to the Boston & Maine Railroad station. 

‘¢ We hope that, if it becomes necessary to make a connection 
between Cambridge and the present subway, that it will take the 
form of a sub-construction, as that is the most logical means of 
connection.’’ 


That is signed by A. W. Pollard, representing Wood, Pol- 
lard & Co., business men, on Causeway street. 
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I have, also, a further letter: 


‘¢Commitren ON Merrororitan Arrairs, State House, Boston, 
Mass. Dear Sirs, —I have been informed that a proposition is 
before you for the construction of an elevated railroad on Cause- 
way street, from Leverett street, to connect with the present 
elevated railroad at Canal street. As the representative of the 
owners of property, 118 Causeway street, corner of Friend 
street, I desire to enter a vigorous protest against this con- 
struction, as it will seriously damage the property which I repre- 
sent. If it becomes necessary to have transportation between the 
points mentioned, I hope it will be a subway connection, which | 
think would be much more advantageous, and would cause much 
less damage to property.” 


That is signed by Charles H. Watson, of Estabrook & Co., 
15 State street. 

We also have a letter of a similar nature signed by Mr. 
Boylston A. Beal, representing a very large real estate inter- 
est, as follows: 


‘*ComMitTER OF Merrorouitan Arrairs or THE LeGisLaATuRE 
or MaAssacuuserts, State House, Boston. Gentlemen, — As trus- 
tee of the estate of James H. Beal, and as such trustee the owner 
of the property situated at the corner of Causeway and Friend 
streets, Boston, I desire to protest most emphatically against the 
construction of an elevated road along that portion of Causeway 
street, a bill for which construction is, I understand, to come 
before you at an early date. The narrowness of Causeway street 
and the great crowds of people using the Union Station seems to 
me to make such a road extremely inexpedient at this point.” 


There are also these four petitions signed by large real 
estate owners along the line, all protesting against the grant- 
ng of elevated structures. 

Now, Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, the Committee on 
Metropolitan Affairs, I charge here now before the members 
of the Board of Aldermen, were absolutely owned by the 
Boston Elevated Railway upon this proposition, They 
began the hearings by refusing to hear the citizens and tax- 
payers upon this question. They got their attorney, Mr. 
Pillsbury, they got the Mayor of Cambridge, they got the 
representatives of some associations which they controlled in 
Cambridge, and they got four or five of these gentlemen 
together, and they framed a bill and they put it in before the 
Committee on Metropolitan Affairs. They had as their 
representative Mr, Peabody, who was charged on the floor 
of the House with being in consultation away into the wee 
hours of the morning with a representative of the Elevated 
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Railway in framing this bill. They had Representative’ 
Stevens of Somerville, they had a gentleman from Ward 11, 
and, as I say, they were absolutely owned by the company 
from the start and tried in every possible manner to prevent 
the citizens and taxpayers from getting a hearing, and it was 
only after the most strenuous effort on the part of the com- 
mittee of the Common Council who went there representing 
the unanimous voice of protest of the lower branch, that 
they finally even granted us a hearing, but their minds were 
absolutely made up before they heard the case that they pro- 
posed to give the Elevated Railway that which they sought, 
and that which was to work such a great hardship to the people 
of our city. 

The people who have built up that section of the city are 
a hardworking, thrifty people —the people along Lowell 
street, Wall street and Cotting street — and in that section 
are people who for the most part have large mortgages and 
small equities. The putting through of this proposition | 
means ruin for many of them. You know that a man who 
has a piece of property worth $8,000, who has an equity of 
$1,500 and has a mortgage of $6,500 — you know that when 
that mortgage expires if the railroad puts this structure 
through there, the holders of the mortgage will refuse to 
extend. You know that that means the wiping out of the 
equity. And we also understand that under the provisions 
of this act the owner of the property has no right to recover 
until the railroad starts to build, and that the men whose 
equities are taken away from them are absolutely unable to 
recover a dollar. 

Another consideration on this matter, Mr. Chairman: 
Under the provisions of this act only those who abut on the 
line of this proposed road are entitled to recover. In other 
words, if a piece of property ten feet deep stands between 
your property and the line of the Elevated Railway you have 
no right to recover under the provisions of this act, and 
althongh the damage from noise and the other contingent 
damages that come from the Elevated Railway will injure your 
property equally, or almost equally, as much as the property 
adjoining, you have no right to recover. 

Now, then, under the provisions of this act, Mr. Chairman 
and gentlemen of the Board, the Boston Board of Aldermen 
must assume the entire responsibility for ruining that section 
of the city and for ruining the people there, because when 
this case was heard before the Massachusetts Legislature 
they said to us in reply to our argument that it never could 
be done unless the Board of Aldermen granted the location. 


HEARING ON ELEVATED RAILWAY LOCATION. oY 


It is now up to you members of the Board of Aldermen, as 
trustees of the city’s interests, taking care of your taxpayers 
and not attempting to give rapid transit to Newton and 
Watertown to the detriment of your people — it is up to you 
now to say whether this thing shall be or not. 

We went before the Legislature and we asked that they 
construct a subway beginning at the point here at Craigie’s 
bridge, and following a line here to be determined by the 
Rapid Transit Commissioners, down here to Haymarket 
square, to join the present subway. We showed them, 
through Mr. Crocker, Chairman of the Rapid Transit Com- 
mission, that that was feasible, it was proper, and it was the 
best solution of this entire question. Then they never at- 
tempted to deny that proposition. We showed them that 
that could be built for from one million to one million two 
hundred fifty thousand dollars. They acknowledged it 
would cost them to put up the amount of steel superstruct- 
ure that would be required for this route from Craigie’s 
bridge or from Lechmere square to the North Station 
approximately $250,000. We showed that when the dam- 
ages were paid to the owners of adjoining property, with the 
takings which they would be obliged to take to avoid sharp 
angles and turns, when that structure was paid for, when the 
structure of the elevated road was paid for, that there was 
absolutely no difference between the cost of the subway and 
the cost of the elevated structure. And what was the reason 
and the only reason which caused the Elevated Railway to 
insist upon this monster structure which has invaded Charles- 
town, the South End and Roxbury already? 

General Bancroft, in conversation with one or two gentle- 
men, very indiscreetly dropped this remark: “If there is a 
subway we shall be tenants under the existing laws in Bos- 
ton. If we get this structure we own the streets.” And 
that to-day is the position of the Elevated Railway. Grant 
them this location which they ask for, and you give them a 
perpetual and an irrevocable right in the highways of our 
city for all time. Insist that these locations shall not be 
granted, Mr. Chairman and gentlemen of the Board, and we 
will go before the next Legislature and ask and insist on a 
subway and the repeal of all locations now existing for 
eleyated structures in the highways of our city. 

Now, then, the financial side of this. There will be 
approximately, if you grant this petition— there will be 
approximately gouged right out of that section of the city 
$585,000 worth of real estate. Just think of it. The prob- 
lem to-day is: How are we going to keep down the taxes? 
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How are we going to keep down the taxes? How are we 
going to get more income, so that our city can be run on 
a more solid basis? Here is the railroad company say- 
ing: Give us locations that will wipe out $585,000 with one 
stroke of the pen. Thatis astarter. What does that mean? 
Five hundred and eighty-five thousand dollars which never 
can be put back. It means a loss to the City of Boston of 
$10,000 in taxes a year. ‘Then there is a damage to the 
remaining estates adjoining this structure involved in this of 
$2,250,000. The remaining property along the line of the 
road which will be damaged, which abuts or adjoins imme- 
diately the structure, is $1,764,000 of real estate. Figuring 
a depreciation of about 80 per cent. of the total assessed 
value of that property, and figuring a corresponding depreci- 
ation in the property upon which no recovery can be made 
by the owners, you have easily a loss to the city of from 
thirty to thirty-five thousand dollars annually. What does 
that mean, Mr. Chairman and gentlemen of the Board? A 
loss of $35,000 means in forty years damages of $1,100,000. 
Forty years would be probably the length of the bonds which 
would be issued by the city for a subway. In forty years 
the loss to the city would equal the cost of construction. In 
other words, upon those figures it would be cheaper for the 
city to build a subway from Haymarket square to Lechmere 
square out of its treasury and give it to the Elevated Rail- 
way rather than for you gentlemen to grant these locations. 

That is the financial part of this proposition, and there 
has never been any argument urged against it. 

Now, then, another side of this question : To-day the State 
of Massachusetts is constructing the Charles River basin 
there, making the Charles river at that end of the city the 
crowning jewel of the park system of our city and our met- 
ropolitan district. ‘They have authorized the expenditure of 
almost $3,000,000 to beautify that section. They are coming 
across to Lowell street with this causeway which will be 105 
feet wide. The new bridge coming across from Cambridge 
will cost $2,500,000; there is an embankment to be con- 
structed from this bridge in the rear of property along 
Charles river. A contract already made calls for the con- 
struction of the embankment from the new Cambridge bridge 
to Berkeley street to be built by January 1, 1908. ~ 

Now, why do I mention these things? I mention them 
because the opportunities for the increase in the tax values 
in that section of the city are great because of the improve- 
ments that the State and the city are carrying on and are 
committed to. 


h. 
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In a few years when this West Boston bridge has been 
opened and when this Charles River dam has_ been finished 
and this parkway is completed, what do you have? You 
have a complete park drive from this park system here down 
on the Charles river back of the houses on Charles street to | 
this point here, the corner of Cambridge and Charles streets. 
There then will be a demand for a street to be constructed 
from that point across this property to the North Station, 
because when this parkway is completed to this point and 
the drive is completed from the corner of Charles and Cam- 
bridge streets with a 105-foot roadway coming in from 


_ Cambridge, the next thing in hne with that would be the 


construction of a 160 foot wide highway from that point to 
the North Station. 

What does that mean? That means the opening up of all 
this real estate and the increase in its value of 50 to 60 
per cent. 

Now, then, what are you going todo? You are going to 


destroy property. You are going to take out of the market 


$600,000 worth, approximately, of real estate. You are 
going to destroy the property that is left along the line of the 
route. You are going to prevent certain property owners 
who are going to be injured from recovering, and you are 
going to subject this section of the city there to this damage 
for all future time. ‘That is what it means. 

Now, then, the lower branch of the city government have 
done their duty on this question. They have, by a unani- 
mous vote, after ful) discussion of this proposition, recorded 
their vote against the elevated structure in Boston. You 
men who come from Charlestown, from Roxbury, from Forest 
Hills, and from the other sections of the city, know what the 
elevated structure has done to our city. Go up Washington 
street and down through Beach street, look at the property, 
and then see what is going to happen to this property in our 
section. uh 

The removal of the Park-square station and wiping that 
out, the building of the South Station, and the placing 
of elevated structures in the streets of our city have lost 
more to the City of Boston in the last ten years than it can 
recover in the next twenty years, and now one more drive is 
going to be made in this system. 

But you will say, what remedy have you? You have the 
remedy in your hands. They can appeal to the Board of 
Railroad Commissioners in sixty days if you refuse to grant 
their location — sixty days from the time of the filing of 
the petition. But the Board of Railroad Commissioners 
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never will grant, never will dare to grant this location after 
the city government in both branches have protested against 
it, so that it is up to you gentlemen in the Board of 
Aldermen. 

Now, then, what reasons can be urged in favor of this 
location? Rapid transit? Rapid transit for whom and for 
where? For Boston? No. For Cambridge? A little for 
Somerville? Yes. For Watertown? Yes; for all those 
places it may help, but would not the subway furnish all the 
rapid transit they need? Would not an elevated structure 
from this point in Charlestown and coming over existing 
highways to the North Station furnish it? Yes. Mr.Salton- — 
stall will say that you have no right to deal with that ques- 
tion. I say that is correct, but if you refuse to grant these 
locations and hold this situation open until next year we 
will then ask the Legislature to compel them to build a sub- 
way from Haymarket square to the North Station, or, as an 
alternative, to take the other highways where they will not 
damage anybody but the Boston & Maine Railroad, and let 
the two railroads fight it out between themselves. That is 
the proposition. 

Now, then, they went before the committee and they asked 
for a confirmation of existing locations, existing locations 
across Craigie bridge to Brighton street, thence by Brighton 
street to Lowell street, thence by Lowell street to Causeway 
street, thence by Causeway street to Canal street. That is the 
location they asked for. ‘They sold the Legislature a gold 
brick. So they are attempting to sell you gentlemen one now. 
They simply asked for a confirmation of those locations, and 
they very carefully put in at the end of the section, ‘ or such 
other locatiovs as may be necessary to avoid sharp angles and 
curves,’ and under the provision of those lines, Mr. Chairman 
and gentlemen of the Board, they come in here and ask for a 
location entirely outside the location granted under the pro- 
visions of the act and which the members of the committee 
understood they were giving them. 

Now, then, Mr. Chairman and gentlemen of the Commit- 
tee, you have been patient, and I have taken more time per- 
haps than I ought to, but I have the interests of the people 
of that section of the city at heart. I was born within the 
lines of this proposed route and I have been there ever since 
my birth. I believe that the possibilities of real estate in 
that section of the city are great in the future if they are 
allowed to go along as they are to-day. I believe that this 
proposition means the destroying of this property for the 
present and for the future. I ask you on behalf of the 
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owners of twenty millions of real estate, I ask you on be- 
half of the business men, both large and small, in that sec- 
tion of the city, to refuse any location, any location for an 
elevated structure, and to compel, to compel these people to 
go on an appeal to the Railroad Commissioners, and we will 
try the issue out there, the same as we are trying it out here 
to-day. I thank you, gentlemen. 


STATEMENT OF LEE M. FRIEDMAN, Esa. 


Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, I appear here as a private 
citizen, and also as the representative of the West End Real 
Estate Protective Association, an association of citizens and 
real estate owners in the West End, which comprises some 
three hundred members. 

The last speaker has stated so eloquently and so much to 
the point the objections to the elevated structure and the 
advantages to be expected from a subway that I will not 
touch that part of the subject, because I feel that the 
appeal on that subject is to the Legislature. But I do ask 
the Board of Aldermen to refuse any location to the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company that demands the taking of 
private land. I believe there never was an act that passed 
the Legislature that took from private citizens so great an 
amount of property and gave it to a single corporation as 
this elevated act, if it is to be construed as the Elevated 
Railway Company now proposes to construe it and to put it 
in operation as entitling them to go into the highways of 
Boston and locate on private land. It forces a contribution 
from every private land owner in the neighborhood of the 
location where it locates on private land. The act was 
originally intended to enable the railway company only to 
build in the streets of Boston, and if you look at the original 
act of 1894, you will find that it says, in describing the 
location, that the railway structure is to be built through 
specified streets. It never was contemplated in_ the 
original act that a single foot of this elevated structure 
should be built on private land, and when you come to 
the section which allows landowners to have damages it only 
provides for the assessment of damages for landowners who 
abut on public highways or private ways which are used by 
the Boston Elevated Railway and does not give any damages 
to the people whose estates are next to the private property 
which is acquired by the Elevated Railway for its structure. 
And, gentlemen, the Elevated Railway has taken advantage 
of that section, and has by technicalities done no end of 
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damage to the landowners in the South End, around Kirkland 
and Porter streets. Perhaps you remember that by an 
amendatory act in 1897 the Elevated Railway was allowed 
to locate on private land in the neighborhood of Kirkland 
street. It did. It bought up one side of Kirkland street, 
located its tracks on that private land which it bought up, and 
then it turned to every landowner on Kirkland street and 
every landowner on Porter street and said, We do not need 
to pay you a cent damage, because we can construe that act 
so technically that no individual landowner is entitled to 
damages; we are not locating on a public way. ‘Therefore 
the man on Kirkland street, whose real estate is plumb 
up against the elevated, who is damaged by the noise and 
dust and all the inconveniences of an elevated structure, can- 
not get a dollar’s worth of damage. ‘The man on Porter 
street, who faced that structure, was not entitled to a dollar’s 
worth of damage, and, gentlemen, it did them thousands of 
dollars worth of damage, and that damage was suffered by 
those landowners and the Elevated had the benefit of it. I 
am talking from my own experience with reference to those 
Kirkland street estates, because I know that no settlements 
were made that were at all commensurate with the damage 
that was done, and when I held out for the last real estate 
owner in that vicinity and disputed the right of the Elevated 
Railway to so construe this act I was given two or three 
times the damages which most of the landowners got to pre- 
vent that question being threshed out in court, because they 
wanted to work that technicality to a larger extent in the 
West End. 

There is nothing in the act as it stands to-day to entitle 
the landowner who has a piece of property, we will say, at 
No. 11 on the street to get damages if the Elevated Railway 
tikes the whole of the estate No. 9, and builds its structure 
on the estate No. 9, and takes no part of the estate No.11. 
The structure may be within three inches of his wall, the 
trains may run morning, noon and night, causing him loss 
every minute and every day, but he is powerless under this 
act, and our Supreme Court has already said that no private 
landowner could get damages from a railroad company where 
no part of his property is taken, and the act gives him no 
damages unless the structure is located in a highway. 

It is a serious matter for every landowner in the West 
End, because, as Mr. Kiley has so well said, mortgages are 
large and the equities are small, and if the estates are 
damaged, no matter how liberal the courts may be, it takes 
years to get your damages, it takes no end of money to pre- 
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pare your cases, and the result is that every landowner is 
forced to settle for inadequate damages. To grant a location 
such as the Elevated asks to-day is to take thousands of dol- 
lars from the pockets of the individual property owners in the 
West End and give it as a gift from the City of Boston to the 
Elevated Railway, and, gentlemen, ought the Elevated Rail- 
way to be awarded a location which it admits is one it has 
selected without adequate study of the situation? 

Mr. Kimball, who has the resources of the Elevated Rail- 
way at his disposal, does not pretend to have made an ex- 
haustive study of the possible routes, of the other methods of 
carrying out this act that are practical and perhaps economi- 
cal, but it has deliberately chosen to locate on private land 
because it hopes to escape from paying adequate damages to 
the landowners. 

I am quite sure that no such scheme as is suggested here 
could have been contemplated when the plans were presented 
to the Legislature; and when you have got an ambiguous act 
through the Legislature, and when the people of Boston real- 
ize that they have been buncoed and they appeal to this Board 
to prevent the iniquitous carrying out of a scheme of this 
kind, it is the duty of every member of this Board to refuse 
a location such as is demanded here to-day, and I ask this in 
the name of three hundred citizens and landowners in the 
West End, and I ask it as a citizen myself, and I trust that 
our request will be heeded. 


STATEMENT OF ROBERT HoMANS, Esa. 


Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, the reasons for opposing 
this location have been presented very fully, and I shall be 
very brief. I represent the Conveyancers’ Title Insurance 
Company, which holds in the particular block— you may 
eall it a block — between Brighton street and Causeway 
street, about half a million of mortgages. If this road goes 
through, the value of their securities will naturally be less- 
ened, and although they may protect themselves you can 
readily see what a hardship the calling in of half a million of 
mortgages in that one locality will be on the citizens there. 

Mr. Saltonstall said that he was not present or had noth- 
ing to do with the passage of this act by the Legislature. 
If he had been there, Mr. Chairman, or if he had known 
about it, he never would have come here to-day supporting 
this proposed location. It is a most extraordinary one. 
Why, when the matter was up this spring, I remember of 
speaking to the Chairman on the part of the House of the 
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Committee on Metropolitan Affairs and asking him why, as 
the road already had locations in Brighton street and in 
Lowell street under the Acts of 1894, they proposed to re- 
peat those locations in this statute; and he said, “We have 
got to give the Elevated Road: a little chance to cut corners 
on Brighton street and Lowell street, and we have got to 
put them in the new act, and we might as well repeat that 
whole location down there in that section.” Now, that is 
the situation, and I do not believe that anybody who 
attended those hearings had any idea that the road »was 
meaning to use Brighton street and was meaning to use 
Lowell ‘street, or was ever to be allowed to go across private 
property in the way it is proposed on that plan. Why, they 
could take off fifteen or twenty feet at the corner of Brighton 
street and Lowell street and as much more at the corner of 
Causeway street and Lowell street, and that is what they 
were expected to do, but this giving the road there that big 
piece of territory — the right through that big piece of terri- 
tory there — never was thought of, and if it ever had been sug- 
gested by the road it never would have been allowed to get 
into that act. And that is absolutely plain from the language 
of the statute. The original Act of 1894 says, “To and 
through Lowell street and to and through Brighton street.” 
Well, now, Mr. Chairman, if you look at that plan you can see 
that the road will cross Brighton street and does no more, and 
across Lowell street and does no more, and is a route which 
goes to and through Brighton street and to and through 
Lowell street ; and the present act does not give any greater 
rights in those streets than they had; it simply gives them 
locations existing in Leverett street, Brighton street, Lowell 
street and Causeway street. Well, now, when it says the 
locations existing- in those streets, under the present act of 
this year, it means the right to go to and through Lowell 
street and to and through Brighton street, as provided in the 
original act, and does not mean anything else. How they 
can claim it does is more than I can see. I think that is all 
I need to say, Mr. Chairman. If they had come in with a 
plan which to ease their curves took part of private property 
at the corner of Leverett street and Brighton street and those 
other corners, I should have said well and good, but I do not 
believe they have got any authority under the statute to put 
this route through as it is. 

Alderman BEerwin.— Mr. Homans, you have followed 
the act very closely, haven’t you? 

Mr. Homans. — Well, I did at the time it was passed. 
I don’t have the details in mind. 
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Alderman Berwin. — How do you interpret that portion 
of the act which provides for an appeal to the Railroad 
Commissioners ? 

Mr. Homans. — There is a provision in the act relating 
to that. I was trying to find it a moment ago. 

Mr. SALTONSTALL. — The last part of section 22. 

Mr. Homans. — That applies to the Boston & Maine Rail- 
road, does it not? It has to do with the Boston & Maine 
Road, “and in case any such application is made to the board 
by said railroad corporation, or in case any application 
authorized by law is made by the company to the board for 
the approval of a route or location which the mayor and 
aldermen have refused or failed to approve, the board, having 
in view all public interests, shall, after public notice and 
hearing, finally fix and determine such route or location.” 

Alderman BERWIN. — Well, don’t you understand that 
to be mandatory upon the Railroad Commissioners to grant a 
location for an elevated structure ? j 

Mr. Homans. — Oh, I am rather inclined to think, Alder- 
man, that they are entitled under this act to a location. 
The question is really as to the details of the place it is to 
be put. That is only my own opinion. 

Alderman Brerwin.— Well, that being the case, don’t 
you think it is cowardly on the part of this Board to refuse 
to grant them some location, in view of the fact that the 
present Board of Aldermen are at least subject to criticism, 
and subject to the votes, if they are candidates, of the 
citizens of Boston; whereas the Railroad Commissioners are 
merely appointive officers, and they, under those conditions, 
would perhaps ordinarily receive better treatment, if anything, 
at the hands of the Board of Aldermen than they would at 
the hands of the Board of Railroad Commissioners? Have I 
made myself clear to you? 

Mr. Homans. —I do not know as I should call any act on 
the part of this Board cowardly or not. 

Alderman BERWIN. — Now, the question has been advanced 
here, the argument has been advanced to this Board, to take 
no action itself, and let the Board of Railroad Commissioners 
determine the matter. Now, how would you feel on a propo- 
sition of that kind? I would ask you privately, but I might 
as well ask you publicly. 

Mr. Homans. — Since you ask me, I think it is the duty 
of this Board, as far as I can make out from the act, to fix 
this location somehow; and if they have got the right to go 
through all this private property that they claim, which I 
think is unheard of and perfectly iniquitous, I cannot see why 
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they cannot go through any of that private property in that 
place, and I should think a much better route could be 
selected than the present one, as far as the interests of the 
property owners there are concerned. 

Alderman BreRwin.-— And actually you think the best 
interests of all concerned would be brought about by the con- 
struction of a subway? | 

Mr. Homans.— Very much so. I think this act was 
a very great misfortune to the City of Boston. It wa; only 
put through to slaughter Boston to help Cambridge. 

Mr. Davin Mancovirz.— Assuming that the Railroad 
Commissioners failed to grant the location for three years, 
have the Elevated any equitable remedy to compel them to 
give them a location? 

Mr. SALTONSTALL. — I should suppose they could compel 
the Railroad Commissioners to give them a location some- 
where. 

Mr. Homans. —I should think they would be compelled 
to. That is my opinion. 

Alderman BromBere. — Do I understand you to say that 
the effect — that it is your opinion that if the Board of 
Aldermen refused to grant the location, that the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company can take it before the Railroad 
Commissioners ? 

Mr. Homans. — It would not affect, as I remember it, this 
act. If this Board does not act within sixty days of the 
application being filed before them, the road can within thirty 
days after the sixty days have expired go to the Railroad 
Commissioners and ask for a location. 

Alderman BRoMBERG. — That is, if this Board refuses, 
they can. 3 

Mr. Homans. —I think it is in any event. The limit I 
haye forgotten. 

Alderman BERWw1NnN.— Mr. Chairman, I would like to 
answer that question for the benefit of a great many people 
who perhaps do not thoroughly understand the matter, but who 
probably are here under a misapprehension of their real rights. 
I have had the law interpreted to me and I have interpreted 
the law myself, and I want to say for the benefit of a 
great many people of the West End that the situation in my 
judgment is just this. The Legislature has unfortunately 
imposed upon the City of Boston a proposition that I think 
is outrageous. But there is nothing left for us to do but 
to meet the issue that confronts us. That is just this, if 
they fail to grant the Boston Elevated Railway Company 
some kind of a location in the City of Boston, under the 
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terms of that act, they have a right to go before the Board 
of Railroad Commissioners, and it then in my judgment, as I 
read the law, and as the law has been interpreted to me — it 
then becomes mandatory upon the Board of Railroad Com- 
missioners to grant the Boston Elevated Railway Company 
a location. And if the Railroad Commissioners fail to take 
any action, which I do not see how they possibly can, or if 
the Boston Elevated Railway Company — and I am not here 
championing. their cause — but as I have read the act—if 
by any act of interference through the courts or otherwise 
the Boston Elevated Railway Company are not given a 
location, the act continues their rights until the question is 
determined; so do not be fooled by arguments that are 
advanced here for purposes that I know nothing about. I 
am perfectly frank and sincere, as I told the committee that 
waited upon me before, in saying that I want to listen to 
any other proposition and then determine what I think is for 
the very best interests of the people of Boston in the very 
unfortunate situation in which the Legislature has forced 
the Board of Aldermen. That is my position, and that is 
the law and that is the fact. 

Alderman BromBERG. — Mr. Chairman, I cannot possibly 
agree with some of the views expressed by Alderman Ber- 
win, inasmuch as I do not understand from any interpreta- 
tion of the statute that this matter is mandatory upon the 
Railroad Commissioners whatever to grant a location to the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company in the event that this 
Board refuses to grant the location. As a matter of fact, 
Mr. Chairman, I believe that if this Board grants the loca- 
tion, or if this Board refuses to grant a location in accord- 
ance with the language of the statute, the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company has the privilege of going to the Board of 
Railroad Commissioners and requesting a location from them ; 
but it is not mandatory upon the Railroad Commissioners, in 
any sense, Mr. Chairman. As a matter of fact, I think the 
statute, as drawn up, is almost a reflection upon this Board, 
for the reason that, regardless of what action this Board may 
take in this -matter, whether in favor of this location, mod- 
ifying the location, or in absolute opposition to this location, 
or a refusal to grant any location, the Boston Elevated Rail- 
way Company still has the privilege of going before the 
Railroad Commissioners and there getting a final decision. [I 
feel that the matter ought to be fully understood by all 
parties concerned, Mr. Chairman, before our hearing goes any 
further, in order that there may not be any misapprehension 
or misunderstanding of the fact. 
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Alderman Bruu. — Mr. Chairman, I would like to ask Mr. 
Kiley a question if he does not object. Did I understand 
you to say, Mr. Kiley, that a committee of the Council, 
upstairs, appeared before the Legislature in regard to this 
proposition ? 

Councilman KiLEy.— That is true, sir. The committee, 
by a unanimous vote of the Council, recorded by yea and 
nay, authorized three members, as a committee, to appear 
there and protest against any elevated structures in the 
streets of the city. 

Alderman BELL.—Ido not recall, myself. Do you re- 
eall whether there was such a committee from the Board of 
Aldermen ? 

Councilman KinEy. — That was simply a Common Coun- 
ceil order. ‘There was no action by the Board of Aldermen. 

Alderman BELL. — That was not a general order. 

Councilman KineEy.— No, it was not a general order. 
There was no time to send it to the Board of Aldermen. It 
was introduced at such a time that the committee had to be 
appointed quickly, and the hearings would have been over 
had they been obliged to send it to the Board of Aldermen. 

Alderman Bretu.—I do not know whether or not the 
mayor of the city has had any talk in relation to the elevated 
structure there, do you? Did he oppose it in the Legis- 
lature ? 

Councilman KiLtey.— The mayor of Cambridge and the 
city solicitor of Cambridge went to the Legislature and 
fought industriously and early and late against an elevated 
structure; but the mayor of our city did not present an 
appearance at all upon the question. 


STATEMENT OF DAviD MaAncovirTz, Esa. 


There is one question which has not been presented to the 
Board at all. I have lived in the section of the city that is 
in question some twenty years, and in the course of my busi- 
ness I have examined a number of titles in that section of 
the city; and the people you see sitting in back here are 
men who have come in within the lust twenty years, have 
worked from early daybreak until late at night and have 
saved their honest dollar and invested in a small parcel of 
property. A study of the records discloses that this property 
is bought in this way. ‘Take a parcel worth about twelve or 
thirteen thousand dollars. ‘The owner makes a first mortgage 
of 65 per cent.; he makes a second mortgage of about fifteen 
hundred or two thousand dollars; and he has an equity of 
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fifteen hundred or two thousand dollars. What effect is 
this location going to have upon these people? The moment 
this location goes through—and I know of some cases 
within the last two months where mortgages have become 
due and the owner of the mortgages demanded either a 
reduction of the mortgage of 25 per cent. or payment of 
the entire amount. At the present time property ou Lowell 
street and the streets abutting on that cannot be sold 
for the prices it brought a year ago. If this location is 
granted, it is going to have this effect. The moment 
the mortgage becomes due, the first mortgagee will make 
a demand. ‘The owner of the property will not be able to 
obtain an equal amount of money or an amount as great 
from some other person, and the result will be a foreclosure. 
Assume that the mortgagee does not foreclose, but allows the 
mortgage to stay at will, and the road is built. The owner 
of the mortgage is obliged to go into court and contest the 
damages. And what is the result? From my experience 
before the courts of Suffolk County, or any other county, in 
fact, where it comes against a big corporation like the cor- 
poration here, the courts are very careful that the amounts 
recovered for damages shall not exceed about 40 or 50 per 
cent. of the actual damage. You have got to consider the 
attorney’s fees and the large fees to experts in the real estate 
line, and out of a verdict of twenty-five hundred or three 
thousand dollars about 83 per cent. is paid in attorney 
fees and witness fees. That leaves a balance of about 
$2,000 to the owner out of $3,000. And the owner of the 
mortgage comes to the owner of the equity and says, “ Your 
property has been damaged, according to the verdict of that 
jury, to the amount of $3,000, and I ask that you reduce 
your mortgage to that extent.” And the result is that he 
files notice of his claim, he receives the money from the 
railroad company, and the owner of the equity is not only 
the loser, but he has to meet the expenses of the lawyer’s 
fees as well as the witness fees. 

The question has been raised by Alderman Berwin as to 
what this Board should do. To you, Mr. Alderman, I say 
this: All we ask of you is to be fair to all these people. 
They cannot appeal from the action of this Board; they 
cannot appeal to the Railroad Commissioners or anybody 
else. But if you refuse them, the Railway Company have 
the right of appeal. Let them go and take the appeal. That 
is all we ask of you gentlemen. We ask you to stand by 
the people of this section, who are people who have worked 
hard day and night, and you have no right to deprive them 
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of their earnings. Able counsel have stood up and told you 
that they are in doubt whether it is mandatory or discre- 
tionary with the Board of Railroad Commissioners. You 
should follow that and say, “ Here, gentlemen, you have an 
appeal from our decision. We will give you the right to go 
and appeal.” But if you decide against the people, they 
have not a right of appeal. That is the position we take. 
We ask you to stand by the people. If the Elevated have 
the right of appeal give it to them. 


STATEMENT OF JOSEPH L. BERGMAN. 


Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, I would like to tell you how 
liberal the West End Railway is to us poor people. I had an 
experience, and if you will allow me I will tell you. I had a 
piece of property on the corner of Causeway street and Endi- 
cott street. I paid $21,000 forit. On that I borrowed $16,400 
at 4% per cent. When the elevated came there I couldn’t get 
$10,000 for it. I couldn’t get a ten-thousand dollar mortgage. 
The mortgage was called in. I finally got from the Elevated 
people, after fighting three years and a half, I got $3,500, and 
it cost me $700 to get the $3,500. I sold the property then 
for $16,000. So this is how liberal the West End people are. 
The best counsel in the city they have got. The best wit- 
nesses they have. So a poor man has no redress atall. They 
will go to work and destroy the property in the city here, in 
the West End, after the people have struggled for the last 
twenty odd years, since I can remember. I lived one time 
in the West End, and I know how the people have struge¢led, 
and that if the railroad will come there and put up a structure 
up there, I know it will be a total loss there. The people up 
there in the West End, they are hardworking people, as Mr. 
Kiley has stated; they work; they do not work eight hours a 
day, but they work fourteen hours a day. The landowner, the 
man who owns a piece of property, will probably give up so he 
can go hang himself ; but the poor people themselves, they who 
have little stores up there and they make a living, those people 
will be driven out from that section. Of course, I do not know 
how far you have the right. I do not know how the law 
reads, you know. I thought according to the act that they 
have got to give them the route up there, but if there is any 
possible chance not to give them any route at all, I think it 
will be not only the duty of the Board of Aldermen, but I 
think it will be a charity, not to let them build that struc- 
ture up there at all. Butif there is such a thing as you 
have got to give them a location, then there are other ways 
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by which they can enter Cambridge without striking so many 
business properties. Mr. Chairman, I would like to state to 
you how much property is assessed forin the West End and 
how much the property is actually worth. I have gota 
piece of property in the West Hnd that is assessed for 
$12,500, on the corner of Cotting street, which unfortu- 
nately they will go through. They will destroy that. Iwill 
have the same experience I had on the corner of Causeway 
street. It is renting for $1,700 a year. It is assessed for 
$12,500. I refused $24,000 only a year ago for that. And 
the Elevated men will come, and I suppose I will have to 
give something to them; I will have to lose $10,000 there. 
Now, if the Elevated people will go to work on this line here, 
I would like to tell your honorable Board here, that you will 
be called upon next election; they will say, ‘“* Why, there is 
the alderman in my district; he killed me and gave them the 
location through there. I lost $5,000.” And this other man 
will say, “I lost $10,000.” Every space up there is valua- 
ble; you will find there in the attics, an attic will bring in 
money, as I told Mr. Kimball, I think, a few minutes ago. 
The basement under the ground brings in money. So I hope 
and trust before you will give the location, I hope you will 
consider it very carefully. I thank you. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Any further remonstrants to be heard? 

Alderman WHELTON. — Mr. Chairman, I desire to state at 
this time that there are a number of people who could not be 
present to-day at this hearing to oppose the granting of the 
petition. Previous engagements and other plans have kept 
them from the hearing, and I desire to move that the matter 
be taken under advisement for the purpose of allowing those 
who are absent to appear at a later date. I trust the Board 
will grant the request. I make that as a motion, Mr. Chair- 
man, that the petition be taken under advisement. 

Mr. Chairman, I ask unanimous consent to withdraw that 
motion. | 

The CHAIRMAN. — The motion is withdrawn. 

Alderman WHELTON. — Then, Mr. Chairman, I move you, 
sir, that the matter be laid on the table. 

Alderman BromBere.— Until what date ? 

The CHAIRMAN. — For what purpose does the gentleman 
arise ? 

Alderman BromBerea. — For a question of information, 
Mr. Chairman, as to whether the alderman might set any 
particular time, owing to the fact that we only have until 
September 30 to act upon this matter, and we do not want 
this matter laid on the table till that time. 
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The CHAIRMAN. — There is no definite time that the 
matter can lay on the table. The matter can be taken up at 
any time. ‘The question comes now on the motion to lay on 
the table. 

Motion put and carried. 

On motion of Alderman Whelton, the Board then adjourned 
to Tuesday, September 18, 1906. 


At the meeting of the Board of Aldermen held September 
18, no action was taken on the petitions of the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company, and it was voted, on motion of 
Alderman Berwin, that when the Board adjourns, it be to 
meet on Monday, September 24, at 2 o’clock P.M., for 
the sole purpose of continuing the hearing on the peti- 
tions of the Boston Elevated Railway Company for approval 
of a route for its elevated railway from Charles River dam to 
a point on Causeway street, and for approval of location of 
its proposed new station in Causeway street, opposite the 
North Union station, and it was voted that the City Clerk 
give public notice of the above. 

The Board then adjourned to September 24. 


In BOARD OF ALDERMEN, Crry HAtt, 
Boston, September 24, 1906. 


Continued hearing on petitions of the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company. 

The Board was called to order at 2.30 P.M. by the Chair- 
man. 

After roll call by the clerk, on motion of Alderman 
Kneeland the reading of the minutes of the last meeting was 
dispensed with. 

Alderman BrRwiIN.— Mr. Chairman, I move you, sir, 
that No. 12 and No. 18 be taken from the table. 

The Cuatr. — No. 12 is the hearing on the petition of the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company “for approval under the 
provisions of chapter 520 of the Acts of 1906, of its proposed 
route from a point on the new Charles River dam over private 
lands and across Brighton, Willard, Minot, Wall and Cotting 
streets, Cotting court, Lowell and Billerica streets, and through 
Causeway street, also by a curve across Canal street.” 

Are there any gentlemen present wishing to object to the 
proposed route of the Boston Elevated Railway Company in 
the West End? 
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The following named gentlemen gave their names to the 
clerk as objecting to the proposed route : 

Daniel S. Rich, Hotel Westminster, appeared for himself 
and brother, I. A. Rich. 

Mr. Ricu. —I object on account of the noise, that’s all. 
My property is at 95 Leverett street and 16 and 18 Cotting 
Street. 

Louis Lebowitz, 50 Lowell street, appeared for himself. 

John W. Rhoades, representing owners of 31 Lowell street. 

Davis Kervitsky, 86 and 40 Lowell street, appeared for 
himself. 

W. P. Martin, 30 Court street, appeared for the estate of 
John D. Small, 119 to 123 Causeway street. 

Mr. MArtTIN.— I want to go on record as objecting, that’s 
all. 

Alderman BERw1N.—Mr. Chairman, do I understand that 
there are no other persons present who desire to record them- 
selves in opposition to the granting of petition No. 12 on the 
calendar? 

The CHatr.— There doesn’t appear to be anybody else 
present who wishes to object. 

Alderman Brrwin.— Mr. Chairman, I would like to ask 
the engineer of the Boston Elevated Railway Company one 
or two questions. 

Mr. Kimball, do I understand from the petition that the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company have made to this Board 
that there isn’t any other reasonable route, in the judgment 
of yourself as an experienced man and an engineer, that 
would meet with the approval of the company, other than the 
one indicated on the petition and plan before us ? 

A. Yes, sir; I consider it so. 

Q. Any other location, in your judgment, would not be 
what the company feel they could reasonably accept? 

A. No, sir; no other location would be as good as the one 
we have asked for. And the company desire that location 
because they think it is the best for the public. 

@. Well, I was going to ask you to qualify that. You 
consider, then, that the plan that you have submitted to 
this Board is not only the most feasible, but the best plan 
for everybody concerned, that is, for the railway and the 
people? 

eee do. 

@. That is your judgment, from your experience ? 

a es, Sir. 

Alderman Berwin. —I would like to ask Mr. Saltonstall 
a question, if he sees fit to answer it. 
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Q. (By Alderman Berwin.) Do you understand that 
this Board has no legal authority to amend the petition of the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company; must they either accept 
or reject the petition as applied for? 

A. I understand that it is the latter proposition of law 
that applies; that it is a question of your approval or dis- 
approval of this route as applied for. 

Q. But we can’t amend or change the location in your 
plan in any particular ? 

A. Iso understand the law. 

Alderman BerRwin.—TI so understand the same thing, 
only I wanted to have your opinion. This question has been 
suggested, Mr. Saltonstall, and to satisfy myself I would 
rather put it to you, though I feel that the question has 
been answered. 

(. You say positively, from your judgment or knowledge 
of the law bearing on this application, that the Board can’t 
amend the proposition in any particular — that is your judg- 
ment ? 

A. That is my judgment at the present moment. I 
understand there is a probability of this matter going over 
until Wednesday, and if by any possibility I have reason to 
change my opinion in this respect, I will so notify the 
Board at that time. 

Q@. On the legal end of it? 

A. On the legal end of it. 

Q. Will you say at this time that this is the location that 
you shall insist upon asking for, and if we don’t grant that, 
why, there will be no amended petition on the part of the 
Elevated ? 

A. If you don’t grant that, I understand there will be a 
petition filed with the Board of Railroad Commissioners on 
appeal. 

@. But there will be no amendment on the part of the 
railway company ? 

A. There will be no amendment on the part of the company. 

Alderman .BERWIN. — I move you, sir, that No. 12 on the 
calendar be further assigned until Wednesday next at 3 
o'clock. 

Alderman Hrnnessrty.—I would like to ask a question 
or two before that motion is presented. 

Q. (By Alderman Hennessey.) Mr. Kimball says it is 
for the best interests of the railway that the proposed loca- 
tion be granted. Will he kindly give us the reasons? 

A. Because we have not been able to find any better loca- 
tion. It is the shortest line, it gives the best alignment; 
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that is, it is the straightest line, and it seems to me in every 
way better than any location that we have studied. The 
principal reason is, because it is a straight line. 

@. The inference from that is, I suppose, it would cost 
less than any other? 

A. No, sir; I think it would cost more than a crooked 
line to build. 

(J. Those are all the principal reasons ? 

A. Those are all that occur to me at this moment, yes, 
sir. We think, of course, that we could make better time 
over a straight line than we could over a crooked line — 
giving people better transportation facilities, rapid transit. 

Q. You say it is better for the people’? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Tell us why. 

A. Because they can get home quicker at night, and in 
town quicker in the morning; and it is also safer. <A 
straight line is safer than a crooked line. 

@. When you say “the people” you don’t mean the 
people of that immediate vicinity at all. 

A. Everybody that uses the railroad. 

Alderman BERwIN. — I beg leave to move that No. 12 on 
the calendar be especially assigned for the next meeting of 
the Board, which I understand is next Wednesday at 3 
o'clock. 

The motion was put, and No. 12 on the calendar was so 
assigned. 

The CuHatr. — The Chair at this time will call up No. 13 
on the calendar: Petition of the Boston Elévated Railway 
Company for approval of location of its proposed new station 
in Causeway street. Do any persons present wish to object? 

Mr. WALTER N. Burrum.— Mr. Chairman, I represent 
that estate on the corner of Friend and Causeway streets 
belonging to Mr. Charles H. Watson, owner and trustee. I 
would like to ask the road two or three questions before I 
make my protest. One of those is this: What is the width, 
as the road figures it, of the street opposite the North Station 
between buildings on Causeway street and the curve of the 
land belonging to the Boston & Maine road? 

Mr. KimBauu. — I don’t think I can answer that without 
going to the office. I was thinking it was sixty feet, but I 
won't be positive about that. 

Mr. Burrum.— My own information is that from the 
buildings on the south side of Causeway street, including 
the sidewalk, to the curve on the north side, where the 
Boston & Maine land begins, is sixty feet. 
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Mr. KimBALu. — That is my recollection. 

Q. (By Mr. Burrum.) And you would concede that 
the sidewalk was about eight feet wide ? 

A. The sidewalk on the south side? 

Q. On the south side. 

A. Perhaps so. 

Q. How near the buildings on the south side is this 
elevated station structure coming— what is the distance 
between the wall of the buildings and the structure? 

A. Iam unable to state that at present. It would be as 
it is laid out by the Railroad Commissioners; they approve 
of the plans on which we build this station. 

Q DoJ understand that at this present time the public — 
myself as one of the representatives of the public — can’t tell - 
whether your station is coming within five feet of the walls of 
the buildings, or whether it is coming within twenty-five feet ? 

A. I cannot tell. 

Q. Can you tell me how near the sidewalk of the south 
side of Causeway street your station will come? 

A. That is practically the same question, of course. 

Q@. Can you tell me how many supports’ or uprights are 
going to be planted in Causeway street? 

A. No; I cannot tell now. 

(. Can you tell me how many surface tracks there will 
be after the station is constructed ? 

A. Ishould say there would be the same as at present. 

Q. Three tracks? 

A. No, sir; I think there are only two there. 

Q. There are three tracks there. 

A. The Union Railway is one; there are only two tracks 
belonging to the Elevated. 

@. Has the road made any stipulation with the Boston & 
Maine as to how near their land the elevated station is 
coming ? 

A. There have been conferences, but no agreement. 

Q. Is there anybody you know who can inform me just 
where this station is to be planted on that street ? 

A. No, sir; not in detail, the way you ask for it. 

@. Can you tell me how high up the top of the roof of 
the station will come from the street ? 

A. No; that’s determined by the Railroad Commission- 
ers. All matters of construction and detail to the station 
are determined by the commissioners. 

@. Can you give this Board or me any information as to 
just what kind of a station — giving some dimensions — the 
road proposes to put there on Causeway street? 
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A. I think they would lke to build a station with two 
platforms, one on each side, 350 feet in length; the question 
of width has not been studied or determined. I think that 
is about all [ can say. 

Q. But, as to height, you can’t tell me anything about it. 
Is it going to be all roofed over? 

A. I can’t say as to that. 

Q. The road wants to have a shed or station long enough 
there to accommodate eight or nine cars at a time? 

A. Eight cars. 

@. And the length of it will extend from beyond Port- 
land street on Causeway street to Canal street, won’t it? 

A. I can’t say; we would like a platform 350 feet long. 

@. You are an engineer and you made the plans, can’t 
you tell me with reference to Portland street and Canal 
street what the extent is going to be of that station.? 

A. I should say it would run from near Canal to near 
Portland. 

Q. You say it is about 350 feet long? 

A. 3850 feet is what we shall ask for. 

Q. Well, it will take up the whole frontage of Causeway 
on Canal and Friend streets, and lap over in front of the 
buildings on the south side ? 

A. Possibly it will lap over; I can’t say. 

@. And you can give us no information as to how near 
it is coming to the Boston & Maine station, and no informa- 
tion as to how near it is coming to the buildings on the 
south side? 

A. No, sir, I can’t give that detail. 

Mr. Burrum.— My difficulty has been this: I represent, 
as I have said, the owners and the trustees of the estate on 
the corner of Friend street and Causeway street. It is a very 
important matter. The frontage on the south side of Cause- 
way street, between Portland and Canal streets, is divided 
into five lots. The total assessed valuation of those five 
parcels of land is eight hundred and seventy thousand odd 
dollars. I have endeavored reasonably well, with the short 
time, to find out what this station meant. Now I come in to 
this Board and I ask this engineer — presumably the gentle- 
man who ought to know something about it—and I can 
get no information; and here it is proposed by the Boston 
Elevated Road to put a station 350 feet long — block, 


so to speak —the entire front between Portland street and 


Canal street, and I might almost say ruining the properties 
abutting upon Causeway street — these properties I refer 
to. 
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The Elevated Road comes before this Board with the sug- 
gestion that you grant them the right to a station, and, as 
far as I can find out by implication, and by what this engineer 
says, there isn’t one single dimension, there isn’t one single 
important fact. _We don’t know where the station is going, 
and yet they come here without the facts to give us, without 
the essential details, and ask this Board of Aldermen to grant 
them —a pig in a poke —the right to erect a station on 
Causeway street from Portland street to Canal street. 

That’s the kind of spirit with which the Boston Elevated 
has treated the public again and again. Injustice, gentlemen, 
indecency to the Board of Aldermen, to the public! They 
should emphatically come here with figures. 

Now, evetybody concedes that in front of a great station 
like the North Station, with the tremendous traffic that 
there is there, it is very desirable to have as open a space as 
it is practicable under the circumstances, to accommodate 
that traffic—the ordinary cartage that goes to and fro on 
Causeway street, the pedestrians and the carriages and all 
that sort of thing that is implied in that North Station. 
And you have got to bear in mind the increase in the future. 
It is bad enough now; there are already three tracks there 
on Causeway street. I think the dimensions from the 
buildings on the south side of Causeway street to the curve 
on the Boston & Maine side and from the curve inward — 
all the sidewalk belongs to the Boston & Maine —the 
actual width is 60 feet, and if you allow eight feet fora 
sidewalk, it is the proposition of the Elevated Road, with 
their three surface tracks already occupying that space (two 
of them theirs at least, and one of them is essentially theirs), 
to put within 50 feet space a great structure 350 feet long, 
two widths of tracks, and they are practically going to roof 
over Causeway street under those conditions. 

Now, it seems to me, gentlemen, that if you remember the 
conditions under which Causeway street is to-day, the three 
tracks that there are, the tremendous amount of traffic there 
already, with what there will be in the future, that it is per- 
fectly absurd, it is perfectly unreasonable, unjust to the 
public, unjust to everybody, to take this. The road comes 
here and wants to put a 350-foot station in 50 feet width of 
space, and cover that land all up. 

It seems to me that the mere statement of what the road 
seeks to do in the maintenance of this elevated station is 
enough to justify this Board of Aldermen in refusing this 
lucation. But if you need any further reason, there is one 
just developed at this hearing. The engineer does not know, 
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or he can’t give this Board the details as to just where this 
station is going. ‘There is about a million dollars of property 
abutting on this street. It is a matter of the utmost import- 
ance that the owners should know where that structure is 
going. It might be one thing if the Boston & Maine were 
going to concede the right to go more or less upon their 
sidewalk, and the structure were going to be upon the other 
side of the street. It will be another thing if the structure 
is going within two or three feet of the windows of their 
buildings. All they want is carte blanche to build the struct- 
ure, and then to suit themselves. 

The answer of the road is: Why, you have got your 
remedy in damages. The answer to that is, gentlemen, that 
there has been hardly 10 per cent. of cases where damages 
have been obtained against the Elevated Road that have 
been anywhere near in proportion to the damage actually 
sustained by the property. You have got there eight hun- 
dred and seventy thousand odd dollars of taxable property 
for which the City of Boston is getting its taxes paid very 
promptly to-day—first-class property. It is proposed to cut 
down substantially the value of that property, and I do not 
think it is an unreasonable proposition if we say 25 per 
cent. — one-quarter — and if that road is allowed to put that 
station where it is proposed, there is practically $300,000 
wiped from the face of the earth, and the City of Boston has 
lost that property’s taxes. 

You know, gentlemen, that property down there on 
Causeway street has year in and year out for the past ten or 
fifteen years been improving. ‘The City of Boston has got 
the advantage of it. You let those men put their structure 
where they think fit, within a few feet of our windows, and 
what kind of people are going to locate there in the future? 

You all remember how that property was not long ago. 
It was a cheap property. One of these properties I repre- 
sent was a sawmill only twenty years ago; now it is a first- 
class property. Put the station there, and see what that 
property will be occupied for. 

I think the owners are entitled to come here and protest; 
in other words, to maintain a negative, to say that this thing 
ought not to be done. I think that the public and this 
Board should consider this thing carefully. I think there is 
a remedy. 

I am one who concedes that the Elevated Road has got to 
‘go there; we have got to have the road in that location; the 
public has got to be accommodated to go to and from that 
station. It is an evil; but it is a necessity very likely. 
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But what I am addressing my remarks to, is the planting of 
that station where and how we don’t know, so that the halt 
and the lame and the blind will only have to walk 20 feet, 
instead of having to walk 150 feet, and not get wet. 

If you look at the map you will find Canal street over 60 
feet wide; abutting it is a good deal over a hundred feet of 
land which is already in control of the road. In short, 
gentlemen, I feel that Canal street, in conjunction with the 
land that the road now has, is the place for the elevated 
station. 

I was asking Mr. Kimball why it couldn’t be put there, 
and he said to me, “ Why, we have got to have the station 
round the corner or far away, because we have got to have a 
grade down to the subway.” I ask you very earnestly to 
consider that question. If you will examine the maps you 
will find that the obvious thing to do is to put that station — 
on Canal street in conjunction with the land that the Ele- 
vated Road now owns. 

I thank you for your attention. 

The CHatr.— Are there any other persons present wish- 
ing to object? 

Mr. A. WILDER POLLARD, of Wood, Pollard & Co. — My 
father and I own the corner of Canal and Causeway streets ; 
we lease both corners of Friend street. We went down there 
16 years ago and transformed a disused sawmill into a valu- 
able business property; and transformed a disused machine 
shop, which was paying no taxes to speak of, and no rent to 
anybody, into a first-class building; and then took a fifth-class 
hotel and transformed it into a first-class commercial hotel. So 
I have had something to do with Causeway street for 16 years. 

I think we have been the means of doubling the assessed 
valuation of Causeway street. 

Now I am not going to take. up your time by talking 
against this station opposite our place; Mr. Buffum has 
presented all the disadvantages. But I want to suggest the 
remedy. 

The Elevated Railway are not going to use the present 
subway when the Washington-street subway is built, there- 
fore the trains coming from Cambridge will only for a very 
short time enter the present subway. ‘That is a phase of the 
situation that I do not think many people understand — 
that as soon as the Washington-street subway is built the 
present subway is going back to its original purpose, that is, 
for surface cars; so that it will only be for a very short time © 
that there will be the necessity of using that structure, which 
they have explained would have to be built on an incline. 
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Now there is plenty of land at the corner of Canal street 
in front of the old Fitchburg station, where it is perfectly 
feasible and practicable, and it will accommodate the public 
just as well, to build this elevated station there. 

I admit that for a year or two the Elevated Company 
can’t run long trains from Cambridge and stop them at 
this station; but we are looking ahead, and we don’t want to 
lose sight of the fact that that present subway is not going 
to be used for elevated trains in the future. I do not 
believe that many people in Boston realize that. 

Now, it will cost the Elevated Road a good deal for dam- 
ages; but it will cost us ten times more. When I say “us,” 
I mean that I represent the entire frontage there. It will 
cost the Elevated Road a good deal of money, but it will 
cost us a good deal more. Now, why isn’t it better to build 
this for all time? Put the new station down where it be- 
longs, between the Boston & Maine and Fitchburg, where 
nobody is going to be damaged, and where the land is under 
the control of the Elevated — it really belongs to the Transit 
Commission — and where they can use it for all time. 

The CHartr.—Is there any other person present who 
wishes to object ? 

Mr. A. E. Huripurt. —I am interested in the property 
on the corner of Causeway and Canal streets — the Hay- 
market Hotel, 127 Causeway street. We have built it up 
till we have got a first-class commercial house. The ele- 
vated structure, as it is now, is more or less of a menace, but 
with this station it would shut outour light even more. We 
have got to have the elevated road, but the station doesn’t 
necessarily need to be in front of us, and we object to have 
this structure with its tall station above it to shut out the 
light from our rooms and our cafés. 

I think the best place and the most feasible one is the 
corner of where they are now, between Haverhill and Canal 
streets. . | 

I desire to enter a protest in regard to the station. 

The CHAIr. — Are there any other persons present who 
wish to object ? 

Mr. WiiurAmM P. Martin. —I appear for the Small 
estate, 119 to 123 Causeway street, and I simply want to 
join with these other gentlemen in their protest against the 
station. It isn’t necessary for me to go over the subject; 
they have covered it fully. 

The CuHaArr. — Is there any other gentleman present wish- 
ing to object ? 

Alderman BERWIN.—I would like to have Mr. Kimball, 
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if he will, tell the Board why the suggestions that have been 
made to him about the station on the land now leased or owned 
by the Boston Elevated Railway Company were not adopted 
as a location, rather than the location asked for under the 
petition ; in other words, why can’t you go where you are 
asked to go, rather than where you want to go? 

Mr. KimBALL. — There is not room enough on this land 
that is spoken of. The curve which would extend from 
Causeway street on to this property would take up part of this 
property, and then it is necessary to introduce an incline into 
the subway, and the distance between that curve and the 
incline is not sufficient to build a station. 

Alderman BERwin.— Do I understand from you, as an 
engineer of experience, that no other location upon Cause- 
way street, or no other location than the one you ask for, 
would from an engineering point of view be practicable ? 

Mr. KimBauu. — No, sir; it would not be practicable. 
Of course we want our station near the North Station, so 
that passengers may change from the Elevated to the North 
Station. That is the reason it has been located at that point. 

Alderman Berwin. — Well, I presume that Mr. Saltonstall 
may answer this. ‘The granting of the location for an elevated 
structure on the lines that are asked for by your railway 
would of course necessitate, I take it, on your part, the locat- 
ing of the station where you ask for it? 

Mr. SALTONSTALL. — That is how I understand it. There 
is this to be borne in mind—that under the law of 1897, 
which of course we are acting under, section 6 provides that 
before we can construct any building or platform, or any other 
structure, the plans must be approved by the Mayor of the 
city, so far as they affect light and air; and that would seem 
to be a more apt time for bringing forward the objections 
that have been urged so strenuously by Mr. Buffum and 
these other gentlemen. Further than that, under that very 
section the structural plans as a whole must be approved by 
the Railroad Commissioners, with a view to passing upon 
the same in the safety and interests of the public. Now, 
comment has been made that we haven’t undertaken to fur- 
nish structural plans in detail here to-day, showing the pro- 
pinquity of the buildings and the location of the structure 
with reference to those buildings. Those questions can’t be 
passed upon until the plans are approved in detail by the 
Railroad Commissioners, and there will be an opportunity to 
present those same objections that have been presented here 
when those plans are filed with the Railroad Commissioners. 
This petition in its nature is a preliminary; it is simply to 
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pass upon and determine the locus of the station in a broad 
way, just as the other petition is a petition in a broad way 
for the approval of the route. The details of the station are 
not worked out, and cannot be worked out, until these other 
hearings have been had before the Mayor and before the 
Railroad Commissioners, all under section 6 of the law of 
1897. 

Mr, PoLtuARD. —I would like to ask Mr. Kimball if the 
public isn’t very well served at the present time in connec- 
tion with the communication between the present elevated 
structure and the North Station ? 

Mr. KimBaLu. — We think not; there have certainly been 
a great many complaints. 

Mr. Potuarp. — Then the only remedy would be to put 
it on the Boston & Maine land; you are as near the North 
Station now as you would be if you put it in the middle of 
Causeway street, with the possible exception of 15 or 20 feet. 
You have got to get across to the station; there is a very 
broad sidewalk there, which is owned by the Boston & Maine 
road. ‘The public at the present time is well served, under 
cover; they don’t have to go out from under cover. Now, 
if you put the station where I suggest, you will be exactly 
as you are now, and alittle nearer; you will be as near one 
end of the station. Now, you can’t expect, with a station 
28 tracks wide, to land the public at any particular track. 
If I use track 2 the North Station is very convenient, if I 
use track 28 it is a very long way off. You can’t deliver the 
people before track 12 or track 14; that isn’t necessary. I 
simply want to emphasize the fact that the public is well 
accommodated now, and it can be just as well accommodated 
by putting the station where I suggest. 

The Cuair. — Are there any other persons present wish- 
ing to object. The Chair hears none. 

Alderman BrERwin. —I move, as no one desires to be 
heard on the matter, that No. 13 on the calendar be assigned 
to the next meeting of the Board, on Wednesday next, Sep- 
tember 26, at 8 o’clock P.M. 

No. 13 on the calendar was so assigned.

Continued hearing on petitions of the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company, viz. : ; 

No. 9. For approval, under the provisions of chapter 520 
of the Acts of 1906, of its proposed route from a point on 
the new Charles River dam over private lands and across 
Brighton, Willard, Minot, Wall streets, Cotting court, Lowell 
and Billerica streets, and through Causeway street, also by a 
curve across Canal street. 

No. 10. For approval of location of its proposed new sta- 
tion in Causeway street, in accordance with the provisions of 
section 10, chapter 548, Acts of 1894, as amended by 
section 20, chapter 500, Acts of 1897. 

Alderman BrERwin.— Mr. Chairman, I appreciate the 
fact that Alderman Whelton is not here, but it seems that 
the Board should take final action on the disposition of Nos. 
9 and 10 on the calendar; and in view of the fact that a 
number of remonstrants are here and desire to be heard, I 
move you, sir, that Nos. 9 and 10 be taken up at this time. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Do any persons wish to object to Nos. 
9 and 10 on the calendar ? 

Mr. J. L. BeramMan. — The objection is to the location 
entirely, Mr. Chairman and gentlemen of the Board. I 
looked over the location very carefully on the route, and I 
find that, if you will grant the location up there, you will 
actually ruin a great many people up there. A good many 
people will be wiped out. They will lose their piece of 
bread sure. The West End will take about forty-nine 
pieces of property and they will pay them something for it, 
but they will destroy over three hundred estates up there 
for which the people will not get one dollar. Besides, they 
will wipe out a good many poor people up there where they 
have stores to make a living. You will make a good many 
paupers in the City of Boston if you shall grant the location. 

I see by the papers where Mr. Kimball made a statement 
yesterday that this is the best location they can find; it is 
easy and it is quicker. Ido not believe that you can bathe 
in somebody else’s blood, Mr. Chairman. Actually they 
will bathe in poor people’s blood if they will go in that loca- 
cation, Mr. Chairman. ‘The mortgagees, just as soon as they 
start in working, will call in their mortgages ; and I had that 
experience already, as I stated some time ago. I lost a

piece of property. The mortgage was called in and I 
couldn’t raise the mortgage ; I couldn’t raise within forty per 
cent. on the same property that I could get before; and that 
will be the consequence here. 

Some time ago, Mr. Chairman, I made a sketch which Mr. 
Kimball has in his possession, I have no doubt; and I do 
not call it fair; but at the same time it would not be such 
an injury to the people as it is now at the present location 
where their intention is to go, because they are private 
houses, small dwelling-houses, and it would not interfere so 
much with business enterprises there. And I hope and trust 
that the Board of Aldermen will not grant this location, as 
the taxes in Boston are too high; we cannot collect rents to 
pay the taxes; and if you should take and destroy fifteen 
to twenty millions of dollars worth of property and give it to 
the Elevated people, I think it is about time to stop. I do 
not know that I have anything else to add. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Any other gentleman present who de- 
sires to be heard? 

Alderman CurLey. — I would like to ask the gentleman 
who has just spoken if he has a route that he desires to sub- 
mit’ for the Board’s consideration ? 

The CHAIRMAN. — Will the alderman repeat his question ? 

Alderman CurLEY. —I would just like to ask, simply, if 
you have a route to submit in preference to the one that has 
been submitted by the company ? 

Mr. BERGMAN. — Yes, sir. 

Alderman CuRLEY. — Well, then, Mr. Chairman, I would 
ask that, if he has the plan in his possession, he leave the 
same with the clerk. 

Mr. Beraman. — Mr. Chairman, I left the sketch with 
Mr. Kimball, in Mr. Kimball’s office. 

Mr. SALTONSTALL. — We have filed it. 

Q. (By Alderman Berwin.) Mr. Chairman, Mr. Berg- 
man, would you kindly indicate by naming the streets the 
route that you have in mind ? 

A. (By Mr. Bereman.) Yes, sir, if I have the plan. 

Q. Don’t you know it so that you can say it by heart ? 

A; Yes, yes. 

(. Can you show us what it is approximately ? 

A. Well, it is beginning at Nashua street, and right 
through to Billerica street and the lower part of Lowell 
street, and then right on to Minot street at one end, and 
Minot street to Willard street, just the same route, only I 
should say it is about 150 to 200 feet, you know, easterly. 

Q. Of what? 
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A. Southeasterly of the present route. I think it is 
southeasterly, 

Mr. SALTONSTALL. — Northeasterly ? 

Mr. BERGMAN. — Northeasterly. 

@. Iam aware of the fact that the question that I am 
going to ask you is going to subject me to the customary 
criticism and newspaper abuse, but I shall ask the question 
for information just the same. You have read the acts, 
have you? Are you familiar with the act? 

A. A little bit. 

Q. Do you know or don’t you know whether there is any 
provision in the act to grant a location upon the lines that 
you indicate ? 

A. No, sir. I understood, as I read it, if I am correct, 
they are to go on Lowell street, not in private lands. 

Q. Then you do not know even whether the Board of 
Railroad Commissioners could grant a location upon Nashua 
street or that immediate vicinity? You don’t know really? 

A. I don’t believe they would. 

@. You don’t know the limitation, do you? 

A. Not exactly. I. could not interpret the act very 
properly. 

Q. (By Alderman BrompBeEre.) Mr. Bergman, you 
object to this route as at the present time advertised here, 
the one that the Boston Elevated Railway Company desire 
this Board to grant? ~ 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. That is the one you object to. Is that the idea? 

ACY Pe). 68 STs : 

Alderman BROMBERG. — That is all. 

Alderman CURLEY. —TI was going to ask the gentleman 
who has just spoken if he would kindly designate on this 
map how his proposed route shall run. 

Mr. BERGMAN. — On this map here? 

Alderman CuRLEY. — On this map I have here. 

Alderman BromBere — If Alderman Curley would per- 
mit me, please, I would like to ask Alderman Curley whether 
in his judgment we have a right to ask them to give any 
proposed route or not. It seems to me, Mr. Chairman, the 
question before this Board is upon granting or rejecting this 
particular application or petition of the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company. Ido not think this Board has any busi- 
ness or occasion to ask an objector here what his practical 
ideas about another route are. ‘The question for us to deter- 
mine here is, Is this particular route satisfactory to these 
people, and if the Board of Aldermen think it is satisfactory 
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and if the Board of Aldermen thinks it is right, thinks that 
this route is going to be accepted and grants the petition of 
the Boston Elevated Railway Company, they will vote to 
grant that. If not, they will vote against it. I do not see 
why we should embarrass Mr. Bergman or any of these 
other objectors by asking them to point out what the pro- 
posed route is or what their idea of itis. In the first place, 
Mr. Chairman, Mr. Bergman is not an engineer. These 
people who appear here in objection to this proposed route 
are not familiar with laying out elevated railroad routes, as 
near as I can understand. That is Mr. Kimball’s province. 

Alderman CuRLEyY. — Will the gentleman yield again? 

Alderman BROMBERG. — Yes, sir. 

Alderman CurRLEY. —I would like to ask if you are an 
engineer ? 

Alderman BrRomBEeRG. — No, Mr. Chairman, and the gen- 
tleman knows I am not an engineer. That is why I would 
not attempt to show you, who are a lawyer, not an engineer, 
what proposed route would be better than this one here. 

Alderman CuRLEY. —I would say to the gentleman that 
I have not asked him to show me. 

Alderman BromMBEerG. — Why, he is asking me whether I 
am an engineer or not. I am certainly as much of an 
engineer as he is. 

I want to protest now, Mr. Chairman, against Alderman 
Curley or any other alderman in the ‘Board here asking’ an 
objector to get up there and show what would be a better 
route than this one proposed. It is not fair to ask these 
people to do that. It is not their business. It is not their 
place to go out even and hire an engineer and submit a plan 
to the Boston Elevated Railway Company, a better route 
than is proposed here. The point is, Mr. Chairman, that 
this Elevated Railway Company is coming before this Board 
of Aldermen and asking for this specific, particular location ; 
that is all. Weare not here to help the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company get a different route or a better route or 
one that will be more acceptable to these people. The thing 
we have to deal with is this route and nothing else; and 
upon this we must act. And, therefore, Mr. Chairman, I 
object against any member of the Board asking an objector 
here to come forward and present his views of a better plan 
or some situation of that kind. It is not fair to them; it is 
not fair to the Elevated; and it certainly is not fair to the 
Board of Aldermen. We must deal with the question before 
us, and nothing else. 

Alderman Cur ey. — Mr. Chairman, it is rather a peculiar 
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position for such a distinguished attorney as is my friend on 
the right to take, to ask me to decide a question of law, I 
being an alderman and he being an attorney who practices at 
the bar. Mr. Chairman, he should rather give me informa- 
tion on the subject than to ask me questions of a legal 
character. I am not in a position to answer. But, Mr. 
Chairman, from inquiries which I have made among men 
who practise law, and who know something about law, I have 
been told that it is within our power to suggest a different 
route. I would say that I am interested in this particular 
proposition because of the people in that section of the city. 
I am not interested in it because the Boston Elevated Rail- 
road wants it; but I should judge that some one else was. 
Now, Mr. Chairman, I have asked a fair question. I believe 
it deserves an answer. | 

The CHAIRMAN. —It is entirely optional, I should say, 
with the gentlemen who appear before the Board as objectors 
whether they answer such questions or not, or give such evi- 
dence, whether it is in the line of a new route or anything 
else. ‘They can do as they see fit in their opinion. 

Alderman CurLEY. — Mr. Chairman, if I am in order, I 
would ask that the gentleman who has just been appearing 
here before this Board be asked to outline upon this plan 
where the route that he proposes shall run, over what terri- 
tory it shall run. 

The CHAITRMAN.— The Chair refuses to put any such 
question at this time or any motion of that kind. 

Alderman Curuey. — Mr. Chairman, I would like to ask 
if the gentleman himself desires to point out such a route 
for my particular satisfaction ? 

Alderman BroMBERG. — I object to that, Mr. Chairman. 

The CHAIRMAN. — The gentleman has a perfect right to 
do it if he wishes. ; 

Mr. BeERGMAN.— The proposed route which I have is 
here. (Mr. Bergman’ explained his proposed _ route, 
indicating the same on the map produced by Alderman 
Curley.) ? 

Alderman BELL. — Mr. Chairman, this is a hearing before 
the members of the Board of Aldermen to determine upon 
the merits of the case. I, for one, object to any private or 
personal questions that may be asked between one member of 
the Board and outsiders. If any member of the Board 
desires to ask a question of any person who appears here in 
favor or against, I desire that he ask it so that we all can 
hear it, and so that we all can hear the answer, and not 
gather around a desk to the exclusion of the rest of us. I

do not propose to leave my seat. If this is a public hearing, 
I propose to hear all that is said on all sides. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Any other person present who wishes 
to be heard ? 

Alderman CurLEy. — Mr. Chairman, I wish to ask Mr. 
Kimball a question in connection with this. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Yes. 

Louis Lresow1Tz, 15 Lowell street. —I object to that 
location because I own so much property around the neigh- 
borhood which the Boston Elevated Railroad proposed up 
there goes through, because I own the whole line of my 
property up there. I got the place on second mortgages ; 
that will ruin me altogether. I got to pay first and second 
mortgages. 

Alderman CurLEY.—I was going to ask Mr. Kimball, if 
he cared to answer, if the route, a plan of which the previous 
speaker, I believe Mr. Bergman, says he has left in your 
office —if the route would be a feasible one for your 
company ? 

Mr. KrmBauu, — I think not. 

Alderman CURLEY. — Too sharp a curve ? 

Mr. Kimpauu.— That is the reason. I think the curve 
could be as easy as I have drawn, but it shortens the straight 
line in front of the North Station where we wish to build a 
new station; and that new station must necessarily be built 
on a straight line. A station cannot be built on a curve. 

Alderman CurLrEy. — The reason I asked that question of 
Mr. Kimball, it appears to me that there is some merit in 
what has been said by Mr. Bergman; that is to say, that 
your route wipes out the places of business on Lowell street, 
and his route would run through a section where it is more 
tenement property than business property. 

E. W. Hurcuins, Sears Building, Boston. — Mr. Chair- 
man, I have been asked by the trustees under the will of 
James H. Beal to appear here and oppose the location of the 
proposed station. ‘There are two matters, as I understand 
it, before the Board, one the location of the railroad and the 
other is the location of a station. The trustees under the 
will of Mr. Beal oppose the location of a station, and for the 
following reasons — 

(Mr. Hutchins yielded to Mr. Saltonstall.) 

Mr. SALTONSTALL. — To save the time of the Board and 
also to meet the suggestions of Mr. Hutchins, I was about 
to suggest, when that matter was called up, that, inasmuch 
as that petition stands a little differently under the law from 
the petition for the approval of a route, and inasmuch as 
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there is no legal necessity for the Board to act upon that 
petition within the sixty days of its filing, we were prepared 
and were about to suggest that that matter be allowed to he 
on the table and remain there until such time as this ques- 
tion of the route had been definitely settled and determined. 

I want to say right here, Mr. Chairman, that the reasons 
why I could not furnish this Board with more details with 
reference to the station structure are practically these: In 
the first place, under this law of 1906, the proposed connec- 
tion between this extension of the elevated structure extend- 
ing from Craigie bridge to Causeway street — the connection 
between the proposed extension in Causeway street and 
the existing structures must be approved by the Railroad 
Commissioners, and until that approval is obtained and a 
definite order of the Commissioners is passed, it is impracti- 
cable, if not impossible, to undertake to make any detailed 
plans with reference to the station structure.. Secondly, the 
plans as to the station structure, so far as they affect hght 
and air, must: be passed upon in a further hearing before the 
Mayor, and the detailed plans, so far as they affect the con- 
venience and accommodation of the public, must be ulti- 
mately passed upon by the Railroad Commissioners. Those 
are our reasons for coming here simply with this preliminary 
plan at this time. In view of the objection that was made 
by Mr. Butfum, representing certain property owners adjoin- 
ing the station, and the suggestion that we are not furnish- 
ing this Board with all of the light we can give them on the 
subject of details of the station, and in view of the fact that 
the law does not require your Board to pass upon that peti- 
tion before sixty days of the filing, we were going to sug- 
gest and request the Board to allow that matter to lie on the 
table, and suggest an adjournment, so far as any further 
hearing on the merits of that petition may be had, to a later 
date. 7 

Mr. Hutcuins.—If I understand the request of Mr. 
Saltonstall, it is to lay the matter on the table, which will 
bring it up for discussion later. | 

The CHAIRMAN. — Later. 

Mr. Lez M. FrirpMAN.— Mr. Chairman, may I make 
one suggestion. with reference to this subject.of dividing — 
these two questions. It seems to me that it is all part of the 
one system that is being located there; that if you first give 
them the location that they suggest, then you are powerless 
to deal with the question of a station, because they will say 
‘“ We must have a station as and where we want it, because 
the structure is located as you have already decided to locate 
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it.” So that, if you separate the questions, you are prevent- 
ing a perfectly free and fair criticism of the location of the 
station by committing yourselves to one or another location 
for the structure. 

Mr. W. N. Burrum. — May I be permitted to make one 
remark? That is just what I say, that if this Board should 
give the location desired by this road, they are going to 
have a curve around corners; and then when the question 
on the merits of the station comes up they are going to say, 
“We cannot have the station on the curves; we must put it 
in front of the North Station.” The two things must be 
heard together. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Any further remonstrants desiring to 
be heard? ' 

Mr. A. Wi~tpER POLLARD. — As near as I can make out 
from the plan of the road, it is all station. Why is it not 
proper to discuss the thing together? ‘The route as it 
applies to valuable property on Causeway street is all 
station. The Elevated Railroad has formulated their plans 
by which they are going to have the station 350 feet long, 
which is almost the entire length of Causeway street. If 
you allow them to locate on Causeway street you are practi- 
cally allowing them to have a station there. 

The CHAIRMAN. — The Chair will state at this time that 
both matters may be discussed. 

Mr. PoLLARD. — What I object to is having one of the 
questions discussed at one time and then in sixty days from 
now having the other question brought up, and then they 
will say that you have already allowed a location on Cause- 
way street, therefore the station must be on Causeway street ; 
so I object to having the discussion divided sixty days apart. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Both questions are’ before’ the Board 
at this time. It has not been divided. If there is any gen- 
tleman here who wishes to object, will he kindly step for- 
ward and give his name and address? 

Mr. SALTONSTALL. — Mr. Chairman, the suggestion was 
made in absolutely good faith, and it was made by the peti- 
tioner with a view to helping out the position taken by the 
remonstrants at the last hearing. These petitions are filed 
under absolutely different sections of law. The petition for 
approval of a route comes up under section 21 of chapter 
520 of the Acts of 1906, whereas the petition for the ap- 
proval of a location of a station comes up under section 20 
of the law of 1897. The two propositions are absolutely 
separate, and we are entirely willing to have them dealt with 
and passed upon by the Board at this time; but we assumed 
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that, in view of the shortness of the time between now and 
the expiration of the sixty-day period, that it might be help- 
ful to the Board to have further time for the consideration of 
the questions involved in the matter of the station location, 
which are not involved in the question of the determining 
of the route proposed of the elevated structure going from 
the river to Causeway street. 

Alderman DRAPER. — Mr. Chairman, may I ask Mr. Sal- 
tonstall a question? I understood you to say, Mr. Salton- 
stall, that it is under section 20 of the Acts of 1897, chapter 
500, under which we act in regard to stations ? 

Mr. SALTONSTALL. — I understand so, yes. 

Alderman DRAPER — Might I ask you if there is any 
appeal to the Railroad Commissioners? I do not understand 
there is. 

Mr. SALTONSTALL. — I am inclined to think there is not. 

Alderman DRAPER. —So that we have the ultimate say 
in regard to the location of stations ? 

Mr. SALTONSTALL. — That is my understanding of it, Mr. 
Alderman, an entirely different proceeding and an entirely 
different procedure. 

Alderman DRAPER. —I would like to ask one more ques- 
tion for my own personal information: In reading section 
22 of the Act of 1906, it says, “ The location and construc- 
tion of the elevated railway structure near to and over the 
railroad lands contiguous to Bridge and Leverett streets, as 
above provided,” etc., and it goes on to say that no lands 
now owned or leased by the Boston & Maine Railroad 
shall be taken for the purposes of this act. Has that any- 
thing -to do with the erection of a station? 

Mr. SALTONSTALL. —I don’t think so. I think that 
relates to the elevated structure. 

Alderman DRAPER. — In reading it over, I couldn’t under- 
stand what that referred to, whether it was the elevated 
structure in the street or the elevated station. 

Mr. SALTONSTALL. — The earlier part of section 21 au- 
thorized the Elevated Railway Company by arrangement 
with the railroad company to take a portion of the steam 
railroad’s land, that is, the land of the Boston & Maine Road, 
where the same adjoins Leverett street, and if you will notice 
our plan where we leave Craigie bridge, we do in fact pro- 
pose to run the elevated structure over the land of the rail- 
road company in accordance with the language contained in 
that law. 

Alderman DrAperR.—So that the Act of 1906 has noth- 
ing whatever to do with the erection of a station? 
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Mr. SALTONSTALL. — I do not so understand it. 

Mr. Hutrcuins. — With the permission of the Chairman, I 
would like to put one question to Mr. Saltonstall.» 

The CHAIRMAN. — Yes. 

Mr. Hutcurns. —It is this: If you are granted the loca- 
tion that is proposed now, shall you advance as a reason for 
the location of a station that it is necessary by reason of the 
location of the railroad, and that if anybody objected to the 
location of the station they should have objected to the loca- 
tion of the railroad ? 

Mr. SALTONSTALL. —I do not think that would be a right 
position to take; and I do not believe the company would 
take that position. ‘The railroad has got to go into Causeway 
street in order to get physical connection with the existing 
structure, and I cannot see how the granting of this 
route by this Board at this time will prejudice or in any 
way affect the definite determination of the location of a 
station. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Any other person present who desires 
to be heard? | 

Mr. SALTONSTALL. — That is dealing with the proposition 
from a legal standpoint. 

Mr. E. D. Copman. — Mr. Chairman, I represent property 
on Causeway street in opposition, owned by the Peter B. 
Brigham Hospital. I would like to make the suggestion 
that in view of the fact that the company comes here admit- 
tedly unprepared as to the plans for its station, which the 
remonstrants .all believe are intimately connected with the 
route of the elevated structure on Causeway street, they 
consent to the postponement of both points which are before 
this Board to-day. In that case there would be an opportu- 
nity for the remonstrants to put their case in in the manner 
they wish. 

Alderman Cur LEY. — For information, I would like to 
ask, when does the time expire in which this Board shall 
take action — the sixty days? 

The CHAIRMAN. — The Chair does not feel that he should 
answer that question at this time. It seems to him that it 
is a legal question, and he would sooner have some lawyer 
answer it or some one that is familiar with it. 

Alderman CurLEyY.— Then, Mr. Chairman, I would like 
to ask the City Clerk, through you, as the City Clerk is the 
one who has charge of all documents presented to the Board. 
As I understand it, the sixty days date from the time of the 
notification. 

The CHAIRMAN. — The Chair at this time rules that the 
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proper authority to be asked a question of that kind is the 
Corporation Counsel, not the city officials. 

Alderman CuRLEY. -— Then, Mr. Chairman, I shall ask the 
Corporation Counsel now. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Any other person pr esent who ne 
to be heard ? 

Alderman DrAPER. — I would like to ask for information 
whether No. 10 is now under consideration also ? 

The CHAIRMAN. — The Chair will state that both matters 
are under consideration. 

Alderman Banos. —I understand that the Chair stated in 
answer to the question of Alderman Draper that both Nos. 
9 and 10 are under consideration ? 

The CHAIRMAN. — Yes, at this time. 

Alderman Banes. — Then, Mr. Chairman, I move that the 
Board proceed with the consideration of. both these orders, 
and proceed to hear the remonstrants against No. 10 as well 
as the remoustrants against No. 9.° I understood that Mr. 
Hutchins, representing some of the remonstrants against the 
passage of No. 10, started to make some remarks and then 
stopped. I think very likely he has something more he 
would like to say, and if that matter is under consideration 
now,I for one should be very glad tc hear him further on 
that subject. 

The CHAIRMAN. — The Chair will state that he has spoken 
to the gentleman and told him that he had the chance to 
come before the Board if he wished. 

Mr. Hutcuins.— Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, as I 
understand that both of these matters are to be considered 
together, although my objection is simply to the location of 
the station, I shall have what I have to say said at this time. 

First, Mr. Robert Homans, a member of the Boston Bar, 
desired me to state to your Board that he appeared in oppo- 
sition to this location of a station referred to, representing 
the estate of Hollis H. Hunnewell, who owned an estate at 
the corner of Portland street opposite the proposed location 
of the station. The Beal estate which I represent is about 
opposite the middle of that location. This estate is taxed at 
$227,000 or thereabouts. The objections that I desire to 
urge on their behalf to the location of the station, and to 
that only, are as follows: In the first place, as has already 
been called to your attention, the plans of the proposed 
structure, its height, its width, the method of its support, all ’ 
the details about it, are not given to this Board. No infor- 
mation is given to the Board except the fact that between 
Portland street and Haverhill street on Causeway street 
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there is to be a structure 360 feet long or thereabouts. 
That is practically asking your Board, who in this matter 
stand between the railroad and the public and the public 
convenience of the citizens of Boston, to sanction the 
Elevated Railroad’s doing anything it pleases in Causeway 
street between Haverhill street and Portland street. It 
seems to me that that is a monstrous proposition to ask, 
and it seems to me that the method in which it is 
asked, the permission that is asked, is contrary 
to public policy and contrary to the traditions of your Board, 
and that you should not grant it in the way in which it is 
asked. ‘That perhaps is an objection merely to the form in 
which this request is made; but there is a further reason 
that I have to suggest why any form or request, even that 
which was least injurious to the public, should not be 
adopted in that place. Itis the most congested part of the 
City of Boston. There is a station upon the other side, 
and Haverhill, Portland and Friend streets discharge hun- 
dreds of people towards that station and across Causeway 
street. In Causeway street is an electric line of cars and a 
right of way for the Marginal Freight Railway. It is one of 
the heaviest travelled streets for teams and carriages in 
Boston; and it has as many, if not more, people, men, 
women and children, who are obliged to cross it in the face 
of that traffic. That street is the last one in the world that 
should be loaded, as it would be, and obstructed by an 
elevated railway station structure. It is not only a wrong 
place to put it, but it is so inconvenient and so dangerous to 
the public that it should be located elsewhere if possible. 

If the location at the South Station is cited and the 
elevated railway station structure is spoken of, one has but 
to look at the map of the two localities to see that the South 
Station is fronted by Dewey square, Atlantic avenue and 
Summer street, broad streets, whereas the width of Cause- 
way street at this point, exclusive of the sidewalks, is only a 
fraction over fifty feet. It is a narrow street, crowded, and 
ought not to be loaded with this structure. 

It is only a few words that I wish to say with regard to 
the injury that will be sustained by the Beal estates, and 
other estates similarly located on that street. Not very long 
ago those estates were very poorly developed. ‘The coming 
of the North Station and the traffic that was brought by that 
has caused the development of those estates in a wonderful 
degree, aud they are large taxpayers. If this structure is 
located there, those estates will be injured. It has been 
often said that the location of an elevated railroad station 
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near a store aided its customers in finding it and made the 
estate more valuable for that reason, but that is not so here; 
because every one who gets out of that elevated railroad 
station goes to the Union Station cars; and every one who 
comes on the railroad uses that station to get away from it, 
and that is the only reason for its existence. It will bring 
no trade to those stores and no possible increase of value for 
that reason. It is a matter of public interest always that 
property should not be injured unnecessarily. There is a 
place already condemned for the station, already used for 
that purpose, where the erection of such a structure will not 
injure substantially anybody, and that is the part of Cause- 
way street on the land owned by the City of Boston, between 
Haverhill street and the street on the other side of the rail- 
road. Therefore I say that that is another reason why an 
injury should not be inflicted unnecessarily on these estates, 
two of which I am speaking for. I want to say a word, and 
it is my last, on the duty of this Board. It is a thing that I 
hesitate to speak of because you probably already have it in 
mind more than I have, but I want to say this, that owing: 
to the peculiar wording of this act the rights of the public’ 
and the adjoining owners are in your hands for final deter- 
mination; they have no right of appeal from your decision ; 
and in such a case where the railroad has the right of appeal, 
and where the public has not, it renders the duty to be per- 
formed by you of examining the rights of the public and 
their interests much more important. ‘Thank you, sir, for 
your consideration. : 

ALDERMAN DRAPER. — Mr. Chairman, I was absent from 
the room when Mr. Hutchins was discussing the matter. I 
would like to ask him for my own personal benefit a question 
of law in regard to the interpretation of the statutes. It has 
been contended by some of the members of the Board that if 
the location is refused by this Board for either the tracks or 
the station that then an appeal may be made to the Railroad 
Commissioners, and that the Railroad Commissioners are 
obliged under the law of 1906 to grant the location. I am 
going to ask you as an attorney if that is your interpretation 
of the law? 

Mr. Hurcuins.— Why I thought that was the express 
provision of Section 22. I would say that this matter has 
been called to my attention only a few hours ago, and I am | 
not as familiar with the statutes as I should have been had 
my attention been called to them earlier, but I understand 
that the railroad have the right of appeal, and then that the 
Railroad Commissioners, having in view all public interests, 
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shall, after public notice and hearing, finally fix and deter- 
mine such route or location. Does not that answer your ques- 
tion ? | 

Alderman DRAPER. — Your interpretation is that they 
must grant the location ? 

Mr. Hourcuins.— A location; not necessarily the one 
prayed for, but some location. 

Alderman DRAPER. — Now, another matter that has been 
discussed by some of the members of the Board about which 
there is no certainty in the law. That is Section 22 of the 
law of 1906, wherein it is stated that after this hearing, if the 
Boston & Maine should then desire to come in and object to 
a location, this Board then can take up anew the matter of 
the location of the station. 

Mr. Hurcars. — Within thirty days? 

Alderman DRAPER. — Within thirty days. 

Mr. Hutcuins. — I understand so, yes. 

Alderman DRAPER. — That is, there are two processes ; 
one is on the granting of the location going up to the Rail- 
-- road Commissioners ? 

Mr. Hutcuins. — Yes. 

Alderman DRAPER. — And then the whole thing may be 
done over again by the Boston & Maine coming in? 

Mr. Hurcuins. — Yes. That is the way I read the stat- 
utes. But it is a very cursory examination I have made 
of it. 

Alderman DRAPER. — Suppose we grant a location, the 
location of the tracks and the location of the station; there 
is no appeal of course from that to the Railroad Comnis- 
Sioners, if we grant the location? 

Mr. Hurtrcuins. — No, there is none. 

Alderman DRAPER. — Now, is there an appeal or a chance 
for revision by the Boston & Maine if we grant a location? 
It is not a question to Mr. Saltonstall, but to Mr. Hutchins, 
for my own personal knowledge. I cannot construe the 
statute. 

Mr. Hutcuins.—No. It says here — this is, of course, 
a very hasty opinion — “Such railroad corporation may apply 
to the Board for the revision of any action of the Mayor and 
Aldermen in the nature of an approval of any such route or 
location within thirty days after the date thereof.” 

Alderman DrAprer.— Then, if we grant or refuse a 
location, the Boston & Maine can come in and ask for the 
revision of that action; is that so? 

Mr. Hurcuins.—I should hesitate to give an opinion 
on that because I am not familiar enough with the statutes 
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to say. I should think it very likely. I should think it 
strange if the statute did not provide that. That is all I 
could say. 

Mr. PotuaArp. —I would lke to ask Mr. Hutchins more 
about a substitute station, if it has got to go through Cause- 
way street. He quoted Haverhill street, I think, where he 
meant Canal street. They already have a location for their 
present station on Canal street. The present subway is 
going to be discontinued and the elevated from Cambridge is 
going to go with the Washington street subway. Now, if 
they start at the corner of Canal street and go down to the 
old Fitchburg station, they are occupying a part of Causeway 
street which does not interfere with the station, and does 
not interfere with any private ownership by the people and 
does not interfere with public convenience. Now, I think, 
the engineer of the Boston-& Maine railroad will agree with 
me in saying that that is a perfectly practicable place to put 
the station. They already have a connection with the 
Boston & Maine station from the present subway which is 
acceptable to the public; at least, I never have heard any 
objection; and it certainly is a dry and safe connection to 
the Boston & Maine station. That is a substitute which 
one alderman has suggested to provide a remedy; and that 
is the remedy which I propose. With a station beginning 
at the corner of Canal street and running it down in front 
of the old Fitchburg station to Beverly street, there is only 
a very small amount of private property, and that is com- 
paratively unimportant, the property which would be affected 
at all; that is down opposite the old Fitchburg station 
between Haverhill street and Beverly street, and that is the 
place where the station ought to go, and I think it is the 
duty of the Board to reject the present petition and let them 
petition for that location. 

Alderman HENNESSEY. — Mr. Chairman, Mr. Codman 
made a request about five minutes ago that the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company consent to a postponement of 
this matter this afternoon, so that we will not be pressed in 
regard to the sixty days and required to report back immedi- 
ately. The request was made for the reason that the plans . 
are incomplete in very many important particulars. The 
act itself provides for approaches, entrances, sidings, stations, 
inclines, cuts, loops, connections, and so forth. The plan 
submitted by the Boston Elevated Railway Company con- 
tains simply what may be considered from a layman’s stand- 
point the situation of the two or four tracks and the location 
they are asking for. I think that in order that justice may 
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be done to the public as well as to the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company, that these details ought to be presented 
to this Board. How can we give judgment on this matter 
until these details are presented? The right they are ask- 
ing for is a very important one. ‘They should be anxious 
and willing to do exact justice to the public at large; just as 
anxious as we are; and I ask that the Chairman put that 
question to the representatives of the Boston Elevated Rail- 
way Company and ask for their consent to a continuance 
until such time as they present those details that we are 
asking for and entitled to. 

Alderman LINEHAN. — Mr. Chairman, before the question 
is put to the agent of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, 
I desire for my own benefit to thoroughly understand the 
matter. If I understand the matter aright, a petition has 
been presented to this Board on July 80, asking this Board 
for its approval of certain Elevated Railway locations. 
Coupled with that was a request for the approval of the 
location of a station. Sixty days is clearly nominated by 
law as the time within which this Board can act on a loca- 
tion. And as the Act of 1897, chapter 500, clearly states 
(section 13): “Within sixty days from the making of such 
deposit (meaning the deposit of securities) the corporation 
shall apply to the Board of Aldermen of the City of Boston 
for a route”’ —and it is under this provision of the law 
that the Board is authorized to act — “of not less than four 
or more than seven miles of double tracks in said city, 
exclusive of subways, over location hereinbefore granted. 
If the route so applied for is not approved by the Mayor and 
Aldermen within sixty days of the application: therefor, the 
corporation shall, within thirty days from the expiration of 
said sixty days, apply to the Board of Railroad Commis- 
sioners for such approval.” 

I have noticed the manceuvring —and [ ask the pardon 
of the agent of the corporation, Mr. Saltonstall—TI have 
noticed the very careful manceuyring on his part this after- 
noon to divide these questions, the question of the location 
of a structure for tracks and the question of the location 
of a station. In order that the matter might be perfectly 
clear, and that the Railroad Commissioners might be unham- 
pered in any action they might take, they ask for a divi- 
sion of the question. Now, if the granting of the locations 
and the granting of the station is one question, you have a 
question on the one side wherein the Mayor and the Board 
of Aldermen are supreme. We alone, with the consent of 
the Mayor, have the right to grant a location for a station. 
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But, on the other hand, if we neglect or refuse to grant the 
location for a structure for the Elevated road, if we refuse to 
act within sixty days, they have the right to petition the 
Railroad Commissioners for them to hear and pass upon the 
question and grant the locations. _But I noticed, Mr. Chair- 
man, in the Acts of 1906, chapter 520, a provision: “In case 
any application authorized by law is made by the company 
to the Board for the approval of a route or a location which 
the Mayor and Aldermen have refused or failed to approve, 
the Board, having in view all public interests, shall, after 
public notice and hearing, finally fix and determine such 
route or location.” What the public interests are will be 
determined by the Board of Railroad Commissioners. This 
Board has no power after the expiration of two more days. 
The farce of the whole thing must dawn on the members of 
the Board, but the only danger is that this is a tragical farce. 
It means so much to the city and so much to the corporation 
that it will be a tragedy before it is finished, instead of being 
a farce. The corporations know full well that if this Board 
does not act on this petition within two days they will 
appeal to the Board of Railroad Commissioners. For that 
reason, I want to separate the question of the granting of a 
location for a station. ‘The Board has the right by section 
20 of chapter 500 of the Acts of 1897 to grant a location 
for a station. 

Section 20 reads: “Section 10 of said chapter 548 of the 
Acts of the year 1894 is hereby amended so as to read as 
follows: Section 10. Said corporation may locate stations at 
convenient points, with suitable exits and approaches to and 
from the streets and stations, but the same, excepting plat- 
forms and approaches thereto from buildings, shall not be 
located in any public way or place unless approved by the 
mayor and aldermen or selectmen.” 

There is no provision there for the action of the Board of 
Railroad Commissioners. If there is, I would like to know 
it. But it must be plain to the members of the Board that, 
if they have any desire to preserve their rights, they must 
not divide the question. You cannot have a station without 
the elevated. ‘Their elevated structure will hold the station. 
the same as a foundation will hold up a building. The 
structure that holds up the tracks holds up the station. It 
is part and parcel of one proposition. Go slow. Do not 
divide the question. Make it one proposition and act on it 
as a whole. 

Alderman KNEELAND. — Mr. Chairman, I would like to 
ask some of the lawyers of the Board or some of the lawyers 
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representing either of the two parties, for I want to get a 
legal opinion.. Section 32 says: ‘This act shall take effect 
upon its acceptance by the Mayor and Board of Aldermen of 
the city within one month.” I would like to know the 
meaning of “acceptance by the Mayor and Board of Alder- 
men of the city within one month.” Will Mr. Saltonstall 
give me that information? That is on page 559, at the 
bottom, Acts of 1906. 

Mr. SALTONSTALL. —I understand, Mr. Alderman, that 
that relates to the City of Cambridge. The Act of 1906 
largely related to the City of Cambridge and the subway in 
Main street. I understand that that relates to the City of 
Cambridge. - 

Alderman KNEELAND.— What does that mean by the 
acceptance of the act? 

Mr. SALTONSTALL. — I understand that that means when 
the same has been acted upon by the City Council of the 
City of Cambridge. 

Alderman KNEELAND. — Within one month of the passage 
of the act itself? 

Mr. SALTONSTALL. — Yes, sir; I have not given that 
especial question any special study, but that is the way I 
understand it. 

Alderman KNEELAND.— That was my impression, Mr. 
Chairman, but, as the Chair well knows, I am not a lawyer 
or the son of a lawyer, but the petition from the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company asks for the approval of a 
location under the provisions of chapter 520 of the Acts of 
1906. There has not been any meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen at which I have not been present, and to my knowl- 
edge the Board of Aldermen has not accepted the act. Mr. 
Saltonstall very fairly says it applies to the City of Cam- 
bridge. If it applies to the City of Cambridge, I cannot 
conceive why the Boston Elevated Railway Company 
applies to the City of Boston for routes in the city streets 
under an act which applies to the City of Cambridge. If 
that is not an error on the part of the corporations, and Mr. 
Saltonstall is right, I rise to a point of order, that the matter 
is not before the Board in legal form. 

The CHAIRMAN. — The point of order igs not well taken. 
Any other persons wishing to object ? 

Alderman KNEELAND.— Mr. Chairman, on the point of 
order, if the statement made by Mr. Saltonstall is correct 
from the legal point of view, and this act simply is an act 
governing Cambridge, why should we have upon our calen- 
dar, No. 9, a petition from the Boston Elevated Rail- 
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way Company asking for the approval of tracks under the 
provisions of chapter 520 of the Acts of 1906? 

The CHAIRMAN. — The Chair will state that the act was 
a joint act. 

Alderman KNEELAND.— Mr. Chairman, my position in 
the matter is that if it is a joint act and the statement of the 
legal gentleman is true, then the Board of Aldermen of the 
City of Boston and the Mayor of the City of Boston must 
jointly accept the act; and to my knowledge the Board of 
Aldermen has not accepted the act. Therefore I raise the 
point that, not having accepted the act, it cannot legally be 
before us, because the act is not in working order. 

If the Chairman will pardon me, Section 32 of the act 
says: ‘This act shall take effect upon its acceptance by the 
Mayor and Board of Aldermen of the city within one month, 
and by the company, by vote of its Board of Directors, and 
return thereof thereafter and within two months after its 
passage,” and it goes on at length and finishes by saying, 
“ Approved June 23, 1906.” My point of order, Mr. Chair- 
man, is that No. 9 says that they ask for this location under 
the provisions of chapter 520 of the Acts of 1906. 

The CHAIRMAN. — The Chair will state that so much of 
the act relating to the City of Cambridge requires the ac- 
ceptance by the city government of Cambridge, and so much 
of the act applying to the City of Boston relates to the ap- 
plication to the Board of Aldermen and Mayor for establish- 
ing a route. The point of order is not well taken. 

Alderman KNEELAND. —In other words, Mr. Chairman, 
the City of Cambridge is allowed, through its representatives 
elected by the people, to decide whether or not an act shall 
go into effect, but the great big City of Boston that is ad- 
joining does not elect representatives who are fit to decide 
on these questions. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Any further remonstrances ? 

Mr. W. P. Martin. — Mr. Chairman and gentlemen of 
the Board, I represent the Small estate, which is located on 
Causeway street. The building upon that estate at the 
present time is an old building, and negotiations are now in 
progress for the improving of that lot of land. Of course, 
if the station is to be erected at that point, why, it will 
necessitate a change in the arrangement and in their plans, 
and that would be a serious damage to the estate. I confess 
that I am not at all familiar with this railroad law. It 
seems to me that the two questions should be discussed 
together for this very purpose. The Elevated Railroad has 
asked for a location. If the location is granted, I presume 
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that of course the elevated structure must necessarily follow 
substantially the lines of the location as laid down on that 
plan. Now, it seems to me that if the Board should grant 
the location asked for here to-day, that would fix the location 
of the station. ‘The Elevated plans have been drawn on the 
theory of a curve at Canal street and the location of an 
elevated station on Causeway street. If the Board should 
grant the location as prayed for in this petition, it would be 
absolutely necessary for the station to be located on Cause- 
way street. That is, their plans are drawn in such a way, 
and their location is asked for in such a way, that it would 
be absolutely impossible for them, or for any Board which 
was to grant the location for the station afterwards, to grant 
it in any other place except on Causeway street. It seems 
to me that that point ought to be considered very carefully. 
If it should come about that the members of this Board 
should decide that the station ought to be on Canal street, 
you could not say that, after you had granted the location 
for the tracks as now prayed for, because the lines for the 
elevated railway location are drawn in such a way that you 
could not, of necessity, have the station on Canal street, but 
would be absolutely forced to grant the location on Cause- 
way street. Before this petition for a location is granted as 
prayed for, I would ask the Board to carefully consider that 
phase of the question. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Do any other persons present desire to 
be heard on either side? (No response. ) 

Alderman BERWIN. — Mr. Chairman, if there are no 
other persons present desiring to be heard in opposition to 
the granting of this petition, in view of the fact that a num- 
ber of legal questions have arisen which undoubtedly embar- 
rass the minds and the judgments of some of the members 
of the Board, I move you, sir, that this matter be further 
assigned until to-morrow. at three o’clock, and that when this 
Board adjourns it be to meet at that time. I want to say 
for the benefit of the Board, and for the benefit of the peti- 
tioners and the remonstrants, and the public in general, that 
I have been subjected to rather unjust criticism because of 
the fact that I endeavored to bring to the attention of this 
Board not only my knowledge of the law as I have read it, 
but my knowledge of the law as it has been interpreted to 
me. Although it has subjected me to considerable criticism, 
that has not deterred me from my course and my determina- 
tion to speak the truth, no matter how it affects the interests 
of anybody. Let me say further, for the benefit of this 
Board, that we are acting under a special act of the Legis- 
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lature giving us limited powers. I have gone to the expense, 
Mr. Chairman, out of my own pocket to obtain the judgment 
of one whose opinion on this particular question would have 
the highest respect. His name I have no _ particular 
desire to declare at this present time; but if I did, 
he would be recognized as an authority upon the questions 
that have been propounded to the Board this afternoon. I 
have not taken any active part in the discussion, because I 
thought I would reserve my Judgment until the time when 
the Board had finally decided to take action upon the matter ; 
but, as I said before, all I have endeavored to do was to 
place this Board in the right light, to let it know what the 
law was in regard to the matter, so that it would act intelli- 
gently and within its legal right. I want to reiterate, for 
the benefit of this Board, that Friday next, the 28th day of 
September, the time allowed the Board of Aldermen in 
which to act upon this particular measure ceases. I want to 
reiterate for the benefit of some members of the Board and 
others that that is the view of the law taken by every man 
to whom I have spoken about it. The law is as plain as the 
English language can make it — that we have only until that 
time in which to act upon the matter, and that it then 
becomes mandatory upon the Board of Railroad Commis: 
sioners to grant some kind of « location. Now I have said 
all I desire to say at the present time upon that subject. I 
do not desire to take up the time of the Board any longer 
except to say that a certain distinguished and well-known 
newspaper writer has taken it upon himself to criticize me 
for the stand which I have taken. I may be taking advan- 
tage of my opportunity to discuss a matter which has no 
bearing, perhaps, upon this particular point; and that is, 
that within a few days the “ Boston Journal” took it upon 
itself to refer to my action and my conduct as a member of 
the Public Lighting Committee. | 

Alderman LINEHAN. — Mr. Chairman, I rise to ask the 
alderman a question. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Does the alderman yield ? 

Alderman Berwin. — Mr. Chairman, I am always willing 
to yield, provided the purpose of the question is not to deprive 
me of the opportunity that I have sought to state my views. 

Alderman LINEHAN. — Mr. Chairman, I do not usually do 
that sort of thing. The alderman stated specifically — and 
I want to keep to the question — that within two days an 
appeal can be taken to the Board of Railroad Commissioners 
regardless of the action of this Board. Do I understand 
you aright ? 
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Alderman BrRWIN.—I said, Mr. Chairman, that the 
time allowed the Board for the consideration of this subject, 
for the granting of a location as prayed for under No. 9 on 
the calendar, will expire in sixty days from the time of the 
filing of the petition. The petition was filed with the City 
Clerk on July 30th; so that if you will simply do a little 
figuring, you will find that Iam right. ‘There are thirty-one 
days in July, and thirty-one days in August; so you can see 
that leaves us but twenty-eight days of this month in which 
to consider the matter. I think that answers the gentle- 
man’s question. 

Alderman LINEHAN. — Mr. Chairman, I would like to ask 
the gentleman to yield. If I understand it, the question 
before the Board is on the acceptance of the act. Section 
32 of chapter 520 of the Acts of 1906 says: ‘This act shall 
take effect upon acceptance by the Mayor and Board of 
Aldermen of the city.” The location may be nominated in 
the act. With the act go many other things besides this 
location asked for; but the act has no effect whatever until 
accepted by the Mayor and Aldermen. If the Elevated 
road has petitioned for a specific location, we have no 
authority to grant it to them until we have accepted the 
provisions of the act. 

Alderman BERWIN. — I presume that is the question put 
to me, Mr. Chairman, and I shall not discuss it, because the 
honorable alderman on my right (Alderman Kneeland) 
raised that same question as a point of order, and the Chair 
ruled the point of order not well taken, and said, if I under- 
stood the Chair correctly, that that provision as to the 
acceptance of the act only applied to that portion of the act 
which had reference to the City of Cambridge. I am not 
here, however, Mr. Chairman, to discuss points of law with 
the alderman. My purpose is really to express my views 
upon one certuin matter, and then to give way to the honor- 
able alderman. I started to say, Mr. Chairman, that within 
a few days—I have not the exact date, but it was very 
recently —- the “‘ Boston Journal” took occasion to remark — 

Alderman LINEHAN. — Mr. Chairman, if the alderman 
will pardon me, he has not yet answered my question. What 
is his authority for making the statement that after two days 
from the present time the Board is powerless to act? I 
would like to have his authority on that point. 

Alderman BErwin. — Of course, Mr. Chairman, I do not 
care to enter into any legal discussion with the gentleman. 
If he is not willing to accept my view of the law, which is 
that that portion of section 32 applies to the City of Cam- 
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bridge, you and I might argue with him indefinitely as to 
that question of law. As to that question, I shall not take 
up the time of the Board; but as to the question of the 
time allowed the Board, if you will look at section 21 of 
chapter 520 of the Acts of 1906 you will see that the 
method to be followed in approving this present route is the 
procedure prescribed by section 15 of chapter 500 of the 
Acts of 1897; and if you will look at that act, you will find 
that it prescribes the time within which this Board can act 
upon the petition of the Boston Elevated Railway Company 
for an approval of their location. Now — 

Alderman LINEHAN. — Mr. Chairman, will the alderman 
yield ? 

Alderman Brrwin. — Mr. Chairman, I shall not yield, 
and I say that with no discourtesy. J have an impression 
that the alderman is not willing to take my legal opinion 
upon the question, and if he is simply asking me questions 
for the purpose of enlightening himself, without his being 
convinced, I shall certainly refuse to discuss the matter with 
him. I have given to the Board what I believe to be the 
correct view as to the law. ‘The Board does not have to 
take my view of the matter, but can do just as it pleases. 
I shall finish what I have to say in just a moment. Within 
a few days—TI do not know the exact date — the “ Boston 
Journal” took it upon itself to comment upon my course as a 
member of the Committee on Public Lighting. 

Alderman LINEHAN. — Mr. Chairman, I have no desire to 
rise to a point of order, but I would like to ask the alder- 
man to quote his authority for the statement that he made. 
I have sat here and listened to the honorable alderman, and 
I had imagined that he was the fount from which all this 
information had come. If the alderman makes a statement 
he should back it up with facts. 

Alderman Berwin. — Mr. Chairman, I have not yielded 
the floor, and I really believe that the honorable alderman 
is endeavoring to take advantage of my time. I want to say 
in conclusion, Mr. Chairman, that I am sorry to take up so 
much of the time of the Board, but I wish to have my posi- 
tion in regard to this matter made plain. The records of 
this government, let me say, are published at the expense of 
the City of Boston in the “ Boston Traveler,” and whoever 
cares to read what I want to say can read it in the ‘“ Boston 
Traveler.” I want to say, Mr. Chairman, that within a few 
days the “ Boston Journal” took occasion to comment upon 
my course as a member of the Committee on Public Lighting. 

Alderman LINEHAN. — Mr. Chairman. 
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The. CHAIRMAN. — Alderman Berwin has the floor. For 
what purpose does the gentleman rise? 

Alderman LINEHAN. — To ask a question. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Does Alderman Berwin yield? 

Alderman BERWIN.—I refuse to yield, Mr. Chairman. 
It is very apparent that it is the purpose of the alderman to 
interrupt me unnecessarily. Mr. Chairman, the ‘ Boston 
Journal” has within a few days commented upon my course 
as a member of the Committee on Public Lighting, and it 
took occasion to make the statement, which I say now, to be 
generous in my criticism of it, was not only unfair, but un- 
just. That paper made the statement, in substance, that I 
was influenced in my conduct as a member of the Committee 
on Public Lighting by the fact that I took an occasional 
“flyer” in gas or electric lighting stocks. Now, what my 
business is is well known to the people of Boston. I will 
say this, however, for the benefit of the gentleman who made 
that statement: I have not owned, do not own, and never 
have owned stock in any gas or electric lighting company, 
nor have I ever speculated, either directly or indirectly, 
while a member of this government, or for some years, in 
any such stock. I know just what the motive of that state- 
ment was. It was to anticipate and discredit my action, 
which is well known to the members of the committee — be- 
cause I have not endeavored to evade or conceal my position 
upon this grave question. It was done in order to prejudice 
the minds of the people in advance as to any course I might 
take. I want to say, in conclusion, that no honorable gentle- 
man will repeat that statement after this denial by me, be- 
cause to do so would be dishonorable and unfair. I beg at 
this time, Mr. Chairman, for the benefit of the Board, to re- 
new my motion that this special matter be assigned until 
to-morrow at 3 o’clock, and that when this Board adjourns it 
be to meet to-morrow at 3 P.M. 

Alderman BroMBERG. — Mr. Chairman, if the alderman 
will amend that motion so as to provide that final action 
shall be taken then, I shall be glad to vote for it. I believe 
that the matter should be finally decided to-morrow by this 
Board. 

The CHAIRMAN.— The Chair will state that that is a 
matter for the Board to decide at its meeting to-morrow. 

Alderman KNEELAND. — Mr. Chairman, I would like to 
amend the motion made by the honorable alderman on my 
left (Alderman Berwin) by providing that we shall get a 
decision from the Corporation Counsel as to what Section 32 
means. 
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The CHAIRMAN. — The Chair will state that that cannot 
be entertained as an amendment to the motion to assign. 
The Chair would also state that he understands that one of 
the aldermen has an order ready to introduce later in the 
session, requesting the Corporation Counsel’s opinion. 

Alderman DRAPER.— Mr. Chairman, I wish to amend 
that motion by providing that the Board request the presence 
of the Corporation Counsel at the next meeting of the Board. 

The CHAIRMAN. — That motion should be made as an 
independent motion, not as an amendment. 

Alderman BELL. — Mr. Chairman, I have no objection to 
this matter being assigned until some other day; but, per- 
sonally, I sériously object to its being assigned until to-mor- 
row afternoon. I have made arrangements to go away from 
the city to-morrow afternoon, and I have to go. It is ona 
matter of the State shoot at Wakefield. I would very much 
prefer, if the Board adjourns to meet again to-morrow, that it 
adjourn to some time to-morrow morning. ‘This is an import- 
ant question, and I would like to be here to vote on it. 

Alderman CuRLEy. — Mr. Chairman, I wish to say that it 
is personally agreeable to me to come either to-morrow 
morning or to-morrow afternoon. ‘The only question seems 
to me to be whether a “State shoot” is of more importance 
than the interests of the people of Boston. . 

Alderman Be.tu. —I would like to say that the regular 
meetings of the Board are supposed to be held on Mondays. 
This is the second meeting which we have had this week. I 
am perfectly willing to come here as many afternoons as are 
necessary; but I have some business to attend to besides 
politics — which some of the members, perhaps, do not have. 

Alderman DRAPER. — Mr. Chairman, I wish to amend the 
motion as to the next meeting, so as to provide that we shall 
meet to-morrow evening at 7 o’clock. 

The CHAIRMAN. — The question comes on the amendment 
offered by Alderman Draper. 

Alderman KNEELAND. — Mr. Chairman, I sincerely hope 
that the Board will adjourn to meet to-morrow afternoon. I 
believe that gentlemen who are elected members of the Board 
of Aldermen ought to act all the time in the interests of the 
citizens of Boston and give all the time that is necessary to 
the City of Boston. Iam one of those members who hasn’t 
anything else to do except take care of the city’s business. 
Iam nota politician. But I believe that the men who are 
elected by the city to come down here and do the city’s 
business should meet here as often as necessary for that pur- 
pose. Here is something which is of vital importance not

only to the people of the city, but to one of the largest cor- 
porations in the city; and all the members of the Board of 
Aldermen ought to be fair not only to the interests of the 
city, but also to the interests of the corporation. I sincerely 
hope the Board will meet to-morrow morning. 

The CHAIRMAN. — The question comes on the assignment 
of No. 9 to to-morrow evening at 7 o’clock. 

Alderman Cur try. —I sincerely trust the Board will 
meet to-morrow morning. I would say for myself that I 
have got to attend a pink tea party in the afternoon and 
could not leave it. 

Alderman Draper. — I thoroughly agree with what both 
aldermen have said on my left, but it seems to me that we 
could just as well come at the meeting in the evening as in 
the afternoon; but perhaps it would be to the disadvantage 
of some of the members of the Board, and courtesy demands, 
I believe, that the meeting should be held at the best time 
for all. There has been no objection to the meeting, and I 
hope my amendment that the meeting be held in the evening 
prevail as a matter of courtesy. 

The CHAIRMAN. — The question comes on the assignment 
until to-morrow evening at 7. 

The motion to assign was declared lost. Alderman 
Battis doubted the vote, and asked for a rising vote, which 
was taken. 

The motion was carried, eight aldermen having voted in 
the affirmative and four in the negative, and further con- 
sideration of Nos. 9 and 10 was postponed until 7 o’clock 
to-morrow night. 

Later, the vote whereby the Board voted to postpone the 
matter until to-morrow at 7 o’clock P.M. was reconsidered, 
and the Board voted to assign further consideration of the 
matter until Friday, September 28, at 10 o’clock A.M., and 
to adjourn to that time. 


In BOARD OF ALDERMEN, City HALL, 
Boston, September 28, 1906. 

Continued hearing on petitions of the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company. 

Alderman Brrwin.— Mr. Chairman, I. move that the 
petitions of the Boston Elevated Railway Company be taken 
up at this time. 

The CHAIRMAN. — If there is no objection the several 
petitions of the Boston Elevated Railway Company for hear- 
ings on route and location for station are now before the Board. 
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The petitions were as follows: 

For approval, under the provisions of chapter 520 of the 
Acts of 1906, of its proposed route from a point on the new 
Charles River dam over private lands and across Brighton, 
Willard, Minot, Wall and Cotting streets, Cotting court, 
Lowell and Billerica streets, and through Causeway street, 
also by a curve across Canal street. 

For approval of location of its proposed new station in 
Causeway street, in accordance with the provisions of section 
10, chapter 548, Acts of 1894, as amended by section 20, 
chapter 500, Acts of 1897. 

Alderman BERWIN. — Mr. Chairman, I should like to ask 
the Corporation Counsel, now that he is present, one or two 
legal questions that have been propounded to the Board. 
Mr. Babson, by permission of the Chair, I am permitted to 
ask you one or two questions. The question was raised at 
the last meeting of the Board on the interpretation of sec- 
tion 52 of chapter 520 of the Acts of 1906. 

Mr. BaBson. — 1906? 

Alderman Brrwin.— Yes, sir. “This act shall take 
effect upon its acceptance by the Mayor and Board of Alder- 
men of the city within one month.’ Does that require 
acceptance by the Board of Aldermen and Mayor of the City 
of Boston ? 

Mr. Basson. — No; the first section of the act provides 
that “city” in the act shall mean the City of Cambridge. 
*« May construct in the City of Cambridge, hereinafter called 
the city.” So that Cambridge is known through the act as 
‘city’; and when Boston is mentioned, why, it is mentioned 
by name. 

Alderman BERw1n. — The proceedings of the Board of 
Aldermen indicate the fact that the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company has notified the City of Boston that the City of 
Cambridge has accepted the act. Now, Mr. Babson, it is a 
fact, is it not, as a matter of law under the act, that there is 
a time limit upon which this Board can accept or reject the 
petition of the Boston Elevated Railway Company asking 
for a location to construct an elevated structure on the 
streets indicated by that petition? And what is the time 
limit ? 

Mr. Basson. —I don’t know, sir, that I can say anything 
better than by using the language uf the act itself. It is 
prescribed by section 13 of chapter 500 of the Acts of 1897, 
as far as the approval is concerned, that: “If the route so 
applied for is not approved by the Mayor and Aldermen 
within sixty days of the application therefor, the corporation 
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shall within thirty days of the expiration of said sixty days 
apply to the Board of Railroad Commissioners for such 
approval, who shall have authority to approve the same, ana 
upon any refusal or failure for sixty days of any Board of 
Aldermen or selectmen to approve any route lawfully 
appled for by said corporation, the corporation may apply 
therefor to said Board, which may approve the same.” ‘That 
is, the Act of 1906 says that the approval shall be under 
that section of the Act of 1897, and that says that if the 
routes are not approved by the Mayor and Aldermen within 
sixty days the corporation shall within thirty days apply to 
the Board of Railroad Commissioners. 

Alderman BERwIN.— So that this Board has sixty days 
from the time of the filing of the petition within which to 
act, either to accept or reject the petition of the Boston 
Elevated Railroad Company ? 

Mr. Basson. —I don’t know that I can make it plainer ~ 
than the language of this act. What I understand the act 
to say in plain language is this: That if the Board of Alder- 
men does not act within the sixty days the Elevated Railway 
Company within thirty days thereafter can apply to the 
Railroad Commissioners. Of course, they may apply 
immediately upon the neglect of the Board to approve, or 
they may wait. 

Alderman Berwin. — Within thirty days? 

Mr. Basson. — They have thirty days within which to 
make up their minds whether they shall consider the non- 
approval a reason for appealing or whether they shall not. 

Alderman BERWIN. — What I am getting at is this: The 
right of the Board of Aldermen to consider the matter 
terminates after the petition has been with them for sixty 
days. Isn’t that your construction of the law ? 

Mr. Basson. —I don’t know that I can make it plainer 
than I have made it — or the law has made it, to wit — that 
if the Board of Aldermen do not act within sixty days, it 
is then optional with the railway company as to whether 
they will wait a further time for the approval or whether 
they will go immediately to the Railroad Commissioners. 
After the end of sixty days it becomes optional with the 
railway company whether they will wait any longer or 
whether they will not; they have got thirty days within 
which to make up their mind whether they will wait any 
longer or whether they will not. They have got to appeal 
within thirty days. 

Alderman Berwin. — Now, Mr. Babson, after the sixty 
days’ time and appeal to the Board of Railroad Commis- 
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sioners for the granting of a location, does it not upon the 
terms of the act become mandatory upon the Railroad Com- 
missioners to grant the railway company some kind of a loca- 
tion — not this particular one asked for of the Board, but 
some kind of a location — according to section 22 of the 
act ? 

Mr. Basson. — Undoubtedly it was the intention of the 
Legislature that the railway company should have a loca- 
tion on the general lines laid out by the act. They are 
entitled under the act to a location from the Railroad Com- 
missioners, on the general lines laid down by the act. 

Alderman KNEELAND.— What did you mean, Mr. Bab- 
son, by the word “act” ?—if the Board of Aldermen does 
not act? 

Mr. BABson.—I mean if they do not either approve or 
disapprove. The action that they have to take upon the © 
petition for a location is to approve or disapprove it; if they 
don’t either approve it or disapprove it within sixty days, 
upon the sixty-first day the railway company can say, * We 
won't wait any longer,” and can apply to the Railroad Com- 
missioners. 

Alderman KNEELAND. — If the Board of Aldermen to-day 
decide not to grant the location, what then will be the rights 
of the Boston Elevated Railway Company in the case ? 

Mr. Basson. — To appeal to the Board of Railroad Com-. 
missioners. 

Alderman KNEELAND. —So that it really doesn’t make 
any difference what action the Board takes, or whether we 
act or not; they can still appeal to the Railroad Commis- 
sioners, in your opinion ? 

Mr. Basson. — Well, they have their appeal to the Rail- 
road Commissioners, but I wouldn’t agree with you that it 
doesn’t make any difference as to what action the Board of 
Aldermen take, because I think that with any Board of Rail- 
road Commissioners the action of the Board of Aldermen, 
representing the citizens of Boston, would have considerable 
influence. It would be the same way if I had a case in the 
Municipal Court; because I had a right to appeal to the 
Superior Court from the decision against me, it wouldn’t by 
any manner of means follow that it wouldn’t make a good 
deal of difference to me whether the judge of the Municipal ~ 
Court decided against me or not. 

Alderman DRAPER. — On that question of appeal, is there 
anything in the act which allows the citizens to appeal from 
any action by the Board; is there an appeal from the grant- 
ing of the location by the citizens ? 
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Mr. BABSON. — No; the appeal granted by the act is the 
appeal given to the two railway corporations, the Elevated 
and the Boston & Maine, but the Railroad Commissioners 
are bound to give a public hearing if there is an appeal. 

Alderman DRrApPER.—-I understand that the Boston & 
Maine may come in later before this Board in regard to any 
action of ours taken at the present time. Doesn’t the act 
provide that the Boston & Maine may open up proceedings 
again in this Board? 

Mr. BABson. — Oh, no. 

Alderman DRAPER. — After thirty days? 

Mr. Basson. — No; it provides that they shall be given 
notice, and they are given, as well as the Elevated, a right 
to appeal from this Board to the Board of -Railroad Com- 
missioners. Here is the language of the act: ‘Said railroad 
corporation,” meaning the Boston & Maine railroad — “said 
railroad corporation may apply to the Board” — that is, to 
the Board of Railroad Commissioners — “for a revision of 
any action of the mayor and aldermen in the nature of an 
approval of any such route or location within thirty days 
after the date thereof.” 

Alderman DRAPER. — That is, they can appeal from any 
decision of this Board, whether they appear before this Board 
or not? 

Mr. BABson. — Whether they appear before this Board or 
not. 

Alderman BEerwin. — Mr. Babson, I asked you the ques- 
tion, I don’t know whether you answered it or not, and that 
is: Whether or not an appeal to the Railroad Commissioners 
on the part of the Boston Elevated Railway Company makes 
it mandatory upon the Railroad Commissioners to grant to 
the Elevated Company at least some kind of a location? 

Mr. Basson. —I thought I answered that by saying that 
they were bound to give some location to the Elevated Rail- 
way Company within the lines designated by the act. 

Alderman BERwin. — Well, now, this idea has suggested 
itself to me, that is, section 22 of the Act of 1906 says: 
“Having in view all public interests, shall, after public 
notice and hearing, finally fix and determine such route or 
location.” Well, the question has been suggested that if in 
the judgment of the Railroad Commissioners the public in- 
terests did not demand the granting of any location, how 
would you interpret that language ? 

Mr. Basson. — Well, I don’t know that I can interpret it 
any plainer than I have, to wit, that the Railroad Commis- 
sioners under this act— the Legislature having already 
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found that the public interests demanded some location 
down there — must say what location, what sort of a place 
it shall be in, and how built, to some extent. 

Alderman BErwin. — Now, one more question, and then 
I have asked you all I care to ask you, Mr. Babson: This 
Board has no right under the act, has it, to amend the 
petition of the Boston Elevated Company ? | 

Mr. Basson. — No right to amend, because they haven’t 
the right to make the Boston Elevated build anything that 
they don’t want to. But, at the same time, I have no doubt 
that any suggestions which were made by this Board as to 
changes which if made would meet with their approval — I 
have no doubt that such suggestions would have more or less 
influence with the Railroad Commissioners, or probably with 
the Elevated itself. The Board has no right to amend, as a 
matter of law, but I fancy that selectmen, Boards of Alder- 
men and Railroad Commissioners often make suggestions to 
the petitioning party that if such and such changes are made 
they will approve, and if such and such changes are not 
made they will not approve. 

Alderman BERWIN. — So that, _Mr.’ Babson ——Idons 
want to get into an argument with you — but the making of 
any suggestions of that kind would have no legal effect 
whatever, because after we made the suggestion the 
Boston Elevated could accept it or reject it. In other 
words, we can merely suggest to the Railroad Commis- 
sioners, as I understand you, that some other route, other 
than the one applied for, would be a good one — but that 
would be all the legal effect it would have in the matter, 
wouldn’t it? 

Mr. Basson. —-I don’t know what legal effect it would 
have. I don’t know that I can make myself understood 
plainer than by saying this, that this Board of Aldermen 
can’t make the Boston Elevated Railway Company build any 
other way than they want to build, but both they and the 
Railroad Commissioners can say, “* We won’t approve this 
route under this proposed location unless some changes are 
made in it.” Then it is up to them to say whether they will 
make the changes or not. 

Alderman BERWIN. — Mr. Babson, then there is no ques- 
tion legally but what this Board must either accept or reject 
the petition of the Boston Elevated ; isn’t that the situation ? 

Mr. BABson. — Or do nothing about it; in which case, on 
the sixty-first day, they can appeal. 

Alderman Barris. — Is it a fact that if the Board grants 
this location to the Boston Elevated, the Boston Elevated 
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has the right to build stations on that route and then come 
to the Board afterwards and ask the permission of opening 
those stations ? 

Mr. BAznson. — No, I understand that in addition to this 
Board, as far as the stations are concerned, the Mayor has to 
be applied to for an approval of the stations — as to whether 
they do or do not obstruct light and air, and whether they 
are architecturally pleasing to him or not — and that the 
stations have to meet with his approval in those two respects. 
And they also have — under another section of the act 
to meet with the approval of the Railroad Commissioners, 
as far as the stations are concerned, outside of the location. 
The placing of the stations in the public street is much 
more guarded than the location. The stations have to be 
approved by the Mayor as far as their construction archi- 
tecturally is concerned, and as far as their obstruction 
approved also by the Railroad Commissioners in addition to 
the approval by this Board. So that in regard to the station 
there are three approvals to be obtained, whereas on the loca- 
tion there are only two, and the Mayor, apparently, has an 
almost absolute veto on the location of the station, as far 
as its obstruction of light and air is concerned. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Do any persons present — 

Mr. SALTONSTALL. — Mr. Chairman, it occurs to me that 
I have not submitted to this Board any formal proofs of the 
fact that this Act of 1906 has been duly accepted by the 
City of Cambridge and also by the directors of the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company. I have copies here of the 
doings of the Board of Aldermen and Mayor of the City of 
Cambridge, and of the Board of Directors of the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company, accepting the act in accordance 
with Section 32 thereof. I would like to file these papers 
and leave them with the Board. These are informal; I sup- 
pose if it were a matter in court I should furnish more 
formal proof of it, and I will procure original certificates if 
any one desires it. 

Mr. Saltonstall submitted the following: 

Copy attesting that “An Act to authorize the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company to construct a subway or subways 
in the City of Cambridge and to provide for connection thereof 
with the railway system in the City of Boston” was accepted 
June 26, 1906, by the Board of Aldermen: of the City of 
Cambridge in accordance and incompliance with the pro- 
visions of said act, and signed by the Mayor of Cambridge 
on June 28, 1906. 

Placed on file. 
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Copy of vote at meeting of the directors of the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company, held on June 29, 1906, “that 
the Boston Elevated Railway Company accepts chapter 520 
of the Acts of the Legislature of Massachusetts of the cur- 
rent year, 1906, entitled ‘ An Act to authorize the Boston Ele- 
vated Railway Company to construct a subway or subways 
in the City of Cambridge and to provide for connection 
thereof with the railway system in the City of Boston.’ ” 

Placed on file. 

Alderman BERWIN. — Mr. Saltonstall, I asked you once 
before, and I guess I will ask you again, simply to place 
myself properly on the records of the city government: The 
Boston Elevated Railway Company intends, I assume by 
their present course, to adhere to the petition already filed 
so far as the granting of a location for an elevated structure 
in the West End; that is, they are not prepared to amend 
that petition in any form so as to satisfy the apparent objec- 
tions of people to the location of aroute? I am not dis- 
cussing the question of a station, but of an elevated struc- 
ture. , 

Alderman KNEELAND. — I wish the alderman would take 
his seat, so that those of us who are interested might hear 
the question as well as the answer. Now, I don’t know 
what the alderman has asked Mr. Saltonstall, and I would 
like to know what the question is as well as the answer. 

The CHAIRMAN. — The stenographer may repeat the 
question if the alderman from West Roxbury wants to 
hear it. 

Alderman Berwin’s question was read by the stenog- 
rapher. | 

Mr. SALTONSTALL.— Answering your question, Mr. 
Alderman, specifically: As I stated at the earliest hearings 
we had upon this petition, this petition for a route was filed 
in accordance with the requirements of section 21 of the 
Acts of 1906, to meet the conditions specified in the act 
which warrant their so doing. 

Alderman WHELTON. — Mr. Chairman, I move, sir, that 
the hearing be now declared closed. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Alderman Whelton moves that the 
hearing be now closed. 

The motion prevailed, and the hearing was closed. 

Mr. Basson. — Mr. Chairman, I would like to say one 
word; I do not know that I explained enough. What I 
said in regard to the appeal to the Railroad Commissioners, 
the limitation as to time and so forth, applied solely to the 
petition for a location ; the petition for a station is governed 
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by entirely different conditions, and has to go before the 
Mayor and has a good many other things connected with it. 
I understand the alderman to ask purely about the location, 
and it was Alderman Battis who asked about the station in 
the street. 

Mr. SALTONSTALL.—I so understand the law, and for 
that reason, Mr. Chairman, I made the suggestion that the 
matter relating to the station go over, because there is no 
reason for such immediate action on that petition as there is 

on the petition for the route. 
The CHAIRMAN. — The Board so understands. 

Alderman BrERwin. — If there are no objections, I move 
you, sir, that the two matters that have just been discussed 
by the Board be referred to the Committee on Public Im- 
provements, with instructions to report back this afternoon. 

Alderman Brtu.— While I dislike, Mr. Chairman, to 
take issue with my brother Berwin over there, I do not think 
it is necessary for us to refer these petitions to the Com- 
mittee on Public Improvements. I think there are more 
than a quorum of the Board present; I think the members 
have heard the arguments, and they have made up their 
minds how they intend to vote. I do not think any man 
need be afraid to have his vote recorded in the public press. 
I think the thing to do is to call the roll at the present time. 

Alderman Cur.uey. — Mr. Chairman, I move we take a 
recess subject to the call of the Chair. 

Alderman KNEELAND. — Mr. Chairman, [ hope Alderman 
Berwin’s motion will not prevail. I believe this matter 
ought to be settled in open session, so that all persons who 
desire may know the position of every member of the Board 
of Aldermen on this question. 

Alderman Brrwin.-— Mr. Chairman, in view of the 
opposition to the motion made by me, and the suggestion of 
the amendment, and for the purpose explained by Alderman 
Kneeland, I, too, in view of the arguments advanced, am 
prepared to discuss the matter in open Board. And if what 
I have just said, Mr. Chairman, is not loud enough for the 
honorable alderman on my right, I will ask the clerk to 
kindly read what I have just stated. I want to go publicly 
on record, Mr. Chairman, on this matter. 

The CHAIRMAN. — If there is no objection, the Chair will 
consider the motion of Alderman Berwin withdrawn. 

Alderman Cur.LgEy. — Mr. Chairman, I wish to withdraw 
the motion just made by me. My purpose was that we might 
act upon this matter without delay, and I had no other 
motive. I have no fear of going on record on this question. 
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There being no objection, Alderman Curley’s motion was 
considered withdrawn. 

Alderman BrErwin. — I now move you, sir, that the peti- 
tion of the Boston Elevated Railway Company for approval 
of a location in Brighton, Willard, Minot, Cotting and 
Lowell streets be rejected. Upon that petition and upon 
that question, Mr. Chairman, I shall ask for the yeas and 
nays. And let me say this, Mr. Chairman, in defence of a 
position that I take—it is just this: Notwithstanding all 
that has been said about my possible course — my attitude in 
this Board — I do not rise to apologize to anybody; I merely 
rise to reiterate what I have repeatedly told the the remon- 
strants at the West End, that under the law as I read it 
there is but one thing for this Board to do, and that is to 
accept or reject the position of the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company asking for a location on the route indicated in that 
petition. Now, I gave a hearing in City Hall—a private 
hearing —some weeks ago to a number of the remonstrants 
from the West End. They were people of my own religious 
faith, and I think that I better understand their feelings and 
their views than perhaps the average man might in the com- 
munity. And I told them what I understood the law to be; 
I told them that this Board had a limited time, namely, 
sixty days, prescribed by the act, in which either to 
accept or reject the petition of the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company. We haven’t any legal right to amend the act; 
all that we can do is simply to say, “ We will give you this 
location,” or “ We won’t give it to you.” The Legislature 
has prescribed that an elevated structure must be built in 
the City of Boston. The people of Boston, unfortunately, 
some years ago voted that an elevated structure shall be 
built in the city; the Boston Elevated Railway Company 
had a location at the West End, and they released that loca- 
tion under the Act of 1906 whereby they gave up the right 
to build an elevated structure in Cambridge and were given 
authority to build an elevated structure in Boston. So that 
the question of an elevated structure is settled; you have 
got to put up with it, there isn’t any legal way out of it. 
Now, it has been said in hearings before this Board that, if 
this Board refused to act, the Railroad Commissioners 
wouldn’t dare to act. Now, I have said once before, and I 
repeat again, that the Railroad Commissioners will have to 
act. I tell you another thing — that there isn’t any appeal 
from the Railroad Commissioners. Now, I said to the 
remonstrants from the West End, “You don’t need any 
lawyer to argue your case. Go and employ an engineer, get — 
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him to draw up a location that meets with your approval, 
and I will publicly appeal to the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company to amend their petition so that you may be pro- 
tected.” I told you that when this matter came to a crisis 
I should be here advocating what I believe to be right, and 
for that very reason I stand here, Mr. Chairman, advocating 
that the petitioners be given leave to withdraw. I contend 
that there is no protection in the act for the people in the 
locality where the structure will run, where they take 
property or land. Where the Boston Elevated Company 
takes property they pay handsomely for it. I have 
been in the real estate business for more than twenty 
years, but I tell you fairly that there isn’t an expert 
living who can determine what the damage is. Where we 
think the compensation may be liberal, we afterwards find 
out that we don’t know where we stand. Now, I am giving 
to this Board an expert opinion upon a question which on 
other occasions I demand pay for. I shall vote against 
granting the Elevated Railway Company the location which 
they ask for under the petition. It might appear that I am 
a great friend of Mr. Saltonstall’s. Well, I am; I have 
known him for years. But my friendship for him does not 
lessen my devotion to my public duty. I asked him if the 
railway company would amend their petition, and you heard 
his answer. He emphatically said “No.” In that little 
question, and his answer, there is more involved than in all 
the arguments that might be presented to the Board. They 
ask for that location; this Board may do one of two things, 
accept it or reject it — that’s all. They have told you that 
they won’t ask for any other location, that they propose to ~ 
- stand upon that one, and I said to the people of the West 
End, “You have lost your opportunity by not coming to 
this Board—as I pleaded with you to do—and submit- 
ting a plan to us, that we might intelligently plead with 
the Boston Elevated Railway Company that they would 
change their plans.” Now, who knows whether the 
location they asked for might not be the very best 
location? Let us admit that the Legislature gave them 
greater powers than we ever would have given — that 
being the situation, why wouldn’t it have been better, Mr. 
Chairman, if they had come in here and given us a chance to 
argue intelligently in defence of what they ask for? I am 
not paid by the Boston Elevated Company to say what I am 
going to say, but there is a good deal of argument for their 
running over private lands. ‘The cry has been in the past, 
«Why not make the corporations pay for what they get?” 
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They propose under that location to cut out about fifty 
houses in that locality; some one is going to be injured. 
Now, I contend that the taking away of forty-uine or fifty 
houses at the West End by their petition that was before us 
would have taken that much property out of the market; 
would have compelled the Boston Elevated to run over pri- 
vate land for which they would have to pay taxes; would 
compel the Boston Elevated to pay taxes upon the structure 
that they put upon that land. So that the argument that so 
much property would be taken out of the market, and that 
the city would lose that amount of taxes, falls flat. I assume 
they will do injury, but no matter where they build the road 
it does injury. And when they take away that amount of 
houses, it adds value to other property ; perhaps not in that 
locality, but in other parts of the West End and in other 
sections of Boston. It angers me beyond measure to have 
my position upon public questions doubted. I rather wel- 
come newspaper criticism; I would rather have them say 
things about me that are unkind, so long as they are not 
untruthful. But any man, whether he be newspaper man or 
officeholder, or anybody else, who forgets his duty — because 
I contend that a man can work upon a newspaper and still 
be a gentleman — that is my contention. (Laughter.) Mr. 
Chairman, I know my rights in this Board, and I appeal to the 
Chair to call to account the man, whoever he was, who told 
me to “shutup.” I would like to know who made that 
insulting remark to me. Mr. Chairman, I have said all I 
care tosay upon the question. I think I have placed myself 
right with the people, and that is all I care for —to do my 
duty. And you can put this down in writing: If I felt it 
was a public duty of mine to protect the interests of the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company, I would do it just as 
sincerely and just as openly as I stand here this afternoon 
advocating the cause of the people of the West End. I 
don’t do it because they are co-religionists of mine. I don’t 
do it because they are poor people; I simply do it in the 
interests of fair play, that is all. It makes no difference to 
me what their views might be of me inthe Board. I stand 
before the people for what I think to be fair and right, and 
whether I go to defeat or whether I am elected to office, I 
am willing to stand by the result. 

Alderman KNEELAND.—TI sincerely hope the petitioners 
will be given leave to withdraw. Don’t grieve, alderman on 
my left, that the Railroad Commissioners are compelled to 
erant this or any other location, except the location in 
the original act, to the Boston Elevated Railway Com- 
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pany. I haven’t got any legal adviser on the matter, but I 
have got some brains of my own. I contend — and I contend 
honestly and fairly, without pleading to anybody — that the - 
Railroad Commissioners have not got to give to the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company the location that they are 
asking from the Board of Aldermen. AndI want the alderman 
on my left to consult his legal adviser and find that a common, 
ordinary wage-earner knowssomething without consulting legal 
advisers. J want to say to the members of the Board 
of Aldermen that the Corporation Counsel in answer to a 
question here to-day declared very frankly and openly that 
the decision of the Board of Aldermen of the City of 
Boston would have great weight with the Railroad Commis- 
sioners. It doesn’t need a lawyer, or those men who consult 
lawyers, to know that if the Railroad Commissioners are 
what they are supposed to be, the decision of this Board of 
Aldermen will carry more weight with them than any argu- 
ment that can be presented by counsel of the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company. It is true that there is a 
ery asking the Boston Elevated and all other corporations to 
pay for their rights ; it isn’t true that by taking private land 
they are giving taxes in return for taxes taken away. It 
isn’t true that if a station is put on Causeway street they 
will pay the taxes for the station there that all those big 
buildings are paying to the City of Boston. The Wood- 
Pollard Company produces evidence here that they took an 
unused sawmill and made it into a first-class building. On 
the other corner of Portland street is the Wakefield Rattan 
Company property, which Mr. Codman is trustee of. The 
alderman doesn’t say a single word about these properties 
depreciating in value to the extent of several hundred thou- 
sand dollars, as the attorneys and the gentlemen representing 
those buildings stated before this Board of Aldermen. He 
doesn’t say a single word about the man who abuts upon the 
proposed line, who has got a little equity there, perhaps 
$2,000 in a $10,000 property, who doesn’t get a single cent 
for land damages. And still he appeals to those poor people 
who are his co-religionists. I say, “God save me from 
my friends!” if that’s the kind of friends the Hebrews have 
in the City of Boston. It isn’t a question of religion, it isn’t 
a question of politics; it is a question of the city’s interests. 
Is it best for the city inits entirety? I contend that it is not 
best for the city inits entirety. It is not true that the Rail- 
road Commissioners have got to grant this location. If this 
Board of Aldermen unanimously grant the petitioners leave to 
withdraw, I believe that there isn’t any Board of Railroad 
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Commissioners who dare fly in the face of public opinion, and 
say to even the big Boston Elevated Railway Company 
that they can have that or any other location. And I believe 
that the objectors to this proposition expect that every member 
of the Board of Aldermen will vote to give the petitioners 
leave to withdraw, so that they may be able by counsel to go 
to the Railroad Commissioners and say: “There are thirteen 
men, representing the entire City of Boston, elected by all the 
voters of Boston, who believe the best interests of the city 
will be served by not granting this location.” And I believe 
that is the position they are in. I want to say I haven’t 
consulted any of the objectors; I don’t believe it is any of 
my business to consult them. I was sent down here to use 
my brains, and I am going to use them; and I believe that 
after the Railroad Commissioners give the Boston Elevated 
Company leave to withdraw that then these objectors will go 
to the Legislature next spring and say: “If a subway isa 
good thing for Cambridge citizens, a subway is a good thiug 
for Boston, to take Boston, Cambridge, Arlington, Newton 
and Lexington citizens to and from their homes.” Because, 
after all, gentlemen, this railroad is not for the benefit of the 
citizens of Boston. This railroad, this proposed route, is for 
the benefit of citizens outside of Boston. And they ask 
and expect this Board of Aldermen, at the expense of the tax- 
payers and the citizens of Boston, to give them a line through 
our densely populated West End section for the benefit of 
the outlying districts. Let me say to you men that Council- 
man Kiley made a statement before this Board of Aldermen 
which ought to be given due weight. He said that in an 
unguarded moment the president of the Boston Elevated said 
when asked, “ Why not a subway ?”’ that the Elevated corpora- 
tion would be a tenant if it were a subway, and they would 
be owners for all time if it were an Elevated structure. And 
I say to you men, the trend of the times is toward municipal 
ownership of these corporations, and every time that you 
grant locations of this sort you make municipal ownership 
so much farther away. I sincerely hope that the Board will 
unanimously give the petitioners leave to withdraw. 
Alderman Cur.LEy. — Mr. Chairman, I don’t know what 
methods were employed to secure the enactment of this 
legislation which makes our power in the matter in a meas- 
ure permissive, and which makes the power of the Railroad 
Commissioners in a measure absolute. But, Mr. Chairman, 
while I realize that the public demand rapid transit, and 
while I appreciate that the public must put up with certain 
inconveniences in order that rapid transit may be had, I still 
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appreciate the force of what has been said, not alone by the 
two aldermen who have spoken this afternoon, but by the 
alderman who represents the district affected, and by other 
prominent citizens from that same district. From what they 
have said it is apparent that there is a universal protest 


amongst all persons, not only those who will be affected by 


this structure being placed there, but by all residents and 
business men of that section. In view of that fact, Mr. 
Chairman, I am prepared to vote against this location, the 
granting of it to-day — first, because I fear it will be an 
injustice to the people of that section; and _ secondly, 
because I believe that some route can be established, and 
should be established, that would not meet with the same 
universal protest that this route has met with. I do not 
know what our powers are in the matter, but I do believe 
that every member of this Board recognizes the necessity 
for rapid transit between Cambridge and Boston; and I do 
believe that in turning down a proposition of this character 
because it is a bad one, that we should endeavor in a measure 
to offer some panacea for the evil and for the necessity ~ 
which presents itself to us at this time. I had in mind, Mr. 
Chairman, the presentation of an order or an amendment 
which reads as follows: “It is the sense of this Board that 
public necessity and the protection of the people’s rights 
demand that an elevated route between Boston and Cam- 
bridge be established by running over the property of. the 
Boston & Maine Railroad Company from North Station 
through Charlestown and by way of Prison Point bridge to 
Cambridge.” I do not know whether it is within our 
province to make such a recommendation to the Railroad 
Commissioners or not, but, Mr. Chairman, in view of the 
fact that there is a necessity for an elevated structure, or 
there is a necessity for some means of establishing rapid 
transit between Cambridge and Boston, it strikes me 
that a route of that character, while it would be far more 
expensive to the Boston Elevated Railway Company, still 
would be less objectionable and really as serviceable and 
useful to the citizens of both Cambridge and _ Boston. 
A route of that character, with their elevated station 
running alongside of the present North Station, down 
through Beverly street, between the Boston & Maine and 
the old Fitchburg, or between the North Station and the 
Fitchburg Station, at the present time would be simply the 
means of shutting out light from dead walls; it would do 
away with the necessity of damaging that property that is 
situated along Causeway street if a route could be estab- 
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lished by way of Prison Point, where the small property- 
holder would not be injured, and where the large property 
holders along Causeway street would be protected. And 
additional land could be taken, if necessary, along the water 
front. I would like to offer that order, Mr. Chairman, at this. 
time, and move its adoption or its recommendation to the 
Railroad Commissioners. 

After a short pause, Alderman CurLEy asked for leave to 
withdraw his order just presented, stating that later he would 
present it as a resolution. There being no objection the 
order was withdrawn. 

Alderman BERWIN. — Mr. Chairman, it is unfortunate 
that some men, no matter how plain the English language 
might be, no matter whose legal opinion might be sought, 
arrogate to themselves the legal and the moral right to say, 
“]T don’t care what the lawis; I have my own common. 
sense, and I intend to use it.” Well, I do hope, Mr. Chair- 
man, that the honorable alderman from West Roxbury will 
use not only his own common sense, but that he will use a 
little bit of reason, and when he reads the English language 
will try to understand it, and that if he doesn’t understand it 
he will have the honesty to get up and say he doesn’t under- 
stand it, and ask some other member of the Board, if not 
myself, exactly what the language means, and then sit down 
and be patient with the result. I have asked Mr. Saltonstall 
as to his interpretation of the law which I submitted to him 
this afternoon. I asked him the time limit within which this 
Board could act, and he told us it was sixty days — and that 
expires to-day. I asked Mr. Babson whether the act made it 
mandatory upon the Railroad Commissioners to grant some 
kind of a location, not, as the “ Boston Herald” put it, this 
specific location, but some kind of a location. Mr. Babson 
told you that it did. Now, my friend from West Roxbury 
starts in and talks about the rights of the people and my 
attitude in the Board, about not discussing the location on 
Causeway street. I contended, and I contend, that the location 
of an elevated structure in the City of Boston is a bad thing. 
I have also said that under the act we have got to put up 
with it. And another point of law —and you need not take 
my word for it: The Legislature has given to the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company the right to apply fora location in 
the City of Boston; the Railroad Commissioners have got to 
give them a location, and once they accept the act and apply 
for a location, the Legislature hasn’t anything to do with 
it — they have a vested right in the streets of Boston, and 
they are entitled under the act toa location from somebody. 
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Now, I do not propose to argue any more, because I have 
tried to convince the Board of its legal rights, and with all 
the argument the Board this afternoon is adopting the very 
legal policy that I gave to them. Because I think I was the 
one who brought to the attention of the Board the fact that 
the Board must act upon this petition within sixty days after 
the filing of the petition. Some people have an idea that 
talking loud is oratory — well, I shall not discuss it any 
longer. 

Alderman BELL moved that a vote on this question be 
taken at 11.42 unless sooner reached. 

Alderman Hennessey. — Mr. Chairman, I hope that the 
motion will not prevail. I do not intend to take much 
time of the Board, but I want to make certain statements. 

Alderman Bru. — I do not desire in any way to shut off 
anything from any member of the Board who has something 
to say, but I do not care to listen to any personal contro- 
versies. | 

The CHAIRMAN. — The Chair will consider the motion 
withdrawn. 

Alderman Hrennessey.— While .I have placed a great 
deal of confidence in the opinions expressed by Alderman 
Berwin because of his extensive experience in real estate, and 
because of the acknowledgment by real estate experts in 
the City of Boston that he has practical experience and 
expert experience in that line, I think that his opinion should 
be given great weight in the matter. In approaching this sub- 
ject, there are some facts that have been lost sight of that 
perhaps the Board should consider. Elevated railways were 
built in New York some twenty years ago, and experimented 
with there very thoroughly; and the almost unanimous 
opinion of railway men and the unanimous opinion of the 
citizens and the public at large is that elevated railways in 
great cities have reached their end. Here in this City of 
Boston we have had practical experience with an elevated 
railway; we know how they have affected business; we 
know how they bave decreased real estate values; we know 
how owners of small equities have been thrown aside and 
have lost the results-of years of toil and hard work. Mr. 
Chairman, as a single proposition, I think that the City of 
Boston should not consent to any further extension of 
elevated railways for some of the reasons which I have enu- 
merated. I think also that this is our opportunity to pro- 
test against the Legislature in its action toward the City of 
Boston. The original act provided that there should be an 
elevated in Cambridge and in Boston, but by persistent

efforts of the Cambridge legislators they succeeded in hav- 
ing a subway there. I think that the City of Boston should 
have been: taken into consideration. I think that our rights 
and our privileges and our demands were paramount to those 
_ of Cambridge, and I think that we should have been given 
equal consideration. Mr. Chairman, there is this to be said 
about this elevated structure which they propose to extend 
through the West End—that, without a doubt, it will 
decrease assessed values; that the damages from taking the 
land will accrue simply to those adjoining and abutting upon 
the railway, and those who are any distance from the line of 
the taking by the railway will have no legal damages and can 
obtain nothing for the injury or damage that may ensue. 
Mr. Chairman, I want to say that my particular protest is 
not against this particular location, but against the general 
proposition of extending elevated railways. I know that the 
citizens of Roxbury and of West Roxbury and of various 
districts are protesting to-day against the extension in that 
direction, and I know what business men in my section, or 
in Roxbury, have suffered, and I know how anxious they are 
to prevent an extension of the elevated railway. I sincerely 
hope, with those who have already spoken, that the petition- 
ers will be given leave to withdraw. 

Alderman KNEELAND.—TI don’t desire to take up any of 
the time of the Board. I simply want to say to the Board 
that nobody ever declared that I was an orator. I personally 
do not think that I am an orator. I have got a loud voice, 
it is true; I am not responsible for that any more than the 
alderman on my left is responsible for his low voice. When 
I came to this country this was the voice they gave me, and 
I haven’t had a chance to exchange it for a lower voice. 
Perhaps I talk loud, but I talk plain, and everybody can 
understand what I mean; I don’t hedge, and I always stand 
on my own feet. I can read English when it is printed 
in type large enough, because, fortunately for me, I was 
born, raised and educated in the City of Boston, where there 
is a compulsory educational law. I made the statement that 
the alderman on my left said that under the law —and I 
don’t know who the great lawyer was that he spent his 
money for, getting advised —I made the statement that it 
was not compulsory under any acts of the Legislature for 
the Railroad Commissioners to grant any particular location 
to the Boston Elevated Railway Company. The alderman 
has kindly allowed me to use some of his ammunition. In 
the Acts and Resolves of Massachusetts of 1897, chapter 
500, it says in section 18, “Said corporation shall, within 
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three months from the passage of this act, deposit with the 
treasurer of the commonwealth the sum of three hundred 
thousand dollars in cash or securities satisfactory to said 
treasurer, and the same, or any portion thereof remaining 
after the payment of all executions under the provisions of 
section 13 of said chapter 548, shall be forfeited to the 
commonwealth if said corporation shall negligently fail to 
perform either of the requirements hereinafter in this section 
set forth, namely: Within sixty days from the making of such 
deposit the corporation shall apply to the Board of Aldermen 
of the City of Boston for a route of not less than four 
or more than seven miles of double track in said city, ex- 
clusive of subways, over locations hereinbefore granted. If 
the route so applied for is not approved by the mayor and 
aldermen within sixty days of the application therefor, the 
corporation shall within thirty days of the expiration of said 
sixty days apply to the board of railroad commissioners for 
such approval, who shall have authority to approve the same, 
and upon any refusal or failure for sixty days of any Board 
of aldermen or selectmen to approve any route lawfully 
applied for by said corporation, the corporation may apply 
therefor to said board, which may approve the same.” 
Which may approve the same. Iam not a lawyer, as I 
said before; I hadn’t any lawyers on my staff — because I 
haven’t any money to pay for legal advice. The gentleman 
said if I could read English it is there. And there it is, in 
section 13 of chapter 500 of the Actsof 1897: “To said 
board’ — meaning the Board of Railroad Commissioners — 
‘‘which may approve the same.” I want to say to the mem- 
bers of this Board of Aldermen that they taught me in the 
public schools that “may” was permissive and not manda- 
tory. And I contend yet that the Board of Railroad Com- 
missioners may, notwithstanding any action of this Board of 
Aldermen, grant to the Boston Elevated Railway Company 
the location it desires; but if it doesn’t desire to grant the 
Boston Elevated a location, there is no law in this State of 
~ ours which will compel the Railroad Commissioners to grant 
that route to the Boston Elevated Railway Company. I do 
not want to hurt the alderman’s feelings, but I want to ask 
him if it doesn’t say “may” approve, rather than say 
“must” or “shall” approve? When it says “ may” it means 
that they can if they so desire, and if they don’t desire to 
grant the location neither the Boston Elevated nor anybody 
else can compel them to grant it. [ simply say that, not to 
hurt anybody’s feelings, not to show how much more I know 
than even the lawyer whom the alderman on my left paid 
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his good money to, but simply to show that it is not necessary 
for me to go to him to get legal advice. I want to say that 
it is not necessary to be a lawyer, nor even a real estate 
agent, to have brains. They give brains promiscuously in 
this country, and the man only has to keep them in working 
order. I have been compelled since I was fourteen years of 
age to use my brains, and hence I have a little brains that 
are always on tap. That is the reason why I am right and 
the alderman on my left is wrong. 

The CHAIRMAN. — The question comes on granting the 
petitioners leave to withdraw. ‘The Chair will state at this 
time that he wants to be fair with the members of the Board, 
and will ask the members to confine themselves to the ques- 
tion before the Board. ‘The question comes on granting the 
petitioners leave to withdraw. 

Alderman BERWIN. — Mr. Chairman, I shall endeavor, as | 
far as my ability will permit me, to confine myself exactly to 
the matter under discussion. I haven’t any doubt but what 
the honorable alderman from West Roxbury has brains, and 
I haven’t any doubt but what he works them; but I am a 
little afraid that he is working them over-time, and, as he is 
a union man, I presume he ought to give his brains a little 
rest some time. I don’t want to publicly embarrass him, but 
I must tell him that we are acting under the Acts of 1906, 
and what I have said is correct. Mr. Chairman, if I didn’t 
answer some of these ridiculous questions, I would put my- 
self in the position of being wrong. I want to say to the 
honorable alderman, and I say this in the utmost friendship, 
that if your judgment of your duties as a labor man and as a 
member of labor organizations is no more intelligent and 
apropos than your interpretation of the law as it is printed 
here, then all I say to you in behalf of your labor friends is, 
God pity you. I am giving the honorable alderman a bit 
of friendly advice. I told him privately, and he agreed with 
me upon my construction of the law, privately, and when he 
gets up he bellows at me as if I didn’t know what I was 
talking about. 

Alderman BELu. —I move you, sir, that a vote be taken at 
11.55 A.M., if not sooner reached. 

Alderman LINEHAN.—It is now one minute to 11.55 
A.M. The question is too large, in regard to what has been 
said and done, and I feel that there should be no limit to the 
debate. I object to the motion. 

Alderman Bru. — Mr. Chairman, I made that motion 
because I want it carried. I have no objections, and I don’t

think I ought to object, to the members of the Board speaking 
on this question who haven’t spoken; but I do seriously 
object to, and I am going to do everything that is right and 
legal to prevent, the talk that has been made here by those 
members of the Board. When they get up and throw 
bouquets at each other, I desire not to sit here and listen to 
it, and I will not withdraw my motion unless I am assured 
that other members who have not spoken desire the privilege 
that those who have spoken have had. 

Alderman LINEHAN. — Mr. Chairman, as it is now beyond 
the hour of 11.55 A.M., I feel that the motion cannot be put. 
Now, Mr. Chairman, there should be no limit to the discussion 
on this question. It is now 11.553. 

The CHAIRMAN. — The question now comes on giving the 
petitioners leave to withdraw. Those in favor will say 
« Aye,” and those opposed will say “No.” The ayes have 
it; it is a vote. 

Alderman KNEELAND doubted the vote and asked for the 
yeas and the nays, and the petitioner was given leave to 
withdraw: Yeas 12, nays 0 (Alderman Bromberg being 
absent). 

Alderman WHELTON moved the reconsideration of the 
same, hoping the same would not prevail. Lost. 

Alderman CuRLEY offered the following: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this Board that public 
necessity and the protection of the people’s rights demand 
that an elevated route between Boston and Cambridge be 
established by running over the property of the Boston & 
Maine Railroad Company from North Station through 
Charlestown and by the way of Prison Point bridge to Cam- 
bridge. 

The CHAIRMAN. — The question comes on the adoption of 
the resolution. 

Alderman WHELTON. — Mr. Chairman, while I appreciate 
the fact that Alderman Curley is desirous of bringing about 
something in the way of rapid transit, [ am still firmly 
convinced that we on the Boston side should not have an 
elevated structure, and that if we had sufficient time and 
could present our case to the satisfaction of the members of 
the Legislature this coming year, we could have a subway 
in our part of the city. And for that reason I hope the 
resolution will not prevail. 

The CHAIRMAN. — The question comes on the adoption of 
the resolution. 

Alderman Draper. — I move, Mr. Chairman, that further 
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consideration be postponed until the next meeting of the 
Board. I am not prepared to state that that is the most 
feasible method either as to construction or as to location, 
therefore I make that motion. 

Alderman CurRLEY. — I do not believe that it is necessary 
to put that motion, and I do not propose that it shall be 
necessary. I listened here during the debate for someone to 
offer or suggest some sort of route that might be acceptable 
to people of the West End of Boston, in view of the fact 
that the Railroad Commissioners will unquestionably estab- 
lish a route. I do not think there is any member of this 
Board that has ever sat in the Legislature that believes 
for one minute that the Railroad Commissioners will do any- 
thing other than what the railroad corporations want. ‘The 
Railroad Commission has always been controlled by the rail- 
road corporations, and I believe the Railroad Commission 
will continue for some time to be controlled by the railroad 
corporations. For that reason, Mr. Chairman, I presented 
this resolution, in order that an expression of opinion upon 
the part of this Board might be presented to the Railroad 
Commissioners. I presented this resolution, as the route in 
question that is outlined in the resolution is one that will 
work no great injury to any small property holder, and one 
that would be an absolute protection for all the large vested 
interests in Causeway street. But, Mr. Chairman, since the 
representative of the West End section of the city doesn’t 
feel that it is good judgment to present this resolution to 
the Railroad Commissioners, and does feel that there is a 
possibility of obtaining a subway, I am perfectly agreeable to 
withdraw the resolution. Mr. Chairman, I speak from 
experience; my experience differs in no particular from the 
experience of the gentleman from the West End, neither 
does it differ in any particular from the experience of 
my good friend from the West Roxbury district. He is 
aware, just as well as I, that the Railroad Commissioners 
will not do any other than what the railway company wants. — 
The Railroad Commissioners will carry out this act, and 
will grant a location for an elevated structure in the West 
End. My resolution was one that took in a section of the 
West End where no great hardship would be worked upon 
any of the residents there or upon the business men. ‘The 
route I proposed is one that runs from the Union Station on 
the left and the old Fitchburg Station on the right, thence 
along by the water front and by the old Prison Point bridge, 
so as not to endanger the value of any property in that par- 
ticular section of our city. But, Mr. Chairman, since it 
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seems to be the judgment of the representative of that dis- 
trict that there is a possibility of getting a subway —and 
while I am just as sure as I am standing here that it will be 
absolutely impossible to do so, yet I withdraw the resolution, 
believing, however, when I do so, that I am doing an injus- 
tice to the people of that section of our city. 

Alderman DRAPER. — It seems to me that we are taking a 
position to-day a little bit contradictory. We say that if we 
unanimously refuse the petition that the Railroad Commis- 
sioners will be greatly impressed by our action. Now, the 
alderman on my left says immediately afterwards that, no 
matter what action we take, the Railroad Commissioners will 
act according to the wishes of the Boston Elevated Railroad 
Company. I believe that this motion should be considered 
by the Board; it may be the proper course for us to pursue. 
My contention was that at the present time we were not 
sufficiently advised as to what was best for the interests of 
the City of Boston, therefore I object. to the withdrawal of 
that resolution. ) 

The CHAIRMAN. — The question now comes on the motion 
offered by Alderman Draper: That further consideration 
be postponed till the next meeting of the Board. 

The motion was adopted. 

Alderman BAnes.— Mr. Chairman, I suppose that the 
vote taken this morning related only to the elevated struc- 
ture, and not to a station in Causeway street. 

The CHAIRMAN. — The Chair will state that the petition 
for an elevated station has not been acted upon, and is still 
before the Board. 

Alderman WHELTON moved that the petitioners be given 
leave to withdraw on the petition of the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company for a location for a station. 

Alderman BERWIN.—I move, as a substitute to that 
motion, that the consideration of that matter be assigned to 
the next meeting of the Board. AndI say it for this 
reason: We have granted the Boston Elevated Company 
leave to withdraw on the petition for a location for an ele- 
vated structure at the West End. We did that because there 
was nothing else to do in the matter; we must either accept 
or reject the petition. But it is a different proposition in the 
matter of the petition for a location for a station. This 
Board has some legal rights under the act. ‘These are two 
distinct propositions under the act, and for that reason, Mr. 
Chairman, I have moved that the matter be assigned to the 
next meeting of the Board. We do not know what the Rail- 
road Commissioners are going to do, and I feel, in view of 
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our action this afternoon, that the public can look for cer- 
tainly as fair treatment from this Board as they can from 
the Board of Railroad Commissioners. I do not take the 
same view that Alderman Curley does, that because the Rail- 
road Commissioners happen to be appointed by the Governor 
of one political party more than by another they can’t be 
honest. Let them consider that question, and let us, at the 
proper time, when they have considered the other question, 
take up the question of a location for a station, and then 
determine what in our judgment is the best for the people at 
large. I notice, Mr. Chairman, an attempt on the part of 
the gentleman on my right to raise another legal question. 
I have made up my mind not to discuss it with him any 
longer. If he cares to discuss it with me privately, I will 
give him the benefit of my judgment without any expense to 
himself. | 

Alderman KNEELAND. — Mr. Chairman, I want to say 
that when I consult anybody for advice, I consult somebody 
who knows more than I do, hence I cannot accept the kind 
offer of the alderman on my left. Sometimes I have worked 
over-time, but I want to say that the alderman on my left 
and myself disagree; I cannot conceive how there can be an 
elevated station on Causeway street unless there is an 
elevated structure for the station to be on. This act calls 
for an elevated station. The alderman on my left says, 
“Don’t confound it with an elevated structure.” I don’t 
believe there is any member of the Board, except himself, 
who can conceive how there can be an elevated station on 
Causeway street without an elevated structure either run- 
ning through it or going under it. I want to say to all the 
members of the Board of Aldermen that if you lay this 
matter over until the next meeting of the Board, you are 
simply handing out to the corporation known as the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company the best argument that 
can be produced to the three men who sit as the Railroad 
Commission: “These men are politicians, they did not dare 
to vote for the structure, but they keep the station in hand 
until such time as you men give us the structure; then we 
will place the station upon it.” I say to you that the position 
of the Board of Aldermen ought to be, having decided to 
give the petitioners leave to withdraw from the route, there 
is no reason for a station being there —if we are honest and 
sincere in our vote. Every member of the Board of Alder- 
men voted not to give them the route — voted to give them 
leave to withdraw — and still the man who declares that it is 
the interests of his co-religionists that are at stake wants to 
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give to the Board of Railroad Commissioners the best argu- 
ment that can be produced by any person — that the Board 
of Aldermen are simply manipulating this elevated station 
and route, and are simply manipulating it for political 
reasons. I say to you, pass the motion offered by the alder- 
man in the district, who knows the situation, who is on the 
ground 3865 days in the year, who knows the people in the 
district, knows their wants and needs. And weall know 
that there is no necessity for the placing of a station where 
there is no railroad going through or by it. Therefore, I say, 
to be consistent we have got to vote unanimously on No. 10 
as we did on No. 9, and [ sincerely hope that there will be 
no delay, because I say to you that it will give to the cor- 
poration just that argument that they desire to produce to 
the Board of Railroad Commissioners. And I agree with 
the alderman on my left that all they need is an argument 
on the side of the corporation to have them believe it is 
right whether it is or not. 

The CHAIRMAN. — The question comes on the amendment 
offered by Alderman Berwin. 

The amendment was lost. } 

The CHAIRMAN. — The question now comes on giving 
the petitioners leave to withdraw. 

It was declared a vote. 

Alderman KNEELAND doubted the vote and asked for the 
yeas and nays. 

Alderman Berwin. — Mr. Chairman, I want to present 
my reasons for the attitude I have taken. 

The CHAIRMAN. — The Chair will state that no debate is 
in order while the vote is being taken. 

Alderman BERwin. —I will state, Mr. Chairman, that I 
tried to get your attention — 

The CHAIRMAN. — The Clerk will call the roll. 

The roll was called, and by a vote of yeas 11, nay 1, 
Alderman Berwin voting nay, the petitioners were given leave 
to withdraw. 

Alderman BERWIN moved reconsideration of the vote just 
had, hoping that the motion would prevail. 

Alderman Berwin. — I make that motion for this reason, 
I have been consistent throughout this whole proceeding. 
Under the act — and lam not going to quote the law, because 
when I quote it correctly, the Board does not seem disposed 
to take my construction, or the law as it reads. .Now, we 
have got some rights under the act as regards the location of 
a station; we haven’t any rights under the act as regards the 
location of an elevated structure. I have placed myself on

record as I have, Mr. Chairman, so that in the future when 
the matter is once more brought to the attention of the 
people, they will discover that [am right and the Board is 
wrong. ‘That is all. 

Reconsideration was lost. |

To the City Council: 

The violent storm of October 9 was the means of calling 
to the attention of a good many of the citizens the inade- 
quacy of the sewer system and the lack of proper conduits 
for surface water. ‘These matters having been called to my 
attention, I requested a report of the same from the Sewer 
Department, which I have received, and which I feel will be 
of interest not only to the members of the city government, 
but also to the citizens of Boston. I herewith transmit a 
report of the Chief Engineer of the Sewer Department and 
recommend that the same be printed as a public document.

DEAR SiR, — On the night of Tuesday, October 9, 1906, 
a rain of unusual severity occurred. Altogether 2.12 inches 
of rain fell. At times the rate was very high. From 9.10 
to 9.15 o’clock .22 inches fell, making a rate of 2.64 inches 
per hour. Between 9.10 and 9.45 one inch of rain fell, or at 
the rate of 1.72 per hour for a period of 85 minutes. 

This severe downpour caused many floodings and de- 
veloped in many places the inadequacy of the sewer system 
and the lack of proper conduits for surface drainage. 

At Quincy street, corner of Bowdoin street, Dorchester, 
cellars were filled to a depth of 22 feet. ‘This flooding was 
due to the fact that the existing sewers are altogether too 
small to carry this or any other severe rain fall, and the 
surface water conduit projected for this locality to convey 
water through Coleman street, private land and Bowdoin 
street to the Hancock-street brook, has not as yet been built. 
An approximate estimate of the cost of building this conduit 
is twenty thousand (20,000) dollars. 

Cellar floodings occurred on Blue Hill avenue, Otisfield 
street, Intervale street, Gannett, Holborn and other streets 
in this vicinity. The trouble here is that the main sewer is 
altogether too small to carry off storm water, and no relief 
can be afforded except by rebuilding this sewer of a larger 
size from Brook avenue, where work is now in progress, 
building up the line of the sewer to the junction of Quincy 
street and Blue Hill avenue. ‘This is an expensive work of 
rebuilding. It has not been thoroughly studied and planned, 
but will cost, roughly estimated, in the neighborhood of 
$160,000. 

Numerous cellars on Sherman, Lansing, Bower, Ottawa, 
Catawba, Laurel and other streets in the vicinity were 
flooded. ‘This is the usual result of heavy rains here, and 
the cause is the same as mentioned in the preceding para- 
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eraph, namely, the insufficiency and shallow grade of the 
main sewer. Work has been in progress on this main line 


now for about two years in Ruggles street and Shawmut ° 


avenue, and it is intended by the department to prosecute 
work continuously until this region is reached and relieved. 
This is also a very expensive work of sewer rebuilding and 
enlargement. ‘The design is complicated by the fact that a 
branch high level intercepting sewer from the Metropolitan 
high level sewer is projected through this territory and must 
be definitely designed before the design for the rebuilding of 
this sewer can be perfected, but contracts may be let at the 
present time, where there is no interference, to the extent of 
about $55,000. 

Aside from the cost of the high level intercepting sewer, 
mentioned above, the cost of remodelling and enlarging the 
main sewers in this valley will be over $100,000 more than 
the amount named. 

Homes avenue was badly flooded and gullied by the rain. 
This street and Longfellow street require for their relief the 
building of a surface water conduit up from Westville street, 
at an estimated cost of about $8,000. Trouble occurs here 
at every heavy rain. 

Some flooding occurred on Bernard street, near Talbot 
avenue. ‘This is the result of the backing up of the Bernard- 
street sewer by the Talbot-avenue sewer, and will be remedied 
by the extension of Talbot-avenue branch high level inter- 
cepting sewer, from the Lauriat-avenue pumping-station, 
where its present terminus is, to Talbot avenue, and afford a 
better outlet to the latter sewer. Some relief has been 
afforded by the diversion of the sewage of Lauriat-avenue 
district, formerly pumped into the Talbot-avenue sewer by 
the pumping-station which has just been discontinued. 

Cobden-street houses also suffered. The Cobden-street 
sewer is the present outlet not only for the common sewers, 
but also for a system of surface drains on the side hill above 
in Walnut avenue and streets in the vicinity. These surface 
drains must continue to discharge through and to overcharge 
the Cobden-street sewer until a surface water outlet is built 
from Washington street through Fenner street to Walnut 
avenue. ‘The line is difficult and expensive, but plans are 
ready and work should be begun within a short time. The 
estimated cost is $25,000. 

In Brighton the usual flooding occurred in the vicinity of 
Washington and Cambridge streets, and the square in front 
of the police station. ‘This is due, as in other cases, to the 
inadequate size of the sewers and the obliteration of the 
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Shepard-street brook. It will be remedied by the building 
of the Shepard-street brook conduit, upon which work is 
now in progress near North Beacon street. ‘The estimated 
cost of relief by the building of this conduit is one hun- 
dred thousand (100,000) dollars. , 

At Highland Station, foot of Corey street, West Roxbury, 
the approach to the station was flooded so deeply as to pre- 
vent ingress to the station, and the cellars of the business 
block on Corey street were flooded. ‘This is the usual state 
of things in case of heavy rain at this place. It is absolutely 
impossible to afford relief except by the improvement of the 
Roslindale branch of Stony brook, upon which work is now 
in progress near Linden and Birch streets. This is a long 
distance down-stream, and the cost of providing relief from 
surface water, for this locality, will probably aggregate 
$100,000. ! 

Poplar street, near Heathcote street, received its usual 
drenching owing to the obliteration of the natural water 
courses and the inability of the existing sewers to carry off 
the water. A contract has been let and work is in progress 
in and near Florence street and near Sycamore street, the 
contract including the building of surface drain to Poplar 
street at Heathcote street. The estimated cost is $45,000. 

Floodings on Sycamore street will also be relieved upon 
completion of the contract above mentioned and the lateral 
surface sewers for which it will provide an outlet. 

Complaints were received of trouble on Beech street, near 
Poplar street, where the street has been recently resurfaced 
and paved gutters laid down. The remedy for this is to 
deepen the brook and build street culverts on the line of the 
brook from Beech street, across private land to James street, 
and in private land half way between James and Cornell 
streets to Poplar street, near Dale street. ‘This will not be 
very expensive, and has not yet been estimated upon. 

In the City Proper there was less flooding than would 
have been the case if the tide had been high at the time of 
the heaviest downpour. Nevertheless there were floodings 
on Clinton and North Market streets and on Portland street. 
The North Market-street sewer needs to be rebuilt the whole 
length, on account of its leaky condition. This would be a 
difficult and expensive job, on account of the amount of 
sewage to handle and the enormous traffic on this street. 
The estimated cost is $16,000. 

Clinton street should be rebuilt, and, in connection with it, 
the North street and Merchants-row sewers. ‘The latter 
should also be rebuilt as a means of diverting part of the 
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flow of sewage from the North Market-street sewer during 
the rebuilding of the latter. 

The estimated cost of rebuilding these three sewers is 
$5,000. 

In addition to the cases above mentioned there were a very 
large number of complaints of small floodings, due to various 
local causes, but the cases already mentioned cover most of 
the localities where the sewer or surface drain system is 
deficient and where large amounts of money should be spent, 
in the immediate future, to provide proper sewerage facilities. 
Although the rain which produced this trouble was a phe- 
nomenal one, there is trouble experienced in these localities 
from every severe rain, although, of course, not to the same 
extent, as occurred on the night of October 9.

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MESSAGE OF MAYOR 
RELATIVE TO 


ADDITIONAL AND IMPROVED DOCK FACILITIES 
IN BOSTON HARBOR. 


Ciry oF Boston, 
OFFICE OF THE MAYOR, October 22, 1906. 


To the City Council: 


In my inaugural address I urged the City Council to give 
its careful consideration to the question of improving our 
water front and wharves, and referred to the importance of 
seeing that facilities are provided on land commensurate with 
the work of improvement which the national government is 
doing in our harbor. Il urther experience in dealing with the 
business of the city has emphasized in my mind the need of 
a thorough inquiry into this whole matter. 

In the first place, the city now owns or leases a consider- 
able number of wharves, and other water front locations, 
required for the use of its various departments. Besides 
the very considerable frontage held for use as parks, play- 
grounds or public bathing beaches, there are many locations 
devoted to the needs of our various municipal services. For 
illustration, near the heart of the business district the city 
leases a water front property for the sum of ten thousand 
dollars a year, which is used as a site for the utilization of 
refuse plant; near by, the city also owns Fort Hill wharf, 
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~from which garbage is sent away for treatment under con- 
tract, and from which ashes and street sweepings are also 
shipped. The existing agitation against the use of Fort Hill 
wharf for this purpose of vital municipal necessity, which 
must be met at some convenient central point, emphasizes the 
need of a thorough study of the problem in a comprehensive 
manner. | 

Such an inquiry as I have in mind should ascertain (first) 
for what municipal uses the city needs wharf or water front 
locations; (second) what sites upon the water front are now 
owned by the city and what are leased, and upon what terms ; 
(third) whether such existing locations are now fully utilized, 
and if not, how they can be made to better serve the wants 
of the city; (fourth) whether any locations, now leased by 
the city, ought to be purchased; (fifth) whether the present 
or future needs of our municipal services require that other 
locations should be purchased or leased. The disposition of 
waste and refuse matter of all sorts, in a manner which shall 
be both sanitary and economical, constitutes one of the press- 
ing problems of a great city, and the best use of water front 
facilities, whether for the purpose of shipment or of filling in 
of flats, necessarily enters into this problem. I am sure that 
a comprehensive inquiry, in the course of which all the city 
departments would be called upon for information and recom- 
mendations, would lead to important results in connection 
with the better utilization of our water front for purely 
municipal purposes. 

Then there is the larger question of what the city can do 


to promote the best use of the water front for commercial - 


purposes, including, of course, the question of furnishing, as 
many foreign cities have done, with much profit to themselves, 
the most improved facilities for the quick and economical 
loading and unloading of vessels. 

The growth and prosperity of Boston have from the earliest 
times been largely dependent upon her maritime commerce, 
and, while in various other respects we may have failed to 
hold our relative position among the great cities of the coun- 
try, we retain thus far the second position among American 
seaports in value of exports, New York alone surpassing our 
record. The conditions affecting the export business threaten, 
however, to become less favorable to Boston, and it will 
require the greatest vigilance on our part to maintain our 
present enviable position. All of our facilities in connection 
with the transshipment and handling of merchandise for 
export must be of the most modern character if we are to hold

our own in competition with other ports, some of which are 
geographically more advantageously situated for securing a 
portion of the business which now goes through our port. 

While the State has already taken important action through 
its Board of Harbor and Land Commissioners in the direc- 
tion of providing additional and improved dock facilities, the 
need of further action in this direction on the part of the 
municipality is still worthy of serious consideration. The 
fullest possible development of its maritime advantages is 
of such vital importance to the City of Boston that if there is 
anything which the city government can do to supplement 
the work of the federal and State governments it should 
certainly be ready to undertake it. Whether these are to be 
provided by private or public agencies, this port must cer- 
tainly be furnished with facilities on the water front adapted 
to meet the conditions of modern commerce, which is carried 
on more and more in steamships of enormous tonnage. 
Economy in charges for loading and unloading vessels is 
often a determining factor in settling the question of the pas- 
sage of a large volume of freight through one seaport or 
another. Boston should have the best and most modern 
facilities not merely for handling existing business, but for 
accommodating any business which we could reasonably 
expect to secure if we had such facilities. 

The question of municipal ownership of docks and wharves 
is also an important one. The City of New York, as is well 
known, owns a large number of piers on its water front, and 
leases them to the steamship companies. 

For the purpose of inquiring fully into the matters above 
referred to, the following preliminary Water Front Commis- 
sion of seven members is hereby appointed, to serve without 


pay :

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commission will be laid before the City Council, from time 
to time, for its information and action.

CONCERNING 


HOUSE-DIRT, HOUSE-OFFAL, ETC. 


In the Year One Thousand Nine Hundred and Siz. 


AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND CHAPTER 47 OF THE REVISED 
ORDINANCES OF 1898. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows : 


SECTION 1. Section eighteen of chapter forty-seven of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1898, as amended by chapter five of 
the Ordinances of 1901, is hereby further amended by insert- 
ing before the words “the board of health,” in the fourth line 
of said section, the words “the superintendent of the sani- 
tary department approved by,” so that said section, as 
‘amended, shall read as follows: 

No person, other than employees of the city engaged in 
public work, shall, in any street, carry house-dirt, house-offal 
or other refuse matter, except in accordance with a permit 
from the superintendent of the sanitary department 
approved by the board of health, and no person shall deposit 
or dump any house-dirt, house-offal or other refuse matter, 
except in a place approved by the board of health. 


Sect. 2. This ordinance shall take effect on January 1, 
1907.

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CORPORATION COUNSEL’S OPINION 


AS TO 


“POWERS OF BOARD OF ALDERMEN TO REGU- 
LATE DUTIES AND AUTHORITY OF THE 
TRUSTEES OF THE CITY HOSPITAL.

To the Board of Aldermen, City Hall, Boston, Mass. : 


GENTLEMEN, — My opinion is requested as to the powers 
of the Board of Aldermen under the provisions of section 7 
of chapter 174 of the Acts of 1880. 

Section 7 provides that the City Council shall have power 
to pass such ordinances, not inconsistent herewith, or repug- 
nant to other laws of the Commonwealth, as to the duties and 
authority of said Board as they may from time to time deem 
expedient. It is difficult, if not impossible, to answer the 
question categorically. It is much easier to say what ordi- 
nances cannot be passed. 

By chapter 174 of the Acts of 1880 the Trustees are to 
have the general care and control of the City Hospital, and 
of all branches thereof . . . together with the buildings and 
rooms containing the same, and the fixtures and furniture 
connected therewith, and also of the expenditure of the 
moneys appropriated therefor. By chapter 266 of the Acts 
of 1885 it is provided that the heads of departments shall 
have the direction and contro! of all the executive and 
administrative business of the city, and that neither the City 
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Council, nor any branch thereof, nor any board or committee 
thereof, or of either branch thereof, nor the Board of Alder- 
men, acting in any capacity, shall directly or indirectly take 
part in the employment of labor, the making of contracts or 
in the conduct of any of the executive or administrative 
business of the city, or in the expenditure of public money, 
except such as may be necessary for the contingent and 
incidental expenses of the City Council or of either branch 
thereof. 

It is apparent under these two statutes that no ordinance 
can be passed by the City Council which should take from 
the Trustees the care and maintenance of the hospital and 
its branches, or the expenditure of the money appropriated 
for the maintenance of the hospital. No ordinance can be 
passed which can in any way interfere with the employment 
of labor in the City Hospital, or with any of the executive 
business of the hospital. These exclusions would leave as 
the only ordinances which could be passed by the City 
Council, ordinances concerning the conduct of the Trustees 
themselves — ordinances similar in scope and character to 
those contained in chapter 3 of the Revised Ordinances con- 
cerning officers and boards.

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MESSAGE OF THE MAYOR 


RECOMMENDING 


PASSAGE OF AN ORDER FOR THE APPOINT- 
MENT OF A FINANCE COMMISSION TO 
EXAMINE INTO ALL MATTERS PERTAIN- 
ING TO THE FINANCES OF THE CITY. 


City oF Boston, 
OFFICE OF THE MAYOR, December 18, 1906. 


To the City Council : 


The subject of setting on foot in some manner a compre- 
hensive inquiry into the finances of the city has recently 
been under serious discussion. or some time I have given 
a great deal of consideration to this subject, and a month ago 
publicly announced my intention of instituting an inquiry 
into the finances of the city and the conduct of its affairs. 
I believed then the citizens of Boston were in favor of such 
an undertaking if entrusted to a competent and impartial 
body. I am of the same opinion now. 

The only proper authority to institute an investigation of 
the condition of its finances is the city itself. What is required 
is an examination of the subject by a body of such representa- 
tive, able and impartial citizens of Boston that our taxpayers 
will have full confidence in the soundness of any conclusions 
which they may reach. An investigation by a legislative 
committee could not conform to these requirements. Such 
a committee, composed as it would have to be of members of 
the Legislature elected upon party tickets, would inevitably 
have a political complexion; it might be bi-partisan, it 
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certainly could not be non-partisan. Moreover, its members 
could not, in connection with their other legislative duties, 
give such close and long continued study to our financial 
problems as their difficulty requires; and such a committee 
would inevitably include members who are not citizens of 
Boston, which would involve an unnecessary interference 
with municipal home rule. ‘The proposed inquiry should, 
therefore, be authorized by the city government, and not 
until conclusions have been reached should the Legislature 
be asked to take any action. At that time legislative action 
would probably become necessary, as our present financial 
conditions are in a large measure the outcome, not of the 
free action of the city government, but of laws which have 
been passed, from time to time, by the Legislature. 

While it would be within the general powers of the Mayor 
to constitute a commission for such a purpose, and to select 
its members, without action by the City Council, I deem it 
advisable, in view of the great importance of the subject, to 
bring the matter before your body and to recommend that it 
give its sanction to the creation of a finance commission. 
The making of appropriations and the authorizing of loans is 
a function of the City Council, in which the Mayor has power 
to participate, aside from the making of recommendations, 
only by the exercise of the veto power. It therefore, seems 
to me proper that any investigation of the finances of the city 
should be expressly provided for by the City Council, and 
that the incurring of the necessary expenses for that purpose 
should also be specifically authorized by it in advance. 

While, as I pointed out in my inaugural address, the tax 
rate of Boston is not a high one compared with those of the 
other cities of the Commonwealth — only one of which in 
the year 1905 had a lower rate — it is claimed that our 
assessments upon real estate, particularly real estate of a 
residential character, are generally higher than in other cities 
in relation to selling values. Our debt is admittedly a large 
one, and under our long-established financial system the 
regular debt of the city increases from year to year with the 
erowth of its valuation, to say nothing of the additions 
which are made to it from time to time by the loans outside 
the debt limit. In estimating the real weight of our in- 
debtedness, however, it must be borne in mind that debt in- 
curred for the purpose of subway and tunnel construction 
stands upon a special footing and should not be counted as 
an additional burden upon the taxpayers. 

These loans, now amounting to a total sum of $10,984,886 
in excess of sinking-funds — which figure will, under exist- 
ing legislation, be increased by several millions of dollars 
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within the next year or two—are, of course, specially 
secured by the ownership of the subways and tunnels con- 
structed by the city; and as these are leased, with the excep- 
tion of the East Boston tunnel, upon a basis which takes 
care of all interest and sinking-fund requirements, they repre- 
sent a safe and profitable investment of city funds. But 
even after making this proper deduction, the remaining 
direct net debt of Boston, now amounting, without includ- 
ing the county debt, to $54,922,248, is a very large one; and 
the indirect debt for which we are liable, through the share 
of the State loans for metropolitan purposes which is assessed 
upon us, is estimated to amount to the large additional sum 
of $43,351,934. 

I fully realize that in order to accomplish the objects of 
the proposed inquiry a finance commission constituted by the 
city government must not only be in fact wholly free from 
partisan bias, but must be known to be so constituted that it 
cannot be affected by any personal or political influences. I, 
therefore, recognize that to meet the special conditions of this 
case a departure should be made from the usual method of 
appointment by the Mayor. After full consideration of the 
matter, I believe that the largest influence can be exerted and 
the best results secured by a commission whose members are 
selected with entire freedom of choice by the most represen- 
tative bodies of the city. 

I, therefore, recommend that the proposed finance com- 
mission consist of seven citizens of Boston, to be chosen 
one each by the following bodies, namely: The Associated 
Board of Trade, the Chamber of Commerce, the Boston 
Merchants’ Association, the Clearing House Committee, the 
Real Estate Exchange, the Central Labor Union, and a 
committee made up of the presidents of the several citizens’ 
or local improvement associations in the various sections of 
the city. The financial, commercial, real estate, labor and 
local improvement interests of the city will thus be repre- 
sented upon the commission, and any results which it may 
arrive at should command such general public support as to 
render it possible to carry them into effect. 

I, therefore, recommend the speedy passage by the City 
Council of the accompanying order. I believe it to be desir- 
able, while leaving the scope of the proposed inquiry practi- 
eally unlimited, that certain obviously important branches of 
the investigation should be specified in the order.

Ordered: That His Honor the Mayor be authorized to 
appoint a Finance Commission, to consist of seven citizens 
of Boston, recommended to him for such appointment one 
each respectively by the Associated Board of Trade, the 
Chamber of Commerce, the Boston Merchants’ Association, 
the Clearing House Committee, the Real Estate Exchange, 
the Central Labor Union and a committee made up of the 
presidents of the several citizens’ or local improvement asso- - 
ciations in the various sections of the city. Such commis- 
sion may by vote, approved by the Mayor, add to its own 
membership, if it deem such action advisable. 

Such Finance Commission shall examine into all matters 
pertaining to the finances of the city, including debt, taxa- 
tion and expenditures, and shall in particular inquire: 

1. Whether under the present practice of the city its 
objects of expenditure are rightly divided between those 
which may properly be provided for by loan and those which 
should be met by taxation, and whether its loans are now 
issued for proper periods ; | 

2. Whether the present distinctions between loans inside 
and outside the debt limit are based upon sound financial 
_ principles ; 

3. Whether any change should be made in the present 
system of accumulating sinking-funds and issuing new loans 
annually ; 

4. Whether debt, taxation or assessments upon property 
are now excessive, and, if so, in what manner the same can be 
reduced ; 

5. Whether it would be consistent with sound financial 
policy for the city to assume under the provisions of existing 
law any of the functions now performed by public service 
corporations ; | 

6. Whether present systems of bookkeeping, auditing and 
administration afford sufficient protection to the city treasury; 

7. Whether the cost of any municipal works or services, 
now paid for from the city treasury, should be raised by 
special assessment, or whether any changes should be made 
in existing provisions for the laying and collecting of special 
assessments ; 

8. Whether the financial burden imposed upon the city 
in connection with the expenditures for the construction and 
maintenance of metropolitan works are excessive or unfair, 
and, if so, how the same can be reduced or made equitable ; 

9. Whether any changes should be made in the present 
distribution of powers relative to appropriations, loans and 
expenditures ; 
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10. Whether the general taxation laws of the State, and 
particularly those relating to the taxation of the property of - 
corporations, operate fairly in respect to the interests of Bos- 
ton, and, if not, what changes should be made in them; 

11. Whether appropriations and loans for the several de- 
partments of the city are larger than necessary ; 

12. Whether the limit of municipal indebtedness should 
be fixed by constitutional amendment, or the present statute, 
fixing the limit, should be repealed or amended. 

Such commission may make partial reports from time to 
time and shall make its final report to the City Council of 
1907. The members shall serve without pay, but the com- 
mission shall be authorized, subject to the approval of the 
Mayor, to incur such expenses for the employment of ex- 
perts and other assistants and for other purposes as they 
may deem necessary or proper, and such expenditures shall 
be charged to the appropriation for City Council, Incidental 
Expenses. All officers and employees of the city shall 
furnish to such commission all information or assistance 
which it may require in the discharge of its duties.

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COMMUNICATION FROM THE POLICE COM- 
MISSIONER RELATIVE TO THE WEARING 
OF BADGES BY LICENSED CARRIAGE 
DRIVERS. 


City OF Bosron, 
PoLicE DEPARTMENT, December 13, 1906. 


To the Honorable the. Board of Aldermen: 


GENTLEMEN, —I have received by reference from His 
Honor the Mayor a copy of an order passed by your Board, 
through which you request the Police Commissioner to 
revoke the police rule which requires leensed hack or cab 
drivers to wear their license numbers. 

I have received further, through the Assistant City 
Clerk, a copy of a preamble, resolution and order passed 
by your Board at the same meeting, and to the same effect. 

In reply to both I beg to say: 

That if the Police Commissioner acceded to your request 
Boston would become the only civilized city in the world, 
probably, in which drivers of public carriages are not 
required to wear numbers. 

That up to within three and a half years Boston drivers 
were under obligation to wear them without exception. 

That at no time within that period have the drivers 
exempted from wearing numbers equalled one-third cf the 
whole body of licensed drivers. 

That those exempted were chosen and were continued in 
their exemption only because and while they were employed 
by three or four large carriage-owning companies, or because, 
in a few cases, they had special stands in a particular part of 
the city. 
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That no driver and no representative of a drivers’ organi- 
zation, as fully heard by the Police Commissioner, ever asked 
what your Board now asks, viz., that all drivers should be 
exempted from wearing numbers. 

That, on the contrary, such drivers and the persons repre- 
senting them declared that numbers were necessary on prac- 
tically all drivers except those in their own particular 
oroups. 

That such a system of favoritism could not be continued 
by a responsible official, at the risk of the public and to the 
damage of the service. 

That in the two months since. the rule under which 
Boston drivers had lived for a generation previous to April, 
1903, was revised and put into force 247 applications for 
licenses to drive have been granted, or double the number 
for the same period of last year. 

That this increase of 100 per cent. proves that the wearing 
of a number has not made the occupation unpopular; and it 
proves also that many men had been driving public carriages 
not only without numbers, but without licenses, in defiance of 
all rules and to the injury of honest drivers. 

That the great majority of the drivers obey willingly and 
manfully this. simple and necessary rule. They are not 
ashamed of their occupation, and they have no reason to be. 
They know that the number not only identifies them, but is 
a public notice that the driver who wears it has been investi- 
gated by the Police Department and approved as a fit man 
to be entrusted with the lives and property of the people. 

For these reasons, and for others with which I will not 
trouble you, I feel compelled to maintain a rule which was 
adopted in the interest of the public and for the purpose of 
equalizing the privileges and obligations of all licensed 
drivers. Should it ever be changed by me, and no change 
will be considered until after the rule has been firmly 
re-established, the change will not set apart a favored class, 
but will apply to all drivers when engaged in particular kinds 
of work, and at no other times. 

I find in the official report of the proceedings of your 
Board, and may therefore mention it with propriety, that 
Alderman Curley, in moving the passage of the resolution, 
charged that the Police Commissioner’s order for the wearing 
of numbers was “issued for no other purpose than to help 
out some itinerant pedler of badges in this town.” 

I have not been long enough in official life to accept a 
charge so disgraceful as a mere incident of debate. I have 
had no experience in uttering such charges without proof 
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and no experience in submitting to them in silence. For the 
sake of the record, therefore, I will say that the purpose of 
the Police Commissioner in ordering the enforcement of this 
rule was not “to help out some itinerant pedler of badges.” 

And I venture to add that if I possessed the keen instinct 
for petty corruption which the charge made by Alderman 
Curley suggests I should fear to trust myself in any public 
office.

To the Board of Aldermen of the City of Boston: 


The City Clerk, in complance with an order passed by 
your Board, has transmitted to mea copy of the report of 
your special committee appointed to investigate the violation 
of the eight-hour law on certain Stony brook and other con- 
tracts. 

After reading that committee’s report, I called for and 
examined the contracts made by the city relating to each 
piece of work and to each contractor referred to in your com- 
mittee’s report. 

The law relating to eight hours is found in chapter 517 
of the Acts of 1906. Under the provisions of this law such 
contracts as the city made with the various contractors 
named and for the work named in your committee’s report 
must contain a provision that “no laborer, workman or 
mechanic in the employ of the contractor, sub-contractor or 
other person doing or contracting to do the whole or part of 
the work contemplated by the contract shall be required to 
work more than eight hours in any one calendar day.” 

Section 4 of said Act provides that ‘* Any agent or official 
of the Commonwealth, or of any county, city or town who 
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violates any provision of this Act shall be subject to a penalty 
of fifty dollars for such offense.” 

I find that every one of the contracts under which the 
contractors named in your committee’s report are doing the 
work contains the stipulation required by the aforesaid Act. 
I find that there was no violation of the criminal section by 
any agent or official of the city making these contracts. 

Your committee’s report leaves it uncertain as to whether 
the contractors or any of them are requiring their men to work 
more than eight hours a day. If the contractors are requir- 
ing their men to work more than eight hours a day in viola- 
tion of the terms of their respective contracts, the contractors 
would not be violating any criminal law, for there is no pro- 
vision in the statutes making it criminal for a contractor, 
even in violation of such contract, to require his men to work 
more than eight hours a day. Inasmuch as the contractors 
would not be criminally liable if they did violate their 
contracts and required their men to work more than eight 
hours a day, it became unnecessary for me to make inquiry 
as to whether the contractors were requiring their men to 
work more than eight hours a day. 

The Act above referred to makes it criminal for the city 
to make such contract without containing the stipulation as 
to eight hours, but it does not make it criminal for the 
contractor to violate his contract and compel his men to 
work more than eight hours a day after he has signed with 
the city a contract containing the eight-hour stipulation. 
There is no criminal law under which the contractors can be 
punished for their violating the terms of their contract relat- 
ing to eight hours. ‘There are two ways by means of which 
contractors may be dealt with by the city for violating the 
eight-hour section of the contract. The proper city official 
may terminate the contract for violation of its terms or the 
proper city official may apply to a court of equity to compel 
the contractor to comply with the specific terms of the 
contract. With these two remedies the District Attorney’s 
office has nothing whatever to do, inasmuch as they are not 
criminal remedies, but are civil. The action which your 
Board may take for the purpose of having either one of these 
two civil remedies applied need not be suggested by me. 

The eight-hour statute as it exists at present does not 
sufficiently protect the laborer. The Act of 1906 should be 
amended by the Legislature by having a section added provid- 
ing that any contractor who, in violation of the eight-hour 
stipulation of his contract, requires his men to work more than 
eight hours shall be punished by substantial imprisonment. 
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After having taken such action as your Board may deem 
wise, to have either one or both of the civil remedies applied, 
it may not be out of place for me to suggest that your Board 
appoint a committee to prepare and to present to the Legis- 
lature for enactment such an amendment of the eight-hour 
law as I have above suggested.

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DECISION OF THE RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS 
AS TO ROUTE OF THE BOSTON ELEVATED 
RAILWAY COMPANY BETWEEN A _ POINT 
ON THE CHARLES RIVER DAM AND POINTS 
IN CAUSEWAY STREET. 


COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 
In BOARD OF RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS, December 22, 1906. 


Petition of the Boston Elevated Railway Company for 
approval of route for elevated structure between the North 
Station and the boundary line between Cambridge and 
Boston, under chapter 520, Acts of 1906. 

Chapter 520, Acts of 1906, providing for rapid transit 
between Boston and Cambridge, is mandatory in respect to 
the action which this Board is to take in case the Mayor and 
Aldermen of Boston have refused or failed to approve a 
route for the elevated railway contemplated in the Act. It 
provides that the Board “shall after public notice and hear- 
ing finally fix and determine such route or location.” The 
aim of this legislation was to make an end of the delays 
which have so long postponed a great public convenience. 
There is at stake not only rapid transit between Boston and 
Cambridge and between Cambridge and other cities and 
towns of Middlesex County, but a distinct measure of relief 
for the overcrowded tracks and stations of Boston. 

The opponents of the route which the company asks us 
to approve divide into two classes — one, persons who seek 
upon private and public grounds the substitution of a 
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subway for the elevated railway originally authorized in this 
part of the city, and the other, persons who, under the rule 
of damages named in the Act, would apparently suffer direct 
invasion of their private estates without compensation for 
the injury. . 

Locations were long ago granted for.an elevated railway 
in the neighborhood through which this route passes. That 
fact was probably a controlling reason with the Legislature 
of 1906 in directing the construction of this section of the 
elevated structure. But whatever the reason for this legisla- 
tion, the comparative merits of subways and elevated struc- 
tures are not open to discussion in this proceeding, as the 
Board has been given no discretion in the premises. 

The company presents a location which runs in a straight 
line over private lands from a point on the premises of the 
Boston & Maine Railroad to a point in Lowell street 
between Cotting and Causeway streets, a distance of about 
eight hundred feet. This location is plainly the best that 
could be chosen from a railway standpoint, affording a direct, 
and therefore the most advantageous route, for the running of 
elevated trains, but in our opinion it is not authorized under 
the Act. In using the words “existing locations” and in 
naming the streets in which they had been granted, the Leg- 
islature plainly had these locations in view as the backbone 
of the route to be adopted. To make them available it em- 
powered the company to build over intervening ways or lands 
where necessary to avoid “sharp or unsuitable curves.” 

The power to locate over private lands in order to secure 
the best.alignment of tracks is one thing, and the power to 
locate over private lands in order to avoid sharp or unsuit- 
able curves is another thing. The Legislature evidently 
denied the former and granted the latter of these powers. 
The language of the Act and the testimony of members of 
the committee who drew it both support this conclusion. 

Applying this view of the law to the facts, we are of the 
opinion that the route presented by the company, excellent 
as it would be for purely railway purposes, is unauthorized. 

In further obedience to the mandate of this statute the 
Board, after a view of the premises and a study of condi- 
tions, has fixed a route for the elevated railway as follows: 
Beginning upon the down stream slope of the new Charles 
River dam at the boundary line between Boston and Cam- 
bridge, thence over said down stream slope and the waterway

of the dam to and over lands owned or leased by the Boston 
& Maine Railroad contiguous to Leverett street as far as 
Brighton street; thence over Brighton street and across 
private lands to Barton street; thence over Barton street 
and across private lands and intervening way to Willard 
street; thence over Willard street and across private lands 
to the corner of Lowell and Minot streets; thence over 
Minot street and through Lowell street to a point in Lowell 
street north of Causeway street; thence across private lands 
and the south end of Billerica street to Causeway street; 
thence through Causeway street to such points as shall here- 
after in the opinion of the Board be deemed suitable for con- 
nection with the existing subway, Washington-street tunnel 
and elevated structure, in accordance with the provisions of 
the Act. 

Treating the entrance upon Brighton street as practically 
determined by the statute, this route passes to Lowell street 
over private lands for a distance of about three hundred and 
seventy feet, in the exercise of the power to avoid sharp or 
bad reverse curves, either of them in the light of experience 
a menace to comfort and safety in the operation of elevated 
trains. The fact that there are objectionable curves in the 
existing structure is no excuse for repeating them here. 
More than one curve in the present railway would not be 
approved to-day under the liberty of action given in this 
statute. 

The route fixed by the Board protects public interests in 
keeping the railway out of that part of Brighton and Lowell 
streets used by shippers in delivering and receiving freight, 
and leaves untouched important estates which would have 
been disturbed by the route of the company. Briefly stated, 
this route has been chosen as one which will best serve 
the public interests with the least invasion of private 
rights. | 

It was shown at the hearing that the location proposed by 
the company would apparently have caused direct property 
damage for which it was claimed no compensation was pro- 
vided. To meet this, the company agreed that, if the Board 
would approve that location, it would pay the same damages 
to persons whose property was not actually taken in crossing 
these private lands that it would have been required to pay 
if the structure had instead been built in the centre of a 
public street sixty feet wide. Although the location fixed 
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under this order invades fewer estates, we believe that there 
ought to be the same extension of the right to compensation. 

In compliance with our request, therefore, the company 
has furnished a plan showing the location above described, 
and has filed an agreement carrying out this understanding 
with reference to the payment of damages.

lines of conduits, wires, cables, and conductors, together with 
all necessary or proper manholes, feeders, service wires, and 
conductors, poles, and appliances, to be used for the trans- 
mission of sound, signals, and intelligence by means of elec- 
tricity or otherwise, and to operate and maintain suitable 
and adequate apparatus and appurtenances for service within 
and over said city and to connect with lines in Massachusetts 
and throughout the United States; and in general to do all 
things necessary to carry out and conduct a telephone and 
telegraph business, subject to the existing city ordinances 
relating to such vonstruction, and such reasonable regula- 
tions as may from time to time be provided by the ordinances 
of said city for the safety and protection of the persons and 
property of the inhabitants thereof, and also subject to the 
conditions hereinafter provided. 
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SEcTION 1. The Board of Aldermen hereby designates 
the following streets, avenues, alleys, viaducts and public 
places as locations throughout the City of Boston in which 
the lines, conduits, cables, wires and conductors of the said 
Telephone Company, its successors and assigns, may be laid,

connected therewith, or not included in the above descrip- 
tion; and also in, over, under, or across, any and all via- 
ducts and bridges within the City of Boston, to be more 
definitely designated on application hereafter by the said 
Telephone Company. 

Provided, however, service and exchange connections, as 
provided in this order, may be made above the ground sur- 
face, and for that purpose, wires and cables may extend from 
the underground system above the surface as far as it may 
be 1easonably necessary; and said Telephone Company, its 
successors or assigns, may erect and maintain a system of 
conduits, poles, wires, cables and appliances for such trans- 
mission of sound, signals and intelligence in all the streets, 
avenues, alleys, viaducts, bridges and public places as in this 
order described, and on buildings (with the consent of the 
owners thereof) wherever and whenever it shall be neces- 
sary or proper to enable it to reach its subscribers, or patrons 
and connecting lines. 

SECTION 2. The Superintendent of Streets and the Com- 
missioner of Wires of said city are hereby instructed to _ 
grant to said Telephone Company, its successors and assigns, 
such permits as may be necessary for it or them to dig up 
and open the ground and install its conduits, cables and con- 
ductors in the streets, avenues, alleys and public places 
named and described in section 1 hereof, to enable it or them 
to construct and complete a comprehensive and adequate 
telephone and telegraph system; and in connection there- 
with and in addition thereto the proper city officials are 
- further instructed to issue permits for distributing poles and 
appliances at the termini of the conduits, and also at other 
suitable distributing points throughout the city, to enable 
said Telephone Company to reach its subscribers and con- 
necting lines; said permits to be issued in the manner 
prescribed by law, but without unnecessary delay, when 
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required by said Telephone Company and suitable and ade- 
quate for the said Telephone Company to construct, operate 
and maintain a first-class telephone and telegraph system in 
a practicable and economical manner. 

Section 8. All labor employed in the construction of 
the company’s plant, excepting such skilled labor as may be 
peculiar to the nature of the business, shall so far as practi- 
cable be performed by residents of the City of Boston. 

The said Telephone Company, its successors 
and assigns, by the acceptance of this order agrees to cause 
to be constructed, installed and equipped and to operate a 
modern, efficient and first-class telephone system and to 
install the latest and most approved apparatus and equipment 
in Boston, Massachusetts, with all its outside wires in cables 
and its cables in underground conduits so far as reasonable, 
necessary, and practicable, and shall maintain its entire 
equipment at the highest and best practicable standard 
. known to modern invention and mechanical skill, and shall 
furnish to its patrons and the city the best possible service ; 
the switchboard, conduits and other apparatus, appliances 
and fixtures to be of sufficient size, capacity and number to 
ultimately supply telephones and telephone service to one 
hundred thousand (100,000) subscribers, which system shall 
be commenced within two years after the acceptance of this 
order, and thereafter the Telephone Company shall diligently 
proceed with the work until it is completed, provided said 
Telephone Company, its successors and assigns, are not hin- 
dered by the city or any of its officers, or by legal process, 
strikes, fires or causes over which they have no control. 

SECTION 5. By the acceptance of this order, the said 
Telephone Company, its successors and assigns, agree and 
bind themselves to cause to be constructed, installed, and 
equipped a telephone system as aforesaid, adequate for the 
service of twenty thousand (20,000) subscribers, within 
three years from the time this order goes into effect, and if 
at any time after three years, said Telephone Company, its 
successors or assigns, shall cease to have in operation or 
shall cease to operate such telephone system adequate for 
twenty thousand (20,000) subscribers for a period of six 
months, then said Telephone Company, its successors or 
assigns, shall forfeit and pay to the City of Boston the sum 
of one hundred thousand (100,000) dollars, to be paid 
within sixty (60) days after the time when the Telephone 
Company shall have failed in its obligation to establish and 
maintain a telephone plant as aforesaid, and in case of fail- 
ure to so pay the sum of one hundred thousand (100,000) 
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dollars within the time herein designated, said Telephone 
Company, its successors or assigns, shall forfeit to said city 
all rights acquired under this order, together with its entire 
underground system of conduits or subways then installed, 
provided that said Telephone Company, its successors and 
assigns are not hindered by the city or any of its officers, or 
by legal process, strikes, fires, or causes over which they 
have no control. 

SECTION 6. In consideration of the rights hereby granted, 
the Telephone Company shall furnish the city such tele- 
phones with unlimited service with its exchange and_ sub- 
scribers, not exceeding one telephone for each two thousand 
(2,000) population of the City of Boston, as the city may 
require for its own use; said telephones to be placed in City 
Hall and at other points indicated by the Mayor from time 
to time whenever and wherever the company’s lines shall 
have been constructed to within one thousand (1,000) feet 
of the place at which the Mayor desires said telephones to 
be located ; and said telephones furnished to the city shall be 
operated and maintained without expense to the city; all 
telephones in addition thereto, which the city may desire to 
pay for shall be furnished by said company at a discount of 
thirty-three and one-third per cent. (833%) from the estab- 
lished rates of the company. 

SECTION 7. This order is also upon condition that the 
Telephone Company, its successors or assigns, shall never, 
directly or indirectly, sell, assign, convey, or lease its fran- 
chise or plant to, nor combine, or merge with the New 
England Telephone and Telegraph Company, the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Company, or those under them, 
under penalty of the forfeiture of all rights hereunder and 
all the plants and other property of the Telephone Company, 
its successors or assigns, then installed, to the City of 
Boston; and the Telephone Company shall not at any time 
enter into any combination, directly or indirectly, with any 
person, persons or corporations, concerning the rates to be 
charged for telephone service in the City of Boston, and no 
officers, employees or managers of the said Telephone Com- 
pany, its successors or assigns, shall, at the same time, be in 
charge of officers or employees, or managers of any other 
telephone system being operated in said city. 

Provided, however, that nothing herein shall be held to limit 
or abridge the right of the Telephone Company, its successors 
or assigns, to make contracts with telephone systems or ex- 
changes outside the City of Boston for interchange of busi- 
ness and division of earnings from their connecting lines. 
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SEcTION 8. The said Telephone Company shall, before 
commencing construction under this order, file with the 
City Clerk of the City of Boston a good and sufficient bond 
in the penal sum of fifty thousand (50,000) dollars, condi- 
tioned that said Telephone Company shall and will indem- 
nify, save and keep harmless the said city against and from 
all damages of any kind or nature whatsoever, which may 
be suffered by said city by reason of the passage of this 
order, or. which may be caused by or be incidental to the 
laying, construction or operating of said manholes or con- 
duits, or the laying or maintaining of any of the appliances 
and apparatus used under and by virtue of the terms of 
this order, and conditioned further for the faithful obser- 
vance by said Telephone Company, its successors and assigns, 
of the conditions and provisions of the ordinances of the City 
of Boston. If at any time the financial responsibility of the 
sureties upon said bond shall become impaired, then said 
Telephone Company, its successors or assigns, shall forth- 
with, upon notice, file a bond in the sum as herein provided 
for, with the same terms and conditions and with sureties 
approved by the Mayor. 

SECTION 9. All the rights and privileges herein granted 
are upon condition that said Telephone Company shall file 
an acceptance hereof with the Clerk of the City of Boston, 
Massachusetts, within sixty (60) days after the adoption of 
this order.

Ciry OF BOSTON, 
In BOARD OF ALDERMEN, January 5, 1907. 


The special committee of the Board of Aldermen, appointed 
to inspect the prisons in the County of Suffolk, having made 
the inspection required by the laws of the Commonwealth, 
respectfully submit the following report : 

The several institutions, viz., the Suffolk County Jail, the 
House of Correction at Deer Island, the Suffolk School for 
Boys at Rainsford Island, and the Parental School at West 
Roxbury, were visited by the committee in June and in 
December. 

At the Suffolk School for Boys, formerly entitled the 
House of Reformation at Rainsford Island, the water supply, 
to which the committee has called attention in previous 
reports, is still inadequate in case of fire, but the committee 
has’ been assured that this condition will be remedied very 
shortly, as arrangements have been made for laying a larger 
water main from the mainland to the island. The superin- 
tendent’s house is so much out of repair that in the opinion 
of the committee it is hardly worth while wasting any money 
on it. A new ten-room house should be constructed at the 
earliest possible day. 

New floors and various minor repairs are badly needed in 
the administration building and the Point Cottage, and the 
old building east of the administration building should be 
torn down before it falls to pieces. ‘The committee recom- 
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mend the construction of an entirely new building of brick, 
large enough for a playroom and gymnasium, a sewing room, 
and an additional dormitory. Another matter which would 
much improve the island, at a very small expense, would be 
the construction of a bulkhead about four hundred feet long 
from the pier to the cliff at Point Cottage and filling in the 
enclosed area. The filling could be easily obtained from 
the various contractors engaged in dredging operations in 
the harbor, and several acres could be added by this means 
to the available area of the island. 

The merit system, as put into effect by the trustees at this 
institution on April 1, 1906, impressed the committee favor- 
ably, especially after interviewing a number of the boys. 

At the Parental School, West Roxbury, a number of 
improvements are needed, especially a new school building, 
equipped with a gymnasium and assembly hall, a new barn, 
and a new coal-shed. At the present time coal is stored in 
various places around the grounds and exposed to the 
weather. The purchase of the land and buildings adjoining 
the institution, giving an additional entrance from Linden 
street, has been several times recommended, and should be 
given immediate attention by the next city government. 

In the matter of administration at this institution the 
committee especially urge the employment of a night watch- 
man for each dormitory. ‘The committee further recommend 
that the merit system in use at the Suffolk School for Boys 
at Rainsford Island be established at the Parental School, 
instead of the one now in use. 

At the Suffolk County Jail and the House of Correction 
at Deer Island the committee found everything in a very 
satisfactory condition. While no institution can be abso- 
lutely beyond criticism the committee have no recommenda- 
tions to make which, in their opinion, would improve the 
administration of either of these institutions, with the single 
exception of placing bars on the storeroom windows of the jail. 

In general, the condition of the various institutions as to 
health, cleanliness and discipline was found to be excellent. 

The committee desire to thank the various officials for the 
assistance and courtesy shown them during the inspection. 

Annexed will be found the reports of the superintendents 
of the various institutions, giving in detail the information 
called for under the statutes.

STATEMENT OF PLAN FOR REARRANGEMENT 
OF COPLEY SQUARE, BY C. HOWARD 
WALKER. 3 


In the year 1892 there was a rumor that a design for the 
embellishment of Copley square was contemplated in which 
would be incorporated a number of equestrian statues. The 
Boston Society of Architects considered that any such 
contemplated scheme should receive careful attention, and 
instituted a competition amongst its members and other 
architects for this project, and appointed Prof. F. W. 
Chandler and Mr. E. M. Wheelwright as judges. There 
were a number of designs submitted, and the design placed 
first by Mr..C. Howard Walker was in all important respects 
the one now under consideration. 

There was a design by Mr. Arthur Rotch placed second, 
in which a sunken garden occupied the centre of the square, 
which was extremely attractive, but, in the opinion of the 
judges, interfered with direct lines of traffic across the 
square. The character of this design, however, so com- 
mended itself to the Society of Architects that they desired 
a sort of referendum in regard to the ments of the designs, 
and all were placed on exhibition in the Art Club Gallery, 
and visitors expressed their choice by ballot. By this popu- 
lar vote Mr. Rotch’s design was placed first and Mr. 
Walker's second, and both architects were instructed to col- 
laborate and produce a design incorporating, if possible, the 
best ideas of each, an extremely difficult task, as the two 
designs were of absolutely different character. Various 
attempts were made both before and after the death of Mr. 
Rotch, and finally the sunken garden was abandoned because 
of the original objection, 7. e., that it interrupted circulation, 
and the first design reappeared with slight changes. ‘The 
entire conception of this design was influenced by the desire 
to make the square symmetrical in plan, with its axes coin-

cident with those of the Library and the Museum of Fine 
Arts, and to provide planted areas which should indicate 
this intention, at the same time that they created direct ave- 
nues for traffic; both around and across the square. 

The idea of paving the entire square was abandoned on 
account of radiation of heat and the annoyance from dust 
from so large a surface, and also that so large an area with- 
out islands for the protection of pedestrians from vehicles 
crossing in all directions is inadvisable. The paving of the 
avenues proposed across the square may be made in patterns 
to further increase the effect of the surface. 

The treatment of the triangular spaces in Copley square 
requires, in addition to the grassed area, a careful selection of 
shrubs and small trees grouped at the angles of the spaces. 
These are not to be of a height to obstruct the views of either 
the Public Library or of Trinity Church, but sufficiently 
high to accent the boundaries of the triangles and to increase 
the effect of distances. The trees are not to be isolated, but 
the foliage is to be massed and form backgrounds or what- 
ever ornamentation of the square may be desired, whether of 
seats, fountains, or decorated sculpture. - Contrasts of low 
masses of foliage of rounded silhouette with the vertical 
lines of other trees is desirable. The selection and disposi- 
tion of such masses require careful attention, both on account 
of the profiles of the trees and the variation of their color. 
Hawthorn, rhododendrons, and others with equally low 
spreading masses can be contrasted with those having a more 
vertical character. It is probable that flower beds will be 
undesirable. 

The intention of the treatment of the square is twofold: 
First, to bring it into symmetrical relation with the build- 
ings around it, and to announce that relation not only in plan, 
but in appearance in perspective, and to define the lines of 
the transit of all vehicles across the square; in fact, to deter- 
mine the lines of circulation within its boundaries, so that 
they may not be of so great an area that there is danger to 
pedestrians in crossing. ‘To properly announce the formal 
disposition of the axes and the enclosed spaces, something 
more than flat surface treatment is essential, either by balus- 
trades and monumental lamps or by masses of foliage, and 
if possible by all three. And to avoid the confusion arising 
from the transit in-all directions of vehicles across a large 
area, certain portions must be protected to afford refuge to 
pedestrians, and these portions have been arranged symmet- 
rically to enhance the effect of the square and of its sur- 
rounding buildings.

Dear Srr, —I have given more or less attention at different 
times to the matter of laying out Copley square in some. different 
and more artistic manner.

I 
have understood, also, from Mr. Prince, President Public Library 
Trustees, that some architect had prepared another plan of a less 
expensive character to carry out for their Board. I should like 
yery much to see something done on this matter next spring and 
the appropriation obtained from the new Board of Apportionment 
which will meet in January or February.

GENTLEMEN, — We estimate the cost of paving Copley square 
to be forty-seven (47) thousand dollars. This includes a double 
row of North River flagging around the square, eight (8) catch- 
basins and all filling necessary for a crown of two (2) feet. 

We also estimate the cost of the edgestones, circular edge- 
stones and the walks laid with granolithic pavement, the sum of 
four (4) thousand dollars. This does not include any catch- 
basins that may be necessary, which may be built at a cost of 
one (1) hundred dollars each; nor does it include any gutters, 
which may be laid at. a cost of one (1) dollar per linear foot, 
three (3) feet and six (6) inches wide.

being shown by red lines on a plan made by A. L. Plimpton, 
dated August 15, 1906, and deposited in the office of the 
Superintendent of Streets. 

And the consent of the Board of Aldermen is granted to 
said company to establish and maintain the overhead single 
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trolley electric system of motive power in the operation of its 
cars on said location, and to erect, maintain and use iron poles, 
not less than twenty feet in height, at places indicated by red 
dots or circles on the aforesaid plan, or at such other places, 
to be shown by blue dots or circles on said plan,as may be 
approved by the Superintendent of Streets, and to place on 
said poles such wires and other appliances as the Commis- 
sioner of Wires shall approve. 

The right to lay down the tracks located by this order is 
upon condition that the whole work of laying the same, the 
form of rail to be used, and the kind and quality of material 
used in paving said tracks, and the kind and locations of 
poles, shall be under the direction and to the satisfaction of 
the Superintendent of Streets, and shall be approved by him.

way known as Roland street, and crossing the street known 


as Cambridge street in Boston, and Washington street in 
Somerville, to a stone monument, marked B and 8, standing 
at the side of a fence on land now or formerly belonging to 
John Fisher, on the westerly side of a private way known as 
Crescent street; thence turning and running northeasterly 
by the southeasterly side of said Crescent street to a stone 
monument, marked B and §, standing at the easterly corner 
of said Crescent street and Hadley street; thence turning 
more northerly, and still running northeasterly a part of the 
way by the southeasterly line of said Crescent street to a 
stone monument, marked B and §, standing at the end of 
a division fence on the southwesterly side of Perkins street ; 
thence continuing northeasterly, crossing said Perkins street 
and the street known as Main street in Boston and Broad- 
way in Somerville, to a stone monument, marked B and §, 
standing on the northeasterly side of said Main street or 
Broadway; thence continuing northeasterly in the same 
direction to a stone monument, marked B and §, standing on 
the southwesterly side of Mystic avenue; thence continuing 
northeasterly in a direct line to the centre of the channel of 
Mystic river, crossing said Mystic avenue and also the 
Western and Eastern Divisions of the Boston & Maine Rail- 
road, and running through a stone monument, marked B and 
S, standing near the southwesterly bank of said river in

In CoMMON COUNCIL, January 2, 1907. 
Mr. Pierce of Ward 11 offered the following: 


Resolved, That the thanks of the Common Council be 
hereby tendered to William J. Barrett, Esq., for the fidelity 
and ability with which he has discharged his duties as Presi- 
dent of this body during the present municipal year, and for 
the courtesy and impartiality which he has invariably 
extended to its individual members. 


The CLERK.— Gentlemen, the resolution has been read 
and the question comes on its passage. 


Mr. Prerce of Ward 11 said: 


Mr. Clerk, —I esteem it an honor to introduce this resolu- 
tion. I feel it a real pleasure to say something at this time. 
The resolution exactly expresses my views. Our President 
has on several occasions had difficult situations to deal with, 
and has handled them with tact, good nature and firmness. 
I have felt throughout the year that he has recognized the 
fact that the minority had rights, and has done what he could

to guard those rights, and, personally, I feel very grateful to 
him for his kindness and fairness to myself.

Mr. DONOVAN of Ward 8: 


Mr. Clerk, —- I desire to say a few words upon the resolution, 
and in the course of my remarks it may be necessary to be- 
come to a certain extent personal. If it does, I trust that 
you, my fellow-members, and especially you, Mr. President, 
will grant me the permission to do so. I believe —I know, 
that it is the unanimous opinion of the members assembled 
here that our presiding officer during the year just closed has 
conducted himself with dignity, ability and grace, with credit 
to himself and with honor to the municipality of which he is 
arepresentative. Asa presiding officer, he has been extremely 
obliging, thoroughly fair, has extended to every member the 
same courtesy and consideration, and, above all, has been 
always zealous in the performance of the duties devolving 
upon him. During the year we have periodically, at the 
appointed times, assembled here in our chamber to perform 
our vigils and take up our duties in the people’s interest. 
On those occasions we have noticed you, Mr. President, con- 
stantly watching the timepiece, anxious that no business per- 
taining to the interests of our people be delayed. When it 
has been delayed, unavoidably, and when the machinery of 
this body has moved along rather slowly, in its necessarily 
monotonous manner, we have been indeed pleased to witness 
your characteristic patience and forbearance, proving all the 
more strongly that you were the man for the place. And, 
Mr. President, in recognition and appreciation of these ster- 
ling qualities of yours, we now present to you this token (pre- 
senting a gold watch and chain to President Barrett).

I have nothing 
but the kindliest feelings towards every member of the 
Council of 1906, and have the personal gratification of 
feeling that I can call every individual member my friend. 
For your uniform courtesy to me during the past year 
I now extend my thanks, and trust that I have not been 
wanting in that respect. In my opinion, the Council of 
1906 is to be congratulated on its record, which will . 
compare favorably with that of any body for the last six 
years — during which I have served —and the work 
which it has done during the past year has gone far to 
vindicate the existence of this branch of the city government. 
If there has been any remissness, it has been my lack of 
punctuality in calling the meetings to order. Be assured that 
your gift in the nature of a gentle reminder will be rendered 
peculiarly appropriate on that account. It shall be prized at 
its true worth, and will ever be a cherished token of your good- 
will. My pleasure at this time is tinged with regret, because 
many of the members with whom I have been associated for 
the past few years will not be with us next year, and it is but 
fitting that we should wish them success. To those of you 
who are retiring from public life I wish a bright and pros- 
perous future in your chosen vocations. ‘To those who are 
going on to a higher office I wish all honor and success, and 
to those who are to come back for another year I will say- 
that I trust that our relations in the future will be as pleasant 
as they have been in the past. ‘To our very capable Clerk, I 
feel that I owe much for guiding me through the mazes of 
parliamentary procedure. Like my predecessors, I have 
found him an invaluable assistant, and I am sure that I voice 
the sentiment of the body in saying that the Council is fortu- 
nate in having such an able official. To the City Messenger, 
the Clerk of Committees, the official stenographer and their 
assistants, I extend my sincere thanks for their many cour- 


 tesies, and my best wishes for a happy and prosperous New
